-and Council Members: 


Because of the past Model Cities Program, 
the City of Lansing will see a reduction in 
Federal funding for the Community Devel- 
opment Block Grant Program. The reduc- 
tion will be from the present $6 million 
annually received to $4 million for Fiscal 
Year 1978-79, and then down to approxi- 
mately $2 million for Fiscal Year 1979-80. 


The reduction in Federal funding in the 
Community Development Block Grant raises 
serious issues that the City of Lansing 
must address. As one of only seven cities 
across the Nation which are adversely af- 
fected by the revised funding formula 
adopted by Congress for the second three 
years, we find ourselves in the position of 
having a program which is gaining momen- 
tum while funding for it is declining dra- 
matically. 


The new Federal regulations dealing with 
the Community Development Program tar- 
gets in on housing stock improvements in 
the Neighborhood Development Districts. In 
short, this eliminates, for all practical pur- 
poses, the old Model Cities type program. 
It is an action to which we must conform. 


To this purpose, the Community Develop- 
ment administrative staff has, after con- 
siderable review of program options and 
relevant regulations, recommended a for- 
mula allocation between the components of 
the program which increase the intensity of 
the housing effort and focuses other pro- 
gram elements in support of that effort. 
This recommendation addresses the neces- 
sity of somewhat limiting planning efforts 
for subsequent Neighborhood Development 
Areas, but it does allow us to go forward 
do the program to address many critical 
needs. 


I am concerned, however, about two ma- 
jor points. First, the failure of the Council 
to agree on any policies relative to human 
services programs has delayed the develop- 
ment of Human Resource budget and pro- 
gram recommendations, Because of this 
delay, preparation of the entire Community 
Development budget and grant application 
is also delayed. It will, therefore, be at 
least two weeks before I am able to present 
my Community Development program rec- 
ommendation to you. 
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A second major concern relates to the 
staffing levels in the Community Develop- 
ment program, With the reduction in Com- 
munity Development funds, the City must 
make a decision that will have an important 
impact on its long term financial stability 
and tax rate. Although we are currently in 
a satisfactory position, we must recognize 
the dangers in add on costs from massive 
Federal programs that are phased out. 
Staff costs are our highest and most in- 
flexible costs, When the City Council acted 
to fold over the entire Model Cities pro- 
gram with Community Development Funds, 
you postponed the decision to adjust staffing 
levels because other federal dollars were 
available. Now those Federal dollars are 
not available for the upcoming years. The 
only choices we have are to cut back staff 
when Federal programs are reduced, or to 
put all those people into Genera] Fund po- 
sitions, whether we have a need for them 
or not. This could cost the citizens of Lan- 
sing a tax increase of at least $1.00 per 
$1,000 of assessed valuation annually. 


This problem is critical in the Commu- 
nity Development program, It is also a 
major pending problem in C.E.T.A. It is 
my recommendation that the Council, hard 
though the choice may be, act to establish 
and adhere to a policy requiring assessment 
of costs and benefits of such programs and 
to make determination at least six months 
in advance of a major grant expiring 
whether to transition or terminate the pro- 
gram. Obviously, we have a commitment to 
transition staff into other positions to the 
greatest extent possible, Delay will mean 
that decisions will be reached when there 
is no time for transitioning and will, there- 
fore, require layoffs or the creation of un- 
necessary General Fund positions solely to 
protect incumbent personnel. 


I also recommend that the Human Re- 
sources director and the City Program Co- 
ordinator both immediately focus their ef- 
forts to obtain grants to supplement agency 
funding for those Community Development 
Human Resources projects which are not 
eligible or for which funding is apparently 
not available in the fourth year Community 
Development budget. While we have a com- 
mitment to many of these programs, their 
continued funding must be weighed against 
the requirements of the housing efforts and 
in light of their highly questionable eligi- 
bility under the Federally revised Commu- 
nity Development regulations. The City 
should not wait months to begin this effort 
to assist these agencies in obtaining altern- 
ative funding. Even though we are just 
commencing the budget review process, it 
is clear that there are severe problems 
ahead in the area of City supported and 
human services program funding. If the 
Council does not adopt policy and direct 
activity to alleviate the problems, it must 
accept the responsibility for either disrup- 
tion and potential termination of programs, 
or acting to fund these programs from City 
General Funds, though this latter alterna- 
tive is legally questionable and in the final 
analysis may not be permitted. 


I urge you to have a special Committee 
of the Whole to discuss these recommenda- 
tions and to act within the month so that I 
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have your policy direction in preparing my 
final recommendation on the fourth year 
Community Development grant budget.

On December 22, 1977, Councilman James 
Blair requested a recommendation from me 
regarding the proposed Women’s Referral 
Center, which has been before the City 
Council for more than two years. Because 
of the lengthy time frame involved, I sub- 
mit the following to refresh your minds 
about your continuing involvement in get- 
ting this matter to the stage of funding: 


—The Women’s Referral Center has been 
part of the Community Development 
budget recommended to City Council for 
the second and third year of Community 
Development, 


—Each year the objectives and dollars 
have been part of the Community Devel- 
opment submission to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, either as amendments or applica- 
tions. 


—Through the initiative of Councilman 
Lucile Belen, in December of 1975, the 
Office of the Program Coordinator and 
Human Resources Department began ex- 
ploring other sources of funding, through 
the Capital Area Economic Opportunity 
Committee, Other alternative approaches 
were researched. 


—Prior to submission of an application, 
which had been revised for the third time, 
a Community Development Committee 
meeting was once again held on this mat- 
ter. Councilman Blair expressed a desire 
to have the Women’s Resource Center 
operated on a temporary basis, until ef- 
forts could be finalized to develop it as 
a consortium, 


—On November 22, 1976, you unanimous- 
ly endorsed submission of an application 
to the State of Michigan, but these ac- 
tions produced no State funding. 


—Alternative approaches were once again 
sought. A Special State Appropriation 
was made to the City of Lansing for a 
Women’s Referral Center, and a new con- 
tract is awaiting action from the Finance 
Committee in order to forward it to the 
City Council. 


The consideration of a Women’s Referral 
Center originally was based on Community 
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Development Census Tracts 8, 15, 16, 18, 
21, 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 10, 11 and 12. Such can 
continue for the present, BUT would not 
be eligible for future funding except within 
the specific Community Development areas 
because of the changes made in the regula- 
tions by the U. S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, At the same time, 
you should be advised that the Community 
Development funding for the City of Lan- 
sing is scheduled to be decreased by the 
Federal Government from the present $6 
million annually being received to $4 mil- 
lion for Fiscal Year 1978-79 and then down 
to approximately $2 million for Fiscal Year 
1979-80. Therefore, I am recommending 
(a) that you make contact with the counties 
of Ingham, Clinton and Eaton for the pur- 
pose of developing a Tri-County Consortium 
Women’s Referral Center; and, (b) that 
you research the possibility of contracting 
with such a consortium for the use of the 
$63,500 provided to the City of Lansing for 
a Women’s Referral Center. Under this 
approach, there is a strong possibility that 
such a Women’s Referral Center could be 
continued in future years, something which 
cannot be committed with the one year 
funding recently provided by the State of 
Michigan.

The state of the City of Lansing is ex- 
ceptionally good in relation to most others 
in the Nation. In fact, the course being 
taken by this Capital City of Michigan is 
uniquely different from those of many other 
cities, Specifically: 


—Lansing is financially sound. The proper- 
ty tax rate was decreased by 13.1 percent 
for the present fiscal year, resulting in 
fewer property tax dollars being collected 
for City purposes than was collected back 
in 1971-72, There is a surplus of funds to 
meet present and future needs. Our mini- 
mal debt is systematically being decreased 
annually, Lansing is still one of only 388 
cities in the United States with a Triple A 
Credit Rating—the Board of Water and 
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Light, with rates 20 percent below other 
major Michigan utilities, is the only Triple 
A rated, municipally operated, utility in the 
country. 


—The Board of Water and Light, even with 
utility rates among the lowest in the State, 
continues to provide very reliable service, 
and should be commended for doing so es- 
Pecially during the Winter of 1977, which 
was one of the most severe in Michigan 
history. Despite vise-like pressures of in- 
flation, the Board of Water and Light was 
able to complete another year of operation 
without a usage-rate increase for utility 
services; steam rates were last raised in 
December of 1973, water rates were last 
raised in July 1974, and electric rates were 
last raised 2 years ago. Simultaneously, 
this large user of fossil fuel, saw coal costs 
continually spiraling upward—for example, 
in 1970, a ton of coal delivered cast $8.80, 
while presently a ton of coal delivered costs 
$31.69, And, the Board burned over one 
million tons of coal in 1977, for combined 
electric and steam generation ! 


To meet the clean air and clean waste 
water quality standards, two major build- 
ing projects continued in 1977 — the in- 
stallation of the second of two groups of 
electrostatic precipitators at the Eckert 
Electric Generating Plant is targeted for 
completion in early 1978, at a cost of $8.5 
million, while the completion of the cal- 
ciner to process and recycle sludge is tar- 
geted for completion in mid-1978, at a cost 
of $6.5 million. These costs follow $1.5 
million already expended on the Eckert 
Plant for a water quality standards project 
completed in 1877, 


Energy conservation is continuing to play 
an important role in overall Board opera- 
tions. For example, a major renovation in 
the Cedar Water Pumping Plant will save 
an estimated 500,000 gallons of oil annually. 


The Board also, moved ahead in the in- 
stallation of new fire hydrants, water dis- 
tribution mains, direct buried underground 
power lines, new power transmission lines 
and approximately 750 new, modern street 
lights, the installation of some of which 
were delayed for months due to the antics 
of one Councilman, and a number of citi- 
zens, who did not reside directly within the 
boundaries concerned, By order of Circuit 
Court the opposition was overruled and the 
Board was permitted to proceed. 


—In the field of Law Enforcement, the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation advised in 
its most recent Crime Index Reports that 
our Capital City once again had greater 
crime decreases than any other major city 
in Michigan, and was among the leaders in 
the Nation in crime decreases. Lansing’s 
crime decrease of 22 percent easily out- 
stripped the average cities of our popula- 
tion category, their decrease being 6 to 9 
Percent. 


Until 1977, crime decreases in most cities 
was an exception. Not so for our Capital 
City. Past F.B.I. Crime Index Reports 
have shown that Lansing has had crime 
decreases each year from 1971, through 
December of 1976, by 2 to 25 percent, 
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It should be obvious, even to those who 
opposed the Helicopter Patrol Unit, the 
Surveillance Squad, the Narcotics Squad 
and the Crime Prevention Unit, and the 
larger than average Police Department per- 
sonnel-wise, that the overall past decisions 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, and 
Police Department Command, were “right 
on target” in dealing with crime. And, the 
battle is continuous — recent program ex- 
ponsions include: additional personnel being 
assigned to the Crime Prevention Unit to 
establish direct contact with organizations 
of the community on a regular basis, and 
having the Organized Crime Unit becom- 
ing involved in detailed investigations of 
“white collar crimes.” This latter Unit, 
for example, is currently investigating a 
project which is believed to have fleeced 
the public of more than one million dollars. 


New projects of the Police Department 
include: (a) the Youth Driver Enforcement 
Information Project, basically funded with 
$670,000 of Federal monies, the goal being 
to reduce accident involvement of the 15 to 
24 year old age group by 15%; and, (b) 
the Helicopter/Pistol Range Complex, which 
will house the Helicopter Patrol Unit, es- 
sential in the battle of crime and the ap- 
prehension of criminals, and, on the other 
hand, serve the Department for firearms 
training, as required by law for certifica- 
tion of police officers, 


—The Lansing Fire Department provides to 
our citizenry the finest emergency medical 
services in the State, Manned by State cer- 
tified Paramedics and Emergency Medical 
Technicians, the ambulance service has al- 
lowed the department to increase the sav- 
ings of lives with cardiac pulmonary resus- 
citation from 50 percent in 1973, to 97 per- 


cent in 1977. 


The department increased the number of 
Paramedics from 13 in 1976, to 19 in 1977. 
With the additional Paramedics and eauip- 
ment, the department has been able to in- 
erease Paramedic Units from two to three. 
These units increased the much needed ser- 
vice in the south part of the City. Emer- 
gency Medical Technicians now number 89, 
with 18 additional in training presently. 


So effective is the service that represent- 
atives from other cities have visited the 
department seeking information and re- 
questing assistance in establishing this ser- 
vice in their community. Such representa- 
tives have actually lived in our stations, 
made ambulance runs with our manpower, 
and carefully learned in the process. The 
City of Flint is one of the communities to 
recently send officers and regular firefight- 
ers to study our ambulance service. 


The Fire Prevention Bureau of the de- 
partment has placed special emphasis on 
the reduction of residential fires—all fires 
are noted as to census tracts and areas of 
high incidents are placed on priority for 
residential inspections — these efforts have 
reduced building fires in the City by 28 
percent for 1977. Our fire losses are now 
far below the average in the Nation, and 
the State of Michigan. 


tJ 
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Arson is on the increase Nation-wide 
with increases of 300 percent in some areas. 
Lansing now uses a “team approach” in 
arson investigations, which has resulted in 
obtaining judicial action in approximately 
50 percent of the suspected cases. The 
“team approach” used by Lansing has been 
recognized not only by the State, but also 
nationally. 


Our false alarms have been reduced by 
15 percent, while other communities have 
had sharp increases. In mid-June of 1977, 
the new Eastside, multicompany Fire Sta- 
tion was dedicated. New fire-fighting and 
ambulance equipment has been ordered, all 
fire suppression personnel are being clothed 
in fire resistant clothing, all self-sustaining 
masks are being undated, new fire helmets 
have been ordered, and overall training is 
on the upgrade. 


Truly, it is a record of which to be proud. 


—The Public Service Department was im- 
bedded in construction projects throughout 
1977. Major construction included 9 miles 
of storm and sanitary sewers at a cost of 
$2,000,000; 4.5 miles of curb and gutter, 
and repairs, at a cost of $200,000; 1 mile 
of new street at $50,000; 15 miles of local 
and major street resurfacing at $380,000; 
and, 28 miles of sidewalks and repair, at a 
cost of $700,000. The department completed 
Phase II of the Miller Road Reconstruction 
(Washington Avenue to Logan Street) at 
a cost of $400,000. 


The complete frustrations of vehicle op- 
erators as they pass over railroad tracks is 
being eliminated. The Washington Avenue 
crossing is done, as are the ones on East 
Michigan Avenue, Oakland and Saginaw. 
The department has completed the design 
and received authorization to rebuild 3 
additional crossings. 


The mammoth Wastewater Treatment 
Plant is now processing 26 million gallons 
of sewage per day, removing 97 percent of 
the suspended solids and 85 percent of the 
phosphates. The $33,000,000 plant expan- 
sion and tertiary treatment additions are 
approximately 99 percent complete at this 
time, and puts Lansing in a position far 
ahead of most other communities, 


In the past year, the department main- 
tenance crews cleaned 5,800 catch basins 
and more than 142 miles of sewers—the 
new combination sewer cleaning and catch 
basin cleaning machines, just purchased, 
will reduce sewer and catch basin fiooding 
complaints in 1978. The City-wide refuse 
program is now serving 60 percent of the 
residential customers; 6 pedestrian over- 
passes were repainted at a cost of $70,000; 
one was relocated; and the costly, south- 
bound Logan Street has been completed 
through the efforts of the Michigan Depart- 
ment of State Highways and includes two 
new overpasses and a new bridge over the 
Grand River. 


Presently, constrction of a new Kalama- 
zoo Street Bridge is underway. Hopefully, 
in June of 1978, contracts will be let for a 
new, $3.3 -million South Logan Street 
Bridge, the City’s share of which will be 
$125,000. 
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—Other physical improvements’ center 
around the activities of the Community 
Development Department, the Redevelop- 
ment Department, and the private sector. 


In mid-1977, the City of Lansing received 
four grants, totaling $8,497,420, under the 
Local Public Works Program of the Eco- 
nomic Development Administration of the 
U, S. Commerce Department. The Commu- 
nity Development Department was assigned 
the responsibility for managing and admin- 
istering these grants, which provide $966- 
,306 for North Lansing improvements, 
$1,701,050 for Riverfront Development, 
$454,870 for “dressing up” East Michigan 
Avenue, and $375,194 to make basic im- 
provements in our parks (see attachment 
titled SUMMARY OF ACTIVITIES, LO- 
CAL PUBLIC WORKS GRANTS). Pre- 
liminary work has already begun for each 
project with the bulk of the effort sched- 
uled for year 1978. These projects will 
make our City an even better community. 


In 1977, Neighborhood Development Area 
No. 3 was established on the City’s North- 
side, following NDA No. 2 on the lower 
Eastside, and NDA No. 1 on the Westside, 
all being improved with Community Devel- 
opment Funds, In all three areas, the 
Community Development Department has 
brought forth the highest level of citizen 
participation and involvement —— and, it is 
worthy of note that the new Federal plans 
to revise National Citizens Participation 
Regulations might well have been written 
using our own present process for citizen 
involvement. 


During the first ten months of 1977, 
Neighborhood Development Area residents 
completed 546 applications for rehabilita- 
tion work, specifications were completed 
and requests for bids prepared for 292 
homeowners, and 63 loans and 213 grants 
processed — to date, 249 separate contracts 
have been awarded, 170 of which have been 
completed. In addition, various public im- 
provements have been made to streets, side- 
walks, curbs and gutters, street lighting, 
sewer separations and tree plantings. 


It should, also, be noted that the U. S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment completed an audit of our program, 
and no exceptions were noted. 


With the completion of new buildings by 
Continental Cablevision and Telephone 
Communications, Inc., in the 800 block of 
the Washington Square Mall (which pro- 
vided more than one million dollars in addi- 
tional tax base), the Redevelopment De- 
partment has only six properties remaining 
for redevelopment in Project Area No. 1— 
of these six parcels, three are currently 
off the market for the following reasons: 
Parcel 6—negotiations are underway with 
Vector Construction, Inc., to finalize its 
proposal to construct a 4-story office build- 
ing with an estimated value of $2.5 mil- 
lion; Parcel 12A and 18—negotiations are 
underway with R & R Development Com- 
pany to finalize its proposal to construct a 
4-story office building with an estimated 
value of $2.5 million; Parcel 15—100 Block 
—currently assigned to the Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee for marketing. 
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In Project Area No. 2, three parcels are 
available for development, one of which 
(Parcel 7) is currently off the market while 
negotiations are conducted with F/S De- 
velopment Company to finalize its proposal 
to construct a 9-story, 200 unit building 
for elderly occupancy and 102 units of 
garden apartments for occupancy by moder- 
ate and upper income occupants, The es- 
timated value of these facilities is in excess 
of $9 million. 


The Building Department advises that 
1,415 Building Permits, valued at $35.5 
million, were issued in 1977, the third larg- 
est in the City’s history. When compared 
with 1976, there is a $17 million decrease 
in permit value—the reduction is largely 
due to large industrial and public facility 
projects for which permits were issued in 
1976. Permit value for all residential con- 
struction was $13.7 million, which is a 18 
percent increase over 1976.

The Building Department continued to be 
actively involved in the Community Devel- 
opment Program of the City. The goal is 
to have under construction 600+- remodel- 
ing contracts by June 30, 1978. A major 
obstacle in achieving this goal is the lack 
of qualified contractors to bid work. 


—The Parks and Recreation Department 
handled record breaking participation in 
programs, except in the use of the neigh- 
borhood ice skating rinks, which saw at- 
tendance down even though there was a 
longer than normal skating season. These 
13 rinks averaged 55 persons per day, per 
rink over a 32 day skating season—however, 
the recently opened Washington Artificial 
Ice Rink alone recorded an average daily 
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attendance of 133 for 86 days. The design 
concept allows the Washington Rink sur- 
face to be used as six tennis courts during 
the summer months and a tennis court 
reservation system for afternoon and eve- 
ning has had to be initiated. 


The Department had twelve new tennis 
courts available to the public in 1977, with 
6 at Washington Park, and 2 each at River- 
front Park, Hunter and Benjamin Davis, 
bringing the total to 55. 


Softball-baseball participation was at an 
all-time high of more than 7,000 and will 
undoubtedly continue to grow when several 
fields are lighted. Following my Budget Rec- 
ommendations of 1977, based on the Mayor’s 
Ball Diamond Advisory Committee Report, 
you appropriated $128,500 for lighting in- 
dividual fields at Westside, Gier and Davis 
Parks. Applications were submitted simul- 
taneously for Federal funds which, using 
the City appropriation as match require- 
ment, will allow for the lighting of a total 
of six fields (3 at Gier, 2 at Davis and the 
one at Westside). The total project cost 
will be $227,000. The City has been in- 
formed that the grant application has been 
approved in the first two of three reviews, 
and final notification should be made in 
time for construction prior to the start of 
the 1978 summer season. Plans for im- 
plementation of the original City funded 
project will be completed and ready for 
construction should the grant not receive 
final approval. 


The Kingsley Center operation, at this 
point, can be considered successful. A total 
of 618 recreation events or activities were 
offered here in 1977-——-some were successful, 
while others failed. The Center is presently 
moving in a positive direction and does con- 
tribute significantly to the Westside com- 
munity environment. 


The Gier Center now has been open to 
the community for 2 years. The past 12 
months have been most productive with 
figures indicating a 100 percent increase in 
participation. Here the Advisory Board is 
taking an active role in the Center’s growth 
with input from the community regarding 
program selection and direction. 


Based upon my recommendation, an ap- 
plication was authorized and submitted for 
Title V Older Americans Act funds to re- 
model the Miller Road Community Hall, the 
goal being to make this a modern Senior 
Citizen Center, especially for the south 
part of the City. The total grant applica- 
tion was for $165,000 with $41,000 repre- 
senting the budgeted local match, Pro- 
posed improvements include the addition of 
an activity room, remodeling of restrooms 
and kitchen, interior and exterior renova- 
tion, and parking lot improvements. Ex- 
penses not eligible in the grant include the 
heating and air conditioning system, and 
furnishings. The Parks and Recreation De- 
partment has recommended these be funded 
in the CIP budget at a total cost of $38,000. 
When completed, this Senior Citizen Center 
for South Lansing will provide for the 
absorption of the Jolly Road program into 
an existing senior program operated by the 
Parks and Recreation Department, 
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Special Activities directed by the Parks 
and Recreation Department was highlighted 
by the Second Annual Fourth of July Cele- 
bration, which included the parade, attend- 
ance in the thousands at the Ethnic Festi- 
val, and the fireworks display. The Summer 
Concert Season provided a variety of music 
in the parks and was increased from 12 to 
16 concerts. The department assisted in 42 
other special activities and programs rang- 
ing from Youth Talent shows, to Riverfront 
Park rock concerts, orchestras, kite flying 
contests, CBer’s Muscular Dystrophy Festi- 
vals, Easter Egg Hunts, a Model Boat show, 
the Lansing Community College Showboat, 
Black Cultural Festival, Mexican Patriotic 
Festival, and the Oktoberfest, to name a 
few. People participation in all the events 
was the motivating force. 


Special recreation services and activities 
are provided to the Senior Citizens, Hand- 
icappers, Performing Arts, Creative Arts 
and Special] Events. There are 9 Senior 
Citizen Centers offering the Seniors of the 
City a diversified program. Throughout the 
Year 1977, the Tri-County Office on Aging 
has cooperated with the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Department in providing services to 
the Seniors, and in other services has work- 
ed directly with Seniors. 


Currently, the Tri-County Office on Aging 
is responsible for 11 sites in the City of 
Lansing — these Lansing sites have served 
over 115,000 meals to Seniors over the past 
12 month period, Of the total, 22,000 meals 
are delivered to the elderly who are home- 
bound. A major step forward for the Sen- 
ior Nutrition Program is the development 
of a Central Kitchen at the Senior Day 
Center adjacent to the Lansing Civic Cen- 
ter. 


The Tri-County Office on Aging is pro- 
viding a variety of other programs and 
services in the City. These include informa- 
tion and referral services to Seniors, 8,000 
rides, meal programs at Cristo Rey and the 
American Indian Center, health counseling 
and screening program, developing and 
funding of a home repair project and a Day 
Center for Seniors who need supervision 
during day-time hours. 


—A $3.5 million, cash outlay, has permitted 
a complete renovation of the Lansing Civic 
Center, which includes a $750,000 new 
Senior Citizens Complex. The modernizing 
includes total air-conditioning of the entire 
Civic Center, new lighting, new stage light 
paneling, new lavatories just off the main 
auditorium, new furniture and permanent 
seats, complete painting, new lobby doors, 
plus a “new look” to the Prudden Hall and 
the Terrace Room. A new Assistant Man- 
ager has been added to the staff to give full 
coverage and proper supervision to all 
events, no matter how large or small. 


—tThe forecasts for 1978 points to an in- 
creased use in all facets of the Civic Center 
Complex, plus 80 concerts, The Director of 
the Convention Bureau of Greater Lansing 
advises that the 1978 Democratic State 
Convention, with approximately 4,000 per- 
sons involved, is scheduled for the Civic 
Center August 25, through August 27, 
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The Convention Bureau, substantially 
funded by the City, reports that 1977, was 
8 most successful year for the Hospitality 
Industry in Lansing and the immediate 
area, Area hotels/motels had increased 
total sales from 5 to 25 percent, record 
numbers of visitors took guided tours of 
the Capitol Building, the Bureau placed 
over $160,000 in individual room reserva- 
tions —- a 100 percent increase over 1976, 
the Bureau’s 1977 booking activity for fu- 
ture conferences has scheduled confirmed 
future conferences as far ahead as 1982. 


—The 1977 Municipal Employment Survey 
conducted by the Human Relations Depart- 
ment shows: that regular City employment 
decreased from 1,469 employees in 1976, to 
1,871 in 1977, or a cut of 98 employees; 
that total employment (City funded and 
Federal funded) decreased from 1,734 in 
1976, to 1,788 in 1977, for a net loss of one 
employee ; that salaried and hourly employ- 
ment increased from 1,255 persons in 1976, 
to 1,283 in 1977 (Federally funded ex- 
cluded), for an increase of 28 employees 
of which 5 were minorities, and 11 were 
women. 


During the year, 25 departments reported 
new hires — of the 330 positions, 69 were 
filled by minorities for a percentage of 
20.91 percent minority new hires, and 86 
of the new hires were filled by women for 
a percentage of 20.06 percent women new 

res. 


Yes, progress has been and is being made 
in Lansing. Sometimes goals have been 
easy to attain. However, at other times, 
it has been a long, difficult frustrating 
experience, EXAMPLE. In my State of 
the City Message of 1970, and again in 
1971, I called for support for financial re- 
imbursement by the State of Michigan for 
fire protection provided to the State owned 
facilities, Some cities, some legislators and 
the Michigan Municipal League eventually 
responded with support—this was followed 
by personal presentations before legislative 
committees. You were kind enough to ap- 
prove a Resolution of Support on May 5, 
1975. In 1977, the Michigan Legislature 
finally responded with an appropriation of 
$8 million, of which Lansing’s share is an 
estimated $242,000 annually. 


Another example centers on the two 
badly needed State Office Buildings to the 
west of the present Mason and Cass build- 
ings. More than one dozen years ago, the 
State of Michigan commenced purchasing 
properties for such purposes, but the build- 
ings were not forthcoming. The State 
Building Commission, of which I am a 
member, has diligently pursued this matter 
and championed the now approved con- 
struction bond issue to meet space needs. 
Governor William G. Milliken has listed 
the $80 million project as a priority. More 
recently an appropriate committee of the 
Legislature has expressed support. Our 
goal should now be to energetically work 
toward House and Senate approval in 1978. 


AND, WHAT OF THE FUTURE? Just 
ahead of you are numerous policy decisions 
which can have a lasting affect on the Capi- 
tal City of Michigan. Some of these policy 
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decisions need almost immediate attention. 
Some will be most difficult, Some will be 
costly in nature. What you do, or do not 
do, will have a bearing on the course this 
City will take for years to come. 


POSITIONS OF EMPLOYMENT 


Employment is at a new high in Lansing 
and the surrounding area, with 217,700 per- 
sons at work, Unemployment has dropped 
to the lowest level in two years, 4.9 percent 
compared to the National Rate of 6.4 per- 
cent. This does not mean we can afford to 
“Test on the oars.” The Lansing Metro- 
politan Development Authority, the Lansing 
Economic Development Corporation, the 
Lansing Regional Chamber of Commerce 
and the Lansing Downtown Development 
Authority have been diligently striving to 
improve the overall industrial and business 
climate, to encourage expansions, to en- 
courage new firms to locate here, the goal 
being increased positions of employment, 
Today, tax abatements are provided by 
State law for industrial modernization and 
expansions, and for general homeowners to 
modernize their reidence within certain 
limits. This is not true for commercial busi- 
nesses, especially those of small size. To 
progress and build on the base we already 
have, I recommend that—-(A) you formally 
support, by resolution, legislation before 
the State Legislature which will permit 
modnernization tax abatements for com- 
mercial businesses; (B) you expedite in- 
dustrial tax exemptions where new posi- 
tions of employment are involved, or where 
competitive forces or technology are en- 
dangering the existence of a local industry, 
such as Atlas Drop Forge, and; (C) you 
take time, as a body, to meet with top 
officials of Oldsmobile, Fisher Body and 
Motor Wheel to recognize the importance 
of these industries in positions of employ- 
ment, to our overall economy, and to ex- 
press this city’s sincere interest in their 
modernizations and any future expansions. 


TITLE IX ECONOMIC ADJUSTMENT 
REPORT 


Through the efforts of my office, and your 
approval of my request, the City received 
$50,000 from the Economic Development 
Administration, in 1977, to undertake an 
economic adjustment study. The City con- 
tracted with the firm of Zuchelli, Hunter 
and Associates to prepare a detailed set of 
economic development recommendations, to 
be used as guidelines for future City ac- 
tions. That report is now completed, The 
consultant’s recommendations, in part, call 
for: (a) a program of City assistance for 
land assembly for existing industries, rec- 
ognizing that existing industries are more 
likely to realize substantial growth than 
a diversification policy could bring; (b) sub- 
stantial funding by the Federal government 
for the Lansing Economie Development 
Corporation, so that it may provide imme- 
diate capital assistance to local industries 
at favorable interest rates, or to provide 
loan guarantees; (c) permanent funding 
for the Lansing Economic Development 
Corporation, which is recommended to take 
the lead role in economic development ac- 
tivities in the City, through the use of 
multiple tools authorized by State law; 
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(d) the establishment of a labor and man- 
agement forum outside of the bargaining 
table, and outside the eye of government, 
for resolution of common problems — 
groundwork for such an organization has 
already begun, with my support, at the 
Lansing Community College, and through 
the initiative of President Philip Gannon, 
and (e) substantial support by the City of 
improved projects for the Central Business 
District, based on the importance of the 
State government labor force as one of the 
City’s major growth “industries.” 


As Chairman of the Policy Committee 
dealing with the aforementioned report, I 
have called for a meeting on January 12, 
of this body, and the Technical Committee, 
both of which were appointed to assist in 
the study and report, It is anticapted that 
the Committees will finalize recommenda- 
ions to you. In the interim, the Consultant 
has been preparing an application for ap- 
proval and submission to the Economic De- 
velopment Administration of the Federal 
government seeking implementation funds, 
Some match dollars will be required. I 
recommend your immediate attention to the 
matter, that you respond expeditiously so 
that the application in question can be sub- 
mitted in the month of January, 


SOUTH WASHINGTON SQUARE 
DEVELOPMENT 


For years both the City and the business- 
men have been waiting for each other to 
take the initiative to make needed improve- 
ments to the South Washington Business 
District. This past year you concurred with 
my request and appropriated funds to the 
Downtown Development Authority to pre- 
pare a Master Development Plan for the 
Central Business District including a Phase 
I program to develop a promenade in the 
100 to 400 blocks of South Washington 
Square. I am happy to report that the 
D.D.A., in cooperation with our Planning 
Department and a contract with the local 
firm of Warren Holmes, Black and Asso- 
ciates, have completed their charge. I am 
urging that you meet on January 19th, 1978 
to review this plan. 


Originally, I intended to include funds 
in my Fiscal 78-79 Budget for downtown 
improvements, However, this would mean 
another year delay before construction could 
be completed. Since the improvement of 
our central business district is 20 long years 
overdue, I am recommending that you ap- 
propriate $1,528,000.00 from fund balance 
to start construction in March or April of 
tihs year with a completion date by Thanks- 
giving Day. 


These improvements include: $1,097,000.00 
to develop the promenade in the 100, 200, 
300 and 400 blocks of South Washington 
Square including retention of parking, re- 
placement and widening of sidewalks, new 
curbs, extensive landscaping and tree plant- 
ing, pedestrian lighting and the provision 
of restroom facilities; $181,000.00 to plant 
trees on Capitol and Grand as well as all 
the east-west streets from Allegan to Len- 
awee; and $250,000 to make Michigan Ave 
nue a Grand Entrance to our downtown by 
dressing up the sidewalks, planting trees 
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and installing a row of flags from the Mich- 
igan Avenue Bridge to the State Capitol. 


Since Lansing belongs to all the people 
of Michigan, I will appoint a citizens com- 
mittee to contact every county in the State 
of Michigan requesting each county to par- 
ticipate in the form of: constructing a 
flag pole; providing a county flag; and a 
plague of uniform size which identifies 
their county’s unique role in the develop- 
ment of our Great State. I also intend to 
invite the chairman of each county board 
of commissioners to the dedication of this 
street of flags honoring the people of 
Michigan. 


Prior to these improvements being com- 
pleted, I will be forwarding detailed ree- 
ommendations to you and requesting you to 
establish a special assessment district for 
the downtown business district. Funds from 
this district will be used to maintain the 
improvements, provide a free shuttle service 
from the State Governmental Complex to 
downtown and provide free short term 
parking for shoppers. 


The City will be doing its part. It will 
soon then be up to the merchants to do 
theirs. It is time for merchants to stop 
acting as individuals when it comes to 
hours of business and promotional events 
tied in with the various festivals which are 
ongoing in our downtown areas. Downtown 
Lansing has superior access from all parts 
of the region. It is time for our downtown 
merchants to start competing with sur- 
rounding merchants for their share of the 
growth in retail sales, and return a unique- 
ness and pride to the Central Business Dis- 
trict of the Capital City of Michigan. 


NEIGHBORHOOD 
COMMERCIAL CENTERS 


Since the beginning of our Community 
Development program recognition has been 
given to the importance of neighborhood 
commercial services in maintaining sound 
neighborhoods. 


During the first three years of our Com- 
munity Development program, emphasis 
was placed on improving the North Lan- 
sing Historic Commercial District and the 
2000 block of East Michigan Avenue, With 
these efforts underway, I am recommending 
that we move ahead with this program by 
undertaking parking improvements to the 
north side of the West Saginaw commercial 
district between Princeton and Chicago 
Streets. I will be including funds in the 
Community Development rortion of my 
budget for this purpose and I am _ recom- 
mending concurrence of the City Council. 


URBAN DEVELOPMENT 
ACTION GRANT 


The Federal government recently made 
provisions for grants to be provided to local 
communities for urban development action. 
Such funds cannot be used for land ac- 
quisition, but the funds can be used for 
demolition, construction or utility expan- 
sions and must involve the private sector. 
I recommend that you direct the Federal 
Program Coordinator to immediately re- 
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search the possibility of securing an Urban 
Development Action Grant in behalf of the 
present owners of the Diamond Reo prop- 
erty for the specific purpose of demolishing 
the acres of old, outdated and potentially 
hazardous buildings on site. The present 
deadline for filing for such a grant is Jan- 
uary 81, this to be followed by another 
filing deadline in March. 


The Fire Marshal, the Building Commis- 
sioner and I have met with the property 
owners, because of hazardous conditions of 
the interna] buildings, the great potential 
for fire and the detrimental results such 
could have on the surrounding area, es- 
pecially that directly to the west. Further- 
more, the buildings have been vandalized 
and repeatedly used by youngsters unaware 
of the dangers of water-wells, open roof 
areas, weak spots, and similar conditions. 
oun cleared, the property could be mar- 

eted. 


A U.S. FEDERAL DISTRICT COURT 


As early as March, 1970, my office sought 
the assistance of former Congressman 
Charles E, Chamberlain in securing a Fed- 
eral District Court facility for the City of 
Lansing. A survey taken by my office con- 
cluded that Lansing is one of only three 
Capital Cities without a Federal Court. On 
September 24, 1976, I testified before the 
members of the subcommittee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds of the House Pub- 
lic Works Transportation Committee of the 
U. S. Congress, regarding the need for a 
new Federal Court in Lansing. Since then, 
Senators Donald W. Riegle and Robert P. 
Griffin and U. S. Congressman M,. Robert 
Carr have worked diligently on behalf of 
Lansing to secure a new Federal Court, 


I am recommending that you formally 
approve a resolution of support for such 
a facility and that copies be forwarded to 
all members of the Michigan Congressional 
Delegation and to the membership of the 
appropriate Congressional Committee al- 
ready mentioned. 


NEW POLICE — CRIMINAL JUSTICE 
CENTER 


Over the past several years, I have con- 
sistenly attempted to meet the City’s need 
for a new police department building by 
recommending that a total of one million 
dollars be appropriated for that purpose, 
While City Council agreed that the need 
existed, and appropriated the money, you 
later chose to spend the money for other 
purposes, including a down-payment of the 
W, T. Grant Building. 


In 1976, based on the City Council’s de- 
sire to relocate the offices from the W. T. 
Grant Building (Washington Sq. Annex) 
to the present Police Building, thereby re- 
turning the former W. T. Grant Building 
to the private market and putting it back 
on the tax rolls, I recommended that 
$50,000.00 be appropriated for a Criminal 
Justice Facility Design Study. This was 
the first step in developing a new location 
for the Police Department so that their 
current building would be ready to house 
other City operations according to City 
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Council’s schedule for disposal of the W. T. 
Grant Building. This design work was to 
examine the long range needs of the Police 
Department and, the feasibility of bring- 
ing all criminal justice facilities, Courts, 
Prosecutor’s Office and jail, together in one 
site. Following extensive and lengthy budg- 
et hearings the City Council adopted a 
budget which included a $50,000 appropria- 
tion for the design work. 


The Police Commissioners, Police Depart- 
ment and the Planning Department which 
I asked to assist, spent countless hours 
selecting an appropriate architect to con- 
duct the research. The recommendation of 
the Board of Police Commissioners is now 
before the City Council. 


I urge you to consider and approve the 
recommendation of the Board of Police 
Commissioners so that the work, which has 
been delayed for so long, may begin. I will 
be including in my budget recommendations 
$1,500,000.00 for acquisition of a site for 
a new police building-criminal justice cen- 
ter toe be funded from either General Fund 
Balance or a bond issue, Further, I have 
requested that the Police and Planning De- 
partments continue their research so that 
the City is prepared to select and acquire 
a site during the next fiscal year and con- 
tinue to work with the consultant to design 
the facilities. 


Finally, I urge you to join with me in 
discussions with the Ingham County Beard 
of Commissioners, so that all savings which 
would be realized through a joint develop- 
ment of a City-County Criminal Justice 
Facility can be explored. 

N. LOGAN STREET-GRAND RIVER 

AVENUE RAILROAD GRADE 
SEPARATION 


The Railroad Study Committee which I 
nominated has submitted its final report 
which is now before the Council for action. 
The Committee recommended that due to 
the frequent and costly traffic delays in 
gaining access to the airport and North- 
western part of the City by the police, fire 
and emergency vehicles, and general citi- 
zens, the Logan Street-Grand River Avenue 
railroad grade crossing be given number 
one priority for a grade separation, I rec- 
ommend that the Planning and Public Ser- 
vice Departments contact the State Depart- 
ment of Highways and Transportation and 
request them to program the construction 
of grade separation on Grand River Ave- 
nue. This will be a beginning of the plan 
to alleviate the problems of traffic jams at 
ao railroad grade crossings within the 

ity. 


WOOD STREET EXTENSION 


Under the subject of improvement of 
transportation services within the City, but 
at the same time protecting the neighber- 
hoods from cross traffic, I recommend as 
follows: Wood Street be extended south to 
Saginaw Street and traffic diverters be in- 
stalled to prohibit movement of traffic be- 
tween Clemens and Wood across Saginaw. 
Also, that truck traffic be prohibited on 
Clemens Street between Kalamazoo and 
Saginaw. I recognize the efforts currently 
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being made by the Planning, Public Service 
and Traffic departments to prepare a truck 
route map for the City, which, once ap- 
proved, will be a step in the right direction. 


COOPERATIVE PLANNING WITH 
LANSING TOWNSHIP 


On February 9, 1977, at a Public Hearing 
before the East Lansing Planning Commis- 
sion, I called for a cooperative effort be- 
tween the City, Lansing Township, and the 
City of East Lansing to work out land use 
and problems in the northeast section of 
the City and adjacent land in both the 
Township and East Lansing. On May 23, 
1977, the Northeast Neighborhood Associa- 
tion in a letter to the City stated similar 
concerns, You then directed me to set up 
a meeting with East Lansing and Lansing 
Township officials which was heid on June 
28, 1977, in the East Lansing City Hall. 


Following that meeting, Lansing and 
Lansing Township officials did meet to ad- 
dress land use concerns along our common 
boundaries to the northeast. Unfortunately, 
East Lansing was unable to participate. 
On December 19, 1977, our Planning Direc- 
tor, Mr. Tubbs, received a communication 
from Martha Bissinger, Clerk of Lansing 
Township, stating the Township’s intent to 
engage the Regional Planning Commission 
in a comprehensive review of land use and 
zoning policy for this same area; and re- 
questing the City to join with them in ex- 
amining our policy for contiguous areas, 
I have requested the Planning Board and 
Mr. Tubbs to cooperate fully with Lansing 
Township to work out our mutual concerns. 


GENERAL RADIO COMMUNICATIONS 


In recent years the requests for govern- 
mental services have increased considerably 
requiring the need for improved radio com- 
munications coordination, research and 
planning. Accordingly, I am appointing 
James A. Holcomb, Executive Director of 
Emergency Services, as Chairman of a 
Radio Communications Research and Plan- 
ning Commitee. This will be a collateral 
duty of the Office of Emergency Services. 
Each department having a radio communi- 
cations system will assign one person to 
assist the Committee Chairman in studying 
the need for protection from interference 
with other governmental systems, present 
and future equipment needs including flexi- 
bility for changes and provisions for emer- 
gencies. 


PROPERTY FIRE INSURANCE RATING 


The City of Lansing received its last Fire 
Underwriters Examination Report in May, 
1967. Much of the data in this report re- 
flected information collected in 1965. Based 
on this data, the City was assigned a Class 
Three Fire Insurance Rating. True this 
rating is one of the lowest in the State of 
Michigan, and substantially below ali our 
surrounding governmental units, I am of 
the impression it could be lower. 


The National Inurance Services Office 
will provide an updated survey at no cost 
to the City, if the request is made by the 
Mayor. Be advised it is my intention to 
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eall for such a survey, the goal being to 
lower our already low property fire insur- 
ance rating. 


Earlier in this State of the City Address, 
I mentioned that property taxes for Fiscal 
Year 1977-78 were decreased by 13.1 per- 
cent — be advised, that it is my intention 
to recommend to you in my upcoming 
budget recommendations, for Fiscal Year 
1978-79, another property tax decrease. 


It_ is with these thoughts foremost in 
mind that the preceding is submitted to 
you in accordance with Chapter 7.1 of the 
City Charter.

On June 28, 1977, Brookshire Apart- 
ments, also known as Hunters Ridge Apart- 
ments, filed suit against the City of Lan- 
sing in the Michigan Tax Tribunal seeking 
reduction of the assessed value of the prop- 
erty for the 1977 tax year. Petitioner al- 
leged that the assessment placed on the 
property was unlawful in that it exceeded 
50% of the true cash value of the property. 
The City filed an answer to the petition 
alleging that the assessment was lawful 
and proper. 
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Recently, members of this office, the 
Assessor’s Office, and representatives of 
Brookshire Apartment met in an effort to 
resolve the suit. Appraisals and financial 
statements were reviewed by both sides. 
At the conclusion of the meeting, and based 
upon data presented, it was agreed by the 
parties, subject to City Council approval, 
that the proper assessed value of the prop- 
erty for the 1977 tax year is $750,000 re- 
flecting a true cash value of $1,500,000 
which is $191,000 less than the originally ap- 
praised assessed value of the property; and 
that the 1977 assessment of the property 
would be reduced accordingly. Of course, 
the taxpayer will be refunded all 1977 taxes 
paid which are in excess of the amount 
attributable to the proposed adjusted as- 
sessed value. 


The foregoing settlement appears reason- 
able in that the proposed adjusted assessed 
value of the property accurately reflects its 
value according to assessment techniques 
relied upon by the Tax Tribunal in recent 
eases. By entering into this settlement, the 
City of Lansing also avoids the expense 
and uncertainty of protracted litigation of 
the matter.

Gentlemen: 


On June 27, 1966, City Council passed a 
resolution stating that all traffic signals in 
the city shall be operated stop and go 


twenty-four hours per day. This resolution © 


affected all traffic signals that were not lo- 
cated on state trunklines, and the reported 
purpose was to increase safety at the inter- 
sections affected. 


On November 18, 1973, City Council con- 
curred in the recommendation of the Traffic 
Board to flash the traffic signals at selected 
intersections in the city in order to: 


1, Save gasoline by eliminating unneces- 
sary stops and waiting. 


2. Save electricity. 


3. Provide for the safety of motorists 
driving at late hours. 


These approved intersections, as well as 
several intersections on state trunklines, 
have operated under flashing conditions 
with no significant change in the accidents 
at these intersections. Analysis shows that 
there is no significant difference in the 
number of accidents at intersections during 
low volume times, whether the signal is 
operating stop and go or in flashing mode, 
as long as no obstruction to visibility exists. 


Traffic signals are normally operated in 
flash condition during those hours when the 
traffic volumes are fifty percent or less of 
the traffic volume warrants for a traffic 
signal and if visibility at the intersection 
is satisfactory. 


In order to reduce delay and inconven- 
ience to motorists, and to reduce fuel con- 
sumption and electrical power consumption, 
the Traffic Board recommended that City 
Counci lauthorize the Traffic Department 
to operate traffic signals in flash mode dur. 
ing those hours indicated by an established 
engineering criteria.

The Board’s primary recommendation, 
and preferred scheme for parking in the 
400 block, is for the street to be closed to 
thru traffic and 90° parking allowed. Pro- 
visions for adequate access to the mid-block 
parking lot must be made prior to the im- 
plementation of this plan.

Attached is the 1977 Municipal Employ- 
ment Survey for the City of Lansing. The 
Statistics are compiled from the data sub- 
mitted by each City Department. The De- 
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partment Directors were instructed to eval- 
uate their respective classifications and de- 
termine in which of the eight job categories 
the positions should be placed, With the 
concurrence from the Personnel Director, 
the fifteen week temporary workers are 
excluded, Their accounting would not pro- 
vide any consistency in our reports. This 
year’s survey format has been revised to 
comply with the State of Michigan’s re- 
porting requirements which was established 
to evaluate the Affirmative Action efforts 
of those Municipalities receiving state 
grants or funds. This data must accom- 
pany all grant proposals. This new format 
will assist in identifying the specific job 
categories as requested in The Federal 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commis- 
sion reports. As stipulated in the City of 
Lansing’s Affirmative Action Plan all de- 
partments will be required to establish real- 
istic goals and timetables in areas where 
minorities and women are determined to 
be underutilized. The departmental efforts 
to attain the established goals and time- 
tables will be monitored by the Affirmative 
Action Office, to ensure the City of Lansing 
is providing equal employment opportuni- 
ties to minorities and women, 


We have submitted for your review a 
comparative report of the employment sta- 
tisties for December 1972, when the City’s 
initial Affirmative Action Plan was. adopt- 
ed; December 1976, when the City’s Affirm- 
ative Action Plan was revised and Decem- 
ber 1977 reflecting the current employment 
picture of the City of Lansing. The adop- 
tion and revision of the City’s Affirmative 
Action Plan established an employment 
base from which an objective evaluation 
ean be made as to the City’s Affirmative 
Action efforts. 


Statistics were obtained this year from 
the Board of Water & Light, as shown in 
Exhibit VII. However, the Board is not a 
City Department, therefore, the figures are 
not included in the survey totals. In addi- 
tion, Federally Funded Positions have not 
been reported. 


Employment data for the Central Garage 
has not been previously reported in the 
Municipal Employment Survey. In compil- 
ing previous surveys the employees of the 
Central Garage were considered to be per- 
sonnel of the Police Department and Fire 
Department. However, neither of these de- 
partments have ever reported these em- 
ployees, The Central Garage expanded its 
operation and was placed under the author- 
ity of the Vehicle Committee, as a separate 
entity without departmental staus, The 
employment figures for the Central Garage 
were not included in the survey totals so as 
not to distort the annual percentage com- 
parison. These statistics will be incorpo- 
rated into future surveys. 


You can observe the following changes: 


Salaried and Hourly Employment in- 
creased from 1,255 in 1976 to 1,283 in 
1977 (Federal Employees Excluded. This 
is an increase of 28 employees, of which 
5 are minorities for a minority employ- 
ment percentage increase of 0.20%, from 
8.45% in 1976 to 8.65% in 1977, Salaried 
and Hourly Women increased from 215 
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in 1976 to 226 in 1977. This is an in- 
crease of 11 women, of which 3 are mi- 
norities for a women percentage increase 
of 0.48%, from 17.18% in 1976 to 17.61% 
in 1977. 


Contract Employment decreased from 
214 in 1976 to 88 in 1977. (Federal Em- 
ployees Excluded), This is a decrease of 
126 employees, of which 34 were minori- 
ties for a minority employment percent- 
age decrease of 0.50%, from 26.64% in 
1976 to 26.14% in 1977. Contract women 
decreased from 76 in 1976 to 26 in 1977. 
This is a decrease of 50 women, of which 
8 were minorities for a women employ- 
ment percentage decrease of 5.96%, from 
35.51% in 1976 to 29.55% in 1977, 


City Employment decreased from 1,469 
in 1976 to 1.871 in 1977. This is a de- 
crease of 98 employees, of which 29 were 
minorities for a minority employment 
percentage decrease of 1.83%, from 
11.10% in 1976 to 9.77% in 1977. Women 
Employment decreased from 163 in 1976 
to 134 in 1977. This is a decrease of 29 
women, of which 5 were minorities for a 
women employment percentage decrease 
of ion from 19.81% in 1976 to 18.88% 
in e 


The Comparative Federally Funded Re- 
port shows an increase of 97 employees, 
with an increase in total minority em- 
ployment of 27 for a minority employ- 
ment percentage increase of 1.19%, from 
23.40% in 1976 to 24.59% in 1977. 
Women Employment for the same period 
has increased by 26, of which 4 were 
minorities. Taking into account total 
Federal Employment increased by 97 po- 
sitions, the percentage of women em- 
ployed does not keep pace with the 
35.09% in 1976, There is a women em- 
ployment percentage decrease of 2.22% 
a difference from, 32.87% in 1977. 


Overall, Total Employment, City and 
Federal, decreased from 1,734 in 1976 to 
1,733 in 1977. This is a decrease of 1 
employee. However, due to turnover there 
is a reduction of 2 minorities for a mi- 
nority employment percentage decrease 
of 0.11%, from 12.98% in 1976 to 12.87% 
in 1977, Further, there is a reduction of 
18 women for a women employment per- 
centage decrease of 0.47%, from 22.15% 
in 1976 to 21.41% in 1977. 


Page 5, Employee Distribution by Job 
Category reflects that of the eight job 
eategories the Minority Population Ratio 
for the City of Lansing, 13.9%, was at- 
tained only in the Para-Professional and 
Service Maintenance Categories. Also, 
the Women Population Percentage for 
the City of Lansing, 51.7%, was attained 
only in the Office Clerical Category. 


Page 5, reflects the employment of 
Handicapped persons in the eight job 
categories. The total number of handi- 
capped employees reported was 11 for a 
percentage of 0.63%. Data for the handi- 
eapped employees is also reported on the 
pages 8-39 of Exhibit I, Departmental 
Employment Breakdown. 
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Exhibit V, New Hires shows that 25 
departments reported New Hires, Of 
these 330 positions, 69 were filled by 
minorities for a percentage of 20.91%. 
Further, 86 of the New Hires were filled 
by women for a percentage of 26.06%. 
Federally Funded Positions accounted for 
191 of the New Hires. Minorities filled 


48 of the positions for a percentage of 


25.18%. For the same period women 
filled 46 of the positions for a percentage 
of 24.08%. It appears that the Depart- 
ments provided for a higher rate of mi- 
nority employment for New Hires in Fed- 
erally Funded Positions, in comparison to 
the higher rate of women New Hires 
ba was achieved in City Funded Posi- 
10ns, 


Summary: 


The overall employment picture revealed 
minimal change in the minority and women 
employment statistics. Substantial gains 
are shown in the Federally Funded Posi- 
tions, however, due to a reduction in City 
Funded Employment, the minority and 
women employment percentage did not 
keep pace with that of 1976. 


The Employee Distribution by Job Cate- 
gory (page 5) reveals some glaring inequi- 
ties in job categories. The majority of 
minorities and women are employed in the 
conventional and stero-type job categories. 
The highest percentages for minority em- 
ployment is shown to be in the para-pro- 
fessional and service maintenance, while 
the highest percentage of women can be 
identified in the office clerical and para- 
professional. This clearly indicates a need 
for establishing goals and timetables for 
the nontraditional job categories. 


Attention must be given to those cate- 
gories in which we find the lowest per- 
centages of minorities and women, such as 
skilled craft, technicians and officials/ad- 
ministrators. 


The Committee wishes to recognize those 
departments who have made a “good faith 
effort” to provide equal employment oppor- 
tunity. Three of the departments who had 
new hiring opportunities, Police, Municipal 
Market and Traffic/Parking increased their 
minority employment which resulted in a 
greater departmental percentage of minori- 
ties. Also, Civic Center, Personnel, Plan- 
ning, Police, Senior Citizens and Treasurer 
increased their women employment through 
new hiring opportunities which resulted in 
a greater departmental percentage of wo- 
men, These increases are based on City 
Funded Positions only. 


This 1977 Municipal Employment Survey 
serves to inform the Mayor, City Council 
Members and Department Heads of the 
need for increased assistance and coopera- 
tion with the Affirmative Action Office to 
ensure the implementation of the adopted 
Affirmative Action Plan.

In approximately two and one half weeks, 
Ingham County and the City of Williamston 
will file with the Michigan Department of 
Agriculture petitions calling for the de- 
velopment of s Watershed Management 
Plan for the Red Cedar River. This Plan 
would affect thirty-two different govern- 
mental units in Ingham and Livingston 
counties and suggest engineering alterna- 
tives to solve flooding problems in the Red 
Cedar River Basin, while at the same time 
providing systems for ground water re- 
charge of surplus water. 


I am sure that the vivid memory of the 
1975 flood and its impact on life and prop- 
erty within the City of Lansing will provide 
sufficient motivation for the Council to 
seriously consider participation in this 
planning effort. It is estimated by the 
Ingham County Drain Commissioner that 
the Plan will cost approximately $150,000 
to develop. That cost would be spread 
across all thirty-two units of government, 
based on each unit’s acreage within the 
watershed area, Within the City limits we 
have 3.84% of the entire watershed area, 
so our participation would involve an ap- 
propriation of approximately $6,000, 


It appears that Chapter 21 of Act 40,

In April 1977, I notified the City Councii 
of -structural and mechanical problems of 
the Moores Park Swimming Pool. This re- 
port included notification of significant code 
deficiencies reported by the Ingham County 
Health Department and anticipated prob- 
lems of obtaining future use permits unless 
major repairs are completed. The esti- 
mated cost of these repairs was figured at 
a minimum of $125,000, based on a report 
prepared by Laitala, Freeman, Smith and 
Fowler, Architects. 


In October 1977, I prepared for review 
by City Council] as part of the Capital Im- 
provement Program policy recommenda- 
tions on the construction of a new swim- 
ming facility in south Lansing, and interim 
repairs to the Moores Park facility, These

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“" The City of Lansing’s fourth year Com- 
munity Development allocation is $4,444,000, 
a 28 percent reduction of $1,752,000 result- 
ing from the Federal Government’s change 
in the funding allocation formula, In light 
‘of this major reduction in funding, and in 
recognition of the necessity to focus efforts 
on housing in the specified Neighborhood 
Development Areas, my Budget Review 
Committee has studied the recommendations 
of the Technical Coordinating Committee 
of the Community Development Program, 
and the Community Development Director, 
and have conducted hearings with the af- 
fected department heads. 


Based on extensive review, I am recom- 
mending that the City effect a substantial 
reduction in the administrative costs of the 
Communiy Development program, including 
staff reductions in several departments. Al- 
though, I recognize that it is painful to 
have to deal with staff reductions, we must 
face the unpalatable fact that this year rep- 
resents only the first of three major reduc- 
tions in the Community Development allo- 
cation, We face an additional $1,402,000 
reduction in the fifth year and an $834,000 
reduction to $2,208,000 in the sixth year. 
These reductions will entail program 
and staff cuts in each year. If you, as 
a Council are unwilling to act in recog- 
nition of these problems, you must be 
prepared to state now that all such pro- 
grams and staff will be assimilated through 
the City’s genera] revenues, if in fact such 
was a legal approach within the restrictions 
of the City Charter, a decision which will 
result in a substantial property tax in- 
crease, I strongly urge you to resist this 
temptation. Many cities have falied to face 
these types of problems and have suffered 
severe financial disruption as a result. New 
York City is only one example. We have, 
to date, enjoyed the ability to support a 
broader range of programs without the 
necessity of committing General Fund dol- 
lars. We no longer have that luxury. 


For these reasons, and because Federal 
Government policies, and yours, express the 
specific need to support the housing and 
physical programs as a primary goal, I am 
submitting the attached recommendations 
regarding the allocation of Community De- 
velopment dollars for Fiscal Year 1979. 
Please note these are primary. 


I am submiting for your action my de- 
tailed recommendations regarding the Com- 
munity Development departmental budgets. 
I am including the attached tables indicat- 
ing recommendations on staffing allocations 
by department and indicating how these 
recommendations relate to administration 
and programmatic categories. I am also in- 
cluding a summary of recommended staff 
reductions, 


Since, as you are aware, you have not 
adopted policy on the Human Resources 
programs, I reviewed the recommendations 
and proposals of the Director of the Human 
Resources Department and am, also, at- 
taching my recommendations for Human 
Resources program allocations. 


I, further, recommend that, in light of 
current and future reductions, proposed 
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programs be linked with existing General 
Fund departments, whenever feasible, to 
assure continuity of effort without the ne- 
cessity of substantial additional burden to 
the General Fund. 


I have instructed the Office of Community 
Development to complete the grant appli- 
eation in conformance with these recom- 
mendations. In summary, my recommenda- 
tions are as follows:

On April April 29, 1977, Johnson’s Res- 
taurant, Inc., filed suit aginst the City of 
Lansing in the Michigan Tax Tribunal 
seeking a reduction in the assessed value of 
and property taxes upon their restaurant, 
The basis of their claim for relief was that 
the 1977 assessment of their property had 
placed a value on it in excess of 50% of 
its true cash value and was, therefore, un- 
lawful, The city filed its answer to the 
complaint alleging that the assessment was 
eorrect and lawful. 


- Recently, members of this office and the 
City Assessor’s Office met with representa- 
tives of Johnson’s Restaurant, Inc, in an 
effort to resolve the dispute over the valu- 
ation of the property, Based upon detailed 
information supplied by Johnson’s Restau- 
rant, Inc., which was not previously avail- 
able to the Assessor’s Office and reevalua- 
tion of the 1977 assessed value in light of 
that information, it was agreed by the City 
Assessor and Johnson’s Restaurant, Ine., 
subject to approval by City Council, that 
the correct assessed value of the property 
should be $102,000 which is $16,500 more 
than originally claimed by Johnson’s Res- 
taurant, Inec., and $22,000 less than the 
original appraisal.

After reviewing your proposed resolution, 
and my budgetary recommendations in light 
of your apparent intent, it is clear that my 
recommendations are generally compatible 
with your policy direction with the excep- 
tion of the question of staff reductions. 
Your apparent specific concern relates to 
the Human Resources staff. To facilitate 
completion of the grant application, IT IS 
ESSENTIAL THAT THIS ISSUE BE RE- 
SOLVED IMMEDIATELY. If you insist 
on restoring the positions in question, and 
granting Human Resources four positions 
(three Women’s Referral and one Neigh- 
borhood Beautification), in the face of a 
large decrease in dollars, you can accomp- 
lish restoration of funding for the three 
Human Resources positions (Project Devel- 
opment Coordinator, Project Manager and 
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Information and Referral Specialist}, the 
Centralized Accounting position and the 
two positions in Community Development 
Management for a total cost of $118,865.

Dear Mayor Graves and Council Members: 


During the past year or so we have been 
deluged by newspaper articles, editorials, 
and federal and state publications concern- 
ing the requirement of all elements in the 
public and private sector to take some posi- 
tive actions to implement energy conserva- 
tion programs and/or projects. The Presi- 
dent and Congress have established the 
Federal Energy Administration and pro- 
posed various long range energy conserva- 
tion programs in an attempt to reduce the 
possibility of the country undergoing a 
“erisis”” energy situation. 


The Federal Energy Administration has 
prepared a National Energy Plan. The plan 
proposes and requests that State and Mu- 
nicipal officials take an active role in de- 
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veloping projects and/or programs that will 
conserve energy. The Governor of the State 
of Michigan is requesting approval of the 
Legislature to establish a Michigan Depart- 
ment of Energy. Governor Milliken has 
indicated that the creation of such a de- 
partment is one of his highest priorities for 


-1978. Governor Milliken has also requested 


that City Officials take some positive meas- 
ures to develop programs to conserve ener- 
gy. The Governor and the Legislature have 
creaetd the Michigan Energy Administra- 
tion (MEA); that office has been staffed 
and hag been actively engaged in develop- 
ing various energy conservation programs: 
and projects throughout the state. The 
MEA recently awarded grants to some eight 
Michigan counties to provide funding for 
the establishment of energy coordiators, 
It is my understanding that the MEA may 
establish a program to award grants to one 
or more municipalities within the State of. 
Michigan. 


It would appear expedient that we im- 
mediately take action to place our city in 
the most competitive posture to capture fed- 
eral and state funds that may be available 
to the city for energy conservaion programs, 
It is my opinion that the federal and state 
governments are going to provide signifi- 
eant amounts of grant monies to munici- 
palities to assist in the support of such 
programs. 


- Notwithstanding the fact that grants may 
be available to support in part or totally 
energy programs or projects that Council 
may authorize, I personally believe that 
this city should take some action now to 
establish an Office of Energy somewhere 
within our administration structure. If 
necessary, I would support the use of CETA 
personnel supplemented by a limited num- 
ber of genera] fund dollars to finance the 
operation of such an office, 


I propose that the City of Lansing take 
a leadership role and set the example for 
our Metropolitan Area by developing a 


‘comprehensive energy conservation pro- 


gram and establish an Energy Office to be 
staffed by an Energy Coordinator and a 
Secretary. The function of this Coordinator 
would be to raise and develop energy re- 
lated issues that affect the City of Lansing 
and recommend actions and policies for 
adoption, This individual would work with 
all departments to determine where more 
efficient uses of energy could be developed 
by the respective departments and would 
work closely with the Building, Public Ser- 
vice, Planning and Parks and Recreation 
Departments and other departments or city 
agencies to coordinate programs and/or 
projects designed to effect savings in cur- 
rent expenditures for energy. The Govern- 
or hes indicated, for example, that over 
the past three years that the State has 
achieved a reduction of 39% in energy con- 
sumption in state office buildings. The City 
should attempt to duplicate that enviable~ 
record but someone has to be designated to 
stimulate such efforts. After the city has 
put its own house in order, I would visual- 
ize this Energy Coordinator working with 
the private sector to determine other proj- 
ects or programs which could impact upon 
encres. consumption savings in our commu- 
nity, 
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It is respectfully requested that Council 
and the Mayor give consideration to: 


1. The establishment of an Office of 
Energy Conservation. 


2, Formation of a Committee consisting 
of concerned citizens, energy providers 
and consumer oriented groups to pro- 
vide the Mayor and Council policy 
advice. 


8. Directing the Program Coordinator to 
pursue any and all available potential 
funding sources that would support 
the costs of operation of an Energy 
Office, 


Finally, it is recommended to the Mayor 
and Council that this letter be referred to 
the Committee on Ordinance and Conracts 
for analysis and coordination and develop- 
ment of an appropriate ordinance to im- 
plement these recommendations.

On Tuesday, January 17, 1978, the Lan- 
sing Planning Board, at their regular mid- 
month meeting, unanimously adopted the 
1979-84 Six Year Capital Development Pro- 
gram. This year’s Six Year Program has a 
new name—Capital Development Program. 
Instead of submitting the traditional ‘‘shop- 
ping list’? of capital projects, the Planning 
Board is transmitting a recommended six 
year programatic implementation plan to 
guide the growth and development of the 
City. This document is a result of the 
City’s Program Planning and Budgeting 
Process, 


In September, 1977, the C.I.P, Annual 
Report and Consolidated Needs Statement 
were submitted to you for your review. 
The contents of those documents were eval- 
uated relative to City-Wide Physical De- 
velopment Policies which were revised and 
adopted on October 31, 1977. In addition, 
you directed the Planning Board to prepare 
and submit a set of Physical Development 
Program Recommendations which were 
transmitted on November 22, 1977. 


The Policies and Program Recommenda- 
tions were utilized by the City departments 
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as budgetary policy for the preparation of 
their FY-1979 Capital Budget recommenda- 
tions. This is the City’s first attempt to 
develop a Capital Budget based on a set of 
formally adopted Physical Development Pol- 
icies and Program Recommendations. 


The Planning Board intends to continu- 
ally amend the Capital Development Pro- 
gram as the appropriate information be- 
comes available. During the months, March 
through July, the Planning Board at their 
mid-month meetings, will be reviewing each 
section of the C.D.P. In August, the An-

The Public Service Department and the 
various other departments and agencies of 
our city government who responded in such 
an exemplary manner to the problem of 
snow removal deserves the praise of our 
citizens and Council, The management of 
the various activities by the Public Service 
Department and the employees of that De- 
partment should be commended. It is my 
understanding that the City of Lansing was 
one of the first, if not the first city in the 
state of Michigan, to have all of its streets 
open for service after the blizzard. 


Certainly noteworthy and deserving of 
special credit was the responsiveness of our 
Police and Fire Departments, the Mayor’s 
Office and the Emergency Operations Di- 
rector, whose actions were reinforced by the 
cooperation and patience of the citizens of 
our community. The priority for snow re- 
moval, as determined by the Public Service 
Director, was tested and proven once again 
when one evaluates the speed of the re- 
moval. The Public Service Director's pri- 
ority for snow removal, as I understand it, 
is basically to first clear state trunk lines, 
second clear major streets and lastly neigh- 
borhood streets, The Public Service De- 
partment’s priority for snow removal per- 
mits ready access after the storm to Lan- 
sing’s medical facilities and emergency ser- 
vice facilities (Police and Fire) and these 
priorities in my opinion are proper and 
correct. 
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However, the aforementioned priorities 
of snow removal, in certain instances, may 
not provide for the timely clearance of 
streets adjacent to Nursing Homes and 
High Rise Apartments for our senior citi- 
zens. The residents of these facilities gen- 
erate a high incidence of emergency service 
calls and it may be that snow removal ser- 
vices to these type facilities requires a dis- 
tinct priority snow removal service. 


It is respectfully requested that this letter

As you are well aware, the traffic prob- 
lems on Lansing’s east side have become 
appreciably worse in recent years. This has 
been particularly exacerbated because of 
the numbers of vehicles crossing between 
Michigan Avenue, Saginaw and Grand 
River. The cross traffic’ circulates through 
residential areas not designed to handle the 
volumes involved or the type of traffic, 
bediaem includes service and heavy duty 
rucks, 


In my State of the City Message, I rec- 
ommended the extension of Wood Street 
south to Saginaw Street, with the installa- 
tion of traffic diverters to prohibit move- 
ment of traffic between Clemens and Wood 
across Saginaw. This recommendation was 
made as a means of re-routing heavy truck 
traffic away from the residential neighbor- 
hood. I also said, at that time, that truck 
traffic should be prohibited on Clemens 
Street between Kalamazoo and Saginaw, 
recognizing that this residential area would 
suffer considerable abuse if it should bear 
any additional traffic. 


Recently, this City received a communi- 
cation from the Fairview School Family- 
Teacher Association and from the Eastside 
Neighborhood Association opposing any ex- 
tension of Wood Street. The Fairview 
Neighborhood Association was concerned 
about the potential loss of playground area 
to the school and the problem that might 
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be posed to children who live west of the 
school in crossing such a_ busy street to 
walk to school. The Eastside Neighborhood 
Association also cited the problems of in- 
creasing traffic and the pressures that might 
be initiated for a through corridor on_the 
east side without proper protection for those 
residents. 


I sympathize with the positions of the 
Fairview Family-Teacher Association and 
the Eastside Neighborhood Association. I 
assured east side residents last year that, 
“7 will use whatever human and legal 
powers I have to prevent mall traffic from 
from affecting the residential neighborhoods 
on the east side.” I continue to hold that 
belief. IN FACT, TO EASE ANY FEARS 
OF RESIDENTS BETWEEN SAGINAW 
AND KALAMAZOO STREETS, I RECOM- 
MEND THAT YOU ADOPT A FORMAL 
RESOLUTION EXPRESSING YOUR OP- 
POSITION TO MAKING ANY OF THE 
RESIDENTIAL STREETS THROUGH 
ees FROM AURELIUS ROAD TO THE 


My concern of additional traffic being 
dumped onto the east side neighborhood was 
one of the reasons I strongly opposed the 
Dayton-Hudson development, and still op- 
pose it. 


Presently, neighborhood groups are un- 
dertaking a study of the so-called River 
Island, an area bounded by the Grand River 
on the north, the east and the south. I ap- 
pointed persons to make recommendations 
to improve the area in question and hope- 
fully this will become part of the revisions 
of the 1958 Master Plan of the City of 
Lansing. Later this year, or in early 1979, 
I will be appointing a large segment from 
the southwest part of the City to do like- 
wise. In 1980, I will appoint a representa- 
tive group from the east side to study that 
area, My appointments in the future, as 
in the past, will include representatives of 
neighborhood associations, education, busi- 
ness, other interest groups and citizens-at- 
large to work with the Planning Depart- 
ment to propose solutions to problems. Be- 
fore this latter group will be a large num- 
ber of problems, one of them having to be 
the increasing traffic and the pressures such 
brings. I WOULD, THEREFORE, WITH- 
DRAW ANY RECOMMENDATION CON- 
CERNING WOOD STREET, UNTIL THIS 
PROBLEM, AND OTHERS, CAN BE AD- 
DRESSED DURING REVISION OF THE 
COMPREHENSIVE LAND USE PLAN 
FOR THE EASTSIDE, 


Until then, I must warn the members 
of the City Council and residents of the 
east side that failure to impose any interim 
control measures will only result in a 
worsening of this situation. I will do every- 
thing possible to help mitigate these prob- 
lems until permanent answers can be found 
to the questions which have been raised.

In part, the following is from my State 
of the City Address, dated January 9, 1978: 


“The Federal government recently made 
provisions for grants to be provided to 
local communities for urban development 
action. Such funds cannot be used for 
land acquisition, but the funds can be 
used for demolition, construction or util- 
ity expansions and MUST involve the pri- 
vate sector. I RECOMMEND THAT YOU 
DIRECT THE FEDERAL PROGRAM 
COORDINATOR TO IMMEDIATELY 
RESEARCH THE POSSIBILITY OF SE- 
CURING AN URBAN DEVELOPMENT 
ACTION GRANT IN BEHALF OF THE 
PRESENT OWNERS OF THE DIA- 
MOND REO PROPERTY FOR THE 
SPECIFIC PURPOSE OF DEMOLISH- 
ING THE ACRES OF OLD, OUTDATED 
AND POTENTIALLY HAZARDOUS 
BUILDINGS ON SITE. The present 
deadline for filing such a grant is Jan- 
uary 31, this to be followed by another 
filing deadline in March. 


“The Fire Marshal, the Building Com- 
missioner, and I have met with the prop- 
erty owners, because of hazardous con- 
ditions of the internal buildings, the 
great potential for fire and the detri- 
mental results such could have on the 
surrounding area, especially that directly 
to the west. Furthermore, the buildings 
have been vandalized and repeatedly used 
by youngsters unaware of the dangers of 
water-wells, open roof areas, weak spots, 
and similar conditions. Once cleared, the 
property could be marketed.” 


Since the aforementioned was delivered, 
I have been in conversation with the attor- 
ney who represents the land owner of the 
aforementioned property, and I have been 
in conversation with potential developers, 
and all have expressed a keen interest in 
the recommendation. 


In the very near future, a strong possi- 
bility exists that new buyers for the prop- 
erty in question will emerge and that a pre- 
sentation for the development of the prop- 
erty will be made to the Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation, much of this hinging on 
whether or not an Urban Development Ac- 
tion Grant can be secured for the demoli- 
tion of the old, worn out buildings. Should 
such develop — and I remind you that this 
is only a possibility and in discussion stage 
— I am certain that a Project Area and 
Plan under State law will be requested of 
you. 


Be further advised, that I have in my 
discussions strongly urged the potential 
developers to meet with you as a committee 
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of the Whole when they are of the opinion 
that they have something concrete to pre- 
sent before you.

Unlike categori- 
ca] programs, which were administered by 
local special purpose agencies such as 
Urban Renewal] Agencies, Title One funds . 
come under the direct control and responsi- - 
bility of local officials.

The Planning Board, at their meeting of 
February 7, 1978, recommended approval of 
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SUP-3-77, a request by the Board of water 
and Light to obtain a Special Use Permit 
for the excavation and backfill of property 
located off the 900 block of East Paulson 
Street. This property is commonly known 
as the Paulson Street Dump or Park and 
consists of twenty-two (22) acres of vacant 
land with primary access at the present 
time via Paulson Street. This recommenda- 
tion for approval was subject to the follow- 
ing conditions: 


1) That relief be granted from the major 
street access requirement of Section 36-5.3 
(1) (A) (1) provided truck access to the site 
is limited to East Howe Avenue and a 
north/south easement for truck traffic 
through either the Francis or United Piping 
7 aaa Company properties is pro- 
vided. 


2) That variances permitting excavation 
within 300 feet of the Jackson property not 
be granted until the City and the Board of 
Water and Light have fully explored all 
penne measures for protecting the resi- 

ents, 


3) That approval of final excavation and 
backfill, grade, soil erosion and sedimenta- 
tion control be granted by the Director of 
Public Service, Department of Natural Re 
sources and the Planning Board prior to 
commencing excavation. 


4) That the operation be conducted with- 
in the parameters established by Section 
36-5.3 of the Zoning Code, Regulations for 
extraction and rehabilitation of sand, gravel 
and/or borrow pits; establishment of sani- 
tary and/or solid waste disposal areas. 


In studying this proposal, the Board 
Ley based on testimony and evidence, 
at: 


1) Previous use of the property as a dump 
and burning site left the subsurface soil 
laced with 18 to 20 feet deep pockets 
of trash, which greatly reduces the soil 
bearing capacity, 


2) The site is not developable for any use 
without reclamation of the land. 


3) The Parks Department indicated at the 
time of the Act 285 Review that the 
property was not needed, nor was it 
conveniently located, for park land and 
other area park (Gier and Seventh) 
could adequately serve the residents. 


4) Paulson Street is a partially improved 
public street and serves residential de- 
velopment. The Board believes that ac- 
cess to the site should be from Howe 
Street, which is one block south and is 
developed in a commercial and industrial 
nature, 


5) At the present time the Board of Water 
and Light and the City of Lansing have 
not fully examined the means necessary 
to protect the two residences in the 900 
block of Paulson Street and, therefore, 
should not be allowed to excavate with- 
in 300 feet of the residential property at 
this time.

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Unlike most governmental units hit by 
the Blizzard of '78, the Public Service De- 
partment crews of our City were assigned 
plowing tasks during the height of the 
storm, The decision to “go,” as made by 
Publie Service Director Robert Backus, al- 
lowed the City of Lansing to be the first 
community of any size to have al] streets 
open, the last several blocks being accom- 
plished shortly after 12 noon on January 
29. This action permitted the economy of 
the City to move along and resident em- 
ployees to get to work on schedule with 
the start of Monday morning, January 30. 


Since that time, City departments and 
private contractors hired by the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers cooperatively worked, 
though on different but complimenting proj- 
ects, to provide access routes especially 
around schools, remove mountains of snow 
from corners of busy intersections, clean 
out high mounds of snow from commercial 
areas, open up parking meters and various 
pedestrian walkways in those areas where 
paid parking is established. 


Because of the progress made by the City 
of Lansing, the U.S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers contract work stopped as of mid- 
night February 7. Those contracts ex- 
ceeded $150,000 and were 100 percent pay- 
ment by the Federal government. 


As of midnight this date, all major thor- 
oughfares in the City, such as Michigan 
Avenue, Kalamazoo, Mt, Hope, Jolly Road, 
Saginaw and Grand River, Larch and Cedar, 
Pine, Logan, etc., will have been widened 
to permit full use by vehicular traffic. As 
of midnight February 12, in excess of 90 
percent of the sidewalks in the City will 
have been done. City contracts issued to 
private firms will cease this date, Friday, 
February 10. 


On Monday, February 18, City crews will 
continue to widen the local streets and to 
plow the remaining sidewalks in critical 
areas. 


As of this date Friday, February 10, we 
have dispensed with the 24 hour, around- 
the-clock, Dispatch Office of the Public Ser- 
vice Department and those personnel will 
return to regular 8 hour operations, this 
being true, for all Public Service employees, 
with the exception of the Department Head 
and top staff members,

The actual cost to the General Fund of 
the City hinges upon a decision to be made 
by President Jimmy Carter. President Car- 
ter originally made a Disaster Declaration 
effective 0001 hours on January 28, or one 
minute after midnight, this then to last 
until 2400 hours of February 1, or mid- 
night. Much of the expense of the City of 
Lansing was incurred on January 26 and 
27. Because of this, Governor William G. 
Milliken has asked the President to include 
the 48 hour period before the official Dis- 
aster Declaration, and should such take 
place, this would be of a special benefit to 
the City of Lansing. Lansing has been an 
exception in Operation Blizzard '78, Not 
only did the City have all of its streets 
open before any other community of any 
size in the State, ninety percent of the 
sidewalks are now plowed. Yesterday, rep- 
resentatives of East Lansing visited the 
Dispatch Center and also viewed the City 
operation of snow removal, especially since 
very few of the sidewalks in that commu- 
nity have been cleaned, Very likely, the 
City of East Lansing will follow our lead. 
So that this City is not penalized for its 
rapid action during Operation Blizzard 78, 
I RECOMMEND THAT YOU APPROVE 
A FORMAL RESOLUTION REQUESTING 
PRESIDENT CARTER TO INCLUDE FOR 
FUNDING UNDER THE DISASTER DEC- 
LARATION THE DATES OF JANUARY 
26 AND 27, WHICH WERE WORKED BY 
OUR CITY BUT NOT BY MOST OTHERS, 
Should the President abide by this request, 
and that of Governor William Milliken, the 
City of Lansing will be able to claim 75 
percent of some of the aforementioned costs. 
Basically, this would allow us to bring our 
General Fund costs below those of 1967, 
when the last great snow storm hit. 


In comparing the snow storm of 1967, 
and the Blizzard of ’78, there are several 
differences. For example, high winds ac- 
companied the snow fall in 1978, these 
winds making a substantial difference from 
10 years ago; the City chose in 1967 not to 
plow most sidewalks as has been done this 
year and will continue to be done; and, 
school operations in 1967 were basically not 
back to normal for 2 weeks after the storm, 
while this year schools were back to normal 
within several days. 


Within the next several weeks I will ad- 
vise of the updated cost figures, as these 
figures are provided in detail to the Emer- 
gency. Services Director, whom I have as- 
signed to coordinate all department costs 
and to make the necessary submission of 
claims to the Federal government.

On Wednesday and Thursday, January 25 
and 26, the City of Lansing was hit with 
a blizzard which dumped approximately 20 
inches of snow on our community. Because 
of the tremendous amount of snow and the 
high winds, not only in our_own City, but 
in others, a Declaration of Emergency was 
put into effect, under State law, by Gover- 
nor William G, Milliken. Simultaneously, 
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the Governor asked the President of the 
United States for a Disaster Declaration. 
Such was made. 


The Disaster Declaration, made by Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter, resulted in the U. 8S. 
Army Corps of Engineers arriving in the 
City of Lansing at 10:00 a.m. on Monday, 
January 30, In cooperation with the vari- 
ous City departments, the U. S. Army Corps 
of Engineers accepted our recommended 
contracts with private firms and access 
routes were cleared around all schools, 
many drifts and high snow banks were 
removed, etc., at an estimated cost to the 
Federal government of more than $150,000. 
I can assure you_that the cooperation of 
the U, S. Army Corps of Engineers, on a 
24 hour around-the-clock basis, was excel- 
lent and assisted greatly in returning this 
City to some semblence of order,

During the past several weeks I have had 
the opportunity of being in contact with 
officials of the Federal Government in 
Washington, D.C., and at the Regional 
Level in Chicago, Illinois. One issue is 
elear, that being that local units of gov- 
ernment MUST advise Congressional Dele- 
gations that the Comprehensive Employ- 
ment and Training Act should be extended 
beyond September 30, 1978, Recently, Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter requested an extension 
of CETA at the same level as the present 
Fiscal Year, but with some modifications. 


Attached for your information, is a title- 
a summary of CETA (Re: Author- 
ized). 


CETA has become of major importance 
not only to Lansing, but to other govern- 
mental agencies as well, For example, 
should Congress let the Act lapse, this could 
mean the loss of a program that this year 
provided $354,000,000 for full time jobs 
for approximately 49,000 unemployed and 
underemployed persons, CETA was adopted 
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in 1974 to provide employment to 725,000 
unemployed persons nationally. It is doubt- 
ful that cities now involved in the program 
eould readily step in and hire such persons 
on local payrolls. In short, the failure of 
Congress to re-authorize the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act by Septem- 
ber 30, will have a drastic and unfortunate 
effect on our own City and thousands of 
others throughout the Nation. Therefore, I 
RECOMMEND THAT YOU FORMALLY 
APPROVE A RESOLUTION SUPPORT- 
ING THE RE-AUTHORIZATION OF THE 
COMPREHENSIVE EMPLOYMENT AND 
TRAINING ACT AND THAT COPIES BE 
FORWARDED TO THE MICHIGAN DEL-

On January 28, 1978, the Parks and Rec- 
reation Director informed you, for the sec- 
ond time, of the structural and mechanical 
problems at the Moores Park Swimming 
Pool. The estimated cost of repairs for the 
mechanical problems alone was estimated 
at $125,000, with additional costs antici- 
pated for repair of structural deterioration 
and for code compliance, 


In the FY 1974-75 Budget, I recommended, 
and you appropriated funds for the con- 
struction of a new swimming pool in South 
Lansing, Unfortunately, because of the 
City Council’s four year delay in authori- 
zation to proceed the original appropria- 
tion is no longer sufficient to finance the 
construction, I have, however, been in- 
formed by Mr. Finley’s letter that the 
budgeted funds may be used for match 
requirement for a Land and Water Con- 
servation grant in order to secure adequate 
financing to build the pool as planned. It 
was my original intent that a third musi- 
cipal pool be built, but because of the delay, 
and the seriousness of the Moores Park 
problem, it appears that the original ap- 
propriation may now be best utilized to 
simply maintain the existing level of pool 
facilities in Lansing, Minor repairs should 
also be considered for the Moores Pool in 
order to extend its usage as long as feasible. 


The Park Board has recommended, and I 
support that the Federal] Program Coor- 
dinator be directed to prepare a grant ap- 
plication for 50% funding of a new swim- 
ming facility; that soil borings be taken 
at several South Lansing park locations 
in order to determine the suitability of 
sites, and that an architectura] firm be se- 
lected to study and establish current cost 
estimates on a pool and other related rec- 
reation facilities. 


I hope that you will give this your 
prompt consideration.

Further, it has been reported to this 
office that prior to the move, claimant 
allegedly stated that he would hold the 
city liable for the value of any goods which 
were damaged. As a result, the city em- 
ployees involved in the move indicate that 
they were on notice to use extra care, and 
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did use extra care, in handling the claim- 
ant’s goods, » 


The claimant, as previously noted, was 
a monthly renter without a lease, Claimant 
alleges that his goods were damaged as a 
result of the move which was conducted 
by the Parks and Recreation Department 
in conjunction with the Market Master. 
However, investigation by this office dis- 
closes that none of the city employees in- 
volved in the move can verify breakage of 
any of the claimant’s goods as a result of 
their action.

The failure of the Nation’s Coal Mine 
Operators and United Mine Workers Union 
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to reach a settlement in the coal mine. 


strike is starting to have detrimental effects 
in various parts of the United States, and 
especially in the Midwest. For example: 


—Oldsmobile and Fisher Body suppliers in 
Pennsylvania and Ohio are operating on 
a limited basis leading to a strong pos- 
sibility that within 7-10 days both Olds- 
mobile and Fisher Body will have to 
curtail production. Our day-to-day con~ 
tact shows that both have already sub- 
stantially reduced energy use and that 
operational decisions are being carried 
on a day-to-day basis, 


—Oldsmobile and Motor Wheel are crank- 
ing up gas fired boilers for heating rather 
than relying on steam. 


—The Board of Water and Light is al- 
ready using more expensive oil to gener- 
ate steam for the Cedar Street Water- 
Pumping Station, rather than coal. 


—Indications are that approximately 700,000 
employees in the Midwest may soon be 
out of a job because of the lack of coal 
to carry on operations. President Jimmy 
Carter has sanctioned the burning of 
high sulphur coal for the states of Ken- 
tucky, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania. Such a waiver has already been 
requested of Governor William Milliken 
and a reply from the Michigan Air Pol- 
lution Control Commission is expected by 
the end of this week. 


Basically, the Lansing Board of Water 
and Light, and that of Wyandotte, Michi- 
gan, are in much better positions than 
most others. Presently, the City has on 
hand 47 days of coal supply. This does not 
mean, however, that everything can remain 
normal. If, for example, the strike ended 
this very date, it is calculated that it would 
take a minimum of 30 days for some coal 
supply to reach the City of Lansing. There- 
fore, I am in accord with the request of 
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Governor William Milliken that all com- 
mercial establishments cut off advertising 


lights and energy using display signs; that. 


all commercial establishments turn off 
building flood lighting to the extent that 
night safety is not being jeopardized; and, 
that a percent of safety night lights in 
commercial establishments be cut off. 


In commercial establishments, office build- 


ings and all homes, thermostats should be 


set at a maximum of 68°; hall lighting in 
all buildings should be reduced by 15 per- 
cent; all office machines in commercial 
establishments and office buildings should 
be turned off except when in actual use; 
between the hours of 10:00 a.m. and 3:00 
p.m., in all offices with large windows, 
lights should be turned off; personnel in 
the aforementioned type buildings should 
use stairs in lieu of elevators if they travel 
up or down one or two floors and all per- 
sonnel should discontinue the use of indi- 
vidual fans, electric heaters and aquariums ; 


and all janitorial and maintenance per-. 


sonnel should be expected to keep all lights 
off except in their immediate work areas. 


In residential buildings the biggest user 
of electricity is the furnace fan. By ‘‘dial-° 
ing down” an immediate energy saving” 
will be realized ; lights, and other electrical 
appliances, should be turned off, when not 


being used, and the per day use should be, 


reduced by 15 percent. 


It was the decision of the Board of Water 
and Light, Lansing Police Department and 
myself not to go to “brown outs” through 
reduced electric voltage or to turn off street 
lights, Reduced voltage or “brown outs” 
could easily ruin computers, computer 
operations or wipe out memory disk en- 
tries, Street lights will remain as a safety 
factor, and, because as in other cities, 
there ‘does not exist sufficient, knowledge- 
able manpower to turn street lights out on 
a pole-by-pole basis, the circuitry system 
requiring such a function, \ 


SHOULD THE COAL STRIKE NOT BE 
RESOLVED BY THE TIME THE BOARD 
OF WATER AND LIGHT IS DOWN TO 
A 30 DAY SUPPLY OF COAL, IT 
WOULD BE NECESSARY TO CONSIDER 
“BLACK OUTS.” If “black outs” become 
necessary, this will be done on a district- 
to-district basis, with electricity being cut 
off daily for a minimum of 2 hours, and 
such being done on a rotation basis. How- 
ever, because of the circuitry “black outs” 
are not being imposed in hospital zones or 
in the immediate vicinity of the Police 
Building or Fire Stations. 


In short, we are not in a dangerous 
situation in the City of Lansing AS OF 
THIS MOMENT. We can be. Therefore, it 
behooves each and every one of us to re- 
duce the use of electrical power, so as to 
extend coal supply as long as possible inas- 
much as we have no knowledge and can- 
not foresee when such a supply will be 
readily available,

Honorable Mayor and Members 
of City Council: 


The Planning Board, at their meeting on 
February 21, 1978, considered under Act 
285 the Public Service Department’s pro- 
posal to reconstruct the Aurelius Road 
Bridge across the Sycamore Creek. This 
proposal to construct a new bridge is to 
replace the existing two lane, camel-back 
type bridge currently crossing Sycamore 
Creek and having a 50 year life expectancy. 


The proposal is to include four lanes of 
pavement, new curb and gutter and side- 
walks. The proposal would also permit a 
future pedestrian bike path to be con- 
structed under the bridge to link Munn 
Park with the area along the Sycamore 
Creek west of Aurelius Road. A _ recon- 
struction of this bridge is necessary be- 
cause: 


A) The bridge needs to be widened to 
provide safer crossing of pedestrians, bi- 
eycles and vehicles, 


B) The bridge is located within a dis- 
tance from the Jolly/Aurelius Road inter- 
sections where four lanes are required to 
permit easy. safe vehicle turning move- 
jae before conversion back to the two 
janes, 


C) The type of construction of the exist- 
ing bridge does not permit the widening 
without completely reworking the abut- 
ments and support systems, 


D) Increasing weight of the loads being 
earried by truck traffic on Aurelius Road 
make it necessary to reconstruct the abut- 
_— and superstructure of the bridge, 
an 


E) It is necessary to reconstruct the 
bridge due to the Department of Natural 
Resource requirements that new spans 
crossing inland waterways must clear the 
100 year flood elevation, 


A public hearing was held on this bridge 
construction project, as well as a proposal 
to widen Aurelius Road from Jolly to Mt. 
Hope. The public hearing results revealed 
that very few of the residents were in 
opposition to the bridge, but expressed more 
concern about the road widening project in 
the vicinity of Worden Street north to 
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Mt. Hope. The Board, therefore, assumes 
that the bridge project should be con- 
structed. However, the road widening 
should be treated as a separate traffic cir- 
culation project. 


The Planning Board concurs with the 
staff recommendations for the Aurelius 
Road Bridge construction and recommends 
favorable review to the Mayor and City 
Council on this project. 


It is further recommended that no de- 
tailed construction drawings be completed 
for Aurelius Road north of this new bridge 
until the Planning Board completes its 
review and recommendations regarding fu- 
ture traffic needs in cooperation with the 
appropriate City departments.

On January 17, 1978, the Planning Board 
held a public hearing on two proposals 
regarding improvements for the public 
parking area behind the neighborhood com- 
mercial uses located on the north side of 
the 900 block of West Saginaw. As a result 
of that hearing, the Planning Board 
recommends that the proposed scheme 2 be 
implemented (see attached map). This 
recommendation was made at the February 
21, 1978 meeting of the Board and results 
from comments obtained from the hearing, 
from review and comment by the citizens 
groups, the affected businessmen and vari- 
ous City agencies, 


Two schemes were considered, both of 
which indicated acquisition of six resi- 
dences located directly behind the existing 
parking area. In addtion, the schemes pro- 
posed improvements such as_ additional 
parking spaces, landscaping and buffering, 
improved vehicular circulation and service 
access, lighting and improvements to the 
overall appearance to the main entrances 
of the commercial uses. 


The Community Development Third Year 
Program has provided $100,000 to initiate 
these improvements. It is estimated that 
approximately $136,000 additional funds 
will be required to complete this develop- 
ment, A portion of this fund need, i.e. ap- 
proximately $80,000, will be met through 
the fourth year Community Development 
Program application, If that application 
is approved, approximately $56,000 will be 
needed for completion, 


Therefore, to implement scheme 2, the 
Planning Board recommends that: 


1) Substantial landscaping be provided 
as a buffer to adjacent residential proper- 
ties and as an example of future public 
and private surplus parking facilities, 


2) The six residential structures be 
acquired (four fronting on Englewood 
Court, one on Chicago and one on Prince~ 
ton) to expand the parking area to 86 
spaces, 


8) A consultant be employed to prepare 
detailed construction plans in accordance 
with the preliminary design plans prepared 
by the Planning Department to include 
landscaping, screening, parking spaces and 
drives, paving and lighting. Such plans 
are to be reviewed by the Planning Depart~- 
ment and approved prior to issuing the 
Building Permit. 
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4) A petition be initiated by the City 
Le rezone the property to permit a parking 
ot, 


5) If parking meters are placed in the

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PROPOSED 
TRI-COUNTY MODEL BICYCLE 
ORDINANCE 
FOREWORD 


The two primary objectives of this Model 
Ordinance for Clinton, Eaton and Ingham 
Counties are: 


(1) Recognition of the needs, rights and 
duties of cyclists as public way users, 
and 


(2) Uniformity of rules and regulations of 
the many jurisdictions which govern 
such users. 


The motor vehicle/bicycle traffic mix to- 
day is becoming increasingly complex and 
requires a greater driver/cyclist under- 
standing of each other’s rights, needs, 
capabilities, limitations and duties, 


With the increasing popularity of travel 
by Tri-County residents via today’s Bi- 
cycle, particularly the various multi-speed 
types, recreational and commuting trips 
often involve crossing one or more jusid- 
diction’s boundary lines. There is a grow- 
ing need to eliminate the many conflicting 
rules and regulations which are causing 
motorist/cyclist confusion and are creating 
unsafe and “‘illegal’? practices that may 
very well be contributing to the increasing 
accidents and serious personal injury rates. 


A key secondary objective of this Model 
Ordinance is the reduction of the increas- 
ing number of bicycle thefts throughout 
the Tri-County Area by providing a stand- 
ardized Bicycle Titling and Registration 
Program, An effective and cost efficient 
means will discourage thieves and increase 
the number of stolen, but subsequently re- 
covered, bicycles returned to their rightful 
owner, 


Overview of ordinance provisions: 


(1) Cyclists shall have the same rights and 
responsibilities regarding traffic laws 
as do drivers of motor vehicles. 


(2) Bicycles on public ways and lands shall 
be registered for a three year duration 
with a Certificate of Title issued to the 
rightful owner. 


(3) Bicycles shall have certain safety equip- 
ment, 


{4) Use of Bicycles on certain public ways, 
restricted, 


(5) All revenues derived from the en- 
forcement of the provisions of this or- 
dinance shall be divided equally be- 
tween Bicycle Safety Education and 
Administrative/Enforcement Expenses. 


The Bicycle Task Force, established on 
July 11, 1977, was assisted by numerous 
sources, including: The Bicycle Manufac- 
turers Association and Area Retailers, the 
Greater Lansing Safety Council, Ingham 
County Prosecutor’s Office, Juvenile Au- 
thorities, State of Michigan Dept. of Edu- 
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cation and Highway Safety and Planning, 
the Tri-County Bicycle Association and 
Tri-County Law Enforcement and Munici- 
pal Authorities, The Task Force believes 
that this Model Ordinance is the corner- 
stone of a new cooperative effort by motor- 
ists, cyclists, educators and law enforce- 
ment officials to assure that travel through- 
out the Tri-County Area will be safe and 
pleasant.

As a matter of information, I wish to 
advise that the City of Lansing has com- 
menced submitting claims to the Federal 
government, which relate to the recent bliz- 
zard which blanketed our community, As 
in the crisis of several years ago, when 
Central Michigan was severely hit by ice 
storms and more recently by the tremendous 
flood, I have named James A. Holcomb of 
our Emergency Services Office to serve as 
Coordinator of all matters relating to the 
financial claims, 


One of the claims submitted was in the 
amount of 75% of $34,227.50 for contrac- 
tual work through the Public Service De- 
partment. The claim was approved. Re- 
garding this claim, the Federal officials 
stated, “this claim is exactly as it should 
be—correct, neat, and exactly in accord- 
ance with the guidelines.” This is a tribute 
to not only Mr. Holcomb, but also to the 
Public Service Department and the Pur- 
chasing Agent.

This memo is a summary of agreement 
for changes in the proposed development of 
Wentworth Park as discussed in this morn- 
ing’s meeting held with yourself, represen- 
tatives of O’Boyle, Cowell, Rohrer and 
Associates, this Department and the Parks ~- 
and Recreation Department. 


We have agreed that: 


1. A hard surface pathway will be in- 
stalled from Ottawa Street south along 
the Grand River retaining wall. In 
addition, benches and tables will be in- 
stalled to attract users into the park 
and bring them closer to the River. 
Gravel will be used at the base of the 
retaining wall to deal with drainage and - 
ivy will be planted to screen the stea 
uae which hangs next to the retaini 
wall. 


2. The large pine tree proposed for the 
corner of Michigan and Grand will be 
deleted, Plans will be prepared which 
will show a slightly raised flower plant- 
ing area with sloped brick walls. This 
treatment will not restrict views of the 
River yet still provide relief from sur- 
rounding uses. This corner will be de- 
signed to allow for the future option of 
adding a tree, 


3. Studies for a better design of bus 
shelter will continue. The necessity of 
frost-free footings will be investigated.

Honorable Mayor and Members 
of City Council: 


The Planning Board, at their February 
21, 1978 meeting, recommended that City 
Council establish a Citizen District Council 
in the Capitol Commons Project Area and 
a development plan be developed and im- 
plemented in accordance with Act 344, 
Public Act of 1945, as amended (Blighted 
Area Rehabilitation Act). Although the 
Capitol Commons Project has a develop- 
ment plan and acquisition is already under 
way, there are a variety of reasons for the 
utilization of Act 344. Citizen participa- 
tion was a functional part of the process 
at the inception of the Project, but has not 
been active for some time. The utilization 
of Act 344 to complete the Project would 
insure formal citizen involvement through- 
out the process. 


The utilization of Act 344 for the Capitol 
Commons Project will also be of benefit 
as the Project is implemented. Examples 
of these benefits are condemnation and dis- 
position of property procedures. In addi- 
tion, all other major housing projects im- 
plemented by the City have utilized Act 
344, The use of Act 344 for the Capitol 
Commons Project will maintain a con- 
tinuity to the process. 


While there is a preliminary development 
plan prepared for the Capitol Commons, it 
was not prepared under the guidelines of 
Act 344, The plan was originally prepared 
over five years ago and should be reviewed 
and updated. Act 344 would provide such 
an opportunity. Act 344 requires the 
establishment of both development area 
boundaries and Citizen District Council 
boundaries for the Project. Five alterna- 
tives were analyzed for the Capitol Com- 
mons Project and are attached for your in- 
formation. Advantages and disadvantages 
of each are listed on the maps. The Plan- 
ning Board recommends Alternative 4 for 
the following reasons: 


FEBRUARY 27, 1978 


1) The Project Area is similar to the 
original proposal] and will allow for 
additional input from the River Island 
Development Plan process (specifically 
regarding the surrounding land use 
recommendations), 


2) Logan and Pine Streets are natural bar- 
riers for the Project and Citizen District 
Council boundaries, 


8) The boundaries for the Citizen District 
Council Area would be drawn from a 
predominately residential area,

February 27, 1978 
Honorable Mayor and Members 
of the Lansing City Council 
Dear Mayor and Council: 


As you are aware and in accordance with 
past practices, the City Attorney’s Office 
is providing legal advice and services to 
the Lansing Economic Development Corpo- 
ration (EDC) in connection with its cor- 
porate affairs and projects. Providing those 
services is justifiable both in terms of 
economic efficiency and because the cor- 
poration is public in nature and fulfills a 
public purpose. It should also be noted that 
the corporation has reserved funds in its 
current budget to reimburse the City for 
the cost of these services. 


However, since the EDC is an inde- 
pendent, legally established corporation, 
there is a possibility that at some point in 
the future continued legal representation 
of the EDC by this office could be in direct 
conflict with our primary duty of providing 
legal representation to the City Council 
and the City of Lansing. 


For example, Section 21 of the Economic 
Development Corporations Act permits the 
City of Lansing to take legal action against 
the EDC in the event the EDC fails to 
comply with time limits set forth in its 
project plan or perform its obligations. 
The same section also permits the EDC to 
institute suit against the City in the event 
City Council fails to render a final decision 
on a project plan within six months, Ad- 
ditionally, legal conflicts could arise be- 
tween the City and EDC involving such 
matters as rea] property taxation of project 
areas or the removal of an EDC director 
for cause. 


In light of the nature of the EDC and 
its relationship to the City the independent 
professional] judgment of this office has not 
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to date been adversely affected by repre- 
senting either the City or the EDC. Fur- 
ther, while the probability of occurrence 
of the conflicts described above is remote, 
and if they occurred would compel this 
office to immediately inform both the City 
Council] and the EDC and withdraw from 
representation of the EDC. However, de- 
spite the remote possibility of such con- 
flicts actually occurring, professional con- 
siderations require this office to formally 
obtain permission of both the City and the 
EDC to combine representation of the EDC. 


Therefore, I hereby request that this 
office be authorized to continue representa- 
tion of the EDC and the City under the cir- 
cumstances outlined above.

This 
information is presented in chronological 
order with the most recent data presented 
first, A brief description of this data is 
as follows: 


1, Letter dated October 20, 1977, from 
Planning Board regarding their recom- 
mendations on the proposal. These 
recommendations were based on a public 
hearing that was held on September 20, 
1977, that dealt with a proposal for 
both the north and south sides of Michi- 
gan. 


2. Petitions submitted at that public hear- 
ing. One petition, basically signed by 
the businessmen on the south side, is 
in support of the south side proposal. 
The other petition, signed by the resi- 
dents living on the north side, opposes 
the north side proposal. 


3. A report, dated July, 1977, prepared by 
Planning Department staff and sub- 
mitted to the Planning Board prior to 
the public hearing to inform them of 
the status of the project, 


4, A report, prepared in June, 1977, by 
Planning Department staff and Com- 
munity Development staff and submitted 
to the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (H.U.D.) under 
cover letter from the Mayor's office.

On September 16, 1976, the Committee 
of the Whole of the City Council met to 
discuss the question of a location for the 
proposed Senior Citizen Center, one of the 
locations among several being the Terrace 
Room and kitchen, including portions of 
the Prudden Lounge, in the Lansing Civic 
Center. On September 20, 1976, by a vote 
of 7-0, you approved a Resolution of the 
Committee of the Whole (see attached) 
requesting that I: 


— Assist in making a decision as to whether 
or not the Civic Center is a viable loca- 
tion for the Senior Citizen Center ; 


—Appoint a Staff Advisory Committee to 
study the feasibility of using portions of 
the Civic Center as the Senior Citizen 
Center ; 


—Provide, through the aforementioned 
group, a comparative cost and physical 
aspects study regarding the proposed 
Civic Center location, as well as study- 
ing other possible locations ; 


——Make specific recommendations not later 
than October 18, 1976. 


In keeping with your request, I named 
not only a Staff Advisory Committee, but 
included Senior Citizen representatives, as 
well, The Mayor’s Senior Citizens Center 
Location Staff Advisory Committe consist- 
ed of the following: Robert B. Black, 
Executive Assistant to the Mayor; William 
Lewis, the then Administrative Assistant 
to the Mayor; Alan Tubbs, Planning Direc- 
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or; Louis Klimecky, Auditor and then Act- 
ing Civie Center Manager ; Roxanne O’Con- 
nor and Dorothy Payne, Tri-County Senior 
Citizen Consortium; in addition to Corb 
Johnson, Robert Murray, John F, Flood 
and J. Revell Hopkins, the latter four be- 
ing direct members of the Senior Citizen 
community. 


The Mayor’s Senior Citizen Center Loca- 
tion Staff Advisory Committee recom- 
mended the use of the Civie Center for a 
Senior Citizen Center, BUT NOT in the 
same vein as considered by the City Coun- 
cil. Instead, the Mayor’s Advisory Com- 
mittee recommended that an addition be 
constructed to the southeast corner of the 
facility, with the addition extending to 
the east. All members of the Mayor’s Ad- 
visory Committee signed the report, which 
I also supported. You accepted those 
recommendations and the Senior Citizen 
Wing of the Civic Center Building is now 
a reality. 


Recently, you requested my recommenda- 
tions for the operation of the new Senior 
Citizen Facility. Please be advised that I 
reconvened the Mayor’s Senior Citizen Ad- 
visory Committee, and I also sought pro- 
posals from the Department of Parks and 
Recreation, in addition to other informa- 
tions from the Personnel Department and 
the Finance Department. 


Presently, the basic operation of the Gier 
Park Center, Kingsley and Miller Road 
Centers are under the direction of the De- 
partment of Parks and Recreation. For all 
practical purposes, these are well operated 
and would indicate that the new Senior 
Citizen Facility at the Civic Center should 
be under the direction of the Department 
of Parks and Recreation. Projected opera- 
tional costs are $103,000 for the first year 
the Facility is to be open. However, the 
Mayor’s Senjor Citizen Advisory Committee 
requests a different approach, that being: 


—That the new Facility be operated by 
Senior Citizens and for Senior Citizens 
under the philosophy of a demonstration 
for a period of one year; 


—That the City Council firmly approve an 
8-person board to administer this Facility, 
to be named by the Mayor and confirmed 
by the City Council, 4 of whom would be 
appointed from the wards and 4 at large; 


—That the Seniors would rely heavily on 
volunteers, in addition to a formal, an- 
nual budget appropriation from the Gen- 
eral Fund of the City, plus verbally com- 
mitted funds from the Older Americans 
Act; 


—That the General Fund appropriation be 
approximately $50,000 below that sought 
by the Department of Parks and Recrea- 
tion. 


Please be advised that I am in accord. 
In keeping with my support, I am sub- 


mitting to you a Proposed Budget (see 
attached), which will be recommended offi- 
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cially to you in the Mayor’s Budget Recom- 
mendations for Fiscal Year 1978-79, if you 
accept the aforementioned as policy.

Recently, the Ingham County Treasurer 
submitted to Hugo J. Hufnagel, Lansing 
City Treasurer, a Short Term Tax Bond 
Application, with a request that said he 
signed and returned. A copy of that Ap- 
plication for Short Term Tax Bond and 
Section 211.48 of the General Property Tax 
Laws is attached. 


The City Treasurer is hesitant about 
signing the Application. I am requesting 
that you establish a policy on this matter. 
The City of Lansing bonds its Treasurer 
for $150,000 for a three year period for 
$562 ($187 per year), which is coverage of 
365 days per year, and covers all funds go~ 
ing through this office; in excess of $48 
million dollars in property taxes, $11 mil- 
lion dollars in income taxes, $221 million 
dollars in Board of Water and Light reve- 
nues, just to name a few. In contrast, the 
proposed County bond, in the amount of 
$3,446,436 (40% of current levy) covers the 
period from December Ist to about April Ist 
Ne aad 4 months) for a premium 
0 569. 


Section 211.48 of the General Property 
Tax Law makes reference exclusively to 
township treasurers and appears to exclude 
city treasurers by its reference in line six 
to “except such school taxes as are col- 
lected through a City Treasurer.” Section 
211.607 makes provisions of the General Tax 
Act applicable to cities, where not incon- 
sistent with City Charter, however, the 
City already bonds its treasurer, and the 
City itself is liable to the County for all 
funds collected (Ottawa County v. City of 
Holland 269 Mich. 192 (1984).

Dear Mayor and Council: 


On June 29, 1977, Michigan National 
Bank filed suit against the City of Lansing 
in the Michigan Tax Tribunal seeking a 
reduction of the assessed valuation and real 
property tax on the Michigan National 
Bank Tower and Tower Addition located on 
the corner of Allegan and South Capitol 
Avenue in the City of Lansing. Its com- 
Plaint alleged, inter alia, that the 1977 as- 
sessment of the property was in excess of 
50% of its true cash value, and therefore, 
unlawful. The City filed its answer to the 
complaint denying Michigan National’s al- 
legations and alleging that the city’s assess- 
ment was correct and lawful. 


Recently, members of the City Assessor’s 
Office, this office and Michigan National 
Bank met in an effort to resolve the dis- 
pute over the value of the property. Based 
upon detailed information supplied by 
Michigan National Bank which was pre- 
viously unavailable to the Assessor’s Office, 
it was agreed by the City Assessor and 
Michigan National Bank that the correct 
assessed value of the building and addition 
should be $2,292,500 which is $456,000 
higher than clamied by Michigan National 
Bank, and $476,200 less than originally 
assessed, 


The foregoing settlement appears reason- 
able in that it avoids the expense, delay and 
uncertainty of litigating the case before the 
Tax Tribunal and because, in light of the 
new information obtained from Michigan 
National Bank, the City Assessor’s office 
feels that the original appraisal was exces- 
sive and could not be supported before the 
Tribual. It should be noted that the City 
Assessor concurs in this proposed settle- 
ment. 


Therefore, it is my recommendation that 
this office be authorized to enter into a 
stipulation effecting the settlement outlined

The Board found, based on testimony and 
the findings of fact presented at the public 
hearing of February 7, 1978, that the pro- 
posed amendments would authorize the 
Planning Board and Department to admin- 
ister and enforce the Zoning Code and in- 
erease the maximum penalty for violation 
of the Zoning Code from a $500 fine to a 
$500 fine and/or 90 days in jail. 


A copy of the full text of the Ordinance 
is attached for your review. This recom- 
mendation was made with a unanimous vote 
of the Board.

Handicapper Accessibility, One-half

Filing with the city clerk 
proper and sufficient evidence of con- 
tracts for public liability and prop- 
erty damage insurance policies for 
the indemnification of applicant and 
each individual driver and for the 
protection of passengers and other 
users of the streets of the city in an 
amount of at least two hundred 
thousand dollars ($200,000.00) for in- 
jury to or death of one (1) person, 
five hundered thousand dollars ($500,- 
000.00) for injury(s) and/or death (s) 
arising out of any one (1) accident, 
and one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00) coverage for property 
damage, together with an endorse- 
ment on such policies of undertaking 
on the part of the insurance company 
to notify the city clerk at least ten 
(10) days before the expiration of 
such contracts or policies, either by 
way of cancellation or limitation. 
Provided, however, that the minimum 
aggregate coverage for motorbus 
fleets of over fifteen (15) vehicles 
shall be one million dollars ($1,000,- 
000.00). If for any reason said poli- 
cies of insurance shall be cancelled 
or become inoperative, either in whole 
or in part, such motorbuses shall 
not be operated until the owner or 
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operator shall procure new policies 
of insurance complying with this 
article, 


(5) Vehicle description. Filing with the 
city clerk the number of motor buses 
to be operated under such license, if 
granted, and a description of each, 
including the maker’s name, serial 
number, model, year and proof of 
insurance required by Sec. 88-8 (4) 
of this article. All of such informa- 
tion available at the time of filing an 
application for a license shall be sub- 
mitted with said application, pro- 
vided however, that any such infor- 
mation not available at the time of 
filing the application shall be filed 
as soon as the same shall become 
available. Failure to comply with the 
provisions of this section shal] result 
in automatic revocation of a license. 


(6) Fee, payment. Payment to the city 
clerk of such sum as fixed by council 
resolution for each motor bus to be 
regularly used on scheduled routes 
or destinations. Fees may _ differ 
based upon the size and type of motor 
bus or buses, the number of said 
motor buses per licensee, and the vol- 
ume of patrons per licensee,

In accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 8.2 of the City Charter, I am herewith 
submitting my Ninth Annual Recommended 
Budget for Fiseal Year 1978-79, My Recom- 
mended Budget is the result of approxi- 
mately four months of review, and study on 
the part of my Budget Committee, and my- 
self, and well over 1,000 hours of effort on 
the part of departmental staffs, who have 
done a commendable job of preparation and 
presentation. This Mayor’s Recommended 
Budget represents a careful integration of 
recently enacted City policies, and on-going 
City needs, into a comprehensive program 
for provisions of City services. It is, I 
believe a sound plan for City services with- 
in the parameters of the City’s long-range 
financial projections. 
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While the economic upswing of the past 
year has leveled off, as predicted, our own 
general economy continues, overall, to be 
strong. Unless the energy problems the 
Nation has witnessed for one-third of a 
year create a general economic downturn, 
the City of Lansing can look forward to the 
continuing beneficial economic influence of 
Oldsmobile, Fisher Body and our other in- 
dustries and that of general businesses, 
Additionally, we can look forward to the 
revitalization of the. City’s Central Business 
District when the South Washington Prom- 
enade is completed, and the improvements 
underway, or scheduled, for North Lansing. 
These two major undertakings, alone, will 
greatly enhance our community and provide 
a needed stimulus to commercial expansion, 
and improvement, as will the improvements 
scheduled for East Michigan Avenue and 
West Saginaw. 


After completing a careful assessment of 
the City’s currently sound financial posi- 
tion, the economic forecast, some contingent 
liability resulting from recent actions of 
the Federal government, and the continuing 
costs of the State of Michigan, my Recom- 
mended Budget for Fiscal Year 1978-79 pro- 
vides for A PROPERTY TAX DECREASE 
OF 6.9%, AS A FOLLOW UP TO THE 
ONE OF THE PRESENT YEAR, WHICH 
WAS A DECREASE OF 13.1%. SPECIF- 
ICALLY, I AM RECOMMENDING A 
TOTAL PROPERTY TAX RATE OF 
$10.70, pe ie DEBT RETIREMENT, 
OR A DECREASE OF 79 CENTS PER 
ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS OS_ AS- 
SESSED VALUATION — of the total tax 
rate, $9.55 is for General City Operations 
and $1.15 is for Debt Retirement. This 
total rate is $1.32 per one thousand dollars 
of assessed valuation LOWER THAN the 
ererete tax rate of $12.02 for the pericd of

TAX LEVIES (above) clearly show that 
the school districts collect MORE THAN 
THREE TIMES THE AMOUNT IN PROP- 
ERTY TAXES THAN DOES THE CITY— 
AND THAT THE COUNTY OF ING- 
HAM COLLECTS MORE IN PROPERTY 
TAXES, RIGHT HERE IN THE CITY, 
THAN DO WE. 


Please note that while the City property 
tax levy decreased for the present year by 
$99,929 from the levy of Fiscal Year 1971- 
72, the property tax levies of the other gov- 
ernmental agencies increased by $8,456,545, 
of which the school property tax increased 
by $4,948,300, that of the County by 
$2,159,897, and that of Community College 
by $1,353,348. During the past Mayoral 
campaign, the opposition kept inferring 
that the property tax increases were those 
of the city, AND ASKED, “‘Are you getting 
your money’s worth?” — the record is clear 
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that the big “property tax guzzlers” are the 
schools and the County of Ingham, NOT 
THE CITY OF LANSING. 


THEREFORE, AS I RECOMMEND ONE 
OF MICHIGAN’S LOWEST PROPERTY 
TAX RATES TO YOU FOR CITY PUR- 
POSES, I, ALSO, STRONGLY RECOM- 
MEND THAT YOU MEET WITH THE 
SCHOOL REPRESENTATIVES, AND 
THOSE OF INGHAM COUNTY, TO 
DETERMINE IF THE TAXPAYERS 
OF LANSING “ARE GETTING THEIR 
MONEY’S WORTH.” Personally, I don’t 
think Lansing taxpayers “are getting their 
money’s worth’ — for example, from the 
property tax collections made in the City 
by the County of Ingham, City property 
taxpayers are being hit by “DOUBLE TAX- 
ATION,” especially when their property tax 
dollars are used to provide are given 
only to unincorporated areas, I RECOM- 
MEND YOUR ATTENTION TO _ THIS 
AND ASK YOUR STUDY OF THESE 
MATTERS AND YOUR FORMAL SUP- 
PORT FORA CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENT TO PROHIBIT “DOUBLE 
TAXATION” ALONG THE LINES OF 
SUCH STATES AS IOWA AND FLORIDA, 
For example, the Iowa Constitution pro- 
videss “Provided further that duplicate 
taxation of property for the same purpose 
during the same year is prohibited.” The 
Florida Constitution provides: ‘Property 
situate within municipalities shall not be 
subject to taxation for services rendered 
by the county exclusively for the benefit of 
the property or residence in unincorporated 
areas.” Such, if adopted in Michigan, could 
substantially relieve the burden of property 
taxpayers in the City subject to the ever 
inoreaeing levies by the County of Ingham. 
EQU. IN PROPERTY TAXATION 
WOULD BE THE RESULT. 


I recommend to you a budget for all 
General City Operations of $35,679,145, in- 
cluding $83,299,145 from the General Fund, 
and $2,380,000 from the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Fund. 


I am, also, recommending a Capital Im- 
provements and Preventative Maintenance 
Program totaling $2,429,917, of which 
$2,309,917 is from General Fund, and $120,- 
000 is from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Fund — of this total, $100,000 is designated 
for a Reserve for Preventative Mainten- 
ance, In addition, I recommend to you an 
Emergency Fund of $300,000, which, when 
considered in the light of my total recom- 
mendations, should be adequate to cover 
contingencies of Fiscal Year 1978-79. 


In summary, my total Budget Recommen- 
dation of $38,109,062 from the General 
Fund and Federal Revenue Sharing Fund 
can be divided into: (a) $33,893,751 in gen- 
eral program costs, representing an increase 
resulting from increases in wages and sal- 
aries, fringe benefits, utilities, materials 
and supplies, and vehicle replacements, plus 
(b) $2,429,917 in Capital Improvements and 
Preventative Maintenance, recommended es- 
pecially in areas of special need, those that 
would reduce repair and maintenance costs, 
those that would improve departmental ser- 
vice levels, and those which would correct 
safety deficiencies as required under the 
new safety legislation at the Federal and 
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State levels (OSHA) (c) Emergency Fund 
of $300,000 and (d) $669,000 subsidies to 
other funds. My Recommended Budget also 
includes $816,394 for City Supported Ac- 
Ye including $401,027 to subsidize 


Within my Recommended Budget, includ- 
ing both General and Federal Revenue 
Funds, the $2,329,917 for Capital Improve- 
ments, and major equipment, includes rec- 
ommendations for the following: 


—Two new fire trucks to replace an exist- 
ing ladder truck at No. 1 Station to protect 
the Central Business District, including the 
Capitol Complex, and a pumping engine at 
No, 5 Station on Todd Avenue, for a total 
cost of $314,000. 


—$1,000,000 for site acquisition and ar- 
chitectural and engineering planning for a 
new police facility — this major undertak- 
ing, which I have recommended several 
times, will allow more effective utilization 
of the important resources of our Police 
Department, The total cost of this project 
will be several millions of dollars, I will 
be recommending a bonding package to 
undertake construction when this initial 
phase is completed, 


—$38,065 for development of a Senior 
Citizens facility at Miller Road, to be used 
in conjunction with anticipated State and/ 
or Federal funds, This Community Hall is 
part of the City’s continuing commitment 
to meet the needs of our Seniors and to 
provide facilities which encourage their 
continued participation and contributions 
in our community activities. 


—$120,000 to repair and replace damaged 
sidewalks throughout the City and $150,000 
for replacement of deteriorated curbs and 
gutters. Although the City is not able to 
undertake all the necessary work in one 
year, this recommendation represents a sub- 
stantially increased commitment of City 
resources to meet the needs in this area. 


—$115,000 for new, and needed, Lansing 
aerial photography to replace topographic 
maps produced in 1964-65, based on aerial 
photography done in 1961. In the interim 
17 years, the City has expanded 5,149.56 
acres, extensive commercial and residential 
development has occurred, along with new 
highway construction, ete. The project will 
be extremely valuable for studies and pro- 
posals of the departments of Public Service, 
Planning, Traffic, Assessor, Parks and Po- 
lice and Fire. 


--$17,250 for a Central Garage generator. 

—$25,000 for a Fleet Manpower Study. 

—$150,000 for general City grant 
matches, to assure that no worthwhile 
Federal/State fundings for legitimately 
needed projects will be lost. 

—$50,000 for general planning services. 

—-$180,402 for drain projects. 

While I have recommended funding the 


second year's share of the Montgomery 
Drain Project, being constructed to elimin- 
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ate flooding in Frandor, and the immediate 
areas, I fee] that you should be apprised 
of the fact that this project was accepted 
based on cost estimates to the City by the 
Ingham County Drain Commissioner, Those 
estimates were for $40,000 annual cost, but 
reivsed estimates by him required $225,000 
in the first year and $756,000 annually for 
14 years”! I strongly object to such after 
the fact upward cost assessments, Again, 
the City is at the mercy of another unit of 
hie 3 ti but our taxpayers have to pay 
the bill. 


The City and the State Department of 
Highways and Transportation now have an 
on-going program to reconstruct railroad 
crossings and to replace the old wood 
planking system with rubber mats — such 
are installed across South Washington Ave- 
nue, East Michigan, Oakland and Saginaw. 
I am continuing my efforts to insure prompt 
action by the State of Michigan in eliminat, 
ing these traffic hazards and have accord-, 
ingly recommended funding, within Act 51, 


for the City share of improvements to th¢’ 


following: 


$24,000 
2) W. Main railroad crossing 10,000 


1) McKinley railroad crossing 


8) E. Mt. Hope railroad crossing 14,500 


4) Cavanaugh Road railroad 
crossing 11,500 


As the State has only acted on McKinley, 
I will be contacting them to request. prompt 
action on the remaining three in order that 
they might be repaired this summer. Also, 
within Act 51, I have recommended $152,000 
for resurfacing and repairs to the N. Grand 
River Bridge and $120,000 for resurfacing 
and repairs to the E, Mt, Hope Bridge. 
These projects wil protect these bridges by 
decreasing deterioration and thus extend 
their life. 


As I promised in my budget message last 
year, I have received and reviewed in-depth 
analysis on the condition of the City’s fleet 
and have recommended several measures to 
upgrade the fleet and to provide a prevent- 
ative maintenance program which will pre- 
serve the City’s investment in trucks and 
special vehicles, I am recommending a total 
of $899,400 for replacement of Public Ser- 
vice vehicles essential for snow removal, 
road maintenance and other general public 
services. I have also recommended a total 
of $304,790 for replacement of vehicles in 
the Parks and Recreation Department and 
Cemetery including $42,933 for a new aerial 
tower for tree trimming and landscaping 
and the adition of a mechanic to implement 
a preventative maintenance program for 
Parks vehicles. 


I am recommending $25,000 for an ex- 
ternal consulting study on utilization and 
efficiency of the fleet and manpower need- 


ed to operate the fleet. The City’s massive . 
resource investment in manpower and- 


equipment should be studied to identify any 
potentia] changes in manpower utilization 


or types of vehicles used to insure greatest . 


efficiency at the lowest possible cost. 
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I have also recommended, $42,000 to re- 
place the ambulance based at the South 
Pennsylvania Station in order to assure 
that most up-to-date, efficient ambulance 
services can be continued for all our citi- 
zens. 


Also in the area of preventative mainten- 
ance, I have reviewed the recommendations 
for maintenance of City buildings and prop- 
erties and have recommended $302,771 for 
repairs and improvements to Parks and 
Recreation facilities including 2 permanent 
staff for preventative maintenance, $274,260 
for maintenance and improvements to other 
City properties maintained through the Gen- 
eral Fund which includes $85,000 for repair 
of the City Hall basement and $100,000 as 
a reserve for additional maintenance and 
improvement items identified through con- 
tinuing staff inspections and recommenda- 
tions by the newly established Maintenance 
Supervisor for a preventative maintenance 
section in the Public Service’s Property 
Management Office, 


I have, after careful consideration of 
Public Service and Property Management 
staff recommendations over the last 2 years, 
decided to recommend that the remaining 
28 units the City operates that are State 
owned be closed down and the 21 tenants 
be assisted in finding other housing. The 
City Attorney, Detroit HUD Office and 
Housing Office have all indicated that the 
City is not required to pay re-location bene- 
fits or moving expenses. I would, however, 
recommend payment of all actual moving 
expenses, Based on the difficulty in operat- 
ing these units, the high costs and the low 
rental income (which is much lower than 
actual cost of operations), the manpower 
and resource allocations necessary to at- 
tempt to maintain these State properties 
are not warranted. I therefore, am recom- 
mending that the Property Manager be au- 
thorized to immediately begin the process 
of closing these units down. I have, in 
light of this, recommended no budget allo- 
cation for State Owned Leased Housing 
for the upcoming year. 


I have, further, recommended $12,000 for 
preventative maintenance and repairs to the 
City’s warning and emergency communica- 
tion system. 


In the past, you entered into a five year 
land contract in the amount of $475,000, 
with 8% interest, with Michigan State Uni- 
versity to acquire the W. T. Granis Build- 
ing. This contract is payable at the rate 
of $95,000 per year due May 1, 1976 through 
May 1, 1980. This coming May 1st we will 
make the third payment with two payments 
remaining due May 1, 1979, and May 1, 
1980. Funding is provided in my recom- 
mendations, though I cannot say I am 
pleased. 


The major cost to the City of the Grants 
Building, $486,774 for renovations and 
maintenance in the lest three years has 
absorbed funds that might otherwise have 
been utilized in maintenance of numerous 
other City properties, I strongly recom- 
mend against the acquisition of additional 
buildings or properties without full analysis 
of their operation and maintenance costs, 
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This same problem has occurred repeatedly 
in the acquisition of Park sites. 


To be financially prudent the City should, 
as a policy consideration, review our long- 
range plans and determine what resources 
could be devoted to these areas and limit 
acquisition within the bounds of this re- 
source commitment. 


My Recommended Budget also includes 
the addition of a General Fund Contract 
Compliance Officer in the Human Relations 
Department. I have again this year recog- 
nized the commitment in this area on the 
part of the City by recommending staff to 
support your policies in the area of Human 
Relations. 


I have also recommended that the hourly 
contract staff who operate the recreation 
programs be granted an increase in wages. 
These employees have not had an increase 
in several years and, in recognition of their 
efforts, I have recommended to you the 
proposed increases. 


The escalating costs to the City of the 
911 program seriously concerns me, The 
eurrently requested City share of $35,525 is 
projected by the Police Department to grow 
to more than $121,000 within 5 years and 
this projection is based on 1978 dollars, 
Actual dollar costs will undoubtedly be 
even higher! While there is no question 
that 911 is a desirable program, I am very 
distressed that the Police Department never 
indicated the substantia] costs to the City 
when proposing this program. We are 
again in the position of not being fully 
informed on both current and projected 
costs until long after the program has been 
committed to by the City. 


With regard to the request of the Police 
Department for additional officers in the 
field, I am, as you have requested, sub- 
mitting my recommendation relative to your 
approved substitution of civilian techni- 
cians for uniformed officers in the Opera- 
tions Center. During the past year, the 
Police Department has been able to move a 
detective into a staff legal advisor position 
and shift officers into administrative func- 
tions for grant preparation, etc., as needed, 
The Police Department has, additionally, 
added 10 officers in the past year through 
a grant for Youthful Driver Enforcement. 
This expansion of manpower, plus the ad- 
dition of a 911 coordinator, a Systems 
Analyst and the 12 civilian technicians, rep- 
resents a substantia] increase. I am, in 
light of these increases, recommending that 
the Police Department add 6 officers in the 
field when the officers are released from 
duty in the Operation’s Center. If you con- 
eur with this recommendation, I recommend 
that these officers be assigned to the rec- 
ommended area youth program, If the 
Council recommends a neighborhood liaison 
officer, I recommend that it be funded 
through the Human Resources funds de- 
signed for crime prevention. I strongly 
recommend that the Police Department only 
increase its authorized Field Officers by 6 
and that the Department use attrition as 
positions become vacant during the next 
year. Despite the Police Department’s con- 
tention that this did not constitute a new 
request, I have, as you indicated when you 
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approved 12 civilian technicians, dealt with 
this as a request for additional personnel. 


The City Council on January 23, 1978, 
mandated the use of 1% of the City Gen- 
eral and Revenue Sharing budget for use 
in funding Human Services programs, i.e., 
day care centers, etc. This equates to ap- 
proximately $380,000. As you are aware, 
I believe that there are many potential 
legal problems in funding many of our 
current Human Service agencies through 
General tax dollars. I also believe the 
Council has established a financially impru- 
dent percedent by mandating a fixed 
amount for such services. 1 have, however, 
had hearings with agencies requesting fund- 
ing and reviewed 41 proposals for funding 
as City supported activities, the vast ma- 
jority of which were from Human Service 
agencies. After reviewing these proposals, 
I have recommended that the designated 1% 
be used as follows: Senior Citizens pro- 
grams totaling $228,608, including $44,826 
for Homebound Meals, $39,488 for Tri— 
County Aging Consortium, $7,014 in match- 
ing funds for R.S.V.P., $37,415 budgeted 
within the Parks Department for the Sen- 
ior Citizens Drop-in Civilians at the Civic 
Center, Milier Road and Kingsley, and the 
$38,065 for construction on the Senior Citi- 
zens Center at Miller Road. In addition to 
the Senior Citizens program, I am also rec- 
ommending: 1) matching funds to be 
granted to the Handicapper Advocacy Alli- 
ance totaling $11,100; 2) $11,000 in match- 
ing funds to be granted to Impression 5 
Museum ; 3) $36,250 for the Cristo Rey Rec- 
reation Program and $20,000 for the Cristo 
Rey Counseling Program; 4) $27,000 for 
the National Council on Alcoholism; and, 
5) $42,203 for Child Abuse and Neglect. 
These are all execllent programs which can 
be expected to provide substantial direct 
benefits to the City under contractual 
agreement. However, these are not basic 
City services and, if future financial con- 
siderations so dictate, these programs must 
be aware that current funding is no prom- 
ise of continued funding by the City. I 
further recommend that New Way In be 
funded from Community Development re- 
sidual funds at a level not to exceed their 
current appropriation and I also recom- 
mend that Resurrection Day Care be funded 
from residuals as this would also provide 
services on the Eastside. 


One point became increasingly clear as 
the Budget Committee and I met with these 
agencies. Many of them provide services 
that are primarily educational in nature 
and provide direct and indirect support to 
the Lansing School District and not one 
receives any funding from the School Dis- 
trict. The School District is clearly willing 
to use these agency services, but despite the 
major portion of City property tax dollars 
going to fund the School District ($87.36 
per thousand dollars of assessed valuation) 
and an increase of $4,943,000 in property 
tax collections since 1971-72, as compared 
to the $11.49 per thousand dollars assessed 
valuation that the City receives in property 
taxes for funding of all City services, it is 
not willing to use any of their funds to 
support these programs, 


The County, in expecting the City to fund 
a variety of public health services when it 
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receives $12.01 per thousand assessed valu- 
ation, and when its property tax revenues 
have increased $2,159,897 since the 1971-72 
Fiscal Year, is also apparently expecting 
the City to pay for County mandated re- 
sponsibilities, In addition, both the County 
and the School District are now, or have 
in the past, requested the City to contrib- 
ute our City dollars directly to them simply 
because they serve City of Lansing resi- 
dents. The taxpayers of the City of Lan- 
sing should not be expected, as I have al- 
ready mentioned, to support the same ser- 
vices twice through their property tax dol- 
lars, especially since they are already fund- 
ing, Ingham Conuty programs, through 
property tax payments equal to 48% of 
the total. 


Over the years, you have funded private 
organizations out of tax dollars. CON- 
TRARY TO STATE LAW, OPINIONS OF 
THE STATE ATTORNEY GENERAL AND 
OF THE CITY ATTORNEY, YOU HAVE 
NOT, IN A NUMBER OF INSTANCES, 
REQUIRED A CONTRACT OF SERVICES 
TO BE PROVIDED TO THE CITY. YOUR 
ACTIONS COULD RESULT IN REPER- 
CUSSIONS — THEREFORE, I RECOM- 
MEND THAT IN ALL SITUATIONS 
WHERE YOU PROVIDE TAX DOLLARS 
TO PRIVATE ORGANIZATIONS, FOR- 
MAL CONTRACTS SHOULD BE RE- 
QUIRED. 


Too, the organizations funded in the past 
year by you have NOT fulfilled the require- 
ments of State law, which stipulates that 
each shall advertise in the local newspaper, 
fully disclosing programs, services to the 
City, pay scales, etc. This failure on the 
part of private organizations, being funded, 
must be corrected, 


Last May, the City Council authorized a 
consulting study to propose a new Calssifi- 
cation and Compensation Plan for non- 
bargaining unit City employees. You have 
chosen to defer any action on a number of 
well-justified personnel changes and I am 
deeply concerned about the adverse effects 
of continuing these delays, To facilitate 
action on this matter, my Recommended 
Budget includes $224,820 from Anti-Reces- 
sionary funds into the Fringe Benefit Ac- 
count to implement the new plan. This is 
an eligible use of thesse funds and thus you 
will have funds budgeted for implementa- 
tion. While we do not know the precise 
costs, this should allow implementation 
without the need for a major interim ap- 
propriation. I urge you to act promptly on 
this matter to end the uncertainty, confu- 
sion and problems this matter has evoked. 


I am not recommending the construction 
of a parking ramp at the Civic Center, 
until it is determined what type of facility 
may be built at that location. However, 
I do recommend that you seriously consider 
8 study to determine if a parking ramp can 
be constructed on present location of the 
parking lot, WITH A HOTEL FACILITY 
AT THE TOP. 


I AM RECOMMENDING A FUND BAL- 
ANCE OF APPROXIMATELY FIVE MIL- 
LION DOLLARS, HOWEVER, BEFORE 
YOU BECOME INFECTED WITH THAT 
DREADED DISEASE HITTING ALL LEG- 
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ISLATIVE BODIES, AT ALL LEVELS 
THROUGHOUT THE NATION — THAT 
DISEASE OF SPENDING BEYOND REA- 
SON — I STRONGLY REQUEST THAT 
YOU CAREFULLY STUDY MY PROJEC. 
TIONS OF FUTURE COSTS AND FINAN. 
CIAL NEEDS. This Fund Balance will 
not then seem very large. Pending your 
curbing to spend beyond my Recommended 
Budget, an inflation slow-down, a healthy 
economy, reasonable labor contracts and no 
unforeseen catastrophies, the $10.70 Tax 
Rate I have proposed in this message can 
be retained for Fiscal Year 1979-80, This 
could be a tremendous asset to property 
taxpayers, especially those on fixed in- 
comet and Lansing’s needs can still be 
met, 


Further, be advised that my total Recom- 
mended Budget for Fiscal Year 1978-79, 
complete with all supporting documents, 
yee been properly submitted to the City

On July 18, 1975, Spartan Department 
Stores, Inc. filed a petition with the Michi- 
gan Tax Tribunal protesting the assessed 
valuation and property tax assessment for 
the 1975 tax year of the Spartan Depart- 
ment Store located at 5015 South Cedar 
Street. Since that time, Spartan Depart- 
ment Stores, Inc. has additionally protested 
the assessed value and property tax assess- 
ment of that property for the 1976 and 1977 
tax years, In its petition, Spartan Depart- 
ment Stores, Inc. alleged that the assessed 
value of $318,000 placed upon the property 
by the City of Lansing for those tax years, 
was in excess of 50% of the property’s true 
cash value and further alleged that the as- 
sessed value should be $252,000. The City 
filed its answer to the petition stating that 
the assessed value of the property was accu- 
rate and lawful. 


Over the last year there have been num- 
erous meetings and extensive negotiations 
between representatives of Spartan Depart- 
ment Stores, Inc. and the City of Lansing. 
At one point a representative of the peti- 
tioner indicated that they would settle the 
case by agreeing to accept a reduction of 
the assessed value of the property to $300,- 
000 for the 1975 and 1976 tax years and 
withdrawing its objection to the 1977 as- 
sessed value of $318,000. Based on that 
representation, this office requested and 
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obtained City Council’s permission to enter 
into such a settlement, Before the settle- 
ment could be concluded, however, the prop- 
erty was sold by the petitioner for $580,000. 
Based on that sale price, which would cor- 
respond to a 1977 assessed value of $290,000, 
petitioner refused to agree to that settle- 
ment unless we would reduce the 1977 as- 
sessed value accordingly. This office re- 
jected that offer and further negotiations 
followed, 


As a result of those negotiations Spartan 
Department Stores, Inc, has agreed to settle 
this case on the following terms: the 1975 
assessed value of the property will be re- 
duced from $318,000 to $310,000, the 1976 
assessed value of the property will be re- 
duced from $318,000 to $300,000 and the 
1977 assessed value of the property will be 
reduced from $318,000 to $295,000. The pro- 
posed settlement grants a reduction is as- 
sessed value of the property of $8,000 for 
the 1975 tax year, $18,000 for the 1976 tax 
year and $23,000 for the 1977 tax year. 
This is to be compared with $66,000 reduc- 
tion in assessed value sought by Spartan 
Department Stores, Ine, for each of those 
years, 


The foregoing settlement appears reason- 
able in that it avoids the expense and delay 
of litigating the case before the Michigan 
Tax Tirbunal. It is additionally support- 
able in light of the extremely deteriorated 
condition of the Spartan Department Store 
property and in light of the recent sale of 
the property for $580,000. Because of the 
condition of the building and its recent sale 
price, which would correspond to an as- 
sessed value of $290,000, the City Assessor’s 
office feels that this proposed settlement is 
more than fair to the City of Lansing and 
other governmental units taxing the subject 
property and should be accepted. 


Therefore, it is my recommendation that 
this office be authorized to enter into a 
stipulation effecting the settlement set forth 
in this letter.

Honorable Mayor and 
Members of City Council: 


The Planning Board at its regular meet- 
ing of March 21, 1978 completed the Act 
285 review of the proposal to release City 
owned property at the east end of Harris 
Street to the private sector as excess prop- 
erty (map attached). This proposal was re- 
ferred to the Planning Board from the 
Property Management Office which has 
been reviewing the City owned land files 
to determine where parcels may no longer 
be required for public use. 


The parcel was acquired from the Fried- 
land’s in 1949 and would likely return to 
the original parcel owner, The property to 
the east is currently used as an auto sal- 
vage operation and scrap yard. A public 
hearing held by the Planning Hoard re- 
vealed that Harris Street residents were 
concerned about potential expansion of the 
auto salvage yard if this parcel returned to 
the original owner. The salvage yard ad- 
versely affects the living environment of 
the neighborhood because of the truck traf- 
fic, dirt and noise created by the trucks and 
unsightly appearance of the salvage yard 
property. 


The Planning Board recommends that the 
City retain ownership of this property and 
that maintenance be provided by the ap- 
propriate department. This recommenda- 
tion is based on the need to provide a spa- 
tial buffer between the industrial and resi- 
dential land uses in the effort to protect 
and preserve the residential neighborhood 
to the west. No other public use is recom- 
mended or required at the present time.

Dear Mayor and Council: 
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On July 18, 1975, Spartan Department 
Stores, Inc. filed a petition with the Michi- 
gan Tax Tribunal protesting the assessed 
valuation and property tax assessment for 
the 1975 tax year of the Spartan Depart- 
ment Store located at 5015 South Cedar 
Street. Since that time, Spartan Depart- 
ment Stores, Inc, has additionally protested 
the assessed valuation and property tax 
assessment of that property for the 1976 
and 1977 tax years, In its petition, Spar- 
tan Department Stores, Inc. alleged that 
the assessed value of $318,000 placed upon 
the property by the City of Lansing for 
those years, was in excess of 50% of the 
property’s true cash value and further al- 
leged that the assessed value should be 
$252,000. The city filed its answer to the 
petition stating that the assessed value of 
the property was accurate and lawful. 


Over the last year, there have been nu- 
merous meetings and extensive negotiations 
between representatives of Spartan Depart- 
ment Stores, Inc. and the City of Lansing. 
At one point, a representative of the peti- 
tioner indicated that they would settle the 
case by agreeing to accept a reduction of 
the assessed value of the property to $300,- 
000 for the 1975 and 1976 tax years and 
withdrawing its objection to the 1977 as- 
sessed value of $318,000. Based upon that 
representation, this office requested and 
obtained City Council’s permission to enter 
into such a settlement. Before the settle- 
ment could be concluded, however, the prop- 
erty was sold by the petitioner for $580,000. 
Based upon that sale price, which would 
correspond to the 1977 assessed value of 
$290,000, petitioner refused to agree to that 
settlement unless we would reduce the 1977 
assessed value accordingly. This office re- 
jected that offer and further negotiations 
followed. 


As a result of those negotiations, Spartan 
Department Stores, Inc. has agreed to set- 
tle this case on the following terms: the 
1975 assessed value of the property will be 
reduced from $818,000 to $310,000; the 1976 
assessed value of the property will be re- 
duced from $318,000 to $300,000; and the 
1977 assessed value of the property will be 
reduced from $318,000 to $295,000. The pro- 
posed settlement grants a reduction in as- 
sessed value of the property of $8,000 for 
the 1975 tax year, $18,000 for the 1976 tax 
year, and $23,000 for the 1977 tax year. 
This is to be compared with $66,000 reduc- 
tion in assessed value sought by Spartan 
Department Stores, Inc. for each of those 
years. 


The foregoing settlement appears reason- 
able in that it avoids the expense and delay 
of litigating the case before the Michigan 
Tax Tribunal. It is additionally supportable 
in light of the extremely deteriorated con- 
dition of the Spartan Department Store 
property and in light of the recent sale of 
the property for $580,000. Because of the 
condition of the building and its recent 
sale price, which would correspond to an 
assessed value of $290,000, the City Asses- 
sor’s Office feels that this proposed settle- 
ment is more than fair to the City of Lan- 
sing and other governmental units taxing 
the subject property and should be accepted, 
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Therefore, it is my recommendation that 
this office be authorized to enter into a 
stipulation effecting the settlement set 
forth in this letter.

The attached transfers represent requests 
by City Departments for budgetary adjust- 
ments, These transfers and supporting ma- 
terial have been reviewed and recommended 
by the Committee on Finance. 


Major items include: 


1) Adjustments within the Police De- 
partment are required by the current con- 
tract totaling $123,037. These funds are 
currently reserved within the Fringe Bene- 
fit Account, Additionally, $6,000 for Holi- 
day Pay within the Public Service Depart- 
ment also requiring transfer from reserved 
funds in the Fringe Benefit Account. 


2) Intra-departmental adjustments recog- 
nizing minor modifications due to opera- 
tional requirements or greater than antici- 
pated costs, The majority of these transfers 
involved the Parks Department. The Parks 
Department is, however, requesting no ad- 
ditional appropriations. 


8) Emergency items not able to be an- 
ticipated during budget preparation. The 
majority of these transfers involve Public 
Service Snow removal caused by the storm 
and increased expenses in Act 51 for road’ 
maintenance and repair. Other items in 
this category include unanticipated replace- 
ment of the check signing machine in the 
Accounting Division and increased advertis- 
ing expenditures in the refuse collection 
program _and by the City Clerk and Pur- 
chasing Departments. 


4) Items that reflect increased expenses 
directly tied to increased revenue produc- 
tion. Additional funds are required for 
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Refuse Collection and the Civic Center due 
to inereased services, and expenses related 
to reimbursible costs of federal programs, 
especially Community Development CETA,. 
Central Stores expenses will bé recovered 
from these programs _as will the Employee 
Medical Exam costa being ineurred by the 
Personnel Department due to the CETA 
program expansion. E 


5) Adjustments within the Enterprise,) 
Special Revenue and Intra-governmental 
Service funds-major items include appro- 
priation of $51,798 in increased revenues 
to support increased services in the Refuse 
Collection Program and $29,700 from Fund 
Balance in the Service Garage needed to 
support equipment acquisition expenses. 
This item reflects $11,700 that was not re- 
quested for carry-forward at year-end and 
an additional $18,000 needed if all approved 
equipment is to be purchased due to higher 
than budgeted actual costs of vehicles, 


Also, $8,000 in additional subsidy is re~+ 
quired for State-Owned Leased Houses,! 
Revenues are inadequate to support this 
operation and the existing $13,753 must be 
increased. 


The final major item_is an increase of 
$82,000 in the Worker’s Compensation Fund 
for increases in the Compensation payroll 
and medical expenses. There have been in- 
creases in required rates and a number of” 
major claims against these funds. 


Additional appropriations in the General 
Fund total $204,902. Of this amount, 
$98,135 represents appropriation of in- 
creased revenues from on-going programs. 
The remaining $111,767 are Emergency 
Fund type items, However, there are not 
adeqaute funds within the Emergency Fund 
to support these transfers and those funds 
currently remaining in the Emergency Fund 
will be required for expenses incurred dur- 
ing the snow storm.

The Planning Board at their meetings of 
March 21 and April 4, 1978 considered the 
zoning request by Provincial House, Incor- 
porated and recommended: (1) that Lots

(Provincial House Subdivision), and (2) 
that Lots 21 and 22 (Provincial House Sub-

In conjunction with the recommendation 
the Planning Board is also forwarding 
copies of the deed restrictions which were 
submitted by the applicant for Council’s 
consideration and recording.

Sec, 22-17, Fireworks and firearms—sale 
or use prohibited, exceptions. 


It shall be unlawful for any person in 
the city to sell, give or furnish, any blank 
cartridge, toy pistol, toy cannon, toy cane 
or toy gun in which explosives are used, 
the type of balloon which requires fire 
underneath to propel the same, firecrackers 
torpedoes, skyrockets, Roman Candles, Day- 
go bombs or other fireworks of like con- 
struction, or any fireworks containing any 
explosive or inflammable compound or any 
tablets or other device commonly used and 
sold as fireworks, or which contains ni- 
trates, chlorates, oxalates, sulphides of lead, 
barium, antimony, arsenic, mercury, nitro- 
glycerin, phosphorous or any compound 
containing any of the same or other modern 
explosives to any person under the age of 
eighteen (18) years, Further, it shall be 
unlawful for any person, except officers of 
the peace in lawful discharge of their du- 
ties and others who have properly protected 
firing ranges or galleries and who have 
first secured permission from the chief of 
police, to fire any gun, revolver, pistol or 
eartridge, of any kind in any street, alley 
or other public place or in any yard or pri- 
vate place in the city except for the protec- 
tion of life or property. It shall further 
be unlawful for any person to discharge 
any toy pistol, toy gun, toy cannon, or toy 
cane using an explosive charge in excess of 
.25 grains, or to ignite or discharge any 
firecrackers, torpedoes, skyrockets, roman 
candles, daygo bombs or other fireworks of 
like construction or any fireworks contain- 
ing any explosive or inflammable compound 
or any tablets or other device commonly 
used and sold as fireworks or which con- 
tains nitrates, chlorates, oxslates, sulphides 
of lead, barium, mercury, antimony, arsenic, 
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nitroglycerin, phosphorous or any compound 
containing any of the same or other mod- 
ern explosives in any parking lot, sidewalk, 
shopping center, street, public park, alley, 
school building or any other public place 
nor shall any of the above be used in any 
yard or private place in the city where 
there is a congregation of more than ten 
(10) people except as provided in Sec. 22-18 
of this chapter.

It shall be unlawful for any person to 
use fireworks, the sale of which is pro- 
hibited within the city, excepting as pro- 
vided in section 22-19, provided the city 
council may grant permission to any per- 
son to use freworks within the city upon 
at such places and times and under such 
regulations as the city council may deem 
advisable and justified. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 


ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall take ef- 
fect within thirty (380) days of its passage 
unless given immediate effect by the City 
Council.

This past Wednesday, April 12, Council- 
man Robert Hull took time to verbally 
pbrow-beat Jan Lazar in regard to the 
Mayor’s Budget Recommendations pertain- 
ing to the Parks Department. This matter 
was reported by the State Journal on 
Thursday, April 13, with a headline rea- 
ing: “2 Park Projects Missed in Budget” 
(see attached). 


I take exception to this verbal pounding 
of Mrs, Lazar by Councilman Robert Hull. 
I, also, wish to advise at this time that I 
take exception to a number of other verbal 
poundings given to various personnel of 
the departments over the Past many 
months, especially in view of the fact that 
in most cases the issue used by some Coun- 
ceil members turn out to be false, and based 
upon untruths, once researched. 
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The Mayor’s Budget Committtee, of which 
Mrs. Lazar is a member, worked long and 
hard to present to you one of the best 
budgets ever submitted for your considera- 
tion. Her contributions during these budget 
hearings were excellent and exceptional. 
Now, let us get down to the lack of knowl- 
edge on the part of Mr. Hull about what 
has transpired regarding the issues he ver- 
bally brow-beat Mrs, Lazar about, namely 
eng Park, Sheffield Park and Walsh 

‘ark, 


REGENT PARK 


The above-mentioned was originally in- 
serted in the Community Development con- 
cept plan by your Community Development 
Technical Committee in 1975. However, 
when you voted (8-0) in February, 1975, 
on the formal application of Community 
Development for Fiscal Year 1975-76, you 
provided zero funding for Regent Park. 


The in early 1977, you approved a resolu- 
tion by a vote of 8-0 to expend $179,689 for 
labor intensive projects through Title I of 
the CETA program for the improvements 
of various parks including Regent, Glene- 
den, Willoughby — Parcel B, Sheffield, 
Walsh, Westside, Miller/Marscott, Crego 
and Tecumseh ($35,000) and Dodge ($15,421 
and $50,243), Moores ($5,164 and $5,861), 
Dietrich ($58,800—DNR Grant), Potter 
($3,500), Bancroft ($2,500) and Cemetery 
Rehab ($9,200). This resolution provided 
that these labor intensive projects would 
be done by manpower teams placed under 
the direction of the Parks and Recreation 
Department with some other work to be 
placed under the direction of the Manpower 
Director’s Office in coordination with the 
Public Service Department. Parks Director 
Douglas Finley advises that the projects 
were done and that the funds have been 
expended. 


SHEFFIELD PARK 


In 1974, $5,000 was appropriated from 
Revenue Sharing for improvements in the 
aforementioned. These funds were carried 
forward and spent in 1975. 


In 1977, for consideration in the 1978-79 
Budget Recommendations, the Parks De- 
partment submitted to the Capital Improve- 
ments Committee for consideration in the 
Capital Improvements Program a request 
of $35,750 for Sheffield Park and $47,150 
for Regent Park. Based on the criteria 
established by the Capital Improvements 
Committee (see attached) Sheffield Park 
was rated 22b out of 29 projects up for 
consideration, while Regent Park was rated 
28 out of the 29 projects to be consideed. 


WALSH PARK 


As with the aforementioned, Parks Direc- 
tor Douglas Finley advises. that lke Mrs. 
Lazar, he receved no resoluton from you. 


However, my Executive Assistant for Com- 
munity Development, Orrin Sharp, advises 
that Community Development appropriated 
$20,000 for Walsh Park (account number 
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252-844-312-974) on March 16, 1977, this 
being a part of the $52,656 provided for 
Neighborhood Development Area No, 2— 
Peripheral Improvements, He also proposed 
that part of the unspent $74,300 originally 
provided for Hunter Park be transferred 
to complete Walsh Park. You chose not to 
abide by his recommendations. 


Walsh Park was inserted for considera- 
tion by the Capital Improvements Com- 
mittee, but by the criteria established for 
Capital Improvements it was rated 26c out 
of the 29 projects up for consideration, 


So far Councilman Hull is baiting zero, 
and his batting average doesn’t improve 
as we go along. For example, not only 
did Councilman Hull, and you, not adopt 
the resolution claimed by Councilman Hull, 
BUT YOU DID NOT APPROVE A RESO- 
LUTION PRIOR TO THE CAPITAL IM. 
PROVEMENTS COMMITTEE MEETING 
GN PARKS MATTERS, OR PRIOR TO 
THE MEETINGS OF MY BUDGET COM- 
MITTEE ON THE MATTERS CLAIMED. 
Instead, on February 12, 1978, you ap- 
proved a resolution (see attached) which, 
in part, reads as follows: 


“Now, Therefore Be It Resolved, the Di- 
rector of Parks and Recreation and the 
Federal Program Coordinator be directed 
to prepare and submit preliminary applica- 
tions for Crego Park development; Shef- 
field Park development; acquisition of 
property on the Grand River south of 
Dodge Park; acquisition of the ‘River 
Point’; Kingsley site development; and the 
South Lansing Swimming Pool, and 


Be It Further Resolved, the above listing 
of projects be established as the priority 
ranking for the review process conducted 
by the funding agent.” 


The aforementioned was approved 8-0. 


According to procedures, the application 
was submitted by Parks Director Douglas 
Finley to the Department of Natural Re- 
sources of the State of Michigan for con- 
sideration of funds from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Interior Land and Water Con- 
servation Funds. TO DATE, THAT AP- 
PLICATION HAS NOT BEEN  AP- 
PROVED. However, since the matter was 
pending, as it still is, the Mayor’s Budget 
Committee, with Mrs. Lazar in attendance, 
provided to you $150,000 for match pur- 
poses, an amount which more than meets 
the requirements of your belated resolution. 


In short, what has transpired is that 
Councilman Hull has made charges which 
are erroneous, It is obvious that had he 
researched past resolutions, expenditures, 
and the Budget as recommended by me, he 
would have found several evident things. 
Qne, his claim of support for Regent, Shef- 
field and Walsh parks are lacking ; two, the 
resolutions he bases his claims on are non- 
existent or pertain to something else; and, 
three, the funds he would have you believe 
do not exist are in fact included in the 
Budget, but are awaiting usage until the 
State and Federal governmental agencies 
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approve their share of the projecis in 
question,

Knowledge of the 
defect and time to repair the same shall 
be conclusively presumed when the de- 
fect existed so as to be readily apparent 
to an ordinarily observant person for a 
period of 30 days or longer before the 
injury took place.”

Dear Mayor and Council Members: 


The Department of Parks and Recreation 
has received approval from the Department 
of Interior, Land and Water Conservaiton 
Fund for the ballfield lighting at Gier and 
Davis Parks. The design of this lighting 
system was authorized by City Council, and 
these plans have now been completed. 


As part of our engineering study we have 
detected soil composition problems at Gier 
Park which could affect the stability of the 
light poles, The impact of this soil infor- 
mation will effect both our time of installa- 
tion of the lights, and the cost of the 
project. 


It was our original hope that the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources would give us 
prompt approval on our engineering plans, 
and that construction could be completed 
very early this summer. It is a relatively 
simple construction project and should not 
take a long period of time once contracts 
are approved, The delay will come in the 
time required to complete our engineering 
analysis in order to compensate for the 
weak soi] composition, 


The financial impact is impossible to ac- 
curately access because the actual depth re- 
quired for the placement of the individual 
poles will be determined by an engineer on 
the site during the construction process, 
Theoretically, the added cost of compliance 
with an engineer’s “no risk construction” 
would be in the range of $45,000.00. Since 
the “risk’’ of putting lights in is less a 
matter of injury liability than it is the 
possibility of repairs, there may be some 
alternatives that will allow us to determine 
a more economic feasible installation. The 
analysis of alternatives will take several 
days.

Based on past commitments made to this 
project, I encourage your early review of 
this matter and hopefully your authoriza- 
tion to proceed with the project based on 
engineer’s study. These plans could be 
amended to assure a more economical con- 
struction cost if alternate methods are 
identified,

The Pianning Board, at their April 18, 
1978 meeting, recommended that the pro- 
posed lot division by Howard Chaffee Con- 
struction Company for property on the 
northwest corner of Aurelius Road and 
Willard Avenue be approved subject to the 
houses which would be constructed along 
Aurelius Road having a front yard setback 
of approximately 50 feet and that the pro- 
posed home that will be constructed on the 
immediate corner of Aurelius Road and 
Willard Avenue have its vehicular access 
from Willard Avenue, 


The Board found that the proposed lot 
division would facilitate the development 
of four (4) duplex dwellings on lots hav- 
ing an average size of approximately 11,000 
square feet.

The Planning Board, at their meeting of 


April 18, 1978, recommended that the Spe- 
cial Use Permit to mine sand and gravel 
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at property located north of Lake Lansing 
Road be granted subject to certain condi- 
tions. The Board makes this recommenda- 
tion after a thorough investigation of cir- 
cumstanees surrounding the proposal, 


Major opposition to the proposal centers 
around concern for the additional truck 
traffic such development will create and 
the possibility that this traffic will proceed 
down High Street through a_ residential 
area presently identified as NDA No. 3. 
The proposed development would increase 
truck traffic along High Street. However, 
traffic problems will continue regardless 
of the outcome of this proposal and the 
ultimate solution to neighborhood traffic 
problems entail eventual re-routing of Lake 
Lansing Road around the Neighborhood De- 
velopment Area. 


The Public Service Department has coop- 
erated in investigating alternatives that 
would accomplish this end, While they rec- 
ognize the need for an east/west realign- 
ment of Lake Lansing Road through to 
US-27, they have also identified storm 
water drainage problems as a barrier to 
construction of such a road, Resolution of 
the drainage issue has been identified as 
critical to any development proposal in that 
section of the City for many years, Pre- 
liminary cost estimates associated with pro- 
viding that drainage indicate that use of 
an abandoned gravel pit as a retention 
basin might well be the most economical 
means of accomplishing that end. While 
More engineering studies remain to be un- 
dertaken, the possibility exists that the 
site of the proposed mining operation might 
also be suitable as a site for a storm water 
retention basin. It should be noted that 
the petitioner is agreeable to, and has in- 
eluded as one of his redevelopment pro- 
posals, an alternative that would provide 
for the sale of a part of the property and 
excavation to the City for such use. 


While development of drainage facilities 
and Lake Lansing Road are long range so- 
lutions to the problems of the neighborhood, 
more immediate actions are presently being 
taken that would serve to reduce truck traf- 
fit along High Street and provide tempo- 
rary relief of the traffic situation. Appli- 
cation is being made to receive a Title I 
grant for sewer improvement along Case 
Street. Sewer improvement would allow for 
implementation of a traffic diverter system 
that would re-route truck traffic flow 
around a portion of the Neighborhood De- 
velopment Area. Acquisition of that grant 
will mean that the impact of the proposed 
mining operation will te lessened in the 
near future. 


Opposition also includes concern over 
safety hazards associated with gravel pits 
and possible degradation of air or water 
quality associated with daily mining or re- 
development activities. The Board feels that 
these problems can be avoided given con- 
trols and conditions called for in this rec- 
ommendation ; they include the following: 


1) That the excavation be limited to with- 
in ten feet (10’) of the known high 
water table. 


2) That screening and fencing be pro- 
vided as required, 
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8) That required permits be obtained 
from the Department of Natural Re- 
sources and the City of Lansing be- 
fore any landfill redevelopment plan 
goes into operation. 


4) that minimum distance requirements 
be maintained between the excavation 
and abutting property lines. 


5) That excavation take place immediate- 
ly in the northern section of the prop- 
perty and redeveloped in such a man- 
ner as to be suitable for road align- 
ment and construction, and that the 
City retain the right to negotiate with 
peitioner for acquisition of road right- 
of-way across that section, 


6) That the City retain first right to 
negotiate a purchase agreement with 
the petitioner over acquisition of part 
or all of the site should further en- 
gineering studies show the site suit- 
able for development as a storm water 
retention basin. 


7) That the petitioner meet all require- 
ments regarding borrow pit operation 
established in Section 36-5.3 of the 
Zoning Regulations, 


The Board further recommends that funds 
be made available to the Public Service De- 
partment so that investigation might be 
taken to determine the engineering feasi- 
bility of providing drainage utilizing a 
storm water retention basin on the subject 
property. The Board also requests that 
funds be made available to carry on engi- 
neering tests associated with roadway con- 
struction along the proposed route sub- 
mitted by Public Service.

The Lansing Planning Board has_re- 
viewed the updated study entitled the “Fire 
Facilities Study 1977-78” and at their meet- 
ing of April 18, 1978 endorsed the report 
and recommended Council adoption and im- 
plementation. 


This study was initiated in response to a 
request of the Fire Board regarding an up- 
date of the 1973 study; ‘“‘Analysis of Fire 
Station Sites.” As a result of the 1973 
study, stations number 6 and 8 were con- 
solidated into a new facility located at 
Marshall Street and Grand River Avenue. 
This new consolidated station became oper- 
ational in June of 1977. In addition, a site 
was purchased in south Lansing for the lo- 
cation of a future station. Before any of 
the remaining recommendations were im- 
plemented a re-evaluation was to be made 
of Lansing’s overall station locations and 
services. 


The latest study examines fire station lo- 
cations and general fire services, relative 
to guidelines incorporated by the Insurance 
Service Office of the American Insurance 
Association, These standards, which are in- 
eluded in the Appendix of the report, are 
used throughout the country when locating 
fire stations. 


In response to the study the following 
recommendations are made by the Planning 
Board: 


1) That a railroad grade separation he 
constructed at the Grand River/Logan 
Street intersection in north Lansing. 


2) That a new consolidated station he 
located on the triangular parcel of 
land created by the new construction 
of the Logan Street Boulevard (M-99) 
at Birch Street. 


8) That additional land be purchased 
north of station number 4 on South 
Pennsylvania Avenue to construct an- 
other bay for the housing of a ladder 
truck. The ladder truck would be 
transferred from station number 9 to 
station number 4, 


4) That the site purchased in response to 
the 1978 study be utilized for the con- 
struction of a new station when fire 
— indicators determine such a 
need. 


The Planning Board recommends to the 
City Council the adoption of the “Fire Fa- 
cilities Study, 1977-78" and approval of the 
recommendations.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


The Committee on Personnel of the City 
of Lansing began a hearing on February 
23, 1978 with regard to a grievance filed 
by Colleen Steinman, a city employee, 
against John Houldsworth, Manpower Di- 
rector of the City of Lansing. Mrs. Stein- 
man has objected to the hiring practice of 
Mr. Houldsworth with respect te a Staff 
Analyst VIII position, Mrs, Steinman ap- 
plied for the job, was interviewed and was 
rejected in favor of another applicant who 
was not a city employee. In the letter of 
rejection, Mr. Houldsworth used the ad- 
jective ‘qualified’ in describing Mrs. Stein- 
man. 


It is the contention of Mrs. Steinman 
that if she was deemed “qualified,” Section 
VI(A) of the Personnel Rules of the City 
of Lansing entitled “Seniority” should con- 
trol the selection of a candidate for that 
position and that she should have been se- 
lected. That section states: 


“Department job openings shall be 
posted on employee bulletin boards for 
a period of at least three days prior to 
the job being filled. Job posting forms 
shall be provided by the Personnel De- 
partment and these forms must be re- 
turned to the Department or origin im- 
mediately after the posting period is 
over. When in the opinion of the super- 
visor and Department Head concerned, 
ability and capacity are equal, job pref- 
erence will be given to employee with 
the most seniority.” (emphasis added) 


In_addition Mrs, Steinman asserts that 
Mr, Houldsworth is in violation of the Af- 
firmative Action Program of the City of 
Lansing. : 


During the course of the three-day hear- 
ing, several witnesses were called to testify 
on the procedures used hy Mr. Houldsworth, 
his letter of rejection, the interpretation of 
the above cited rule, and the hiring proce- 
dures of other department heads of the city. 


Based upon the evidence disclosed during 
the hearing, it is the recommendation of 
the Personnel Committee of the City Coun- 
cil that Mr. Houldsworth did not violate 
Section VI(A) of the Personnel Rules of 
the City of Lansing nor the Affirmative 
haa Program adopted by the City Coun- 
cil. 


It is the finding of the Personnel Com- 
mittee that Mr. Houldsworth’s letter to Mrs. 
Steinman was merely a gracious rejection 
of her application, Based on the testimony 
of the Personne] Director of the City of 
Lansing, the Mayor of the City of Lansing, 
and the Parks Director of the City of Lan- 
sing, it is evident that the use of the word 
“qualified” should not be given an artificial 
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construction, There are different levels of 
qualification which an applicant may at- 
tain for a given job. While Mrs. Steinman 
was qualified to a certain extent, the evi- 
dence tendered during the hearing shows 
that she was not as quailfied as the appli- 
cant chosen. Experience on the job is an 
important element in determining qualifica- 
tions of a candidate. By Mrs. Steinman’s 
own admission she had no experience in 
several key aspects of the job, whereas 
testimony indicated the applicant who was 
chosen had previous experience in these 
aspects. Mr. Houldsworth was able to de- 
termine the levels of experience of each 
candidate by their respective resumes’, At 
the hearing, he proceeded with in-depth 
questioning as to the levels of experience 
of the respective candidates and clearly 
proved that his hiring decision was correct, 
unbiased, and based on the relative qualifi- 
cations of the applicants. 


Mr. Richard Letts, Human Relations Di- 
rector, testified that there was no breach 
of the Affirmative Action Program of the 
City of Lansing by Mr. Houldsworth. 


An ancillary issue to the matter heard 
was the meaning of Section VI(A) of the 
Personnel Rules of the City of Lansing. 
Mr. Daniel Bodwin, Personnel Director, 
testified that the section does not call for 
an automatic advancement by a person of 
equal ability and capacity, but merely that 
that person be given preference for the job, 

any event, since testimony confirmed 
that Mr. Houldsworth’s choice was more 
qualified than Mrs. Steinman based on the 
person’s prior experience, Section VI(A) 
was not violated. 


The Personnel Committee further recom- 
mends that the procedures used by the Per- 
sonnel Department of the City of Lansing 
for purposes of determing seniority, han- 
dling grievance procedures, and advising 
department heads be re-examined. It is 
recommended that a five person committee 
made up of city employees not employed 
in the Personnel Department be selected to 
review the Personnel Department’s proce- 
dures, The Committee further recommends 
that the special committee develop griev- 
ance procedures to be followed in the future.

In accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 8.3 of the City Charter, the City Coun- 
cil acting as the Commitee of the Whole, 
has analyzed and reviewed the budget _rec- 
ommendations for the fiscal year 1978-79. 


We now submit the budget together with 
its supporting schedules and information. 
The budget is available as a public record 
for inspection in the office of the City 
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Clerk until May 8, 1978, the date on which 
a public hearing will be held, 


The Council accepts the Mayor’s budgets 
with minimal changes deemed necessary 
upon review with the various departments 
and have made an appropriation of the 
money needed as prescribed by law. The 
budget will be approved May 15, 1978. 


The Council has recommended a budget 
requiring a tax levy of $10.70 per thousand 
dollars of assessed valuations. Of _ this 
amount, $9.55 is for the carrying out of city 
operations and the balance of $1.15 is for 
the retirement of debts incurred as the re- 
sult of bond issues voted by the citizens. 
This is a reduction of $.79 per thousand of 
assessed valuation as recommended by the 
Mayor. 


All municipal services have been re- 
viewed, The Council concurred with a ma- 
jority of the Mayor’s recommendations. In 
certain areas, we felt that added funds 
were needed to strengthen or improve cer- 
tain levels of essential public services. 


Over and above the regular sources of 
revenue, grant programs including Commu- 
nity Development, Comprehensive Employ- 
ment and Training Act (CETA) Funds and 
Revenue Sharing have enabled us to give 
the citizens of Lansing the extensive pro- 
grams and services outlined in the 1978-79 
budget.

8. Action was taken to allocate funds for 
equipping the Community Room at the 
Marshall Street Fire Station and adopt- 
ed a plan to acquire a vacated school 
for development as an eastside Commu- 
nity Center as soon as the School Dis- 
trict implements its recommended school 
consolidation program, 


4, Modification of the Assessor’s work pro- 
gram to mandate efforts in the area of

5. Adopted a policy that would eliminate 
assessment for sidewalk repair. 


6. Directed Public Service and Planning 
Departments to provide an assessment 
and recommendation on City policy for 
paving of alleys. 


7. Directed Planning, Public Service, and 
Park Departments te study options and 
make recommendations on City policy 
that would allow noise pollution buffers 
to be established between major thor- 
oughfares and adjacent residential prop- 
erties. 


The highlights of these changes are as 
follows: 


— Reinstated the six Police officers recom- 
mended for attrition in the Mayor's 
budget at a cost of —$102,678. 


-—- Development of Sheffield, Regent, 
Walsh, Northrup and Tecumseh Parks— 
$135,750. 


— The addition of two Arson Investigators 
in the Fire Department—$35,197. 


— The addition of an Instructor with the 
Fire Department for training para- 
medics and Emergency Medical Techni- 
cians rather than paying tuition to other 
schools for such training—$18,001, 


— The addition of a Housekeeper at the 
Civic Center due to the increase in 
events—$10,049. 


— The addition of a Mechanical Inspector 
and an Administrative Assistant in the 
Building Department to increase services 
—-$22,754, 


City Supported Activities as proposed by 
the Mayor include many Human Resources 
programs that were formerly in the Com- 
munity Development budget. However, the 
$1.7 million dollar decrease in C. D. funds 
would not have allowed continuation of all 
existing programs, 


To provide continuity of human service 
programs and to allow time to assist these 
agencies in developing alternative funding 
strategies, the City Council has developed 


APRIL 24, 1978 


a recommended funding package combining 
Community Development funds, General 
Funds, Revenue Sharing and Anti-Reces- 
sionary funds which allows continuation 
funding for those agencies currently con- 
tracting with the City. This includes, in 
addition to the Mayor’s recommendations, 
funding a total of $153,760 for five day 
eare centers; $186,000 for Y.D.C.; $115,000 
for New Way Inn; $100,000 to be used for 
Ingham County Health and the Health 
Screening program; $11,867 for YWCA; 
$10,000 for the Girl Scouts; $40,000 for 
Comprehensive Substance Abuse, and an 
additional $15,100 for HAF. 


We feel that these recommendations, in 
combination with the Mayor’s recommen- 
dation of $56,250 for Cristo Rey; $42,208 
for Child Abuse and Neglect; $27,000 for 
the National Council on Alcoholism, and 
$184,099 for the operation of Senior Citizen 
programs, represents a substantia] effort 
by the City to support Community Develop- 
ment sponsored human service programs 
while alternative funding can be sought. 


Capital Improvements are increased by 
$145,000 to a total of $2,337,667 within the 
General Fund and $120,000 in Revenue 
Sharing. The inerease includes an addi- 
tional $100,000 for Park development, $265,- 
000 for renovation of the City Council 
Chambers, and $20,000 for other City Hall 
renovations, as well as designation of ap- 
propriated funds for Sheffield Park. 


The City Council has made an attempt 
to include all necessary expenditures in the 
General Fund budget. We have retained 
okt id for unforeseen emergency require- 
ments, 


The additional services and programs 
recommended by the City Council total 
$380,075, 


The above increases are financed by ad- 
justing the Fund Balance of $4,578,170. 
This Fund Balance is approximately 12% 
of the budget. With proper controls and no 
unforeseen catastrophies, the $10.70 per 
thousand dollars assessed value tax rate can 
be retained for the fiscal year of 1979-80. 


Your Council expresses its sincere thanks 
and appreciation for the cooperation re- 
ceived from the Board members, Depart- 
ment heads, Finance and Council staff. 
We fee] that this final document is fiscally 
sound, represents sensible progress for the 
City, and will serve the best interest of the 
people of our community.

For the past year the Planning Depart- 
ment of the City of Lansing has actively 
tried to resolve a zoning code violation at 
8684 South Waverly Road. After lengthy 
negotiation with the lessees of the property, 
Mr. Richard Smith and his wife and Mr. 
James Huckaba and his wife have agreed 
to phase out the illegal condition. 


Ordinarily, if such an agreement had not 
been reached, the Department of Law would 
be initiating a criminal action in District 
Court against the property owners. How- 
ever, in this instance the initiation of civil 
proceedings rather than criminal proceed- 
ings is a more appropriate action, since it 
will allow the entry, by agreement, of an 
injunction enforcing the agreement to phase 
out the use, 


Because such an injunction will ensure 
the enforcement of the agreement that has 
been reached and void the necessity of pres- 
ent or criminal prosecution, the City At- 
torney’s office recommends that the City 
Council authorize the institution of a civil 
suit in the Ingham County Circuit Court 
to enjoin and abate the condition.

The $190.00 came into the possession of the 
City Police in the course of the investiga- 
tion and trial of an armed robbery which 
took place on March 31, 1976 and in which 
Lena Tucker was a suspect, 


Inquiry by this office indicates that Mr. 
Leon Tucker was followed to an apartment 
where he was apprehended by the Lansing 
Police Department. In his possession were 
two womens purses, one black purse be- 
longing to Kathy Allen and a reddish brown 
purse belonging to the claimant. The Po- 
lice found the wallet of Mr, Leon Tucker, 
containing $190.00 in the claimant’s purse 
and have held the $190.00 as evidence since 
that time. 


Mr. Michael Woodworth, Assistant Ing- 
ham County Prosecutor, has informed this 
office that subsequent to the conviction of 
Leon Tucker on the armed robbery charge, 
the conviction was appealed. Mr, Wood- 
worth stated that his office has not author- 
ized the return of the money to Ms. Tucker 
or any other party in case the matter is 
remanded to the Court of Appeals for a 
new tria] in which the money may be used 
as evidence. 


Because the $190.00 is currently being 
held as evidence in a pending criminal pro- 
ceeding and because the money was found 
in the possession of Mr. Leon Tucker in 
his wallet, and not in Ms. Lena Tucker's 
possession, it is the recommendation of this 
office that Ms. Lena Tucker’s claim be 
denied pending the conclusion of the crim- 
inal action against Mr. Leon Tucker.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


This matter was forwarded to this office 
for review and recommendation. 
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On March 20, 1978 Mr. Stephen F. Parker 
filed a claim against the City of Lansing 
alleging that after his arrest for breaking 
and entering in December of 1977, his coat 
was taken from him to be held for evidence 
and that, upon its return to him in Jan- 
uary, the coat was mildewed and moldy as 
a result of improper storage. Claimant ap- 
praised the amount of his loss at $65.00. 


Information provided to this office by 
the Lansing Police Department indicates 
that claimant was not wearing a coat when 
arrested. This was confirmed by the man- 
ager of the victimized store who witnessed 
the claimant at the premises on the night 
of the arrest. Thus, there is some indica- 
tion that Mr. Parker’s coat could not have 
been damaged by the Police Department. 


Michigan law immunizes a municipality 
from tort liability when the municipality 
is engaged in the discharge of a govern- 
mental function. MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
8.996(107). Additionally, in Walkowski v 
Macomb Sheriff, 64 Mich App 460 (1975), 
the Michigan Court of Appeals held that 
the operation of a police department is a 
governmental function, Incidental to the 
operation of a police department is the re- 
sponsibility to keep an arrestee’s clothing 
for future evidentiary use at trial. Conse- 
quently, such storage would be considered 
a governmental function and would lilke- 
wise be accorded the benefits of govern- 
mental immunity. 


Based upon the attachmenut of govern- 
mental immunity in this case and the pos- 
sibility that the claimant’s coat was not 
stored by the Lansing Police Department, 
it is the recommendation of this office that 
Mr, Parker’s claim be denied.

This matter was forwarded to this office 
for review and recommendation, 


Mr. Dennis Schafer filed a claim against 
the City of Lansing alleging that a real 
estate sign was removed from one of his 
properties by the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment, stored for approximately one month, 
and then destroyed by the Lansing Police 
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Department. Mr. Schafer submitted his own 
estimate for the loss of the sign in the 
amount of $16.00. 


Upon inquiry, the Lansing Police De- 
partment informed this office that a real 
estate sign owned by the clamiant was 
placed on a residence within the City of 
Lansing by unkown parties as an apparent 
Halloween prank. The sign was removed 
by the police and returned to the claimant 
within a month after the incident, accord- 
ing to police records. 


The courts have held that the operations 
of a police department are governmental 
functions, Walkowski v Macomb Sheriff, 
64 Mich App 460 (1975), Additionally, 
Michigan law provides that a governmental 
agency such as a city engaged in the exer- 
cise and discharge of a governmental func- 
tion is immune from tort liability. MCLA 
691.1407; MSA 8,996(107). Since the stor- 
age of recovered stolen property is a regu- 
lar police function, the alleged damage is 
within the immunity provided by law. 


Based upon police records indicating that 
the sign was, in fact, returned to Mr. 
Schafer and upon the city’s immunity, as 
a matter of law, from liability for the dam- 
age which Mr. Schafer claims, it is the 
recommendation of this office that the 
claim be denied.

The eforts to save the “Moon” house have 
attracted much public attention and sym- 
pathy. Mr, and Mrs. Kasuda understand 
that financial arrangements for moving 
and rehabilitating this house are theirs 
alone and they have agreed to a number 
of conditions in the proposed agreement of 
sale which attempt to assure satisfactory 
and timely rehabilitation of the structure 
and a harminous relationship with the 
neighborhood. Failure to comply with the 
terms of the agreement will allow the City 
of Lansing to reclaim title to the lots.

It is also the feeling of this Department 
that no more than two houses should be 
moved to the Huron Street lots in accord 
with neighborhood planning objectives to 
alleviate overcrowding. The houses were 
offered to the public with public advertise- 
ments placed in the Lansing State Journal, 
A few inquiries were received but only one 
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substantive proposal was submitted, from 
Gregory and Lana Byrd. Mr. and Mrs. 
Byrd propose to purchase the three houses 
on Kalamazoo Street and the three lots on 
Huron Street for $273.00.

Since we are recommending that the 
Huron Street lots be sold to the Kasudas 
we are in effect recommending the rejec- 
tion of the Byrd’s proposal.

Dear Mayor Pro-Tem and 
Members of the City Council: 


It is becoming increasingly difficult for 
this city, or any major city in the nation, 
to be content in its relationship with the 
Federal government. On one hand, the Fed- 
eral government provides much needed fi- 
nancial assistance to enable local govern- 
ments to undertake improvement programs, 
rehabilitate homes or create jobs. 


On the other hand, the Federal govern- 
ment is attempting to regulate us in every 
conceivable way. This City has already ex- 
pended many thousands of dollars to meet 
water pollution requirements, safety regu- 
lations, barrier free requirements, all to re- 
spond to new laws of the Federal govern- 
ment. This is not to say that the regula- 
tions are meaningless or unjust, for the 
development of these policies has led to 
better health and safety protection for our 
citizens. However, in many cases, these 
regulations have created a virtual havoe for 
local governments and businesses to respond 
to. The regulations have often provided no 
lead time before taking effect. 


One local business, for instance, had com- 
pleted its plans for a major renovation 
downtown. However, the same week that 
it came in for a building permit, the bar- 
rier free law went into effect, The build- 
ing plans were revised and an unanticipated 
$20,000 was spent on an elevator. The only 
use of that elevator now is to move the 
vacuum cleaner up and down. And as a 
result, the business lost nearly 250 square 
feet of usable space—a lot to lose for a 
22-foot frontage. 


Recently, the Air Quality Division of the 
state Department of Natural Resources in- 
formed my office of yet another set of 
Federal regulations—the Clean Air Act of 
1977. This legislation requires that Lan- 
sing reach certain specified levels of air 
quality by a “reasonable” time after 1983. 
Lansing has been told that its primary air 
quality standards, necessary to protect the 
general citizens’ health, are violated occa- 
sionally, but this town does not meet the 
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secondary standards, This, we are inform- 
ed, refers, “in lay terms, (to) dirt particles 
in the air.” The U. S. Enviromental Pro- 
tection Agency has only discovered in the 
past two years that dirt is just as much a 
problem as smokestacks, and the EPA has 
told the City that it must deevlop a plan 
during the next eight months to combat 
this dirt problem: 


The examples of secondary air pollution 
cited in the DNR letter include: 


— Unpaved streets and parking lots 
— Vehicular movement 
— Agricultural tilling 


The DNR warns that its study of Lansing 
might recommend street sweeping, oiling or 
paving of unpaved lots or roads, or yearly 
vehicle inspections to determine emmissions 
levels, Now, it becomes important to find 
out who will take the first steps. Lansing 
already sweeps all its paved streets twice 
monthly, a more intense program than al- 
most any city in the nation of this size. 
Lansing has nearly 22 miles of unpaved 
streets, and to undertake a paving program 
immediately, to be completed by the end 
of 1982 ,would place an immense burden on 
the City’s budget, Customarily, streets are 
paved by City Council order or by petition 
Ss oe property owners fronting those 
streets. 


As for agricultural tilling, the City has 
very little farmland left, We cannot be 
sure this will remain in farm production 
for long, and the City cannot control the’ 
tilling on farms in Eaton County. Some- 
how, we believe the benefits from those 
farms far outweigh the detriments due to 
~ spewn into the air from these, 
‘arms, 


Where does that leave the problem? Ap- 
parently with unpaved parking lots and 
motor vehicles. The members of the City 
Council and all residents on Lonsing’s west 
side know the biggest problem in unpaved 
parking lots is due to the State of Michi, 
gan. The State maintains over 15 acres of , 
unpaved parking lots on the Capitol Com- 
plex plus use of half of Ferris Park and a 
portion of this provides parking for DNR 
staff, the same persons who are studying 
the causes of this secondary air pollution 
problem, We have been encouraging the 
state for years to pave its parking areas, 
without success, and to return all of Ferris 
Park to neighborhood use. Altogether the 
state controls nearly 50 acres of unde-’ 
veloped land, 


Construction of I-496 was another project 
forced upon Lansing. Traffic counts on 
this freeway surpass 86,000 vehicles daily, 
and if motor vehicles contribute to the air 
pollution problem, then I-496 is the worst 
contributor, How many of those cars are 
the responsibility of the City of Lansing is 
debatable. It has been estimated that 70,000 
vehicles daily enter the central business 
district, most of those cars originating out- 
side the City limits. 


Obviously, here again the City is being 
cited for a problem over which it has no 
control. A mandatory inspection program 
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of vehicles owned by city residents would 
do little to control pollution caused by all 
vehicles entering the central city. However, 
the manpower which would be used for 
such inspections would be tremendously ex- 
pensive. The measurements of emissions 
would be highly subjective, and the punish- 
ment of violators would be very difficult. 
This is merely a secondary control on top 
of the already stringent emissions controls 
that the Federal government has dictated 
to the automobile manufacturers. 


The DNR concludes that its study find- 
ings will impact the local budget, and every 
taxpayer in Lansing knows what that 
means. Lansing’s budget is not so loaded 
with frills that money can be casually 
moved to meet DNR’s demands to eliminate 
all air pollution overnight. The DNR, and 
the Federal bureaucrats who wrote these 
regulations, do not have to face the tax- 
payers and ask for more money out of their 
pockets. 


As is so often the case with Federal plan- 
ning even the costs of planning a program 
to deal with secondary air pollution must 
be borne by the local taxpayer. When Con- 
gress passed the legislation last year, $75 
million was to be available to assist the 
local governments in this planning process. 
That figure has since been reduced to $26 
million which will be rserved for “the most 
distressed” cities. You may judge yourself 
whether Lansing is likely to be considered 
distressed, 


Naturally, we are concerned about the ex- 
penses involved on the City budget to de- 
velop and implement this program. We are 
equally concerned with the EPA’s “offset 
policy” if Lansing is not able to immedi- 
ately conform to these strict standards. The 
offset policy requires that no construction 
may take place of a stationary air pollution 
source (such as a factory) unless the owner 
is able to reduce air pollution already his 
responsibility by as much or more than the 
pollution of the new source. This provision 
could put a freeze on any industrial expan- 
sion by Lansing’s largest manufacturer, 
General Motors, in spite of tremendous 
strides by that corporation to deal with its 
pollution problem. Lansing’s economic vi- 
tality is heavily denendent on reasonable 
expansion of General Motors facilities and 
growth of the supplier business. 


Obviously, the City’s response is difficult 
to make to these measures until the DNR 
conducts its survey of the specific sources 
of pollution in Lansing. We are hoping to 
have sufficient time to review the DNR 
findings and prepare a statement of the 
City’s position on the problems identified. 
The cost impact is potentially frightening. 


For instance, we are already aware of 
the sizable increases in water rates from 
the Board of Water and Light which took 
effect last month. Of that increase, 48% is 
paying for debt services on the $6.5 million 
calciner improvement which has been re- 
quired to take sludge out of the lime treat- 
ment. The Federal government informed 
the Board of Water and Light that the 
Aurelius Road sludge pits, which have been 
i use for years, may violate the flood 
plain, 
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The Board’s 75,000 electric customers may 
soon feel a pinch when they receive their 
monthly bills as the effects of the coal 
workers’ settlement are realized, However, 
that cost increase may seem small in com- 
parison to the cost of retrofitting of the 
smokestacks at the Erickson Station power 
plant. Although this plant was only opened 
in 1973, it is already inadequate to meet 
standards set by EPA which require re- 
moval over 99% of all flyash from the air. 
The Board has been studying four alterna- 
tives for the precipitators which must be 
installed within the next three or four 
years, The alternatives may have an initial 
cost between $17 million to $45 million. 
Since the Board will have to issue bonds to 
cover these costs, the final result will be 
1.6 to 1.7 times more costly as well, depend- 
ing on interest rates, The cost of retro- 
fitting may well approach or exceed the 
$34 million construction cost of the plant 
just a few years ago. This past week, the 
Board began a $125,000 “experiment” to de- 
ie = it might avoid that massive cap- 
ital cost. 


Various other City departments were re- 
quested to research their “extra” costs of 
doing business to comply with Federal reg- 
ulations. 


Most notable is the report from the Pub- 
lic Service Department, which reported a 
total expenditure of $604,900 to implement 
Step I of the sewer facilities plan, which 
is designated to eliminate storm water over- 
flows to the rivers. While the City’s ac- 
tual cost to date was “only’”’ $120,980, the 
City’s share may total $45 million of the 
estimated final cost of $100 million. 


The wastewater treatment plan to meet 
clean air, water and safety requirements is 
nearly a $34 million project, of which the 
City’s share is $6,780,000. The operation 
of this plant adds to the cost of running 
the sewage system by $1.5 to $2 million 
annually. 


The City has also spent nearly $38,000 
from its Public Service funds to comply 
with barrier free requirements, of which 
nearly $25,000 has been spent on sidewalk 
reconstruction at intersections and $8,000 
on the Washington Square. 


Considerable money has also been spent 
from the Parks and Recreation Department 
to meet Federal requirements as well. Soil 
erosion control projects at eight parks have 
cost over $7,500. Professional seals to meet 
Federal grant requirements have added 
$15,400 on three parks projects and $18,100 
was spent on sewer lines and drinking 
fountains at 11 locations, In addition, mi- 
nority contractor requirements on Federal- 
ly funded parks projects have added ap- 
proximately 20% to the cost of each proj- 
ect. The impact here is not on local tax 
dollars, but on the efficiency of tax dollars 
sent to Washington, 


Perhaps the City’s most difficult compli- 
ance has been the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act (OSHA) and the State’s MI- 
OSHA, which has influenced the operations 
of several City departments and has af- 
fected every other business in Lansing as 
well. The list of OSHA requirements and 
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specifie equipment purchases to meet these 
requirements is as long as your arm, 


These purchases have come from _differ- 
ent budgets, some from the Safety Depart- 
ment and some from the implementing de- 
partment. For instance, Public Service es- 
timates $5,000 spent on MIOSHA equip- 
ment, Parks and Recreation totaled $3,200 
for its equipment and personal equipment 
in the Fire Department totaled $52,264 over 
the past five years, This specialized fire 
equipment is forecast to increase from 40 
to 100% during the coming five years. 
Also, the Fire Department has spent money 
on its vehicles and stations in excess of 
$10,000, Of that, $660.96 was spent to equip 
each fire station with a smoke detector. 
Other personal equipment has come from 
the Safety Department, which has climbed 
to nearly $15,000 in the last three years. 
The Safety budget also has over $10,000 
yearly in salaries, and over $1,800 the last 
three years in test equipment and repairs, 
On top of that, the City has paid $182 in 
penalities to the State of Michigan for safe- 
ee during fiscal years 1976 and 


Other safety equipment has been added 
by the Central Garage, Changes to fire 
apparatus have totaled $9,800. The emis- 
sions controls have affected all city regular 
and police vehicles—the police fleet alone 
has recently increased from 35 to 39 cars. 
On the Central Garage, $4,500 was spent to 
install storage tanks for unleaded gasoline 
and $8,700 for new exhaust fans in three 
work areas. Safety guards and vent fans 
in the fire garage cost over $300. 


Even in the city’s Purchasing Depart- 
ment, 1% salaried positions are estimated 
to maintain records and assure compliance 
with Federal purchasing requirements. 
Salaries and fringes run over $88,000 an- 
nually. 


Other changes are indirectly felt by the 
city, The most noticeable is probably in- 
creased vehicle costs due to Federal pollu- 
tion or safety requirements on automobiles. 
Genera] Motors Corporation, which supplies 
all regular city vehicles, estimates Feder- 
ally-mandated safety equipment added $400 
to the cost of cars by 1975. After that, as 
equipment was included in the designs of 
all vehicles, it has become difficult to iso- 
late these costs. The catalytic convertor 
and other pollution control equipment has 
added around $215 per car, Development 
costs —- which are not clearly reflected in 
any sticker price, but which cost General 
Motors $1 billion annually — add another 
$200 to the cost of each automobile. 


The real story in this message is not that 
the City is spending money to change its 
buildings, put smoke detectors in the fire 
stations, or buy more expensive police cars. 
The truth is that the myriad of rules, regu- 
lations and Federal requirements all hits 
home, and the taxpayer absorbs the cost as 
surely as he pays a higher electric bill or 
pays more for a loaf of bread. It is no 
wonder there is a revolt of the middle class 
working person, for he feels these expenses 
more than anyone. 


It would not be entirely accurate to mere- 
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ly add up all these items and say, “This is 
the final bill,” because some of the items 
involved are as different as apples and 
oranges. And I believe we can see that 
there is no final bill in sight. We must 
now respond to the clean air requirements 
written by a Federal bureaucrat who is 
geographically isolated from the Lansing 
resident who must endure the expense. 


This set of regulations brings to mind 
the story from earlier this year of the 
federal judge who, after the federal gov- 
ernment sold $1.1 billion of oil leases, tied 
up exploration for 18 months while over 
4,000 pages of environmental studies were 
field. The appellate court over-ruled this 
judge, finding that the environmental prob- 
lems were not so significant to stand in the 
way of drilling. The 18 month delay cost 
the exploration firms over $179 million in 
lost interest on their investment, all due 
to environmental “concerns” which proved 
to have no basis in fact. 


The City of Lansing, like every other city 
in the nation, is not given recourse on any 
of these Federal standards. On the Clean 
Air Act, Lansing will still be expected to 
develop a clean air plan by the end of this 
year, Naturally, we are very anxious to 
see and analyze the courses of action to be 
recommended by the state DNR. We can 
also express our resentment and frustration 
at the expectation that all our problems can 
be cured overnight, and the expectations 
that the city’s coffers are bottomless with 
respect to our ability to pay the costa of 
meeting these regulaions. Lansing’s tax- 
payers know that just isn’t so.

On Monday, May 8, 1978, by a vote of 
8-0, you approved a Transfer of Funds in 
the amount of $25,000 from General Fund— 
Fund Balance (A/C 101-000-000-390) as the 
first contribution towards the $125,000 com- 
mitment to the Lake Lansing Ddedging 
Project A/C 101-934-070-969, In reviewing 
the matter of the City of Lansing contribu- 
tion of $125,000 to the Lake Lansing proj- 
ect, I note that Ingham County is contrib- 
utiing only $400,000, while the benefiting 
Property owners are expected to pay 
$502,000. Of the $400,000 being contributed 
by Ingham County, $176,000 really is a con- 
tribution made by the property taxpayers 
of the City of Lansing, since approximately 
44 percent of the property taxes collected 
by Ingham County are collected within the 
corporate limits of our own City. What 
this really means is that the taxpayers of 
the City of Lansing are in reality paying 
$176,000 of Ingham County’s share, plus 
the additional $125,000, OR A TOTAL OF 
$301,000, IN COMPARISON TO THE AC- 
TUAL AMOUNT OF $224,000 PAID BY 
INGHAM COUNTY. THE BURDEN BE- 
ING PLACED UPON THE PROPERTY 
TAXPAYERS OF THE CITY OF LAN- 
SING TRULY IS NOT EQUITY IN PROP- 
ERTY TAXATION, 


Attached is en analysis, date of March 
16, 1978, by James W. Dowsett, Finance 
Director for the City of Lansing, and ad- 
dressed to me and to you. Please note that 
Ingham County will also earn on_ the 
$125,000 committed by you this past Mon- 
day night, an additional $137,528 over the 
length of the bonds involved at 7 percent. 
I am not opposed to the Lake Lansing 
project, as such, In fact, a member of my 
family served for a substantial amount of 
time on the Committee originally attempt- 
ing to bring the project to a reality. How- 
ever, I am opposed into the ‘double dip- 
ping” from the pockets of the taxpayers in 
this community, and that is exactly what 
you have approved.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


You have asked whether the Lansing 
Riverfront Park EDA Development contract 
ean be amended by a change order to pro- 
vide electrical outlets for vendors who will 
be participating in the annual Ethnic Festi- 
val during the first week of July, 1978 or 
wether the use of normal bidding proce- 
dures and the making of a new contract are 
required. 


In connection with the above question 
reference has been made to City Attorney 
Opinion 176-118 issued December 14, 1976 
which advised that adherence to open mar- 
ket bidding procedures was required by 
Lansing ordinance, Section 2-38 in a simi- 
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lar factual situation, It is the opinion of 
this office that City Attorney Opinion 76- 
118 is not applicable to the present situa- 
tion since that opinion was issued in refer- 
ence to a project funded by the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development and 
subject to HUD’s regulations, while the 
Project in question is funded by the Depart- - 
ment of Labor pursuant to Department of - 
Labor regulations, 


Attachment O, Circular A-102 of the cur-. 
rently applicable Department of Labor reg- ‘ 
ulations includes the procurement standards 
governing change orders in the Riverfront 
contract, Paragraph number three of said 
attachment indicates that grantees [i-c., 
the city] may, when using city funds in 
federal contracts, “. . . use their own pro-, 
curement regulations which reflect applica- 
ble state and local law, rules and regula- | 
tions, ...”. No extraordinary requirements . 
apply to procurement made with city funds’ 
whether such procurements are made by a 
change order to an existing contract or by 
the making of an entirely new contract. 
Page 61 of the electrical specifications sec- 
tion of the EDA contract in question pro-, 
vides the following information : 


“1601—Scope of Work. 


1601-1 —- Description of Project. This 
project shall encompass the necessary 
lighting, power and other associated elec- 
trical work required to complete the 
Riverfront area shown on the plan.” 


We are advised by the Parks Department 
that the “plans’’ referred to in the “scope 
of work” section cited above includes maps 
of the entire Riverfront Park including the 
area in which the proposed electrical wir- 
ing and outlets are to be installed. There- 
fore, the change order for additional elec- 
trical outlets and related electrical work 
is permissible at this time, 


In the event that the change order con- 
templated increases the cost of the River- 
front project contract by more than 25% 
of its current amount, it is the advice of 
this office that the Parks Department com- 
ply with the provisions of paragraph 17, 
page 4 and paragraph 70.c.4 of the general 
conditions of the Riverfront contract prior 
to the execution of a change order. Those 
sections of the contract may require per-- 
centage limitations for added overhead and 
profit charges for the contractor and sub- 
contractors and those sections further pro- 
vide restricted definitions of cost, overhead, 
and net value, as well as forms and pro- 
cedure for the change order itself, 


It should additionally be noted that City 
Attorney Opinion 76-118 referred to above, 
indicated that contracts in excess of $50,000 
for construction of a public work are re- 
quired by state law to be accompanied by 
performance and payment bonds in an 
amount of not less than 25% of the con- 
tract amount, MCLA 1209.201 et seq; MSA 
5.2821(2) et seq. However, since the pres- 
ent contract for the development of River- 
front Park is accompanied by bonds equal- 
ling 100% of the contract price, that re- 
quirement creates no obstacle for the pro-> 
posed change order, 
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In summary, it is the opinion of this 
office that the installation of necessary 
electrical service for the Ethnic Festival 
may properly be accomplished by change 
order to the existing contract for River- 
front Park development without the neces- 
sity of putting a separate proposal out for 
bids. If the additional cost attributable to 
the change order is greater than 25% of 
the current contract amount, the restric-, 
tions of paragraph 17, page 4 and 70.c.d 
of the general conditions of the Riverfront 
aie contract should be noted and complied 
with,

The Traffic Board reviewed an updated 
study of the intersection of Pierpont and 
Pennsylvania. Long Development Company 
has completed another building on Pierpont 
and is in the process of building one more 
building which will open approximataely 
July Ist. The updated trafic counts indi- 
cate that a traffic signal at this intersection 
is now warranted. The applicable warrant 
addresses the problem of entering a major 
street from a minor street when the traffic 
on the major street is extremely heavy, 
Pierpont Street carries sufficient traffic 
during the low periods of the day to meet 
this warrant. During the peak periods in 
the morning and afternoon Pierpont car- 
ries approximately two and one-half times 
the minimum warrant volume,

Gentlemen: 


On Monday, May 1, 1978, General Motors 
Corporation presented a proposal to the 
City Council for a land exchange involving 
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Scott Park. Condition number three of the 
proposal stated that Scott Park Drive must 
be closed to thru traffic, and that Oldsmo- 
bile will work with the city to develop an 
altrenate traffic pattern. 


Recent traffic counts reveal that approxi- 
mately sixty five vehicles per hour present- 
ly use Scott Park Drive during peak peri- 
ods, A count taken approximately two 
years ago showed that approximately 120 
vehicles per hour used Scott Park Drive 
during the PM peak. Because of the low 
volume using Scott Park Dr. this street 
could be closed with no adverse impact on 
traffic capacity of the surrounding streets. 
It would, however, increase the trip length 
for persons presently using Scott Park Dr. 
to access parking lots on William St. east 
of Pine St. Oldsmobile officials inquired 
whether it would be possible to make Wal- 
nut St, two-way south of St, Joseph St., 
in order to reduce the distance traveled by 
persons going to these parking lots. 


Analysis of the traffic on Walnut St. 
from Main St. to St. Joseph reveals that 
eapacity exists to allow Walnut St. to be- 
come two-way with one lane southbound 
and three lanes northbound. Our only con- 
cern is that the restricted visibility for the 
motorists eastbound on Main St. turning 
northbound on Walnut St. may make it 
difficult for them _to see southbound drivers 
on Walnut St. With proper signing this 
problem should be minimal, 


The Traffic Board recommended unani- 
mously that Walnut St. become two-way 
with one lane southbound and three lanes 
northbound contingent on the approval of 
the proposed land swap by the Lansing City 
Council and by the voters of the City of 
Lansing, and contingent on the closing of 
Scott Park Drive,

Gentlemen: 
On April 5, 1978 House Bill No. 6250 


was introduced in the Michigan Legislature 
by several representatives. The impact of 
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this bill is to require jurisdictions to post 
Signs on every street on which they wish to 
prohibit all night parking. The present 
state law allows notification of prohibition 
of all night parking to be provided by signs 
erected on highways at the corporate limits 
of the municipality. 


If House Bill 6250 becomes law, and the 
City of Lansing elects to continue its ban 
on: all night parking, signs prohibiting all 
night parking would have to be erected on 
every street that does not currently have a 
total parking prohibition. It is estimated 
that this would cost in ccess of $250,000 
dollars, and would require approximately 
20,000 additional signs in the City of Lan- 
sing. 


The Lansing Traffic Board unanimously 
recommended that City Council adopt a res- 
olution in opposition to House Bill 6250. 
This bill would cost the City of Lansing 
over a quarter million dollars and would re- 
sult in a proliferation of signs on our city 
streets.

In the past, the Mayor’s Ball Diamond 
Advisory Committee made a number of rec- 
ommendations to upgrade various ball fields 
in the City of Lansing. The funds were 
budgeted and approved by you one year ago, 
One of the matters left for finalizing per- 
tains to the quality of lighting provided by 
the existing system at Municipal Park. 


In the recent past, through the efforts 
of Doug Finley, Director of the Parks and 
Recreation Department, two electrical con- 
tracting firms did an independent analysis 
and submitted their recommendations and 
cost estimates. Both of the electrical con- 
tracting firms advised that the lighting 
system is no longer working efficiently at 
Municigal Park for the following specific 
reasons : 


1. The City of Lansing, several years 
ago, dropped its maintenance contract on 
the lights which included the annual 
cleaning and scheduled replacement of all 
lamps. Replacements are done when 10 
or more have burnt out which leads to, 
on a very regular basis, a system operat- 
ing at less then its full potential. Fur- 
ther, no cleaning of the lenses takes place 
which further reduces light effectiveness. 
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2. The lamps were originally installed 
at specific angles in order to assure full 
and equal distribution of light relative 
to specific areas on the field. As light 
bulbs are replaced the angle of these 
lamps have shifted thereby throwing off 
the balance of light distribution. 


Mr, Finley has obtained prices for the 
above work based on electricians who will 
service 80 foot poles, Barker-Fowler (Lan- 
sing) has quoted $5,600, with Wallance 
Electric of Grand Rapids quoting $2,700 for 
the same cleaning of lenses, re-lamping and 
aiming all fixtures, 


It is expected that there should be some 
rewiring and replacement of dangerous 
parts which would be done at the same time 
as the above-mentioned items. It would be 
most practical to do this on a time and ma- 
terials basis with costs expecting to range 
from $800 to $1,200 for either contractor. 


This cost data information was not avail- 
able at the time of budget preparation, nor 
do I believe that if the City wishes to 
undertake this project it should wait until 
another budget year. There appears to be 
some concern of safety, as indicated in the 
Committee’s report and from the comments 
received from baseball players and coaches, 


I recommend your attention to this mat- 
ter and request that the Committees on Fi- 
nance and Parks and Recreation meet on 
this matter with Mr. Finley and with 
Danny Litwhiler, Michigan State University 
Baseball Coach, who served as a member 


of the Mayor’s Ball Diamond Advisory 
Committee.

For a number of months, the matter of 
emissions from Fisher Body has been before 
the Michigan Air Pollution Control Com- 
mission. The original concern centered on 
yearly emissions of 7,877 tons, a matter of 
which I objected to, in addition to lacquer 
odors, before the Lansing Air Pollution 
Board in the early 1960's, 


In the recent past, Fisher Body volun- 
tarily reduced the yearly emissions from 
7,877 tons to 4,525 when it resolved prob- 
lems with dispersion lacquer topcoat, Then 
in August of 1977, the Michigan Air Pollu- 
tion Control Commission and the U. S. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, were in- 
formed of and provided with a detailed book 
showing the many research efforts by Fish- 
er Body to further reduce hydrocarbon 
emissions. 


As of Tuesday, May 16, 1978, a represent- 
ative of Fisher Body, Edwin D. Secord, 
assured the Michigan Air Pollution Control 
Commission that: 


—Paint technology research will be con- 
tinued by the Mechanical Department; 


—That efforts will be continued at de- 
velopment of hydrocarbon reducing 
processes ; and 


—That such processes will be employed 
in the Lansing Fisher Body facility if 
such can meet production requirements, 


At the meeting with the Michigan Air 
Pollution Control Commission, Mr. Secord 
also agreed to a revision of the March 22, 
1977 Permit to reflect the following sched- 
ule of hydrocarbon emisssions:

The battle for an improved environment 
has been a long one. However, it is ob-~ 
vious that great strides are now being made 
and the cooperative efforts between the 
Michigan Air Pollution Control Commis- 
sion, representatives of Fisher Body and 
Westside residents of the City of Lansing 
is to be commended.

Presently, the Senate and the House of 
Representatives of the United States Con- 
gress are preparing bills to re-enact CETA 
October 1, 1978, Although the final agree- 
ment between the House and Senate will 
not be settled for some weeks, it is evi- 
dent that CETA will undergo changes that 
seriously affect the public service employ- 
ment program in the City of Lansing and 
thus affect the City’s budget or the level 
of services Lansing currently provides its 
citizens. 


Although there are differences in the par- 
ticular bills to re-enact CETA, herein are 
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the generalized proposed changes effecting 
all public service employment (PSE) jobs: 


Tenure in a CETA job will be limited 
to 78 weeks, 


The maximum federal share per job 
could be indexed up to $12,000, but the 
average must be $7,800 nationally, ad- 
jusied by the Consumer Price Index 
(CPI) locally. 


The amount the employer can supple- 
ment the federel share under Title VI is 
limited to 10% of the total allocation; on 
any individual job, total wage is limited 
to 125% of the federal maximum share. 
The number of jobs supplemented may be 
as low as 8% of the total number of PSE 
jobs. No supplement will be allowed un- 
der Title II. 


Eligibility criteria for participants will 
be much more restrictive than at present, 
Prospective participants will have to be 
unemployed for 5 to 15 weeks and be at 
or below 70% to 100% of the lower living 
standard. 


Fifty to 100% of the Title VI jobs must 
be projects, 


Ten percent of the total CETA alloca- 
tions will go to jobs in the private sector. 


Up to 50% of the Title II allocation 
may go to programs other than PSE. 


These are some of the implications for 
Lansing. 


Current CETA employees will be pro- 
tected for one year, to September 30, 1979. 
But any participant who has 78 or more 
weeks in the program by that time, will 
have to be terminated. 


The wages of current employees will not 
be affected, But as positions are vacated, 
steps will have to be taken to comply with 
the new regulations. Positions paying high 
rates will have to be replaced by ones pay- 
ing low rates. 


The number of jobs given to agencies 
without established pay rates will increase 
as the number of jobs in the City and other 
agencies (such as the Community College 
CATA, the Board of Water and Light, the 
Urban League, the Housing Commission) 
will decrease. Currently, the lowest paying 
job in the City has an annual starting wage 
of $9,312 (4 individuals only). Under the 
Hay plan, it is $8,292. Even this is $492 
over the $7,800 average. For every job at 
the City’s new minimum rate of $8,292, 
there would have to be a job outside the 
City at $7,308 or less to maintain the $7,800 
average, Of the job paying less than $7,800, 
the current average is $7,280. But these 
jobs represent only 22% of the total num- 
ber of current jobs.) For every job paying 
$10,000 (federal share), there would have 
to be 4 averaging $7,280. Presently, 78% 
of the participants in all of Lansing’s (in- 
cluding sub-contractors) PSE programs re- 
ceive over $7,800 in CETA funds. The max- 
imum in the future would have to be re- 
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duced to 20% of the participants, provided 
the 80% could be held to the current $7,280 
average. Assuming Lansing can fund 480 
positions in the future, only 96 could be 
funded at or above $10,000 per year. We 
i al fund 335 positions at $10,000 or 
above. 


How many CETA positions can Lansing 
keep in City departments? If all the City 
positions are funded at the minimum start- 
ing wage (Hay Plan) and all others are 
kept at a $7,280 average rate, we could 
fund approximately 50%, or an estimated 
240 on an annual basis, This would mean 
all CETA employees would be lowest level 
clerks and laborers. As the average rate 
in the City increases because of pay raises 
and a mix of higher level positions, or 2s 
pay increases in sub-contracting agencies, 
the number of positions in the City will 
have to decrease, Under the current pay 
plan, the City would have no more than 96 
CETA employees. It could have as few as 
38, since that represents the 8% supple- 
mented positions allowed under the House 
Bill, That would represent less than one- 
half million dollars annually in CETA 
funds ; City government uses approximately 
three and one-half million dollars in CETA 
funds now. The City departments face 
losing the use of approximately one and 
one-half to three million dollars in CETA 
monies. 


Even should the City decide to use its 
funding for higher level positions, the new 
restrictions on participant eligibility se- 
verely reduces the probability that indi- 
viduals with the necessary skills to fill such 
positions will qualify. For example, few 
people with the qualifications of draftsmen, 
supervisors, administrative aides, account- 
ants, legal aides, systems analysts, traffic 
technicians, radio technicians, and the like, 
will meet the lower living income standards, 
even if they meet the unemployment cri- 
teria, It is the intention of Congress to 
ensure that CETA will serve the individuals 
who need it most—that means people with 
educational deficiencies, few or poor work 
skills, little or poor work experience, or a 
embination of such factors. 


As the proportion of CETA positions 
among sub-contracting agencies paying low 
wages increases, the administrative services 
provided Manpower operations will have to 
increase, particularly in the areas of legal, 
financial, and auditing services in order 
to protect the City’s interests. Such agen- 
cies normally provide no financial securiy 
and some of their management is frequent- 
ly questionable. Should such an agency mis- 
manage its CETA dollars, the City would 
be held accountable, financially, as well as, 
legally. The risk to the City will amount 
to millions of dollars annually. 


In summation, we can anticipate a re- 
duction in CETA dollars in the next two to 
four years for PSE programs. If the em- 
ployment rate continues to increase in the 
Lansing area, we can expect even further 
reductions, We can expect fewer CETA 
positions and lower level positions in City 
government and, in general, a lower skill 
caliber of CETA workers. The City must 
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prepare, during the coming year to absorb 
the cost of many of the services which 
CETA has been funding, or to do without 
these services. It must prepare to supervise 
and train CETA workers with poor work 
skills, or to do without these workers. It 
can expect to create work projects to em- 
ploy CETA workers, or relinquish more 
CETA positions to agencies who will create 
work projects. It can expect to provide in- 
creased legal, financial, and auditing ser- 
vices for Manpower administration to pro- 
tect the City from the risks that will 
increase with the proliferation of sub-con- 
tracting non-profit agencies. 


In the meantime, I am directing the City 
Attorney, the Personnel Director, the Fi- 
nance Director and the Manpower Director 
to research and recommend possible alterna- 
tives to the present Manpower system so 
that Lansing may better and more securely 
serve the needs of its unemployed citizens 
within the framework of the upcoming 
CETA legislation,

Reports required by a contract between the 
Center and the City of Lansing, has _re- 
ported that the Center has used CETA 
Title VI participants to perform repairs 
and weatherization on a number of prop- 
erties identified by address. A check by the 
Manpower office has revealed that the ma- 
jority of these properties are commercial 
properties. 


Section 96.28 (b) (10) of the federal reg- 
ulations governing CETA and dated October 
18, 1977, states: “The program excludes 
. - . work which inures primarily to the 
benefit of a private profit-making organiza- 
tion. 


Furthermore, Section 98.12 (c) (2) states: 
“Consistent with the maintenance of effort 
requirements of this subtitle, the cost of 
participant salaries and fringe benefits 
shall be allowable costs when such partici- 
pants and used in home repair and winteri- 
zation/weatherization activities where work 
performed will not inure primarily to the 
benefit of a profit-making organization. 
Home repair and winterization/weatheriza- 
tion activities shall be limited to dwellings 
of individuals who are at or below 125 per- 
cent of the property level . . . which are 
privately owned and owner-occupied, pri- 
vately owned by a non-profit organization, 
units of public housing, or privately owned 
rental housing projects funded and ap- 
proved by the Federal Energy Administra- 
tion or the Community Services Adminis- 
tration.” 


Although the work project’s contractual 
starting date is June 16, 1977, and although 
the contract provision Paragraph First (A) 
requires the Community Design Center to 
submit monthly progress reports and to se- 
cure approval from the Manpower office 
before commencing work on any property, 
and although the Community Design Cen- 
ter was sent two letters requesting monthly 
progress reports, no progress reports were 
submitted to this office unti] May 12, 1978, 
and never, at any time, did any agent of 
the Community Design Center request or 
secure approval, either in a written or 
spoken form, before commencing work on 
any property. The Design Center has thus 
circumvented the means by which the Lan- 
sing Manpower office could have controlled 
the Center’s activities and thereby could 
have averted the apparent violations of the 
federal regulations. 


The Community Design Center has no 
known source of funding apart from CETA. 
Should these violations (if the actions are 
determined to be such) result in a cost 
disallowance, it is highly improbable that 
the Center could make the appropriate re- 
imbursement to the City. The City may 
then have to absorb the loss, 


I am therefore recommending that Mayor 
and City Council suspend immediately all 
activities in the Community Design Center 
funded through CETA contracts with the 
City of Lansing and conduct both a fiscal 
and a program audit of the Community De- 
sign Center’s CETA Title IT and CETA 
Title VIWP programs prior to signing a 
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contract close-out. Additionally, I am rec- 
ommending that no further CETA or other 
Manpower contracts be negotiated with the 
Community Design Center until and unless 
the aforesaid matters are resolved to the 
satisfaction of the City.

Dear Mayor Pro-Tem 
and Council Members: 


Recently, the City of Lansing was con- 
tacted by the Air Quality Control Division 
of the Michigan Department of Natural Re- 
sources, regarding certain dusts and dirts 
in air, The City of Lansing was ad- 
vised: 


~—That there was too much agricultural 
tilling ; 


—That there were too many unpaved 
parking lots ; 


—That there were too many unpaved 
streets and that said streets should be 
oiled ; 


—That the City might need to implement 
a street sweeping program of paved 
streets ; 


—That it is necessary for the City to 
develop a plan to reduce the total sus- 
pended particulate matter to an accept- 
able level and without such, the Fed- 
eral and State governments would “spe- 
cifically forbid the construction of new 
facilities” which might emit some par- 
ticulate matter in the City of Lansing. 


I am in accord with the need for clean 
air, clean land and clean water. I am frus- 
trated by the demand, however, of the gov- 
ernmental bureaucracies which are insist- 
ing that the problem which took 200 years 
to come about should now be eliminated 
and within just a couple of years, with 
darn little, if any, consideration for the 
costs involved, the unemployment which 
ean result, bankruptcies, ete. The City of 
Lansing has had to expend in excess of $60 
million within a 5 year period, in an at- 
tempt to improve living conditions, and we 
are already working to meet secondary 
standards, while some cities including De- 
troit, Flint, Saginaw, Albion, etc., do not 
even meet primary standards. Despite this, 
the State Air Quality Control Division 
seems to be “hell bent” on pushing us at 
an even faster pace, while wearing horse 
blinders so as not to see what has already 
been done and is being done, 
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Because of the absurd approach of the 
State Air Quality Control Division, I re- 
quested a meeting of a representative of 
that agency and representatives of various 
departments of the City. I am taking this 
time to inform you of the results of the 
meeting with several City departments and 
Dennis Drake, the Area Engineer for the 
Michigan Department of Natural Resources, 
Air Quality Control Division, Mr. Drake 
was invited to City Hall to explain the 
DNR’s research on Lansing’s air pollution 
problems and the City’s obligation to de- 
velop a plan by the end of this year to con- 
trol those problems, Here is a recap of 
the matter: 


One, the State Area Engineer for the 
Air Quality Control Division could not 
pinpoint any real agricultural tillage in 
the City of Lansing and admitted such a 
“cause’’ was in error, 


Two, the State Area Engineer could 
not advise of any unpaved parking lots 
in the City of Lansing. In turn, I advised 
that the real unpaved parking lots were 
those of the State of Michigan, approxi- 
mately 15 acres in total, and over which 
the State Attorney General has informed 
the City has no control. I requested of 
the State Area Engineer that the Air 
Qualiy Control Division, which he repre- 
sents, take on the responsibility of seeing 
those State of Michigan unpaved parking 
lots become paved—especially in view of 
the fact that in dry weather dust from 
those unpaved parking lots flys in all di- 
rections, that in wet weather State em- 
ployees are forced to walk through mud, 
mud which eventually ends up on the City 
streets and into our catch basins. I pre- 
dict a waltz on the part of the State Area 
Engineer of the Air Quality Control Divi- 
sion on this matter and that the agencies 
will shy away from this State caused 
problem because of a possible conflict on 
appropriations. 


Three, as to the problem of unpaved 
streets in the City of Lansing, the State 
Area Engineer is in laymen’s language, 
“blowing smoke,” especially when one 
analyzes the reports submitted to us by 
the Michigan Department of State High- 
ways and Transportation. That report 
discloses that the City of Lansing has 
only 18.56 miles of gravel streets, or 4.6% 
of the City’s total of 401.9 miles. This 
compares with the Michigan average of 
10.6% in cities and villages and 59.1% 
unpaved county roads, 


To pave all the City’s gravel streets 
would cost $750,000, plus $50,000 per mile 
where storm sewers are required, plus 
$70,000 per mile for curb and gutter. I 
don’t believe the Lansing taxpayer is 
ready to swallow that cost to meet a 
secondary standard when Detroit, Sagi- 
naw, Flint and Albion have not met the 
primary standards necessary to protect 
their citizens’ health. 


Lansing will incorporate in its capital 
budget $144,000 to pave all 7.2 miles of 
gravel alleys during the next four years, 
Which will not only reduce dust but will 
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also pay for itself in reduced maintenance 
over the next eight years. Lansing will 
also continue to spend $24,00 per year for 
chloride treatment on gravel streets for 
dust control. DNR suggested oiling grav- 
el streets, but oil gets into the sewer 
system and pollutes the water. 


Four, regarding the demand that the 
City implement a program of street 
sweeping, the State Area Engineer was 
“unaware” that the City of Lansing has 
expended thousands of dollars for street 
sweeping equipment and water tanks to 
wash down streets, in the past several 
years. And, he was “unaware” that Lan- 
sing is already one of the few cities in 
the Nation which SWEEPS STREETS 
EVERY 2 WEEKS IN THE SPRING, 
SUMMER AND FALL. 


Five, the City of Lansing will develop 
a plan supportive of the plan already 
underway to reduce the total suspended 
particulate matter to an acceptable level. 
However, in order to understand what the 
Air Quality Control Division is driving 
at, aside from a bigger bureaucracy, a 
number of questions were asked of the 
State Area Engineer, He had no answers. 


The State Area Engineer advised that the 
Air Quality Control Division of the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Resources 
stated that they monitored Lansing in sev- 
eral different locations, He didn’t know 
the locations or the results, but he promised 
to provide specific data regarding the moni- 
oe. To date, the City has received noth- 
ing. 


On the “smog” problem, Lansing was 
told that the State Highway Department 
and Tri-County Regional Planning Com- 
mission are trying to promote mass trans- 
portation. The City of Lansing already 
promotes mass transprtation for any of its 
employees, offering a $5.00 per month dis- 
count toward purchase of a bus pass. This 
means a City employee can ride to and from 
work for about 27 cents per day. No de- 
partment within the State of Michigan— 
not even he Highway Department offers a 
single incentive such as this. Research 
done by Tri-County Regional Planning 
Commission shows that the best way to 
shift drivers into car pools or on mass 
transit is to increase all-day parking rates. 
However, the largest employer downtown 
encourages its employees to drive their own 
automobiles by providing free parking. The 
State does run a “van pool’ program, but 
in order to qualify for a van pool slot, the 
employee must move outside Lansing into 
the rural area. It’s little wonder there is 
&@ problem here. 


The State Area Engineer advised that the 
Lansing Police Department may be ordered 
to monitor all vehicles to determine if such 
meet pollution standards, When it came to 
the question of, funding of manpower and 
equipment, the reply was, “we don’t have 
the funds.” This approach is almost absurd, 


Basically the winds in our City are from 
the west and southwest. Because of this 
factor and also because of the reference 
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that some of our suspended particulates and 
due to agricultural tilling and unpaved 
roadways, the following question was asked, 
“how much of the suspended particulates 
are blown here from farms outside the City 
and from unpaved county roads?” The 
reply? “The State doesn’t monitor that 
type of thing.”” When asked how much of 
the suspended particulates come from the 
tremendously large discharges of the steel 
Plants in Gary, Indiana, the reply? “We 
know some comes this far but we don’t 
have any answers.” 


After many: hours of effort on the part 
of various departments regarding the issues 
brought forth in the original communica- 
tion from the Air Quality Control Division 
of the Department of Natural Resources, 
the State Area Engineer finally advised 
that the letter sent to my attention was 
identical to one sent to 500 different cities 
in the Nation with no consideration for the 
difference in conditions or what has been 
ens what is being done, I, for one, am 
upse’ 


The City of Lansing has probably accom- 
plished as much as any City in the State 
of Michigan in its battle to correct air pol- 
lution, We are not done, The Lansing 
Board of Water and Light, with rate in- 
creases ahead for all users, will necessarily 
spend $17 million to $48 million to retrofit 
the Erickson Power Plant. This Plant orig- 
inally met the bureaucratic standards of the 
State and Federal governments, The ever 
changing laws, rules and regulations will 
now cost us more than the original con- 
struction of the Plant just 5 years ago. 


You can be assured that the City of Lan- 
sing will have a plan prepared by January 
1, 1979. However, it will be based on logic 
and study. So, we are most anxious to re- 
ceive the information promised from the 
Air Quality Control Division of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, including an- 
swers as to why the pressure is on the City 
of Lansing to meet secondary standards 
when a number of cities still have not even 
met primary standards, 


The aforementioned is presented to you 
as a matter of information. I will advise 
as to the progress at a future time,

I am in receipt of a letter dated May 25, 
1978, signed by Mr. John C, Houldsworth. 
The letter is directed to the Mayor and the 
Lansing City Council, I must confess thaat 
I seriously doubt that the letter was ac- 
tually drafted by Mr. Houldsworth, how- 
ever, it does bear his signature. 


First, you should be aware that I am 
thoroughly surprised and disappointed in 
the absence of professionalism flowing from 
the City’s administrative personnel, This 
May 25th letter is obviously a retaliatory 
attack on the CDC because of our May 19, 
1978 request to commence proceedings to 
close out the 894.54 contract (Attachment 
No. 1). In fact, it appears that the May 
25, 1978 letter is a “personal’’ expression 
rather than an administrative response. 


This Houldsworth letter also supports the 
many concerns raised in our letter of May 
19, 1978. Such adversarial administrative 
antics have no place in the public service 
programs of this city. Yet, City adminis- 
trators have consistenly created an adver- 
sarial climate. The greatest harm will cer- 
tainly befall the citizens of Lansing. The 
CDC plans to avoid this unnecessary assault 
on Lansing citizens at all costs. 
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Second, the letter ignores the objectives 
of CETA VI program under the contract, 
ie., to augment the City’s efforts to en- 
hance the quality of community life in the 
North Lansing area. Further the overall 
development of this city has been a primary 
aspect of all CDC projects. The Houlds- 
worth letter (May 25, 1978) seriously jeop- 
ardizes all federal funding to the City, be- 
cause of the CDC is in violation of any 
federal regulations it has violated them 
aeons it followed the mandates of the 

ity. 


Finally it appears that there are under- 
lying and unstated personal or discrimina- 
tory motivations for the City’s actions. If 
there are unstated reasons for the May 25, 
1978 letter, the CDC asks that those motiva- 
tions be made known. 


The May 25th letter by Mr. Houldsworth 
really does not deserve the honor of a re- 
sponse. However, the CDC is concerned 
with the citizens it serves and the well 
being of the Lansing community ; therefore, 
a short response is attached hereto. Further, 
the CDC requests the following: (1) Mr. 
Houldsworth’s requests for immediate term- 
ination be rejected in total; (2) meeting 
requested in the CDC letter dated May 19, 
1978 (Attachement No. 1) be convened im- 
mediately ; pe) that a set of close-out pro- 
cedures and guidelines for contract No, 
894.54 be completed by council committee 
no later than June 6, 1978; (4) all reim- 
bursement funds now due under contract 
No, 894.54 be released to the CDC imme- 
diately; (5) all harassment from City of 
Lansing administration cease immediately, 
and that the City administrators be directed 
to comply and cooperate in accordance with 
the language and spirit of the contract be- 
tween the parties; and (6) that all refer- 
ences to Title II contract in Houldsworth’s

Re: Resolution Regarding Regulation of 
Use of Waterways within the City 


Honorable Mayor and 
Members of City Council: 


We have reviewed the resolution dealing 
with the City requesting the Department of 
Natural Resources to promulgate rules and 
regulations for the use of waterways with- 
in the City. We request that two parts of 
that resoluion be seriously considered and 
amended before approval. 


First, consideration should be given to 
the request stating that “. . . no motorized 
vessel” be permitted on certain portions of 
the Grand River, the Red Cedar River and 
the Sycamore Creek. We feel this will se- 
verely limit the use and enjoyment of the 
river system in the following ways: 
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a) People who are not physically capable 
or who do not desire to row or paddle 
a watercraft will be unable to use a 
small powered boat to enjoy the river 
system. 


b) No pontoon bosts will be allowed as 
were utilized in the City’s Bicentennial 
celebration and in other festival events. 


c) Any future touring service along the 
river system will be severely hampered 
without use of a powered watercraft. 


d) Private use of the river system will 
also be hampered such as the City 
Club’s proposal to serve dinners on a 
craft similar to a pontoon boat. 


e) Salmon fishing in the future will be 
hampered by fisherman not being able 
to use powered craft, 


A simple regulation that controls powered 
craft in other parts of the state that will 
also work in Lansing is to adopt a “no 
wake speed” rule. This rule, along with 
the particular design of launch ramps will 
limit large, powerful watercraft from using 
Particular designated sections of the river. 


Secondly, consideration should be given 
to the request stating that “. . . no person 
be allowed to install a docking facility or 
water access ramp...” in particular por- 
tions of the Grand River, the Red Cedar 
River and the Sycamore Creek. We also 
feel that this will severely limit the use 
and enjoyment of the river system in the 
following manner: 


a) Access to and use of the river system 
will be curtailed, More public and 
private docking facilities are needed 
that will allow those using the river 
system to stop and enjoy the numer- 
ous places of interest along that sys- 
tem. 


b) Access ramps, for small watercraft, 
will not be permitted. More of these 
access points are needed if we want 
to encourage increased use of and ac- 
cess to the river system. For example, 
the Friends of the River have proposed 
to construct an access ramp on the 
Red Cedar River. 


c) Salmon fishing in the future will be 
hampered by not being able to fish 
from docks and obtain access via 
ramps. 


d) If no docking facilities are permitted, 
any future touring service along the 
river system will be hampered because 
there will be no place to dock a water- 
eraft to drop off or pick up people. 


e) Future docking facilities such as were 
recently constructed at Riverfront 
Park and Crego Park will not be per- 
mitted. 


These are just a few of the points we can 
think of regerding these two parts of the 
resolution, There may be more. We agree 
that assistance should be requested to prom- 
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ulgate rules and regulations for use of 
watercraft, but do not agree with the severe 
restrictions stated in this resolution. 


In addition, as the Waterfront Develop- 
ment Board Ordinance designates that the 
Board is to “. .. serve as a policy making 
citizens board to the City Council .. .” we 
would appreciate that future resolutions of 
this nature be submitted to that Board for 
review and comment before being submitted 
to Council for approval,

Dear Mayor Pro-Tem 
and Council Members: 


In my State of the City Message, which 
I presented to you on January 9, 1978, I 
recommended that our Planning and Pub- 
lic Service departments contact the State 
Department of Highways and Transporta- 
tion in order to begin planning for a con- 
struction program to provide a railroad 
grade separation at Logan Street and Grand 
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River Avenue. This recommendation was 
based on the information gathered by the 
Railroad Transportation Study Committee, 
submitted September, 1977. This railroad 
grade separation was the number one prior- 
ity of that committee. 


On February 27, 1978, we requested that 
the State Department of Highways and 
Transportation initiate an engineering 
study for the construction of the Logan/ 
Grand River grade separation. A copy of 
that letter was attached to my communica- 
ion to the City Council dated February 28, 


A meeting was held in my office on June 
1, 1978, bringing together John P, Wood- 
ford, Director of the Michigan State De- 
partment of Highways and Transportation 
and members of his staff along with Mr. 
Backus, Mr. Dowsett, Mr. Black, Mr, Sev- 
ery, Mr. Fishback, Mr. Purvis, Mr. Rajen- 
dra and Mr. Dougan representing concerned 
City departments and my office, and Coun- 
cilman Brenke and Gunther, representing 
the City Council, At this meeting, it was 
unanimously agreed that this grade separa- 
tion is critically needed, both for the safety 
and convenience of our citizens and visitors 
to our City. 


Mr. Woodford and his staff informed us 
that the engineering study would take ap- 
proximately one year to accomplish and 
that construction could possibly begin as 
soon as two years after the completion of 
that study. 


The major problem facing both the City 
and the MSDHT is the fact that the design 
of the grade separation depends on the de- 
cision which the Council makes regarding 
the Logan Corridor Study. Mr. Woodford 
pointed out that it would be impossible to 
begin the grade separation study until the 
position of the City on the Logan Corridor 
is made final. 


The City Council] has had the Draft En- 
vironmental Impact Statement for Logan 
Corridor, submitted by the Planning De- 
partment, since June 20, 1977. The Draft 
EIS was submitted with a request that 
Council make a decision on the alternative 
alignment by September 12, 1977. To date, 
nearly a year later, the Council has not 
acted on this important matter. I urge you 
to take immediate action on the Logan Cor- 
ridor Draft Environmental Impact State- 
ment currently pending before the Plan- 
ning, Public Service and Highways and 
Public Safety committees. Your immediate 
action will relieve the minds of our citizens 
residing along Logan Street and will clear 
the way for the Logan/Grand River grade 
separation. 


A map showing the possible arrangement 
for the traffic flow once the grade separa- 
tion is complete is attached for your in- 
formation.

In order to implement the Grand River 
Elementary School site improvements which 
are part of the adopted Physical Develop- 
ment Plan for NDA No. 3, some changes 
in property ownership are needed, Meetings 
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were held with the Planning Department, 
Housing and Redevelopment, the City At- 
torney, the Parks Department and the Lan- 
sing School District to work out the details.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

(a) A bieycle while in motion upon any 
public way or publicly-owned property 
within the City of Lansing at any time 
from a half-hour after sunset to a half- 
hour before sunrise and any other time 
when there is not sufficient light to render 
discernible persons and vehicles on the 
highway at a distance of five hundred (500) 
feet ahead shall be equipped with a lamp 
emitting a white light visible from a dis- 
tance of at least five fundred (500) feet to 
the front of such bicycle. The lamp shall 
be affixed to the bicycle or the cyclist’s 
helmet. 


(b) No person shall operate a bicycle un- 
less it is equipped with a bell or other 
device capable of giving a signal audible 
for a distance of at least one hundred feet, 
except that a bicycle shall not be equipped 
with nor shall any person use upon a bi- 
eycle any whistle. 


(c) A bicycle with two (2) or more 
wheels shall be equipped with a brake or 
brakes which will enable a cyclist to stop 
such bicycle within twenty-five (25) feet 
from a speed of ten (10) miles per hour on 
a dry, clean, level pavement, 


(D) A bicycle shall be equipped with: 


(1) Pedal Reflectors —- Reflective pedal 
elements which may be colorless or 
amber and shall be visible from the 
front and from the rear during the 
nighttime from a distance of two 
hundred (200) feet when directly in 
front of lawful lower beams of head- 
lamps on a motor vehicles.

On May 15, 1978, you adopted a budget 
which included funding for a broad range 
of activities which benefit the City of Lan- 
sing and its residents but which are not 
carried out directly by City personnel. These 
funds, which are categorized under the head- 
ing of City-supported activities, are to fund 
City-wide programs conducted by several 
non-profit organizations and/or other gov- 
ernmental units. The Attorney General and 
the City Attorney have ruled that contracts 
must be drawn between the City and each 
organization for these services, These con- 
tracts, as you are aware, are for services 
commencing July 1, 1978, for the period 
July 1, 1978 - June 30, 1979. 


To enable these agencies to begin sched- 
uled activities in a timely fashion and to 
preclude disruption of funding and/or ser- 
vices, it is necessary to have these contracts 
approved prior to July 1, 1978. Based on 
my instructions and those instructions 
which you indicated during the budget de- 
liberations, the City Attorney prepared a 
draft contract. Because of this and because 
of the need to proceed promptly, I am sub- 
mitting proposed contracts for your consid- 
eration for the following agencies:

I request your prompt action on these 
contracts so these agencies may receive 
their allocated funds on time, 


As additional items which must be ad- 
dressed is the question of contracts for 
agencies whose funding is split between 
General Operating funds and Community 
Development funds. I strongly recommend 
that we continue our established practice of 
not interchanging Community Development 
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and General Operating requirements or ad- 
ministrative oversight. I have, therefore, 
recommended that all the above-referenced 
contracts be administered through my office 
or by the department I administratively des- 
ignate, However, there is a special problem 
with three proposed contracts:

Because of the special considerations in- 
volved in the contracts between the City 
and the three day care centers, and because 
the funding in all three cases is from re 
stricted use Federal funds, I am recom-

The recommendation of the Manpower 
Director was based on the refusal of the 
Community Design Center to submit month- 
ly progress reports on schedule and on an 
apparent violation in the use of Federal 
funds. The recommendation was challenged 
by a member of City Council, and was 
quick to infer that if a violation took place, 
it was really the fault of the Mayor, a 
strange conclusion from a Council member 
who heads the very committee which ap- 
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proved the funding, and especially in view 
of the fact that I have repeatedly opposed 
funding for the Community Design Center 
and in some instances even vetoed such 
proposals, 


Attached is a copy of the most recent 
Opinion by the Office of the City Attorney 
which states that in fact the activities of 
the Communiy Design Center were in vio- 
lation of Federal regulations. Since the 
contract with the Community Design Cen- 
ter terminates as of Friday, June 16, 1978, 
one could say that the issue is now “moot.” 
However, such is not fact. The Opinion 
from the Office of the City Attorney also 
advises that the City may be held liable to 
reimburse appropriations of Federal grant 
monies where such funds were used to pay 
salaries of CETA participants who worked 
on projects not coming within the “public 
service” non-commercial restrictions of the 
applicable Federal regulations. The maxi- 
ae amount of funds involved is $156,- 


Therefore, I recommend that you assign 
the Office of the Internal Audit or Finance 
Department to carefully audit the expendi- 
tures of the Community Design Center, the

In the past, I have requested from the 
Office of the City Attorney a status and 
history of the legality of sale and use of 
fireworks in the City of Lansing. Addition- 
ally, I requested a proposed ordinance to 
prohibit the use of such items within the 
corporate limits of the City and a proposed 
ordinance dealing with licensing and stor- 
age of fireworks, Attached is a copy of the 
status and history and a proposed ordinance 
dealing with use. The City Attorney ad- 
vises that a proposed ordinance dealing 
with licensing and storage is more compli- 
cated and cannot be available in total form 
for another week, 


I recommend that you suspend the neces- 
sary rules and approve the attached pro- 
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posed ordinance immediately. Too, upon the 
receipt of the proposed ordinance in one 
week, which will deal with licensing and 
storage, I will recommend that the same 
action be taken, 


In considering my request, please keep in 
mind: 


—That the emergency rules approved by 
the Governor and Attorney General of 
the State of Michigan does permit 1.7 
grams, and more, powder weight, which 
would allow the use of 1% inch fire- 
crackers, certain rockets, etc. ; 


—That in some instances youngsters be- 
low the age of 18 are buying fireworks 
with no questions asked ; 


—That there is more than an estimated 
$10,000,000 worth of fireworks already 
in Michigan, not including those re- 
ceived by mail or carried in by motor 
vehicle ; 


—That one merchant advised members of 
the Police Department that he was 
ordering another $50,000 worth of fire- 
works and that his profit, so far, was 
into six figures ; 


—That some fireworks are being sold in 
the City from roving vans, with no 
warning signs, and yet smoking taking 
place within the van; 


—That there has already been more than 
$10,000 in fire damage resulting from 
fireworks ; 


—That there have been persons injured 
already, one with second degree burns; 


—That an explosion in a nearby commu- 
nity threw debris approximately 400 
yards, and that in another instance a 
building constructed of concrete block 
was almost demolished and resulted in 
one individual being killed and another 
hospitalized ; 


~—That fireworks complaints officially re- 
ceived by the Police Department, be- 
tween May 28, and June 11, totaled 359 
in number, with the Fourth of July 
still more than two weeks away; and 


—That large amounts of fireworks are 
presently being stored in various build- 
ings within the commmunity, a poten- 
tial hazard to the safety of people. 


The matter is serious and I am fearful 
for the safety of both youngsters and adults 
in the City of Lansing.

Sec. 22-17. Fireworks, pyrotechnic de- 
vices, explosives and firearms— 
use prohibited; sale or providing 
to and possession by minors pro- 
hibited; exceptions. 


{1) It shall be unlawful for any person 
in the City of Lansing to use, ignite, cause 
to ignite, explode or cause to explode any 
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blank cartridge, toy pistol, toy cane or toy 
gun in which explosives are used; the type 
of balloon which requires fire underneath 
to propel the same; firecrackers, torpedoes, 
sky rockets, roman candies, fountains, 
sprays, aerial bombs and shells, or other 
fireworks or pyrotechnical devices, contain- 
ing any explosive or inflammable compound 
or any tablets or other device commonly 
used and sold as fireworks, containing ni- 
trates, chlorates, oxalates, sulphides of lead, 
barium, antimony, arsenic, mercury, nitro- 
glycerin, phosphorous or any compound or 
mixture containing any of the same or any 
other modern explosive or pyrotechnic com- 
pound or material. Automotive and rail- 
road flaires are excepted from this prohi- 
bition when used by public authorities, or 
in connection with railroad operations or 
in case of automotive breakdown or emer- 
gency, 


(2) It shall be unlawful for any person 
except officers of the peace in lawful dis- 
charge of their duties and others who have 
properly protected firing ranges or gal- 
Ieries and who have first secured permis- 
sion from the chief of police, to fire any 
gun, revolver, pistol or cartridge of any 
kind in any street, alley or other public 
place or in any private place in the city 
except for the protection of life or property. 


(3) It shall be unlawful for any minor, 
under the age of 18 years, to possess within 
the City of Lansing any fireworks, pyro- 
technic device, or explosive described in 
Section 22-17(1) of this chapter. 


(4) It shall be unlawful for any person 
in the City of Lansing to sell, give or in 
any other manner provide any firework, 
pyrotechnic device or explosive described 
in Section 22-17(1) of this chapter to a 
minor of less than 18 years of age. 


(5) It shall be unlawful within the City 
of Lansing for any person to allow any 
employee or other person under his or her 
control or supervision to sell, give or other- 
wise provide any firework, pyrotechnic de- 
vice or explosive described in Section 22-17 
(1) of this chapter to any minor under the 
age of 18 years, 


(6) It shall be unlawful in the City of 
Lansing for any parent, guardian or other 
adult person to allow their minor children 
or any other children under their control 
and supervision to purchase, possess, use or 
ignite any fireworks, pyrotechnic device or 
explosive described in Section 22-17(1) of 
this chapter,

On May 8, 1978, a recommendation from 
this office that Mr. Parker’s claim be de- 
nied was entertained by Council and re- 
turned to this office for further investiga- 
tion into the claimant’s allegations that 
after his arrest his coat was put into stor- 
age by the Lansing Police Department and 
upon return to him it was mildewed and 
moldy. Claimant estimated the extent of 
damage to his coat to be $65.00. 


Upon inquiry, and after further question- 
ing of the arresting officers, the Lansing 
Police Department has again advised this 
office that the claimant was not wearing 
a coat when arrested and received no coat 
from the Police Department upon his re- 
lease. However, even if the claimant’s alle- 
gations were undisputed, it is the opinion 
of this office that the City of Lansing 
would be immunized from liability since the 
operation of a police department, including 
the storage of clothing for future eviden- 
tiary use at trial, is a governmental func- 
tion and would therefore be accorded the 
benefits of governmental immunity. See 
Walkowski v Macomb Sheriff, 64 Mich App 
460 (1975). 


Based both on governmental immunity 
and information provided by the Lansing 
Police Department that the claimant was in 
fact not wearing a coat at the time of his 
arrest, it is again the recommendation of 
this office that Mr. Parker’s claim 
denied.

The claimant’s letter and subsequent re- 
port from the Fire Department disclose that 
on April 14, 1978 Mr. Richard Ryals, a fire- 
man for the Lansing Fire Department, was 
deployed to combat the fire at the Schultz, 
Snyder and Steele Lumber Company. Dur- 
ing the performance of his duties his watch 
was lost, 


Court decisions clearly indicate that a 
eity lacks the authority to pay gratuities to 
its employees. See Kane v City of Flint, 
842 Mich 74 (1955). However, the courts 
have held that a municipality may reim- 
burse its employees for expenses incurred 
in fulfilling their bona fide duties as public 
empuloyees although the municipality is not 
legally obligated to do so. See Ware v Bat- 
tle Creek, 201 Mich 468 (1918); Horton v 
Kalamazoo, 81 Mich App 78 (1978). 


Based on the facts presented, there does 
not appear to be any negligence or legal 
responsibility on behalf of the city for this 
loss, While the claimant incurred the loss 
while performing his duties as a fireman, 
it should not be unexpected that employees 
acting in such a capacity might damage or 
lose apparel of this nature. 


Even though the city is empowered to 
compensate Mr. Ryals for his loss if the 
equities justify compensation, it is not 
legally obligated to do so, Therefore, from 
a legal perspective, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that the claim be denied.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


This matter was forwarded to this office 
for review and recommendation. 


On May 4, 1978, Mr, Michael Clisch filed 
a claim against the City of Lansing alleg- 
ing that on May 4, 1978 his Trans-Am au- 
tomobile sustained damages while parked in 
City Lot No. 2. In particular, the claimant 
alleges that city employees splashed silver 
metallic paint on the front header, grill 
work, hood area and decorative Trans-Am 
eagle decal. Claimant submitted an esti- 
mate prepared by Sawyer Pontiac for re- 
pairs and replacement of the decorative 
Trans-Am eagle decal in the amount of 
$221.20, 


Information provided to this office by 
the Traffic Department indicates that the 
guard rail surrounding Lot No. 2 was 
painted by City employees and that during 
the course of rolling the paint onto the 
guard rail specks of the silver paint were 
windblown onto Mr, Clisch’s vehicle. Ap- 
parently some negligence attended the act 
of the city employees inasmuch as the Traf- 
fic Department concedes that better judg- 
ment on behalf of the employees would have 
dictated the use of brushes rather than 
rollers under the then existing windy con- 
ditions. 


Michigan law immunizes a municipality 
from tort liability when the employees of 
the municipality are engaged in the dis- 
charge of a governmental function. MCLA 
691.1407; MSA 8.996(107). While a thor- 
ough review of the Michigan law reveals 
no dispositive appellate court decision on 
the issue as to whether the maintenance of 
a municipal parking system constitutes a 
governmental or proprietary function, re- 
cent court decisions indicate that where a 
municipality enters into a profit making 
venture or competes with the private sector 
the nature of the activity is likely to be 
characterized as a proprietary function. See 
Rohrabugh v Metropolitan Authorities, 75 
Mich App 677 (1977). 


This office also notes that it has been the 
past policy of the City Council of Lansing 
to award claims where damages have been 
sustained in municipal owned parking lots 
due to the negligence of city employees. 


Therefore, based upon the foregoing and 
an indication by the courts that the opera- 
tion of a municipal parking lot would likely 
be characterized as a proprietary function 
as well as acknowledging the past policy 
of the City Council to award claims where 
damages were sustained in a city owned 
parking lot, it is the recommendation of 
this office that Mr. Clisch’s claim in the 
amount of $221.20 be awarded,

8 are being expended to include the area 
between the Motor Wheel Corporation prop- 
erty and the existing NDA No. 3, This area 
is severely blighted, particularly along Case 
Street, Walker Street and Drury Lane. The 
blight is partially a result of poor soil con- 
ditions which have caused foundations to 
settle unevenly resulting in difficult and 
expensive maintenance problems. The soil 
problems, in addition to the close proximity 
to Motor Wheel, make Case Street Walker 
Street and portions of Drury Lane unde- 
sirable residential areas. Consequently, an 
acquisition program is being proposed for 
those properties. The remainder of the ex- 
panded area is proposed for rehabilitation, 


Treatment of the Case/Ballard area is 
critical to the success of the overall reha- 
bilitation strategy presently being imple- 
mented in NDA No, 3 and proposed for the 
area east of NDA No. 3. Without address- 
ing the Case/Ballard area as well, its neg- 
ative influence on the rest of the area could 
render ineffective our other rehabilitation 
attempts, 


The attached map and legal descriptions 
detail the proposed boundaries of the ex- 
panded areas. According to Public Act 344 
of 1945 as amended, boundaries may be re- 
vised by City Council action if the existing 
Citizen’s Council is notified in writing at 
least ten (10) days prior to final action.

The 
City has approximately 13% black or Span- 
ish-surname population. 


This proposal is part of a comprehensive 
package being developed by the Commerce 
Department for funding by the U. 8. Eco- 
nomic Development Administration, target- 
ed for implementation after October 1, 
1978, This will substantially improve the 
present assistance provided by the Com- 
merce Department, where a staff of three 
persons travels a circuit to nine separate 
cities. This program has been proposed for 
$50,000 per year for three years. State sup- 
port is proposed for 75% the first year, 
50% the second year, and 25% the third 
year. If you approve of this program, and 
if it is successful in Lansing, the Commerce 
Department would attempt to establish such 
positions in eight other cities with sub stan- 
tial minority populations. 

This program would require an advisory 
board, which should be an arm of the Eco- 
nomic Development Corporation, and which 
would be nominated from among Lansing’s 
most successful businessmen to offer addi- 
tional legal, financial, service, distribution 
or other expertise to the businesses to be 
served. 


I offer this communication as a matter 
of information, I will make you aware of 
progress on this grant.

In my State of the City Message of De- 
ecember $1, 1969, I requested your endorse- 
ment of fire-protection revenues from the 
State of Michigan. Part of the State of the 
City Message read as follows: 


“Annually, the City has expended sub- 
stantial tax dollars for equipment and 
manpower to protect the many buildings 
of the State of Michigan. This has been 
without financial remuneration, at a time 
when the University of Michigan pays 18 
percent of the Ann Arbor City Fire 
Budget, or, $290,000 for fiscal 1969-70, on 
a contractual basis, And, at a time when 
Michigan State University pays the City 
of East Lansing $237,000, 


It is recommended, therefore, that the 
City of Lansing enter into a contractual 
agreement with the State of Michigan, 
according to City Charter provision, for 
fire protection in the estimated amount 
of $300,000 annually.” 


In my State of the City Message of Jan- 
uary 4, 1971, I once again brought the mat- 
ter to your attention, That part of the Mes- 
sage read as follows: 


“I am again recommending to the City 
Council and the Fire Board that they 
adopt resolutions for State of Michigan 
financial remuneration of approximately 
$850,000 to provide the necessary man- 
power and equipment to adequately pro- 
teet the Capitol Complex area, The City 
of Lansing is facing great difficulty in 
meeting this need without state financial 
assistance.” 


Since that time, I advised of my testi- 
mony before Study Committees of the Mich- 
igan Legislature dealing with the subject, 
and the tremendous support of Senator 
Gilbert E. Bursley and others in our behalf. 


Now, I am pleased to advise that the 
State Legislation has been approved, and 
that the first payment, in the amount of 
$171,333.00, for fire protection to the State- 
owned facilities has been received by the 
City of Lansing.

On Wednesday, June 28, a safety inspec- 
tion of the Conrail track crossing at Mc- 
Kinley Street, just west of Case Street, was 
conducted by John French, railroad safety 
inspector of the State Department of High- 
ways and Transportation, along with sev- 
eral City personnel. This safety inspection 
was Made after a request from my office 
during 1977. 


McKinley Street has had an average of 
between 4,400 to 4,800 vehicles daily during 
the past four years, with a November 7, 
1977, count of 4,454. This is extremely 
heavy traffic for a two-lane street, but 
much of this is related to Motor Wheel em- 
ployees. From 1974 to present, there have 
been five accidents at this location, Three 
of those accidents involved collisions with 
trains and in two instances, there was a 
failure of the railroad crossing lights on 
the west side of the street. One other acci- 
dent resulted from a car “bottoming out” 
on the tracks, 


This intersection also has 22 school buses 
crossing the tracks twice daily. I believe 
this justifies improved safety precautions 
at this site. 


Mr. French indicated that his reeommen- 
dations would be for revised circuitry on 
all railroad crossing lights, replacement of 
lights and an additional light warning Case 
Street traffic, and rebuilding the street 
surface of the two easternmost tracks. He 
also recommended a cantilever arm on the 
west side of the intersection to additionally 
protect eastbound traffic. 


Mr, French will submit a copy of his re- 
port to the City of Lansing in the near 
future. Within approximately two months, 
a recommendation will come from the High- 
way Commission on this matter. 


These safety improvements are eligible 
for funding under the Off Federal-aid Sys- 
tem program, The Public Service Depart- 
ment will be preparing an application, for 
your approval, to seek this funding and 
Dap lament these improvements during fall 


IT am pleased with the cooperation be- 
tween the State Department of Highways 
and Transportation and the City of Lansing 
to improve this and many other railroad 
crossings in the City.

On May 26, 1978, the Manpower Director 
notified this Council that he believed the 
Community Design Center violated federal 
tegulations in the course of operating a 
work project funded under a CETA Title 
VI contract with the City. On June 14, 
1978, the City Attorney rendered an opinion 
that the Community Design Center has ‘“‘vi- 
olated its contract with the City and ap- 
plicable federal regulations,” and urged 
that an audit be conducted, 


In order to protect the City’s interests, 
the Manpower Director, also, recommended 
that Council authorize an immediate fiscal 
and program audit of the program. 


As of this date, Council has taken no 
action on this matter, 


Once again, I recommend most highly 
that you authorize the Internal Auditor to 
conduct a full investigative audit of the 
Community Design Center’s operations un- 
der its CETA contract with the City, Con- 
tract No. 894.67-15; or that you direct the 
Manpower Office to conduct an investiga- 
tion of the operations. I further recommend 
that if an investigation is conducted by the

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After receiving a citizen complaint the 
Traffic Engineering Department surveyed 
the residents along Marion St. between Mt, 
Hope Ave. and Victor St. to determine their 
thoughts relative to parking on Marion St. 
Marion St. is 26 feet wide and parking is 
allowed on both sides of the street. The 
resident complained that at times access to 
driveways is difficult with cars parked on 
both sides of the street. 


A questionnaire was sent to 61 residents, 
51 of which were returned, The results are 
as follows: 25 wanted to retain the current 
parking on both sides of Marion St.; 11 
favor no parking on the east side of Marion 
St.; 8 favor no parking on the west side 
of Marion St.; and 7 favor no parking on 
both sides of Marion St. Comments received 
with the questionnaires indicate that many 
residents feel that any current problem is 
directly connected to the construction of 
Logan St. At least one respondent who 
was in favor of a parking restriction on 
one side of the street indicated that he 
hoped parking could be allowed on both 
sides of Marion St. once the Logan Corridor 
construction is completed. Several resi- 
dents correctly pointed out that if perking 
is prohibited on one or both sides of Marion 
St. speeds and possibly volumes of traffic 
on Marion St. will undoubtedly increase. 


The Traffic Board unanimously recom- 
mended that parking continue to be allowed 
on both sides of Marion St, between Mt. 
Hope Ave. and Victor St. The low traffic 
volumes on the street and the low number 
of traffic accidents (8 accidents in the nine 
block area in the past three years) do not 
warrant prohibiting parking on one or both 
sides of the street.

partment to begin the development of some 
alternatives for your consideration, but due 
to the requirement that a number of eco- 
nomic development grant applications be 
prepared in the weeks ahead, it may be 
some time before these alternatives can be 
completed. 


In the interim, I recommend that each 
request for the establishment of a Commer- 
cial Redevelopment District be considred 
individually and that no action be taken to 
create large districts encompassing entire 
commercial areas.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

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The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding Article XI to Chapter 
31 to read as follows: 


Sec, 31-134. Definition of words and 
phrases, 


The following words and phrases as de- 
fined in this Chapter and as herein enumer- 
ated when used in this Article shall, for the 
purpose of this Article, have the meanings 
See ascribed to them in this Chap- 
er. 


{a) Bicycle. 


For the purpose of this Article, it in- 
cludes every vehicle propelled solely by hu- 
man power upon which any person may 
drive, having one (1) or more wheels all of 
which are fourteen (14) inches or greater 
in diameter, 


(b) Bicycle facility. 


A public way designated for the use of 
cyclists. 


(1) Bicycle lane—a bicycle facility which 
is part of the roadway. 


(2) Bicycle way—a bicycle facility paral- 
lel and adjacent to but separate from 
the roadway. 


(8) Bicycle path—a bicycle facility not 
adjacent to a roadway, : 


(c) Business district. 


The territory contiguous to and including 
a highway or street when within any six 
hundred (600) feet along such highway or 
street there are buildings in use for busi- 
ness or industrial purposes, including but 
not limited to hotels, motels, restaurants, 
retail stores, wholesale outlets, banks, office 
buildings and public buildings which occupy 
at least three hundred (300) feet of front- 
age on one side or three hundred (300) feet 
collectively on both sides of the highway. 


(d) Bicycle business district. 


All highways, streets and portions of 
highways and streets on both sides within 
the area described as follows: bounded by 
a line beginning on West Lapeer extended 
at the Grand River, then along the river 
south to Kalamazoo, then west on Kalama- 
zoo to Grand, then south on Grand to Lena- 
wee, then west on Lenawee to Pine, then 
north on Pine to Ionia, then east on Ionia 
to Walnut, then north on Walnut to Shia- 
wassee, then east on Shiawassee to Sey- 
mour, then north on Seymour to West La- 
peer, then east on West Lapeer to the 
beginning. 


{e} Controlled (limited) access highway 
or freeway. 


Every highway, street, or roadway in re- 


spect to which owners or occupants of. 


abutting lands and other persons have no 
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legal right of access to or from the same 
except at such points only and in such man- 
ner a8 may be determined by the public 
authority having jurisdiction over such 
highway, street, or roadway. 


(£) Crosswalk. 


(1) That part of a roadway at an 
intersection included within the 
connections of the lateral] lines 
of the sidewalks on opposite sides 
of the highway measured from 
the curbs or, in the absence of 
curbs, from the edges of the 
traversable roadway; and in the 
absence of a sidewalk on one side 
of the roadway, that portion of 
a roadway included within the 
extension of the lateral lines of 
the existing sidewalk. 


(2) Any portion of a roadway at an 
intersection or elsewhere dis- 
tinctly indicated for pedestrians 
erossing by lines or other mark- 
ings on the surface, 


(z) Cyclist. 


For the purpose of this Article, a person 
who is not afoot and is driving or is in 
actua] physical control of a bicycle. 


(h) Freeway. 


A divided arterial highway or street for 
through traffic with full control of access 
and with all crossroads separated in grade 
from roadways for through traffic, 


(i) Highway or street, 


The entire width between the property 
lines (right-of-way) of public ways when 
any part thereof is open to the use of the 
public for purposes of vehicular travel. 


(j) Identifying number. 


The combination of numbers, words, and/ 
or letters which is stamped, etched, or em- 
bossed upon a bicycle by the Lansing Po- 
lice Department or its agents and unique 
to a particular bicycle. 


(k) License. 


An adhesive-backed reflective print or 
reflective plate issued under the provisions 
of this Article as a Capital Area License 
at the time of registration which contains 
a number unique to that license, 


(1) Pedestrian. 


Any person afoot including a person not 
esis the seat and walking beside a bi- 
eycle. 


(m) Public way. 


Any surface thoroughfare designed, con- 
structed, and maintained for passage to or 
from a place or between two points open as 
of right to the public and intended for 
travel by vehicle, on foot, or in a manner 
limited by statute. 


JULY 17, 1978 


(n) Resident. 


One who has resided on a permanent 
basis in the City of Lansing in excess of 
sixty (60) days. 


(0) Roadway. 


That portion of a highway improved, de- 
signed, or ordinarily used for vehicular 
traffic, exclusive of the sidewalk, berm, 
parkway, shoulder, or bikeway even though 
such areas are used by persons driving bi- 
cycles, In the event a highway includes 
two or more separate roadways, the term 
“roadway” shall refer to any such roadway 
separately but not to all such roadways col- 
lectively. 


(p) Sidewalk. 


That paved portion of a highway or street 
between the curb lines or the the lateral 
lines of a roadway, and the adjacent prop- 
erty lines, and intended for the use by 
pedestrians, 


(a) Title, certificate of. 


A document issued by the Lansing Po- 
lice Department or its agents which: 


(1) States the name, address, tele- 
Phone number of the owner (if 
available) and the identifying 
number of the bicycle. 


(2) Describes the bicycle including 
the make, model, manufacturer's 
serial number, frame type, and 
color (s), 


(r) Usable path for bicycles. 


A bicycle way designated for the exclu- 
sive use of cyclists, 


(s) Vehicle. 


Every device in, upon, or by which any 
person or property is or may be transported 
or drawn upon a highway or street except- 
ing devices used exclusively upon stationary 
rails or tracks, 


(t) Shall and May. 


“Shall” and “May” are defined as “shall” 
being mandatory and “may” being permis- 
sive, 


Sec. 31-135.1. Rights and duties. 


Every person driving a bicycle upon a 
roadway shall have all the rights and all 
the duties applicable to the driver of any 
other vehicle, except as to special regula- 
tions in this Article and except as to those 
provisions which by their nature can have 
no application. 


Sec, 31-186.1. Responsibility for enforce- 
ment and administration. 


The Lansing Police Department shall be 
responsible for enforcing and administering 
all the provisions of this Article, The De- 
partment shall establish procedures which 
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ensure the timely and efficient performance 
of its responsibilities as defined herein. In 
addition to sworn officers, employees of 
the Police Department who are duly ap- 
pointed and acting as “Bicycle Safety Pa- 
trolers” shall be authorized to issue and 
serve appearance tickets with respect to 
any violation of this Chapter. 


Sec. 31-136.2. Bicycle inspections, 


A uniformed police officer or a member 
of the Bicycle Safety Patrol having reason- 
able cause to believe that a bicycle is un- 
safe or not equipped as required by law or 
the provisions of Sec, 31-137.1 through Sec. 
81-187.6 and Sec, 31-139.1 through Sec, 31- 
189.8 of this Article, or that its equipment 
is not in proper adjustment or repair, may 
require the person in control of such bicycle 
to submit the bicycle to an immediate in- 
spection and such tests as may be necessary 
to determine compliance with those pro- 
visions. 


Sec. $1-136.3. Impounnment. 


The Police Department shall take into 
its custody and impound any bicycle from 
— way or publicly-owned property 
when: 


(a) It is unregistered or improperly reg- 
istered as required in Sec, 31-139.1 of this 
Article. 


(b) It is deemed to have been abandoned, 


(c) It is improperly parked and creating 
a hazard as described in Sec. 81-138.9. 


Sec, 31-136.4. Disposition of impounded 
bicycles, notification. 


{a) When a bicycle is impounded, the Po- 
lice Department shall within ten (10) days 
give notice by registered mail to the owner, 
if such can be ascertained, of the fact of 
impoundment and reasons therefor, and 
eosin to be followed for release of the 

ieyele, 


{b) An untitled bicycle shall not be re- 
leased prior to a certificate of title being 
issued to the rightful owner by the Police 
Department, 


(c) A bicycle shall not be released prior 
to the receipt of any impounding fees and/ 
or charges, 


(d) Unclaimed bicycles and parts of such 
bicycles shall, thirty (30) days following 
notification of impoundment, become the 
property of the City of Lansing and may 
be sold at public sale in substantially the 
same manner as provided for motor vehicles 
in MCLA 257.252, 


Sec. 31-137.1. Violations. 


It shall be a violation for any resident 
to drive on any highway, street, or public 
way in the City of Lansing a bicycle which 
does not contain those parts or is not 
equipped with such other equipment in 
proper condition and adjustment as _ re- 
quired in this Article, or which is equipped 
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in any manner in violation of this Article. 
It shall be a violation for any person to 
violate any provisions of Sec. 381-138,2, 
through Sec, 31-138,10, 


Sec, 31-137.2. Brakes. 


A bicycle with two (2) or more wheels 
shall be equipped with a brake or brakes 
which will enable a cyclist to stop such bi- 
cycle within twenty-five (25) feet from a 
speed of ten (10) miles per hour on a dry, 
clean, level pavement, 


Sec. 31-137.3. Reflective materials, 
A bicycle shall be equipped with: 


{a) Pedal reflectors—reflective pedal ele- 
ments which may be colorless or amber and 
shall be visible from the front and from 
the rear during the nighttime from a dis- 
tance of twa hundred (200) feet when di- 
rectly in front of lawful lower beams. of 
headlamps on # motor vehicle. This pro- 
vision shall only apply to bicycles sold or 
re-sold after the effective date of this or- 
dinance, 


(b) A rear reflector — a red reflector 
which shall be visible during the nighttime 
from a distance of six hundred (600) feet 
to the rear when directly in front of law- 
ee am beams of headlamps on a motor 
venicle, 


(c) Side reflectors—may either be tires 
which have integral reflective sidewals 
forming a continuous circle, or wide-angle 
prismatic spoke or frame reflectors. Re- 
flectors attached to the tires, spokes or 
frames shall be colorless, red, or amber. 


Side reflectors for both sides of tires, 
spokes or frames shall be visible at a right 
angle during the nighttime from six hun- 
dred (600) feet when directly in front of 
lawful lower beams of headlamps on a 
motor vehicle. 


{d) Front reflector—a white reflector 
which shall be visible during the nighttime 
from a distance of six hundred (600) feet 
to the front when directly in front of law- 
ee beams of headlamps on a motor 
vehicle. 


Sec, 81-137.4. Headlamps. 


A bicycle while in motion upon any pub- 
lic way or publicly-owned property within 
the City of Lansing at any time from a 
half-hour after sunset to a half-hour be-~ 
fore sunrise and any other time when there 
is not sufficient light to render discernible 
persons and vehicles on the highway at a 
distance of five hundred (500) feet ahead 
shall be equipped with a lamp emitting a 
white light visible from a distance of at 
least five hundred (500) feet to the front 
of such bicycle, The lamp shall be affixed 
to the bicycle or to the cyclist’s helmet. 


See. 81-137.5. Trailer/semi-trailer. 
Attaching a trailer or semi-trailer to a 


bicycle is permitted if that trailer or semi- 
trailer has been designed for such attach- 
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ment, does not hinder the safe operation of 
the bicycle, and is equipped with reflectors 
as required in Sec. 81-137.3 (b) and (c). 


Sec. 31-138.1. Responsibility for minors. 


It shall be a violation for the parent or 
guardian of any minor to authorize or 
knowingly permit any such minor to violate 
any provisions of this Article, 


Sec. 81-138.2. Driving bicycles. 


(a) No bicycle shal] be used to carry 
more persons at one time than the number 
for which it is designed or equipped, except 
that an adult cyclist may carry a child 
securely attached to his person by an ap- 
propriate device. 


(b) No person driving a bicycle shall 
carry anything which prevents the use of 
both hands in the contro] and operation of 
such bicycle, A person driving a bicycle 
shall keep one hand on the handlebars at 
all times. 


(c) No person shall drive a bicycle in a 
careless or reckless manner upon any pub- 
lic way or publicly-owned parking area 
within the City of Lansing. 


d) No person driving a bicycle shall at- 
tach the same or him or herself to any 
other vehicle upon a roadway. 


Sec, 31-188.3. Driving on controlled or 
limited access highways or free- 
ways restricted. 


A person shall not drive a bicycle on any 
controlled (limited) access highway or free- 
way within the City of Lansing, except bi- 
eycles may be operated on bicycle facilities 
separate from the roadway. 


Sec. 31-138.4. Driving on roadways. 


(a) Every person driving a bicycle upon 
a roadway except when otherwise required 
in Sec. 81-188.7 and Sec. 31-138.8 shall drive 
in the same direction as traffic in the same 
lane, and as near to the right edge of the 
roadway as practicable. 


(b) Persons driving bicycles upon a road- 
way shall not drive more than two (2) 
abreast, shall drive within a single lane, 
and shall not impede traffic, 


{c) Persons driving bicycles with three 
(3) or more wheels or bicycles with a 
trailer or semi-trailer attached to it shall 
drive in single file. 


Sec, 31-138.5. Bicycles on crosswalks, 
sidewalks or pedestrian malls. 


(a) A cyclist driving across a roadway 
upon a crosswalk shall not exceed walking 
or pedestrian speed. 


(b) A eyclist driving upon a sidewalk, 
pedestrian mall, or across a roadway upon 
a crosswalk, shall yield the right-of-way to 
any pedestrian and shall give an audible 
signal before overtaking and passing such 
pedestrian. 
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(c) A person shall not drive a bicycle 
along a sidewalk or upon a pedestrian mall 
in the bicycle business district or in any 
area posted to prohibit bicycles, except on 
a bicycle path. 


Sec. 31-188.6. Required signals for turn- 
ing movements. 


(a) A person driving a bicycle upon a 
roadway before stopping, turning, or chang- 
ing lanes shajl give a signal as required 
in this section. 


(b) The signal required in this section 
shall be given either by means of the hand 
and arm in the manner herein specified or 
by a mechanical or electrical signal device. 
When a signal is given by means of hand 
and arm, the cyclist shall indicate his in- 
tention to stop or turn as follows: 


(1) Left turn—left hand and arm ex- 
tended horizontally ; 


(2) Right turn—left hand and arm ex- 
tended upward or right hand and 
arm extended horizontally ; 


(8) Stop or decrease speed—left or right 
hand and arm extended downward. 


This provision shall not apply to persons 
who have only one arm, 


Sec. 81-188.7. Required positions and 
methods of turning. 


(a) Right turns—both the approach for 
a right turn and the right turn shall be 
made as close as practicable to the right- 
hand curb or edge of the roadway except 
that a bicycle shall remain in single file 
with all other vehicles preceeding it and 
shall not travel between traffic in that lane 
and the curb or edge of the roadway, 


(b) left turns— 


(1) A eyelist intending to turn left 
shall approach the turn in the 
designated left-hand turn lane(s) 
lawfully available to traffic mov- 
ing in the same direction as the 
cyclist. Whenever practicable, 
the left turn shall be made so as 
to leave the intersection in the 
extreme left-hand lane lawfully 
available to traffic moving in the 
same direction as the cyclist; or 


(2) The cyclist shall approach the 
turn as close as parcticable to 
the right curb or edge of the 
roadway and proceed across the 
intersection and stop, At the 
cyclist’s discretion, he or she may 
either proceed as a pedestrian 
or drive across the previously 
traveled roadway in conformance 
with the provisions in this ordi- 
nance and other applicable laws, 


Sec. 31-138.8. Overtaking and passing 
other vehicles. 


A person driving « bicycle shall comply 
with all the rules applicable to the driver 
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of any other vehicle when overtaking and 
passing a vehicle and shall not pass be- 
tween lanes of traffic or between traffic 
in the same lane and the curb or edge of 
the roadway. 


See, 31-138.9. Bicycle parking. 


Bicycles parked anywhere shall conform 
with the provisions regulating the parking 
of vehicles except: 


{a) Unless prohibited or restricted by an 
official] traffic contro] device, a person may 
park a bicycle on a sidewalk and/or secure 
a bicycle to any publicly-owned fixture ex- 
cept a fire hydrant, police or fire callbox 
or door, in any manner so as not to ob- 
struct or present a safety hazard to pedes- 
trians or other traffic. 


(b) A person shall not park a bicycle in 
such a manner as to obstruct the departure 
of another legally-parked vehicle, nor of a 
person through any entrance or doorway.

“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the exist- 
ence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair the defect before the injury 
took place. Knowledge of the defect and 
time to repair the same shall be conclu- 
sively presumed when the defect existed 
so as to be readily apparent to an or- 
dinarily observant person for a period of 
80 days or longer before the injury took 
place.”

Section 1. That Chapter 28 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing,

Sec. 28-27, Duty of owner, construction 
requirements as prescribed. 


It shall, in all cases, be the duty of the 
owner of every lot or parcel of land in 
the city, to remove obstructions from side- 
walks adjoining his lot or parcel of land 
and construct sidewalks adjacent to_ his 
lot or parcel of land when so required by 
the City of Lansing. 


If any owner shall fail or neglect to con- 
struct a sidewalk adjoining his lot or par- 
cel of land, within such time, not less than 
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twenty days, as the City Council shall by 
resolution determine, after the same shall 
have been ordered by the City Council, the 
City Council may, without further notice, 
cause the same to be done, and such origi- 
nal construction may be paid for out of the 
Contingency Fund of the City, and the 
Council may assess such expense as a 
Special Tax on such lands in the next

Sec. 28-39. Owner required to construct—

For the purpose of improving the side- 
walks of the city and to make their general 
condition as safe as possible and reduce to 
a minimum the liability of accidents and 
injury to pedestrians using the same, it 
shall in all cases be the duty of the city 
to keep the sidewalks adjoining a lot or 
parcel of land in good repair. It shall be 
the duty of any landowner who either wil- 
fully or accidentally damages a sidewalk 
to repair such sidewalk and to provide new 
sidewalks in front of or adjoining such 
premises when so ordered by City Council 
consistent with the requirements of the 
public service department. 


_ Sec. 28-41, Notice, publication or mail- 
ing. 


After the adoption of such resolution it 
shall be the duty of the city clerk to cause 
a notice of the same to be published in a

used: 


—On the occasion of the 200th birthday 
of the United States ; 


—On Memorial Day, a day set aside an- 
nually to pay tribute to hundreds of 
thousands of Americans who paid the 
porenp sacrifice to keep our Nation 
ree ;

—On Easter Day, the day millions of 
Christians celebrate the Resurrection. 


In addition, the sirens are not sounded in 
respect for those many, many Americans 
who died at Pearl Harbor, Corregidor, Iwo 
Jima, Okinawa, Saipan, Tarawa, Peleliu, 
Eniwetok Atoll, Kwajalein, Ulithi, Salvo 
Island, or in the battles at Corral Sea, Mid- 
way, North Africa, Italy, France, Germany, 
and in the cold waters of the North Atlan- 
tic Ocean and the North Sea, not to men- 
tion battles since those took place. 


Too, I strongly object to the last minute 
literature distributed during the Council 
Session, which listed under ‘Presidential 
Fraud” the actions of President Jimmy 
Carter, and those of past Presidents Harry 
S Truman, Dwight D, Eisenhower, John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy and Lyndon B, John- 
son, I object, also, to the insinuation that 
I, and hundreds of other mayors, have been 
contacted by contractors to “get us another 
war order—we need jobs,” This is an un- 
truth. I object to the pounding given to- 
the AFL-CIO leadership. 


Lastly, I object to the reference that it 
is wrong to hate communism, and it is this 
fear which keeps the arms race going— 
well, J hate communism and the record of 
nations dominated by that system certainly 
are testimony why we should have a fear, 
The record shows . . . broken promises... 
trials without due process . . . confine- 
ments and imprisonments ... confiscations 
. .. control of local press and radio, per- 
sonal decisions, possession, freedoms, re- 
ligion and even the contro] over news 
stories submitted by American reporters to 
their own newspapers back here in our own 
Nation, which if not met leads to trials and 
financial fines. 


In all of this, I too agree that nuclear 
weapons will have a devastating affect on 
all peoples of the world .. . that we should 
never forget the numerous persons killed 
in Hiroshima and Nagasaki 33 years ago 
. . . BUT, we should keep in mind that 
the United States did not start World War 
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II and for us now to attempt to judge 
actions of so many years ago, on today’s 
basis, is a fallacy. 


The matter of tolling bells of local 
churches, on Sunday morning, August 6, 
should be one of independent decision and 
by agreement between the supporting group 
and those churches so inclined. 


For these reasons I invoke Section 6.8 of 
Chapter 6 of the City Charter, and place 
my veto over your action,

(e) The flood plain area shall be clearly 
labeled on any and all plats hereafter filed 
with the words “Flood Plain Area.”

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by revising Chapter 36, Article V, 
Sections 36-59 through 36-64 to read as 
follows: 


Sec. 36-59. Purpose, 


It is the purpose of flood plain control 
to apply special regulations to the use of 
land in those areas of the city which are 
subject to predictable inundations at fre- 
quent intervals. 


Such regulations, while permitting rea- 
sonable economic use of such properties, 
will help protect the public health and re- 
duce financial burdens imposed on the com- 
munity, its governmental units and its 
individuals by frequent and periodic floods 
and the overflow of lands, reserve such 
areas for the impoundment of water to 
better stabilize stream flow and to better 
maintain the proper ecological balance. All 
lands included in such flood plain control 
district shall be subject to the terms im- 
posed herein, in addition to the terms im- 
posed by any other zoning use district in 
which said lands should be located, and 
the rules and regulations of the National 
Flood Insurance Program, as adopted by 
the Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, Federal Insurance Administra- 
tion, as amended. 


Sec. 36-60. Definitions. 


(a) Accessory building or appurtenant 
structure means a structure which is on 
the same parcel of property as the main 
building and the use of which is incidental 
to the use of the main building, 


(b) Base flood means the flood having a 
one percent chance of being equalled or 
exceeded in any given year, 


(c) Existing construction means struc- 
tures for which the “‘start of construction” 
commenced before the effective date of this 
amendment. 


(d) Federal Insurance Administrator 
means the administrator to whom the Sec- 
retary of Housing and Urban Development 
has delegated the administration of the 
National Flood Insurance Program. 
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(e) Flood or flooding means: 


(1) A General and temporary condition 
of partial or complete inundation of nor- 
mally dry land areas from: 


(a) The overflow of inland or tidal 
waters ; 


(b) The unusual and rapid accumulation 
of runoff of surface waters from any 
source, 


(c) The collapse or subsidence of land 
along the shore of a Jake or other 
body of water as a result of erosion 
or undermining caused by waves or 
currents of water exceeding antici- 
pated cyclical levels or suddenly 
caused by an unusually high water 
level in a natural body of water, ac- 
companied by a severe storm, or by 
an unanticipated force of nature, 
such as flash flood, or by some simi- 
larly unusual and_ unforeseeable 
event which results in flooding, as 
defined above. 


(f) Fleod Insurance Rate Map: Means 
an official map of Lansing on which the 
Federal Insurance Administrator has de- 
lineated both the special flood hazard areas 
and the risk premium zones applicable to 
the City of Lansing. 


(g) Flood plain means the area of land 
adjoining the channel of a river, stream, 
watercourse, lake or other similar body of 
water, which will be inundated by a base 
flood, as determined by studies of the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers and the Michigan 
Water Resources Commission until such 
time as a flood insurance rate map is issued 
by the Federal Insurance Administrator. 


(h) Flood protection system means those 
physical structural works for which funds 
have been authorized, appropriated, and 
expended and which have been constructed 
specifically to modify flooding in order to 
reduce the extent of the area within a 
eommunity subject to a “Special Flood 
Hazard” and the extent of the depths of 
associated flooding, Such a system typi- 
cally includes hurricane, Tidal barriers, 
dams, reservoirs, levees or dikes. These 
specialized flood modifying works are those 
constructed in conformance with sound en- 
gineering standards. 


(i) Floodproofing means any combination 
of structural and nonstructural additions, 
changes, or adjustments to structures which 
reduce or eliminate flood damage to real 
estate or improved real property, water 
and sanitary facilities, structures and their 
contents. 


(ij) Floodway means the channel of a 
river or other watercourse and the adja~ 
eent land areas that must be reserved in 
order to discharge the base flood without 
eumulatively increasing the water surface 
elevation more than a height designated 
by the Department of Natural Resources, 


(k} New construction means structures 
for which the “start of construction” com-

(1) One Hundred Year Flood see Base 
Flood 


(m) Start of construction means the first 
placement or permanent construction of a 
structure (other than a mobile home) on a 
site such as the pouring of slabs or foot- 
ings or any work beyond the state of ex- 
ecavation, Permanent construction does not 
include Jand preparation, such as clearing, 
grading and filling; nor does it include the 
installation of streets and/or walkways; 
nor does it include excavation for a base- 
ment, footings, piers or foundations or the 
erection of temporary forms; nor does it 
include the installation on the property of 
accessory buildings, such as garages or 
sheds not occupied as dwelling units or not 
as part of the main structure. For a struc- 
ture (other than a mobile home) without a 
basement or poured footings, the “‘start of 
construction’ includes the first permanent 
framing or assembly of the structure or any 
part thereof on its piling or foundation. 
For mobile homes not within a mobile home 
park or mobile home subdivision, “‘start of 
construction” means the affixing of the 
mobile home to its permanent site. For 
mobile homes within mobile home parks or 
mobile home subdivisions, “start of con- 
struction” is the date on which the con- 
struction of facilities for servicing the site 
om which the mobile home is to be affxed 
(including, at a mnimum, the construction 
of streets, either final site grading or the 
pouring of concrete pads, and installation 
of utilities) is completed. 


(n) Structure means, for flood plain 
management purposes, a walled and roofed 
building, including a gas or liquid storage 
tank, that is principally above ground, as 
well as a mobile home. 


(o) Studies of the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers and Michigan Water Resources 
Commission means the publication ‘Flood 
Plain Information Grand River, Red Cedar 
River and Sycamore Creek, Lansing, Michi- 
gan, and Vicinity” prepared for the Water 
Resources Commission, Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natura] Resources and the Tri- 
County Regiona] Planning Commission by 
the Corps of Engineers, U.S. Army, Detroit 
District, Apri] 1970. 


(p) Substantial improvement means any 
repair, reconstruction or improvement of a 
structure the cost of which equals or ex- 
ceeds fifty percent (50%) of the market 
value of the structure either: (1) before 
the improvement or repair is started, or 
(2) if the structure has been damaged, and 
ig being restored, before the damage oc- 
curred, For the purposes of this definition 
“substantial improvement” is considered to 
occur when the first alteration of any wall, 
ceiling, floor or other structural part of the 
building commences, whether or not that 
alteration affects the external dimensions 
of the structure. The term does not, how- 
ever, include either: (1) any project for 
improvement of a structure to comply with 
existing state or local health, sanitary, or 
safety code specifications which are solely 
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necessary to assure safe living conditions, 
or (2) any alteration of a structure listed 
on the National Register of Historic Places 
or the State of Michigan State Register of 
Historie Sites. 


(a) Variance means a grant of relief by 
the City of Lansing from the terms of a 
flood plain control regulation. 


Sec. 36-61, Flood plain boundaries. 


All land lying within the flood plain of 
the base flood of the Grand and Red Cedar 
Rivers and Sycamore Creek, is within the 
flood plain and subject to these regulations, 
in addition to the regulations otherwise es- 
tablished by the zoning ordinance of the 
City of Lansing. The boundaries of the 
flood plain are hereby established as deter- 
mined by studies of the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers and the Michigan Water Re- 
sources Commission, unti] such time as a 
flood insurance rate map is issued by 
the Federal Insurance Administrator, which 
studies and/or flood insurance rate map 
with all notations, references and other in- 
formation shown thereon, shall be as much 
a part of this article as if fully described 
herein. The petitioner for use of the flood 
plain shall supply such additional topi- 
graphical data or engineering studies as are 
needed to define the exact limits of the 
flood plain, upon the subject land. 


Where there is a question as to the exact 
boundaries and limits of a flood control 
district, the Lansing city engineer shall de- 
termine the limits from topographical data 
available to and submitted to him, Such 
informaion may be reviewed by the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. 


Sec, 36-62. Uses permitted. 


When the use proposed herein is allowable 
in the zoning district and not prohibited by 
other law or ordinance, the following uses 
and types of activities are permitted in the 
designated flood plain: 


(a) Crop farming and gardening, not in- 
cluding related buildings except as other- 
wise provided for in this article. 


(b) Open recreational uses, such as 
parks, playgrounds, playfields, athletic 
ating golf courses, bridle trails and nature 
paths. 


{c) Public rights-of-way, private drives 
and parking lots. 


(d) Public utilities as regulated by the 
zoning ordinances, but not to allow the erec- 
tion of a building to be used for storage or 
as a place of employment other than for 
periodic maintenance, or as provided for in 
section 36-63 (a), 


(e) For residential districts the flood 
plain may be used for computing lot area 
requiremenis and may, therefore, be used 
for yard and park areas, 


(f) Storage yards for materials and 
equipment not subject to removal or major 
damage by flood waters. 
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Sec. 36-68. Uses permitted by special 
permit. 


(a) Any use permitted by right or by 
special conditions for the zoning district 
applicable to the land in question, as gov- 
erned by Chapter 36 of the Lansing Code 
of Ordinances, provided, however, that the 
use pattern, and the structures contem- 
plated to accomplish said use shall: 


(1) Be so designated as to comply with 
the rules and regulations of the Na- 
tional Flood Insurance Program, as 
adopted by the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, Federal 
Insurance Administration, as amend- 
ed, and the requirements of the City 
of Lansing and the Department of 
Natural Resources. 


(2) Where topographical data, engineer- 
ing studies or other studies are need- 
ed to determine the effects of flood- 
ing on a structure and/or the effects 
of the structure on the flow of water, 
the applicant shall submit such data 
or studies, All such data shall be 
prepared by a registered professional 
engineer or architect or land sur- 
veyor, 


(8) No. construction shall be allowed 
without: (a) approval by the De. 
partment of Natural Resources, and 
(b) a special permit from the City of 
Lansing, 


(b) Dumping of or back filling with any 
material or excavation in any manner is 
prohibited unless: 


(1) Through compensating excavation 
and shaping of the flood plain, the 
flow and impounding capacity of the 
flood plain will be maintained or im- 
proved, and wil] not cause an in- 
erease in the flood hazard or damage 
from floods and will not allow water 
to collect in pools that will stagnate. 


(2) No significantly measurable reduc- 
tion in the flow or impoundment ca- 
pacity of the flood plain thereby re- 
sults. 


(3) Where there is dumping, back filling 
or excavation in any manner, ade- 
quate site plans and engineering 
drawings shall be submitted to effec- 
tively show the final] results of such 
action. 


(4) Alteration of any flood plain area 
shall be based upon a plan approved 
by the Department of Natural Re-~ 
sources. 


(c) In a flood plain the construction or 
location of bridges, outdoor play equipment, 
bleachers, and similar outdoor equipment 
and appurtenances, storage of materials or 
equipment is prohibited unless such ele- 
ments would not cause any significant ob- 
struction to the flood or reduction in the 
impoundment capacity of the flood plain 
and not suffer flood damage. 
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Sec. 36-64, Procedure for special permit 
for use of the flood plain. 


Requests for “special permits” for use of 
the flood plain for parcels of more than 2 
half acre shall be made in writing with the 
date required by subsections 36-63 (a) (3) 
and 86-63(b)(3) above and filed with the 
city clerk in three (8) copies, City council 
shall refer such requests to the planning 
board for recommendation and to the pub- 
lic service department for its technical re- 
port, and the recommendations of the city 
engineer, before taking action. 


For parcels of a half acre or less, requests 
for “special permits” for use of the flood 
plain shall be made in writing with the 
data required by subsections 386-63 (a) (2) 
and 36-63(b)(3) and evidence of approval 
by the Department of Natural Resources 
and filed with the zoning administrator. 
The zoning administrator shall review the 
request for compliance with the flood plain 
control ordinance and shall refer the re- 
quest to the city engineer for a review of 
the engineering data and to the building 
commissioner for a review of the flood 
proofing measures. A “special permit’? may 
be issued by the zoning administrator upon 
receiving written approval from the city 
engineer, the building commissioner and 
the department of natural resources and 
upon making a determination that all re. 
quirements of the zoning code have been 
met, 


See, 36-65. Existing uses in flood plain. 


It is the intent of this article to control 
developmnet in the flood plain. 


It is recognized that there exist, within 
the flood plain, as defined by this article, 
lots and structures which were lawful be- 
fore this article was passed or amended, 
which would be prohibited, regulated or 
restricted under terms of this article or fu- 
ture amendments, 


Such uses are declared by this article to 
be non-conforming uses, It is further the 
intent of this article that uses which are 
not lawful or are non-conforming shall not 
be enlarged upon, expanded or extended, 
nor be used as grounds for adding other 
structures or uses prohibited in the flood 
plain, 


Sec, 36-66. City liability. 


The City of Lansing shall incur no lia- 
bility whatsoever by permitting any use or 
building within the flood control district. 


Sec, 36-67. Enforcement. 


Except where herein otherwise stated, the 
planning department shall enforce the pro- 
visions of this article. 


Where other provisions of the Code of the 
City of Lansing impose a greater restric- 
tion than those proposed for violation of 
this article, the provisions of the more re- 
strictive ordinance shall be effective.

Variances may be granted by the Board 
of Zoning Appeals. Administrative vari- 
ances may be granted for only those parcels 
of land which have been reviewed and ap- 
proved by the City of Lansing under the 
special use permit process and the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources prior to the ef- 
fective date of this ordinance, or for the 
reconstruction, rehabilitation, or restoration 
of structures listed on the National Register 
of Hisoric Places or the State of Michigan, 
State Register of Historie Sites.

(b) Variances may be issued for new con- 
struction and substantial improvements to 
be erected on a lot of one-half acres or less 
in size contiguous to and surrounded by lots 
with existing structures constructed below 
the base flood level.

(2) A determination that failure to grant 
the variance would result in excep- 
tional hardship to the applicant; and 


(8) A determination that the granting of 
a@ variance will not result in increased 
flood heights, additional threats to 
public safety, extraordinary public 
expense, create nuisances, cause 
fraud on or victimization of the pub- 
lic or conflict with existing local 
laws or ordinances. 


(d) Variances shall only be issued upon 
a determination that the variance is the 
minimum necessary, considering the flood 
hazard, to afford relief. 


(e) The planning department shall notify 
the applicant in writing that: 


(1) The issuance of a variance to con- 
struct a structure below the base 
flood level will result in increased 
premium rates for flood insurance 
up to amounts as high as $25 for 
$100 of insurance coverage. 


(2) Such construction below the base 
flood level increases risks to life and 
property. Such notification shall be 
maintained with a record of all vari- 
ance actions. 


(f) The planning department shall main- 
tain a record of all variance actions, in- 
eluding justification for their issuance,

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section, 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by revising Chapter 87, Article II, 
Section 37-6 to read as follows: 


ARTICLE II. DEFINITIONS 
Sec. 37-6. Words, phrases and terms de- 
fined. 


The following definitions shall apply in 
the interpretation and enforcement of this 
chapter, unless otherwise specifically stated, 
The word “shall’’ is always mandatory and 
not merely directory, 


Alley: A dedicated or deeded public way 
affording a secondary means of access to 
abutting property and not intended for gen- 
eral circulation. Rear or side of properties 
otherwise abutting on a street. 


Base flood: The flood having a one per- 
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cent (1%) chance of being equalled or ex- 
ceeded in any given year. 


Block: An area of land within a sub- 
division that is entirely bounded by streets, 
highways, or ways, except alleys or a com- 
bination of streets, highways, or ways and 
rivers, streams, railroad rights-of-way or 
the exterior boundary or boundaries of the 
subdivision. 


Building line or setback line: A line par- 
allel to a street right-of-way, shore of a 
lake, edge of a stream or river bank, estab- 
lished on a parcel of land or on a lot for 
the purpose of prohibiting construction of 
a building between such line, and a right- 
of-way, other publie area, or the shore of 
: —_ or the edge of a stream or river 

ank, 


Commercial development: A planned 
ecommercia] center providing building areas, 
parking areas, service areas, screen plant- 
ing and widening, turning movement and 
a safety lane roadway improvements. 


Comprehensive development plan (or mas- 
ter plan): A comprehensive plan approved 
by the Planning Board and including 
graphic and written materials indicating 
the general location for streets, parks, 
schools, public buildings, and other physical 
development of the city and includes any 
unit or parts of such plan, and any amend- 
ment to such plan or parts thereof, 


City: The incorporated municipality of 
Lansing, Michigan. 


City Engineer: Public Service Director 
of the City of Lansing. 


Council: The City Council of the City of 
Lansing. 


County Plat Board: The respective coun- 
ty plat board, 


County Road Commission: The respective 
county road commission. 


Crosswalk (pedestrian walkway): Right- 
of-way, dedicated to public use, which 
crosses a block to facilitate pedestrian ac- 
eess to adjacent streets and properties, 


Dedication: The intentional appropria- 
tion of land by the owner to public use. 


Department of Natural Resources: The 
State of Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources, 


Easement: A right-of-way granted by a 
property owner for limited use of private 
property for specific public or semi-public 
purposes and designated as “public” or 
‘private’ on the plat. 


Federal Insurance Administrator: The 
administrator to whom the Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development has dele- 
gated the administration of the National 
Flood Insurance Program. 


Flood or Flooding: A general and temp- 
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orary condition of partial or complete in- 
undation of normally dry land areas from: 


(a) The overflow of inland or tidal 
waters. 


(b) The unusual and rapid accumulation 
of runoff of surface waters from any 
source. 


(c) The collapse or subsidence of land 
along the shore of a lake or other 
body of water as a result of erosion 
or undermining caused by waves or 
currents of water exceeding antici- 
pated cyclical levels or suddenly 
caused by an unusually high water 
level in a natural body of water, ac- 
companied by a severe storm, or by 
an unanticipated force of nature, 
such as flash flood, or by some simi- 
larly unusual and unforeseeable event 
ps oa reults in flooding as defined 
above. 


Flood Insurance Rate Map: An official 
map of Lansing on which the Federal In- 
surance Administrator has delineated both 
the special flood hazard areas and the risk 
premium zones applicable to the City of 
Laning. 


Floodplain: The area of land adjoining 
the channel of a river, stream, watercourse, 
lake or other similar body of water which 
will be inundated by a base flood, as deter- 
mined by studies of the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers and the Michigan Water Re- 
sources Commision, until such time a a 
Flood Insurance Rate Map is issued by the 
Federal Insurance Administrator. 


Floodway: The channel of a river or 
other watercourse and the adjacent land 
areas that must be reserved in order to dis- 
charge the base flood without cumulatively 
increasing the water surface elevation more 
than a height designated by the Department 
of Natural Resources, 


Governing body: The “City Council’? or 
that agency which is delegated to adminis- 
ter the provisions of the Subdiyison Ordi- 
nance. 


Greenbelt or buffer parks: A strip or 
parce] of land, privately restricted or pub- 
licly dedicated as open space located between 
incompatible uses for the purpose of pro- 
tecting and enhancing the residential en- 
vironment. 


Improvements: Any structure incident to 
servicing or furnishing facilities for a sub- 
division such as grading, street surfacing, 
curb and gutter, driveway approaches, side- 
walks, crosswalks, water main and lines, 
sanitary sewers, storm sewers, culverts, 
bridges, utilities and other appropriate 
items, with appurtenant construction, 


Industrial development: A planned in- 
dustrial area designed specifically for in- 
dustrial use providing screened buffers, 
wider streets and turning movement and 
safety lane roadway improvements where 
necessary, :

- Lot: A parcel, tract, or portion of land, 
separated from other parcels or portions by 
description only on a recorded plat, for the 
purpose of sale, lease or separate use. 


(a) Lot Depth: Is the horizontal distance 
between the front and rear lot lines, 
measured along the median between 
the side lot lines. 


(b) Lot Width: The horizontal distance 
between the side lot lines measured 
at the setback line and at right 
angles to the lot depth. 


Parcel or tract: Means a continuous area 
or acreage of land which can be described.

(b) Final Plat: A map of all or part of 
the subdivision prepared and certified 
by a registered engineer or land sur- 
veyor in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Subdivision Control] Act, 
Act No, 288, Public Acts of 1967, as 
may be amended. 


Public utility: A firm, corporation, co- 
partnership, municipal authority, or public 
agency providing gas, electricity, water, 
steam, telephone, telegraph, storm sewers, 
sanitary sewers, transportation, or other 
services of a similar nature. 


Right-of-way: Land reserved, used or to 
be used for a street, alley, walkway, or 
other public purpose. 


Sketch plan: An informal plan or sketch 
drawn to seale and in pencil, if desired, 
showing the existing features of a site and 
its surroundings and the general layout of 
a proposed subdivision. 


Sight distance: The minimum extent of 
unobstructed vision (on a horizontal plane) 
along a street from a point five feet (5’) 
above the center line of a street. 


Street (public): A public way or right- 
of-way dedicated to public use which is used 
for the transportation of goods and people 
and may provide for vehicular and pedes- 
trian access to abutting properties, 


(a) Freeway: Those streets designed for 
high speed, high volume through traf- 
fic, with completely controlled access, 
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no grade crossings and no private 
driveway connections. 


(b) Expressway: Those streets designed 
for high speed, high valume traffic 
with full or partially controlled ac- 
cess, some grade crossings, but no 
private driveway connections, 


(c) Parkway: A street designed for non- 
commercial, pleasure oriented traffic 
moving at moderate speeds, between 
and through scenic areas and parks. 


(d) Arterial street: Those streets of con- 
siderable continuity which are used 
or may be used primarily for fast 
and heavy traffic. 


(e) Collector street: Those streets used 
to carry traffic from local streets to 
arterial streets, including principal 
entrance streets of large residential 
developments. 


(f) Cul-de-sac: A local street of short 
length and having one end perma- 
nently terminated by a _ vehicular 
turnaround, 


(g) Marignal access street: A local street 
which is parallel and adjacent to ar- 
terial streets and which provides ac- 
cess to abutting properties and pro- 
tection from through traffic and not 
earrying through traffic. 


(h) Local street: Those streets which are 
used primarily for access to abutting 
properties. 


(i) Street width: The shortest distance 
between the lines delineating the 
right-of-way streets.

This letter is in response to the claim of 
David Eugene Rennaker for $151.37 which 
was occasioned by his arrest and detain- 
ment on May 8, 1978. 


On May 8, 1978 the claimant was stopped 
by an officer of the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment for operating a motorcycle with a 
faulty muffler. On examination it was dis- 
closed that the claimant’s drivers license 
had expired a few days earlier. In accord- 
ance with usual police practice, a routine 
LEIN check was run on Mr, Rennaker. 
The LEIN check indicated a warrant had 
been issued for the arrest of David Ren- 
naker in St. Joseph, Michigan, on July 15, 
1972 for a watercraft violation. Over his 
objections, the claimant was arrested and 
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bonded out to the 5th District Court in St. 
Joseph. 


A further check with the 5th District 
Court in St. Joseph disclosed that the per- 
son described in the warrant was a David 
Renecker, DOB 12/1/42. The claimant is 
David Eugene Rennaker, DOB 5/8/40. 


The mistaken arrest resulted in Mr. Ren- 
naker’s suffering lost wages attorney fees 
and long distance phone call in the amount 
of $151.87. 


Police records indicate that the informa- 
tion sent to the Lansing Police Department 
by the LIEN system showed a warrant for 
David Renecker. The Lansing Police De- 
partment subsequently attempted a verifi- 
cation with the Berrien County Sheriff's

Gentlemen : 


The Lansing Plumbing Board recently 
held a discussion regarding the qualifica- 
tions for Plumbing Inspectors in the City 
of Lansng. It was noted in the discussion 
that the State of Michigan Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office, in a communication to the 
State Construction Code Commission dated 
April 19, 1978, informed the commission 
that a proposal to eliminate the reqiure- 
ment that all plumbing and electrical in- 
spectors in the state have a state license in 
os respective field is contrary to state 
law. 


The Lansing Uniform Plumbing Code, 
1977 edition, Section 9C-3, outlines the re- 
quirement for the Chief Plumbing Inspector 
for the City of Lansing. These qualifica- 
tions are set forth below: 


The Chief Plumbing Inspector shall 
have six (6) year’s experience in the 
plumbing field as a journeyman license 
plumber or mechanical] engineer. The 
Chief Plumbing Inspector shall have reg- 
istered his license with the City of Lan- 
sing for a minimum of two (2) years or 
be certified by the International Con- 
ference of Building Officials. 
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The Plumbing Board does not feel that 
these requirements fully meet the intent of 
the Attorney General’s ruling in that a me- 
chanical engineer is not necessarily quali- 
fied to obtain a plumber’s license from the 
State of Michigan. 


We therefore respectfully recommend that 
the present requirements be amended by 
adopting the language of the State Plumb- 
ing Law (Act 266) with regard to plumbing 
inspector qualifications. This amendment 
would read, in part, as follows: 


Such city or village upon adopting such 
rules and regulations shall provide for 
the enforcement of the same and plumb- 
ing inspectors actually engaged in en- 
forcement of such rules and regulations 
shall be licensed the same as other master 
or journeymen plumbers, ... The plumb- 
ing inspector in order to qualify for such 
employment, shall have had at least 10 
years experience as a practical plumber. 


We sincerely feel that this amendment is 
in the best interest of the City of Lansing 
and its citizens, and respectfully urge your 
favorable consideration of this matter.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


This matter was referred to this office 
by the city’s insurer, Auto-Onwers for dis- 
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position snice the claim did not qualify for 
insurance coverage. 


On January 28, 1978, a city-owned and 
operated road grader identified as Vehicle 
No. 624, struck a parked automobile owned 
by Richard Luis, Mr. Luis submitted his 
claim in the amount of $635.85 to his in- 
surer, AAA, who in turn paid him for his 
damages suffered. AAA submitted its claim 
in the amount of $635.85 to the city’s in- 
surer, Auto-Owners, who in turn forwarded 
the subrogation papers from AAA to this 
office because the road grader does not 
qualify for no-fault automobile coverage 
and the damages were below the $1,000.00 
deductible under the city’s property damage 
insurance coverage, 


Under Michigan’s no-fault automobile in- 
surance laws, road graders are deemed to 
be “special mobile equipment” as defined 
by Section 62 of the Motor Vehicle Code, 
being MCLA 257.62. Special mobile equip- 
ment, such as road graders, are exempt 
from registration and certificate of title 
provisions of the Motor Vehicle (MCLA 
257.612). They are likewise exempt from 
mandatory coverage under Michigan’s No- 
Fault Act, being MCLA 500.2101(1) et seq. 
Because the City of Lansing is not accorded 
the protection of no-fault automobile lia- 


’ bility treatment, it may be liable for dam- 


ages to Mr. Luis’ vehicle caused by its neg- 
ligence unless the doctrine of governmental 
immunity applies. 


1964 PA 170, being MCLA 691.1405, 
which statutorily establishes governmental 
immunity, states that governmental entities 
shall be liable for property damages result- 
ing from the negligent operation of any 
motor vehicle owned by them. It is undis- 
puted that the road grader was owned by 
the City of Lansing and operated by a city 
employee at the time of the accident, Ad- 
ditionally, a review of the police accident 
report indicates that negligence by the city 
employee may have contributed to the cau- 
saion of damages to Mr. Luis’ automobile, 


Therefore, based upon the absence of no- 
fault automobile insurance coverage, the 
probable negligence of the operator of the 
road grader, and the likelihood that the 
city would not be accorded the benefit of 
governmental immunity, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the subrogated 
claim of AAA in the amount of $635.85 be 
awarded,

Prior to proceeding 
under the first overhead heam, the claimant 
exited his truck and checked for sufficient 
clearance. Upon discovering that ample 
clearance was provided, he proceeded for. 
ward only to have the second overhead beam 
damage his pickup cap. The ramp is clearly 
marked with signs indicating the maximum 
Clearance allowed in the entire ramp is 6 
feet 8 inches. However, those signs do not 
mean that all beams are at the exact height 
and that any particular beam or beams can 
be used as a measurement for clearance. 


Mr. Herman Dallman, Parking Superin- 
tendent, has informed this office that the 
first beam which the claimant passed under 
is well over 6 feet 8 inches above the sur. 
face of the ramp and that the second beam 
which claimant’s vehicle struck was also 
over 6 feet 8 inches from the surface of the 
ramp. By using the first beam as a meas- 
urement of clearance throughout the ramp 
rather than having a knowledge of the 
height of his vehicle and comparing that 
height with the warning signs in he ramp, 
claimant caused the damage to his vehicle. 


Because claimant’s lack of knowledge of 
the height of his camper resulted in the 
damage to it and because the South Grand 
Ramp had proper height warnings posted, 
it is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be denied.

“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agen- 
cy knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reason- 
able time to repair the defect before the 
injury took place, Knowledge of the de- 
fect and time to repair the same shall be 
eonclusively presumed when the defect 
existed so as to be readily apparent to 
an ordinarily observant person for a pe- 
riod of 30 days or longer before the in- 
jury took place.” 


Applying the aforementioned statutory 
authority to the facts set forth in the claim 
of Ms, Emerson and to the information sup- 
plied by Mr. Waidelich there appears to be 
no basis for approving the claim, There-

The Public Service Department verifies 
that claimant contacted the City shortly 
after the accident. A repair truck was dis- 
patched and found several potholes in the 
street near the address of 717 Westmore- 
land as reported by claimant. The defect 
in the street was unknown to the City, how- 
ever, and such pavement deterioration is 
the unavoidable result of the spring thaw 
process, Repairs of such defects constitute 
a massive project which is undertaken as 
promptly as possible by the City each year. 


There appears to be no evidence of negli- 
gence on the part of the City or of prior 
notice to the City of the defect in question, 
Under current law, the City is immune 
from liability in such cases unless notice 
of the defect had been given; such notice 
is considered conclusive if the defect existed 
for thirty (30) days or longer. MCLA 
691.1402; MSA 3.996(102) ; MCLA 691.1408 ; 
MSA 3.996(108). 


As the City had no notice of the defect 
and because there is no evidence that the 
defect existed for 30 days prior to the 
elainant’s mishap, it is the recommendation 
of this office that the claim be denied.

You acted to override my recommendation 
and allowed those positions to be filled 
without regard to the funding reductions. 
I am aware that it is extremely difficult 
to reduce positions, especially if they are 
not vacant. 


I am, therefore, admisintratively ordering 
a moratorium on the refilling of all C.D. 
and CETA positions effective immediately. 
I will establish an administrative review 
committee to minimize disruption and to 
allow refilling of critical positions. I will, 
however, insist that such positions will re- 
quire a signed statement by candidates that 
they fully understand these are not perma- 
nent positions and do not in any way guar- 
antee continuation if C.D. or CETA fund- 
ing is reduced or ends. 


I request that the Council concur in this 
recommendation, I anticipate that Council 
will within the next several months adopt 
policy relative to program areas and/or 
transitioning of grant funded personnel. 
This moratorium will allow us to imple- 
ment such policies with minimum disrup- 
tion to individuals and operations affected.

In conjunction with the City ordered im- 
provements to the 400 Block of S. Wash- 
ington Avenue, the contractor was in the 
final stages of readiness for putting in the 
new sidewalks on the east side of the street 
on Thurday, August 10, and commenced re- 
moving the old sidewalk on the west side, 
On Wednesday, August 16, the new side- 
walk installation was completed on the east 
side of the 400 Block and concrete removal 
was completed on the west side. This lead 
to two merchants on the west side of the 
street expressing concern, derogatory state- 
ments carried by the State Journal] and a 
news conference called for 3:00 p.m. that 
date by Councilman Richard Baker. 


In part, the news release issued by Coun- 
cilman Baker read as follows: ‘“Council- 
man Dick Baker today called Mayor Graves 
failure to act and solve the problems of the 
merchants in the 400 Block of S. Washing- 
ton indefensible and insensitive to the needs 
of those business people. . . . Baker said 
that this was in callous disregard to the 
promises made by the Mayor to the mer- 
chants, that during construction they would 
have vehicular access to their stores and 
that access by customers would not be 
hurt.” He called for an appropriation of 
$1,000 for the installation of a temporary 
boardwalk or asphalt strip on the west side, 


The aforementioned charges by the Coun- 
cilman carry a total disregard for the truth. 
I have not been “insensitive” to the needs 
of the business people nor have I showed a 
“callous disregard.” For example, the rec- 
ord shows that I took the initiative to im- 
prove the Central Business District, includ- 
ing the 400 Block of South Washington 
Avenue: 


—On January 9, 1978, in my State of the 
City Message, addressed to you, I out- 
lined the details of the plan and encour- 
aged the transfer of $1,528,000 for the 
Mall construction and general improve- 
ments ; 


—On February 20, you finally approved 
a Resolution directing the Finance De- 
rector to prepare the transfer of funds, 
this Resolution having been brought to 
the Committee of the Whole at the initia- 
tive of Fred Perry, former Director of 
the Economic Development Corporation, 
because of the failure of City Council to 
act on my request in the State of the 
City Message ; 


—On February 27, the transfer of funds 
lost by a vote of 5-3 with Councilman 
Richard Baker being one of the members 
voting “no.” The transfer was recon- 
sidered and referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee ; 


—On March 6, the transfer had to be 
pulled from the Agenda due to the lack 
of the necessary six votes, with Council- 
man Baker still footdragging and holding 
up the project; 


—On March 18, more than 2 months 
after I made my recommendation, the 
transfer finally passed. 


Throughout the aforementioned, and 
after, a member of my office, and/or my- 
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self, the Public Service Director and archi- 
tect Duncan M. Black, met with merchants 
of the 400 Block to discuss preliminary 
plans, traffic circulation, type of parking, 
parking meters, a design which would per- 
mit deliveries adjacent to planter beds, side- 
walk widths, etc. Too, before the construc- 
tion plans went to bid, we again met with 
the 400 Block merchants. Finally on June 
12, you approved the bid contract authoriz- 
ing the City Clerk and myself to affix the 
necessary signatures, Within two weeks 
thereafter, communications were addressed 
to the merchants of the 400 Block, to the 
Capitol Area Transit Authority and to the 
local news outlets, On July 10, Brown 
Brothers commenced work, Even on Au- 
gust 10, contacts were made with Fred Per- 
relli, Perrelli’s Barber Shop and Charles 
Bozzo, Downtown Party Store, to advise 
that grading would take place after the old 
sidewalk was removed on the west side and 
that packed sand would be placed in the 
area to prevent mud and to permit easy 
walking, 


On Friday, August 11, I was in contact 
with the architect, as was a member of my 
staff — on Monday, August 14, I was in 
contact with the architect, as was a mem- 
ber of my staff, and again on August 16, 
17, and 18, I was in contact with the archi- 
tect, as was a member of my staff. Very 
early Saturday morning, August 19, and 
following a heavy rainstorm just hours he- 
fore, I walked, in white shoes, the west 
side of the street, I must advise that the 
walking was easy and that my shoes re- 
mained clean. Shortly thereafter, I visited 
some of the merchants and found a com- 
pletely different story than that stated by 
Councilman Baker, AND by noon of that 
day most of the sidewalk was installed, one 
short area being left for the completion of 
the flower boxes and the corners for which 
the brick has not arrived. As of today, 
Monday, August 21, the grading and form- 
ing for the curbs and gutters on the west 
side of the street is underway. I expect that 
such will he completed by this Wednesday 
or Thursday. 


I am not disheartened by the attempts of 
a Council member to interfere with the 
project because even though the interfer- 
ence can be a detriment to that project, it 
is a Council member’s right to grasp for 
publicity. What is disheartening is that the 
same individual who helped to stall the 
project for more than two months is now 
attempting to find fault with my activities 
and those of the project, which I pleaded for 
you to approve. In short, the project is 
underway, and in a good manner, and the 
last thing necessary at this time is inter- 
ference from another sidewalk superinten- 
dent.

Sec. 29-14, Preamble. 


It is acknowledged that it is a proper 
public purpose of the State of Michigan and 
its political subdivisions to provide housng 
for ts elderly citizens of low income and to 
encourage the development of such housing 
by providing for a service charge in lieu 
of property taxes in accordance with the 
State Housing Development Authority Act 
of 1966 (1966 PA 346, as amended, MCLA 
125.1401 et seq; MSA 116.114(1) et seq.). 
The City is authorized by said Act to estab- 
lish or change the service charge to be paid 
in lieu of taxes by any or all classes of 
housing exempt from taxation under the 
Act at any amount it chooses not to exceed 
the taxes that would be paid but for the 
Act. It is further acknowledged that such 
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housing for elderly persons of low income 
is a public necessity, and as the City will 
be benefited and improved by such housing, 
the encouragement of the same by providing 
certain real estate tax exemption therefor 
is a valid public purpose; further, that the 
continuance of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance for tax exemption and the service 
charge in lieu of taxes during the periods 
hereinafter contemplated are essential to 
the determination of economic feasibility of 
housing developments. 


Sec. 29-15. Definitions, 


(A) Authority means the Michigan State 
Housing Development Authority. 


(B) Act means the State Housing Devel- 
opment Authority Act, being Publie Act 
346 of 1966, of the State of Michigan, as 
amended, 


(C) Contract Rents are as defined by the 
U.S, Department of Housing and Urban 
Development in regulations promulgated 
pursuant to Section 8 of the U.S. Housing 
Act of 1937, as amended by the Housing 
and Community Development Act of 1974. 


(D) Housing Development means a de- 
velopment which contains a significant ele- 
ment of housing for elderly persons of low 
income and such elements of other housing, 
commercial, recreational, industrial, com- 
munal, and educational facilities as the Au- 
thority determines improve the quality of 
the development as it relates to housing for 
persons of low income. 


(E) Elderly Persons means a family 
where the head of household is 62 years of 
age or older or a single person who is 62 
years of age or older, 


(F) Mortgage Loan means a loan to be 
made by the Authority to the Sponsor for 
the construction and permanent financing 
of the Housing Development. 


(G) Utilities mean fuel, water, sanitary 
sewer service and/or electrical service 
which are paid by the Development. 


(H) Spensor means persons or entities 
which have applied to the Authority for a 
Mortgage Loan to finance a Housing De- 
velopment. 


(I) Annual Shelter Rents means the total 
collections during an agreed annual period 
from all occupants of a housing project 
representing rents or occupancy charges 
exclusive of charges for gas, electricity, 
heat or other utilities furnished to the oc- 
cupants. 


(J) Elderly Persons of low income means 
elderly persons who meet the income limita- 
tions set by the federal government through 
its Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (HUD). 


Sec. 29-16. Class of Housing Develop- 
ments, 


It is hereby determined that the class of 
Housing Developments to which the tax 
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exemption shall apply and for which a ser- 
vice charge shall be paid in lieu of such 
taxes shall be multiple dwellings for elder- 
ly persons of low income, which are fi- 
nanced or assisted pursuant to the Act. 


Sec, 29-17. Establishment of Annual Ser- 
vice Charge. 


The Housing Developments for elderly 
persons of low income and the property on 
which they shall be constructed shall be 
exempt from all property taxes from and 
after the commencement of construction. 
The City, acknowledging that the Sponsor 
and the Authoriy have established the eco- 
nomic feasibility of the Housing Develop- 
ments in reliance upon the enactment of 
this ordinance and the qualification of the 
Housing Developments for exemption from 
all property taxes and a payment in lieu 
of taxes as established herein, will accept 
payment of an annual service charge for 
public services in lieu of all property taxes, 
Persons filing a certified affidavit notfying 
the City of its exemption with the Lansing 
City Assessor as provided by Section 15 
(a) (1) of 1966 PA 346, as amended 
(MCLA 125.415 (a) (1) shall pay an annual 
service charge which shall be equal to four 
{4%) per cent of the difference between 
ninety-five (95%) per cent of Contract 
Rents actually collected and utilities in the 
ease of a Housing Development contained 
in the class set forth in Section 29-16 here- 
in which is assisted puruant to Section 8 
of the U.S. Houing Act of 1937, as amended 
by the Housing and Community Develop- 
ment Act of 1974, and ten (10%) per cent 
of Annual Shelter Rents in the case of a 
Housing Development in the class set forth 
in Section 29-16 which is assisted pursuant 
to the National Housing Act of 1934, as 
amended by the Housing and Urban De- 
velopment Act of 1968. 


Sec, 29-18. Payment of Service Charge. 


The service charge in lieu of taxes as de- 
termined hereunder shall be payable in the 
Same manner as general property taxes are 
payable to the City except that the annual 
payment shall be paid on or before July 1 
of the year following the year upon which 
the charge is calculated. 


Sec, 29-19. Severability. 


The various sections and provisions of 
this article shall be deemed to be severable, 
and should any section or provisions of this 
article be declared by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction to be unconstitutional 
or invalid the same shall not affect the 
validity of this article as a whole or any 
section or provision hereof other than the 
section or provision so declared to be un- 
constitutional or invalid.

ORDINANCE NO. 515 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, _PROVIDING 
THAT CHAPTER 26 OF THE CODE OF 
ORDINANCES, CITY OF LANSING, 
MICHIGAN, BE AMENDED BY REVIS- 
ING SECTIONS 26-15, 26-16, 26-18 and 
26-34(e) OF SAID CODE, 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1, That Chapter 26 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended by revising Sections 
26-15, 26-16, 26-18 and 26-34(e) of said 
Code so that such sections shall read as 
follows: 


Sec. 26-15. Membership in system—Who 
is included. 


(a) The membership of the retirement 
system shall include (1) all persons who 
are employees, as defined in subsection (2) 
of section 26-1, and (2) all persons who be- 
come employees except as provided in sub- 
section (b) of this section, 


(b) The membership of the retirement 
system shall not include (1) employees who 
are employed by the board of water and 
light, (2) employees who are members of 
the police and fire service retirement fund 
established under chapter 16 of the city 
charter, and the policemen’s and firemen’s 
retirement system established under chap- 
ter 16 of the city charter, and (8) em- 
ployees who are employed in positions 
normally requiring less than two thousand 
hours of work per annum. 


(ce). A member who ceases to be em- 
ployed by the city in a membership posi- 
tion shall thereupon cease to be a member. 


{d) In any case of doubt as to the re- 
tirement system membership status of any 
employee the board of trustees shall decide 
the question. 


Section 26-16, Re-employment of a re- 
tirant. 


{a) In the event a retirant, who retired 
under section 26-21, returns to the employ 
of kod city, the following conditions shall 
apply: 


(1) He shall again become a member of 
the retirement system, nothwithstanding 
his status of retirant. 
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(2) During the period of his re-employ- 
ment by the city payment of his retirement 
allowance shall be suspended. Upon his 
subsequent separation from city employ- 
ment payment of his retirement allowance 
shall be resumed without change. 


(3) Upon his subsequent separation from 
city employment he shall be entitled to 
another retirement allowance computed ac- 
cording to section 26-22, regardless of the 
number of years of credited service acquired 
during such re-employment. His said retire- 
ment shall be computed on the number of 
years and months of credited service ac- 
quired by him during the period of his 
re-employment and his final average com- 
pensation determined for the period of such 
re-employment. Upon his subsequent re- 
tirement he shall have the right to elect 
an option, provided in section 26-27, with 
respect to such subsequent retirement al- 
lowance. 


(4) In lieu of receiving a retirement 
allowance provided in this subsection he 
shall have the right to the return of his 
accumulated contributions acquired during 
the period of such re-employment by the 
city. 


(6) During the period of his re-employ- 
ment by the city sections 26-24, 26-25, 
26-26, 26-28, 26-29 and 26-30 shall not apply 
with respect to him. 


Sec. 26-18. Same—Rules governing. 


(a) The board of trustees shall fix and 
determine, by appropriate rules and regu- 
lations not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this chapter, the amount of service to 
be credited a member in any calendar 
year; but in no case shall less than ten 
days of service rendered by him in any 
ealendar month be credited as a month of 
service, nor shal] less than eight months 
of service rendered by him in any calendar 
year be credited as a year of service, nor 
shall more than one year of service be 
eredited any member for all service ren- 
dered by him in any calendar year, 


(b) Credited service shall be forfeited 
and no longer in force in the event the 
individual’s accumulated contributions are 
withdrawn from the employees savings 
fund and paid to the individual or a bene 
ficiary (including an estate), except as pro- 
vided in section 26-28, 


(c) A member may have forfeited credit 
service restored to his/her account upon 
aeenctien of each of the following con- 
itions : 


(1) Membership recommences' within 
four (4) years from and after the last date 
of termination of membership. 


(2) The retirement system is paid the 
total amount of accumulated contributions 
previously withdrawn plus regular interest 
from the date(s) of withdrawal to the 
date(s) of repayment. Repayment shall be 
made in accordance with subsection (e) of 
section 26-34. 
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Sec. 26-34. Employees savings fund. 


(e) In addition to the contributions de- 
ducted from the compensation of a member 
as hereinbefore provided, a member shall, 
in order to qualify for prior service credit, 
deposit in the employees savings fund, by 
a single payment or by in increased rate 
of contribution as determined by the board 
of trustees, the accumulated contributions, 
if any, he withdrew therefrom, together 
with regular interest from the date of with- 
drawal to the date of repayment. Repay- 
ment shall be made in accordance with the 
rules the board of trustees shall from time 
to time determine. The rules shall not re- 
quire full repayment prior to the date 
which is one (1) year following the date 
of renewed membership nor shall the rules 
permit full repayment to extend beyond 
the date which is four (4) years following 
the date of renewed membership or fol- 
lowing the effective date of this amend- 
ment, whichever is later. If a member dies 
prior to completion of repayment and 
leaves a spouse, the spouse may pay the 
balance due within sixty (60) days of the 
member’s death, In no case shall any 
member be given credit for service rendered 
prior to the date he withdrew his accumu- 
lated contributions until he repays to the 
employees savings fund all amounts due 
such fund by him.

MARVAC 
sponsors the Lansing Camper and Trailer 
Show at the Civic Center every year, 


In sponsoring the Lansing Camper and 
Trailer Show, MARVAC sublet the Civic 
Center to various dealers who brought their 
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recreational vehicles into the facility. Sev- 
eral vehicles were stored outside the Civic 
Center prior to the show and an accumula- 
tion of ice formed on the undercarriages of 
each. Subsequent to the vehicles being 
taken into the Civic Center, the ice melted 
causing large deposits of moisture on the 
Civic Center floor and stage. The moisture 
deposited on the stage seeped into the floor 
causing extensive damage.

Dear Colleagues: 


The above captioned neighborhood has 
undergone rapid growth over the last few 
years. A large number of apartment build- 
ings have been built in the area in addition 
with the single family homes already exist- 
ing. As a result, this neighborhood now 
has almost no buildable land left on it. 
There is an acute need for an establishment 
of a park in this neighborhood while what 
little vacant land remains is still available 
for that use. Hopefully, in the next few 
weeks we will be able to resolve that issue 
and set aside sufficient land either through 
purchase or donation to resolve that impor- 
tant issue in this neighborhood. 


A second major issue confronting this 
neighborhood, however, is its location be- 
tween two major arterial streets, Cedar and 
Pennsylvania. Unfortunately, this neighbor- 
hood is used as a shortcut by much non-local 
traffic, both car and truck, that uses the 
east/west connecting streets to go through 
the neighborhood rather than Miller or 
Jolly roads. Many residents have com- 
plained that it is both noisy and dangerous 
because of this influx of outside traffic. It 
would appear that there is an immediate 
need for the Planning and Traffic Depart- 
ments to coordinate in developing a circu- 
lation plan for this neighborhood that would 
incorporate several things: 


1. It would discourage non-local traffic 
from utilizing the residential streets 
to go through the neighborhood. 


2. Install stop or yield signs at existing 
intersections that are unsigned and 
appear to be creating problems for the 
neighborhood. 


8. Redesign and reconstruction of the 
potentially hazardous intersection of 
Kaynorth and Northrup to insure 
driver and pedestrian safety. 


4. Truck traffic should be absolutely pro- 
hibited in the neighborhood except for 
local deliveries. 


5. Ingress into the neighborhood should 
be severely restricted by eliminating 
some of the intersection with Cedar 
and Pennsylvania. 


I request that City Council send this let- 
ter to the Physical Development Committee 
for development of appropirate policy so 
that plans to alleviate these conditions can 
be developed. Such plans should be done 
with the aid and assistance and coopera- 
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tion of the neighborhood. I feel such a 
plan could be prepared in approximately a 
month’s period of time and implemented by 
this spring.

On Tuesday, September 5, 1978, by an 
8-0 vote, you approved a resolution (at- 
tached) establishing a Public Hearing date 
on October 2, 1978, to consider the recon- 
struction of Hillsadle, Lenawee and Rulison 
streets in preparation for modifying the 
Physical Development Plan for Neighbor- 
hood Development Area Number 1, 


Original estimates for the reconstruction 
of these streets, according to the Public 
Service Deparment was $46,000. The esti- 
mated cost of the suggested improvements 
now is approximately $60,000, and that cost 
may increase by 10%, since it is unlikely 
the project can commence until the Spring 
of 1979. The Reserved for Contingencies 
and/or Local Option Account of the Com- 
munity Development Block Grant, Year 
Number One, contains roughly $47,000, and 
another $34,000 remains in Year Number 
Two, for a total of $81,000, for use by all 
three Neighborhood Development Areas, not 
just one, 


THEREFORE, I AM RECOMMENDING 
THAT YOU IMMEDIATELY SEEK THE 
ADVICE OF THE CITIZENS’ COORDI- 
NATING COUNCIL, REGARDING THE 
USE OF THE FUNDS, UPON COMPLE- 
TION OF THE PUBLIC HEARING YOU 
HAVE SET FOR OCTOBER 2, 1978, SO 
THAT THERE WILL BE NO VIOLATION 
OF POLICY. That policy, established under 
the Citizens’ Participation Plan, date of 
August 1, 1978, in part reads as follows: 


CONTINGENCY AND LOCAL OPTION 
ACTIVITIES — If funds are set aside 
in the application for contingencies and/ 
or local option activities or the City has 
identified in its application activities that 
could replace any activities disapproved 
by HUD, the appropriate board and/or 
CCC shall have the opportunity to par- 
ticiapte in the selection of the activities 
to be undertaken, 


The Citizens’ Coordinating Council may 
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agree that the $60,000 needed should be 
taken from the $81,000 balance for all 
Neighborhood Development Areas, thereby 
resolving the matter. However, should the 
Citizens’ Coordinating Council object, you 
have a problem, and I recommend you at 
least give consideration to that possibility. 


In conjunction with this, you have an- 
other policy matter to be resolved, Pre- 
viously to your giving thought to the re- 
eonstrucion of Hillsdale, Lenawee and Ruli- 
son sreets, you approved having those spe- 
cific streets partially surfaced and patched 
at an estmated cost of $18,500, a project 
ready to get underway. If you do not make 
a decision very shortly, the net result could 
be that the sreets in question will be par- 
tially resurfaced and patched in October at 
a cost of $13,500, only to be torn up seven 
or eight months later for a $60,000 plus 
project.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


The Thomas Brothers Garage does busi- 
ness and is located at the above capitioned 
addresses. Access to the warehoue located 
on the property is gained via an alley ex- 
tending from a back lot of the garage south 
to Eureka Street. On either side of the alley 
and across the street the property is zoned 
residential. 


For the past few years there have been 
several complaints from the residential 
neighbors to the south concerning the heavy 
trnek traffic on Eureka Street, City offi- 
cials have tried to persuade the Thomas 
Brothers to construct another access point to 
their warehouse so as to divert traffic off 
of Eureka Street and onto Michigan Ave- 
nue, Every attempt has been met by a sub- 
sequent refusal. 


The City Council has a continued interest 
in the preservation of the residential neigh- 
borhood south of the Thomas Brothers Ga- 
rage. 


Elimination of the excessive traffic on 
Eureka Street would help to insure the sta- 
bility of the neighborhood. 


Additionally, the Bingham Street School 
is less than three blocks west of the Thomas 
Brothers alley on Eureka Street. A reduc- 
tion in traffic on Eureka Street will make 
the neighborhood streets much safer to chil- 
dren going to and from school. 


Therefore, it is recommended that the 
Property Manager, Director of Planning 
and the City Attorney be authorized to ini- 
tiate proceedings for the vacation of the 
alley behind the Thomas Brothers Garage 
extending south to Eureka Street and to 
commence negotiations for the purchase of 
that vacated section and the two strips of 
land adjoining the vacated land and owned

coming. MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103) 
states: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agen- 
cy knew, or in the exercise of reason+ 
able diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a rea- 
sonable time to repair the defect before 
the injury took place. Knowledge of the 
defect and time to repair the same shall 
be conclusively presumed when the de- 
fect existed so as to be readily apparent 
to an ordinarily observant person for a 


period of 30 days or longer before the- 


injury took place.” 


The Public Service Department informs 
this office that they first became aware of 
this accident on August 17, 1978 and in- 
vestigated the same day. Their investiga- 
tion disclosed that between the date of the 


accident on July 7 and their notification. of* 


it on August 17, the curbing in question 
had been repaired by a crew working North 
Butler and ‘adjacent streets. 


There is no evidence that the City of 
Lansing knew of, or should have known 
of the broken curbing before the accident 
took place and the claimant has presented 
no proof to the contrary. Therefore, the 
City is immune from liability for the bro- 
ken curb. 


Based on the foregoing and because of 
the fact that all pedestrians have a duty to 
use sidewalks in a prudent and reasonably 
safe manner, it is the recommendation of 
this office that the claim be denied.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


On November 10, 1977, Ms. Colleen Stein- 
man, an employee of the Finance Depart- 
ment, signed a job posting in the Personnel 
Department for a Contract Specialist VIII 
in the Manpower Office. After interview- 
ing five applicants for the posted job, Mr. 
John Houldsworth, Manpower Director, 
hired Mr. Carl Belen to fill the vacancy. 
On December 8, 1977, Mr. Houldsworth no- 
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tified the other four applicants of his de- 
cision and thanked them for their applica- 
tions. On December 14, 1977 Ms. Steinman 
submitted a formal grievance in writing to 
Mr. Houldsworth alleging that Section VI 
of the City of Lansing Personnel Rules 
dealing with seniority had been violated by 
Mr. Houldsworth’s selection of Mr. Belen. 
As a result of Ms. Steinman’s formal griev- 
anee, Mr. Houldsworth and Ms. Steinman 
exchanged communiques in an attempt to 
clarify their respective positions. Ms. Stein- 
man and Mr. Houldsworth were unable to 
resolve their differences with respect to Mr. 
Belen’s hiring and subsequently contacted 
Mr. Daniel Bodwin, Personnel Director, for 
further fact-finding pursuant to Ms. Stein- 
man’s grievance, 


On January 16, 1978, a hearing was 
scheduled and held in the Personnel Depart- 
ment in an attempt to seek a resolution of 
the grievance. This meeting was attended 
by Ms. Steinman, Mr. Houldsworth, Mr. Ed 
Piloske, an applicant for the position, Mr. 
Stephen Kintz, Assistant Personnel Direc- 
tor, and Mr. Richard Letts, Affirmative 
Action Officer for the City of Lansing. On 
February 1, 1978, Ms. Steinman again con- 
tacted Mr. Bodwin indicating that she was 
not satisfied with the hearing of January 
16 and requested that Mr. Bodwin refer her 
grievance to the Personnel Committee of 
bent Lansing City Council for a recommen- 

on. 


Ms. Steinman was granted a hearing be- 
fore the Personnel Committee after ade- 
quate notice in which to prepare her case. 
The hearing was conducted on February 23, 
24, and 28, 1978. Mr. Terry McKane, 
Chairman of the Personnel Committee, and 
Mr. William Brenke, a member of the Per- 
sonnel Committee, sat en banc and presided 
over the adversary hearing. Ms. Steinman 
and Mr. Houldsworth were both instructed 
that they could make opening statements, 
call witnesses for testimony, examine wit- 
nesses against them, and give final argu- 
ments during the hearing. 


Mr. McKane and Mr. Brenke, after hav- 
ing conducted the hearing and deliberation 
on the issues in the case, issued a written 
opinion dated April 18, 1978 concluding 
that Ms. Steinman’s grievance had no merit 
and recommending its denial but further 
recommending that a five person advisory 
committee be established by City Council to 
draft adequate grievance procedures and 
examine the Personnel Rules as a whole 
for possible inequities or contradictions. 
This latter committee has been subsequently 
formed and is currently meeting weekly 
pursuant to their charge. 


The City Council of the City of Lansing 
was unable to resolve Ms. Steinman’s griev- 
ance or concur in the recommendations of 
the Personnel Committee. 


As a result of this inaction and her gen- 
eral displeasure, Ms. Steinman filed an 
Equal Employment Opportunity complaint 
naming Mr. Houldsworth and the City of 
Lansing Personnel Department as defend- 
ants in a sex discrimination charge con- 
cerning the hiring of Mr. Belen. On June 
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30, 1978, Mr. Houldsworth received a letter 
from Ms. Dolores Rozzi of the Equal Em- 
ployment Oportunity Commission urging 
him to consider entering into a negotiated 
settlement with Ms. Steinman. Mr. Houlds- 
worth forwarded Ms. Rozzi’s communica- 
tion to Mr. James T. Heos, Senior Assist- 
ant City Attorney in charge of the Stein- 
man complaint for a response. Mr. Heos 
broached the subject of a possible negoti- 
ated settlement with the Committee of the 
Whole of the City Council. After consider- 
ation of the matter, the Committee of the 
Whole directed Mr. Heos not to make a 
substantive offer to Ms. Steinman. 


Subsequently, the Equal Empolyment Op- 
portunity Commission initiated its investi- 
gation of the matter by sending Ms. Carol 
Crane to the City of Lansing to interview 
employees. Since then, Mr. Heos and Ms. 
Crane have continued to discuss possible 
settlement of Ms. Steinman’s claim. Re- 
cently, Mr. Heos, Ms. Crane and Ms. Stein- 
man reached a tentative settlement whereby 
Ms. Steinman will be given every oppor- 
tunity to apply and be considered for any 
existing or newly created position in the 
City of Lansing so long as she remains an 
employee of the City of Lansing. As con- 
sideration for this offer, Ms. Steinman will 
sign a settlement agreement indicating that 
she will not initiate a lawsuit against the 
City under Title 7 of the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964. A oer of that agreement is at- 
tached here’ 


After making a thorough inspection of 
the document and researching its ramifica- 
tions. I have concluded that acceptance of 
this agreement is in the best interest of the 
City of Lansing, Although execution of 
this document will not prevent Ms. Stein- 
man from seeking other remedies, it does 
eliminate her present cause of action under 
the Equal Employment Opportunity Act. 
Therefore, I request that Mr. James Heos 
be given authority to execute the settlement 
agreement on behalf of the City of Lansing.

On September 11, 1978, a request by Mr. 
Larry Parker of 1416 New York Avenue 
for a City-wide annual clean-up project was 
forwarded to the Mayor’s Office. This re- 
quest was reviewed by the Public Service 
Department, which had previously reviewed 
a similar request of June 3, 1978, made by 
Mr. Parker on behalf of the Citizens’ Dis- 
trict Council No. 8. The CDC had elected 
to not spend any more Community Develop- 
ment dollars allocated to the north side for 
trash pick-up, but requested that this be 
subsidized from the City general fund. 


I cannot recommend this program to you. 
My recommendation against such a pro- 
gram is based on the following reasons: 


1) The large cost of this program, esti- 
mated by the Public Service Depart- 
ment at $119,020 in both actual ex- 
penses and loss of revenue from the 
sale of orange bags; 


2) This program would totally tie up all 
trash collection in the City of Lan- 
sing for approximately seven days, 
using every available man and truck; 


8) The participation in the orange bag 
program would considerably decrease 
as residents hold back items for free 
pick-up, thus being counter-productive 
to our regular program; 


4) The advice of the Public Service 
Board was not to establish such a pro- 
gram now that regular city-wide serv- 
ice has been instituted. 


I would like to exemplify those points. 
The Public Service Department ran a simi- 
lar program in 1971, making 2,184 trips to 
the landfill at a program cost of $37,833, 
This was when the Aurelius Road landfill 
was in use and there was no dumping 
charge. Now, a charge of $1.15 per cubic 
yard would be paid for use of the private 
landfill. Labor costs and costs of truck 
usage have also increased. 


This program was dropped because of 
the institution of a city-wide pickup in 
1975. The city’s general fund subsidy to 
that program for this year is already 
$199,199. That subsidy has been held that 
low only because the participation rate has 
inereased substantially, from 88.8% in the 
first year of the program to 54.0% last 
year and 58.4% for the week of September 
5, 1978. As a result, the cost per bag col- 
lected has decreased from 10.0 cents sub- 
sidy per bag to 2.2 cents subsidy per bag 
collected. However, the tendency is to use 
free pickup whenever possible and not pay 
for the orange bags. In the 1971 pickup, 
for instance, the Public Service director re- 
ported one household with 80 or more bar- 
rels of trash in the garage. This is defi- 
nitely to be discouraged. 


For the first two months of this fiscal 
year, sales of orange bags are up approxi- 
mately 15% over the comparable period last 
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year. And there is little that would be dis- 
posed of in an annual pick-up that cannot 
already be handled through the regular 
pickup service. Special clean-ups for in- 
dividual properties can be handled by pri- 
vate contractors, at the expense of the fam~ 
ily benefitting. 


The effort to dispose of accumulated 
trash from the homes of the Community 
Development area was commendable. I be- 
lieve this success can be looked at not only 
from the standpoint of a “free’’ service, but 
ean also be attributed to the fine promo- 
tional efforts of the Community Develop- 
ment Department and Human Resources 
Department staff who worked with the Cit- 
izens District Council on this project. Nat- 
urally, the CDC may recommend expendi- 
ture of Community Development dollars in 
a way deemed most beneficial to the neigh- 
borhood. I cannot, however, recommend 
such a program on a city-wide basis with 
our limited local dollars.

At your Council meeting of Monday, Sep- 
tember 11, 1978, a request by Oxford De- 
velopment to temporarily use Marion Street 
for construction traffic to the Somerset 
seniors housing project was referred to the 
Mayor’s Office, to the public Service Board 
and to the Traffic Board. Mr. Dougan of 
my office was at work on that request the 
following day in discussion with Oxford 
and with Councilman Baker, who said he 
had a constituent file on this problem. In 
particular, the complaints about construc- 
tion traffic have come from one family 
whose property directly abuts this project. 


Mr. Dougan and Mr. Baker agreed in 
their conversation September 12 that the 
letter which had been received from Oxford 
was already outdated because of their con- 
versations with the developer since that 
date. Oxford Development has since sub- 
mitted another more specific letter with a 
more limited request, which I believe you 
have seen on the communications section of 
this evening’s agenda. Oxford vice-presi- 
dent Ed Kleinman and project supervisor 
Tom Meyers have assured my office that 
the great majority of this traffic has al- 
ready ceased to use Marion Street and is 
now using the temporary access off Holmes 
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Road. Only a small number of delivery 
trucks, such as those with loads of trusses, 
have been using Marion Street, and those 
instances have been mostly during our re- 
cent inclement weather. 


The driveway to the project has been out- 
lined with curb and gutter, and Mr. Meyers 
said that asphalt paving had been sched- 
uled during the week of September 12. 
However, Oxford’s subcontractor, Spartan 
Asphalt, was delayed in work in the Jack- 
son area by the rain and was unable to 
work at the Somerset project. The Somer- 
set drive is presently a muddy bog, and will 
require several days of dry weather before 
paving can begin. Once that paving is 
complete, Oxford has assured my office and 
I believe Councilman Baker as well that all 
traffic will be handled through Holmes 
Road. In the meantime, and in the interest 
of developing these 100 units so badly 
needed by the seniors in the Lansing area, 
Oxford has decided that it is better to con- 
tinue the project than stop work entirely 
until this driveway is paved. 


Mr. Meyers did advise, however, that the 
residents on Marion Street and Warwick 
Drive will endure another temporary diffi- 
culty in the near future when Consumers 
Power constructs its gas line from a main 
on Warwick Drive by digging through Mar- 
ion Street to the southeast corner of the 
Somerset building. This work is antici- 
pated to take between one to two weeks. 
Following completion of the Consumers 
Power work and paving of the Somerset 
driveway, Mr. Meyers and Mr. Kleinman 
have both agreed that the gate at Marion 
Street would be closed and padlocked, prob- 
ably by October 15, 1978. 


Mr. Meyers said that Oxford will repair 
the damaged curb and gutter along Marion 
Street this fall and he could arrange addi- 
tional gravel if it is determined that Ox- 
ford has damaged Marion Street beyond its 
original condition. He said in his one con- 
versation with the family which has com- 
plained through Councilman Baker about 
this work that the family was very angry 
that the City has never paved Marion Street 
and that the family was also angry that 
this project was being developed in the first 
place. Any suggestion of violence, as al- 
luded to by Councilman Baker in the Sep- 
tember 18 meeting of the City Council, has 
originated on the part of that family, ac- 
cording to Mr. Meyers. 


This letter is to provide an update on this 
situation for members of the City Council, 
as requested by Councilman Baker at the 
September 18 meeting. However, I do be- 
lieve it is important that, once Council has 
requested the advice of boards through its 
referrals such as this referral of Septem- 
ber 11, that Council give those boards time 
to respond before demanding immediate ac- 
tion before the boards have had an oppor- 
tunity to meet.

I am sure you all share my concern about 
the delays in completion of the first block 
of the South Washington Promenade. We 
all recognize the inconvenience which has 
been caused to pedestrians and merchants 
in the 400 block South Washington Avenue. 
But I believe we also can all see what an 
improvement this construction has pro- 
vided, and will provide for the entire down- 
town when completed. 


In particular, the contractor for this 
project, Brown Brothers Construction, has 
run into unanticipated delays in delivery of 
the paving bricks which were proposed for 
the mall project. -The brick plant of the 
original supplier was entirely closed down 
for repairs, and an alternate supplier, who 
had promised to have bricks on hand for 
this project last Wednesday, September 20, 
was unable to make that commitment. The 
City’s architect, the Warren Holmes-Ken- 
neth Black Co., has worked with the con- 
tractor to find another supplier in order to 
finish this work, but have been unable to 
locate one. However, we do anticipate that 
bricks should be delivered this week which 
will enable the final work to be completed. 


In the meanwhile, the architect, contrac- 
tor and City Public Service Department will 
discuss some corrective measures for cer- 
tain construction elements. This will in- 
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clude some techniques to improve the drain- 
age in the mall and to assure quality per- 
formance on this work throughout. 


This entire situation, however, is further 
complicated by a Teamsters strike which 
has slowed deliveries for this project and 
other construction projects currently under- 
way by the City of Lansing, such as the 
North Lansing street improvements. Hence, 
it is not possible to accurately predict a re- 
opening date on the 400 block at this point. 
Every effort is being made to expedite this 
as much as possible. 


For landscaping in the 400 block, the 
architect and city staff have discussed 
measures to most effectively provide the 
bulk of plantings this fall, which should 
effectively complete the first block. Orig- 
inally, the landscaping has proposed to be 
handled for all four blocks simultaneously, 
but I have recommended that be changed 
to provide this landscaping quickly. The 
landscaping will include pines, honey lo- 
custs, crabs and little leaf lindens plus sod 
in some planter areas. A few additional 
shrubs will require spring planting. 


It has already been explained to many 
merchants in the remaining portions of the 
mall area that construction on the remain- 
der of the project will be delayed until 
spring, 1979. This has been necessary for 
two reasons: 1) the City has always prom- 
ised that no more than one block at a time 
would be under construction, and 2) the 
City has also promised that this econstruc- 
tion would not conflict with the holiday 
shopping season. It would be imprudent to 
begin additional construction at this time 
which might cause disruption during the 
heavy November shopping. I have also 
been advised that the most advantageous 
bidding time for the remainder of this proj- 
ect, which will be handled in one bid, will 
be during mid-January, in order that this 
would be the first project a contractor 
would begin during this spring. The archi- 
tect has explained to me that this should 
enable the project to remain within its 
original budget, as I recommended to you 
last January, : 


I am sure when the 400 block is com- 
pleted and when construction is underway 
on the remainder of the South Washington 
Promenade next spring, the City of Lan- 
sing will have a beautiful downtown project 
of which we can all be proud.

FINAL REPORT 
September 26, 1978 
Honorable Members of the 
Lansing City Council: 
Your Blue Ribbon Ad Hoc Committee on 
Property Assessment, created by your reso- 
lution of March 30, 1978, “for the purpose 


of studying and investigating the causes 
and reasons for the imposition of a tenta- 


tive property tax equalization factor of 1.08 - 
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for the 1978 tax year and for the purpose 
of reporting results of its investigation to 
the Lansing City Council along with such 
recommendations as it may have to prevent 
the imposition of a property tax equaliza- 
tion factor more than 1.0 in future years” 
reports as follows: 


I. ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEE 


The Committee held its first meeting on 
June 14, 1978, organizing itself with Rich- 
ard Porter, Chairperson, and Ann Riordan, 
Vice-Chairperson, and employed Dorothy 
Treska, Secretary. The Committee held 
fourteen meetings. The Committee inter- 
viewed and consulted with Paul Creevy 
Lansing City Assessor; Marion Hahn Dep- 
uty City Assessor; James Meyers, Senior 
Administrative Assistant for Computer Li- 
aison; Thomas Dunn, Director, Ingham 
County Equalization Department. 


All persons involved with the Committee 
gave information that was of assistance to 
the Committee, which included maps, 
charts, graphs, statistics, sales studies, ap- 
praisal studies, assessing manuals, equaliza- 
tion documents, and computer print-outs. 


Upon the conclusion of its review of all 
pertinent information, the Committee 
makes the following findings: 


II. FINDINGS 


A, The 1978 Ingham County Equalization 
Study of the City of Lansing indicated that 
Lansing’s estimate of its assessed value was 
46.5 million dollars low. 


B. Upon detailed analysis and review be- 
tween the City Assessor’s Office and the 
County’s Equalization Department, it was 
determined by the City that the 46.5 million 
dollar difference was accurate. 


C. Due to time pressure imposed by the 
tax calendar and lack of adequate staff and 
resources, the City found it difficult to fair- 
ly allocate the 46.5 million dollars among 
the various properties in the City. 


D. Under these circumstances, in early 
1978, the City was faced with only two 
choices: 


1. Spread the 46.6 million dollar differ- 
ence over all properties in the City, 
i.e,, allow an equalization factor of 
1.08 to be applied against each real 
property description; or 


2. Determine which neighborhoods, or 
classes of property (residential, com- 
mercial, or industrial), should bear 
the increase based on the imperfect in- 
formation existing at the time. 


E. For assessment purposes the City of 
Lansing is divided into seventy-five neigh- 
borhoods based on certain identifiable char- 
acteristics and natural geographic bound- 
aries. 


F. Certain of these neighborhoods, as 
currently defined, are not amenable to mass 
appraisal techniques now utilized by the 
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City. While mass appraisal techniques 
must be used by the City, they are no sub- 
stitute for the physical appraisal of indi- 
vidual properties; and this is particularly 
per of neighborhoods with high “Russell 
ndices.” 


G. These neighborhoods are characterized 
by widely fluctuating assessments in rela- 
tion to sales prices (high Russell Indices) 
which reflect high coefficients of disper- 
s10n. 


H. These neighborhoods can only be an- 
alyzed and properly assessed by field work 
currently beyond existing staff capacity. 


I. This field work requires addiitonal ap- 
praisal staff to properly inspect buildings 
and homes, conduct personal interviews of 
property owners, measure buildings, and 
perform all field tasks near the property 
being appraised. This work cannot be sub- 
stituted for by office-bound analysis of 
deeds and records, particularly in high 
“Russell Index” neighborhoods. 


J. Purchase and implementation of addi- 
tional computer hardware has been de- 
layed. Lack of computer resources impairs 
field work. 


K. There is a lack of understanding and 
familiarization with the computer within 
the Assessor’s office. 


L. There is no written description, in the 
English language, of specifically what the 
computer does and specifically how it is to 
be used. This hampers those not possessing 
detailed computer skills from taking full 
advantage of how the computer is used in 
helping to determine assessments and pre- 
vents citizens from understanding and ver- 
ifying how the computer is used in helping 
to determine assessments. 


M. Recent Michigan statutory and ad- 
ministrative developments created a greater 
need for time and money to be spent on the 
assessment function. For example: The 
administration of the “Matthieu-Gast Home 
Improvement Act,” the creation of develop- 
ment districts, the implementation of Mich- 
igan Tax Tribunal decisions, the Michigan 
Tax Commission administrative rulings, 
and the growth in Lansing’s tax base, all 
demand greater participation by the Assess- 
ing office than previously needed. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


In order to avoid the imposition of an 
equalization factor in, excess of 1.0 in the 
future, the Committee recommends the fol- 
lowing: 


1. The City should act favorably upon 
the recommendation of the City Assessor as 
to staffing so that every class of property 
and neighborhood may be analyzed yearly. 
In particular, existing staff vacancies 
should be immediately filled. 


2. Full funding for computer assisted 
assessment programs should be provided at 
once. 
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3. Additional staffing and time released 
by increased computer capability should be 


used to increase field work over the entire. 


city, but especially in those identified prob-° 
lem neighborhoods. There is no substitute 
for field work in correcting non-uniform 
assessments, particularly in the problem 
neighborhoods previously described. 


4. The Assessing office should immedi- 
ately develop a written manual that specifi-.

It has been brought to my attention by 
Mrs. Delma Lopez that the traffic and 
pavement conditions on the above refer- 
enced section of Ballard Street are atro- 
cious. More specifically, the street is used 
as a truck route for the manufacturing 
company on the corner of Oakland and Bal- 
lard, The street is a 26’ wide street and 
was not constructed to carry this type of 
heavy trucking. As a result of this traffic 
and long years of neglect, the pavement, 
and curb and gutter in this area are in ex- 
tremely poor condition. 


The following solution seems apparent 
and if implemented would solve many of 
these neighborhood problems, First of all, 
a cul-de-sac or at a minimum a “No Truck’”’ 
sign should be erected at the intersection 
of Ballard and Porter Streets so that trucks 
cannot proceed down the residential portion 
of Ballard Street. Second of all, repaving 
of this street and a new curb and gutter for 
the street should be investigated for inclu- 
sion in next year’s Capital Improvements 
Program for street resurfacing. 


I would appreciate having this letter out- 
lining these problems forwarded to the 
Public Service and Traffic Departments for 
recommendations via the Mayor’s Office to 
the City Council as soon as possible.

You have requested my office to report 
to you as to my recommendations regarding 
the Edgewood Blvd. project. Let me briefly 
review the record for you. Since 1964 the 
Edgewood Blvd. project has heen under 
serious discussion by the City of Lansing. 
On ten separate occasions you, the City 
Council, with at least two thirds support 
of your membership have approved the de- 
velopment of Edgewood Bivd. and directed 
the staff of several departments to proceed 
with its implementation. Based on your 
decision, thousands of dollars of both pri- 
vate and public funds have been invested 
consistent with the policy established. A 
private consultant was hired to look at de- 
sign alternatives, and to prepare an Envi- 
ronmental Impact report. The project has 
received the endorsement of the Planning, 
Public Service and Traffic Boards and en- 
vironmental clearance from the State of 
Michigan, the Federal Government and the 
Michigan Environmental Review Board. 


Since 1964, numterous and well publicized 
public hearings and general information 
meetings were held to receive citizen imput 
prior to each decision regarding this proj- 
ect. Any claim that citizens were unaware 
of the project must be attributed to in- 
difference. ae 
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Based upon my review of the record, I 
can see no reason to abandon your long 
established policy regarding this project. 
My office is prepared to implement this 
project in a manner that will protect the 
present residents of the area as well as pro- 
vide for the future development needs of 
the City. 


On September 11th, 1978, you heard sev- 
eral representatives from the Cooperatives 
who expressed concerns about the rising 
noise levels from the inter-state freeway to 
the south. These concerns, I believe, are 
legitimate and it is the intention of my 
office to contact officials at the Michigan 
Department of Highway and Transporta- 
tion to secure their commitment to con- 
struct noise berms along the freeway right- 
of-way to protect the housing development 
from the effects of noise resulting from 
sigh speed traffic on the inter-state free- 
way system.

In the recent past, I forwarded to you a 
communication expressing my sincere con- 
cerns of the falure of the U. S. Senate and 
the U. S. House of Representatives to ap- 
prove the continuation of funding for the 
Comprehensive Employment Training Act. 
My recommendations received strong oppo- 
sition from Councilman Richard Baker who 
quoted from a letter signed by Michael A. 
Quinn, Executive Director, Lansing Tri- 
County Regional Manpower Administration. 
In his letter, Michael A. Quinn, opposed my 
recommendation to freeze CETA positions, 
assuming that all would be well, though 
cautiously optimistic in his views. 


Surprisingly, I received a completely dif- 
ferent view in a communication from Mi- 
chael A. Quinn, dated September 26, 1978. 
A copy of that communication is attached. 
Please note: 


—That Mr. Quinn advises that the Chica- 
go Regional Office of the U. 8. Depart- 
ment of Labor, has not executed con- 
tracts with the Lansing Tri-County Con- 
sortium, because of the inaction on the 
part of the U. S. Senate and the U. S. 
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House of Representatives, to provide ade- 
quate funds to carry on in a normal 
fashion; 


—That we may utilize unspent carry-over 
funds from our Fiscal Year 1978, con- 
tract, which officially ends September 80, 
to begin our Fiscal Year 1979 program 
operations, effective October 1; 


—That it must be expressly understood 
by the City of Lansing, and other con- 
tractors, that the continuation of the 
CETA employment can only be carried 
on through the 81st day of October, 1978, 
and that to do otherwise we would be 
proceeding at our own risk. 


The aforementioned is a completely dif- 
ferent approach taken by Michael A. Quinn 
just a few weeks ago. 


James W. Dowsett, Director of Finance 
for the City of Lansing, advises that the 
total annua] CETA payroll for City depart- 
ments, plus fringe benefits, amounts to 
$3,325,104, which equates to an approxi- 
mate monthly cost of $277,000. For the City 
of Lansing to continue the Federally estab- 
lished program with local General Fund 
dollars would mean a property tax increase 
of $4.10 per $1,000 of assessed valuation. 
Further, if the City of Lansing were to also 
pick up from the General Fund the con- 
tracts of a variety of sub-agencies you have 
approved, the cost would be an additional 
$2,400,000, or another $3.00 per $1,000 of 
assessed valuation, FOR A REQUIRED 
PROPERTY TAX INCREASE OF MORE 
THAN $7.00 per $1,000 OF ASSESSED 
VALUATION. I am of the opinion that the 
imposing of $100.00 in property tax per 
average household is unreasonable. It is 
something I oppose. 


The inaction on the part of the U. S. 
Senate and the U. S. House of Representa- 
tives, to continue the 500 CETA positions 
in the City of Lansing is most unfortunate. 
Certaily, it must lead to great apprehension 
on the part of the employees concerned. It 
has left the City of Lansing in a position 
of having to notify all departments and 
sub-agencies : 


—That all CETA employees are to be no- 
tified no later than October 17, of their 
upcoming termination at the end of the 
working day of October 81, 1978; 


—tThat all CETA employees should be in- 
structed to use all accrued vacation days, 
the last day of such vacation to be Oc- 
tober 31, 1978, since there will be no 
CETA funds to pay for vacation time 
after that date, if CETA is not re-funded. 


One of these days, hopefully the U. S. 
Senate and the U. S. House of Representa 
tives will complete their deliberations and 
will continue the CETA program, at the 
present level. In that event, the discharge 
slips of the employees concerned can 
withdrawn.

I would like to bring to your attention 
several matters which are related to the 
construction of the South Washington Mall. 
These should address Councilman Baker’s 
concerns about the 400 block, Councilman 
Hull’s concerns about the “limited free park- 
ing plan” for downtown Lansing and 
should provide some update on mall prog- 
ress, 


Last Tuesday morning, a meeting was 
held in the 400 block with Duncan Black 
and staff from the Warren Holmes-Kenneth 
Black Co., John Baker and George Gilner 
of Brown Brothers Construction, Dan 
Schiffer Mason Contractor, Robert Backus 
of the Public Service Department and my 
administrative assistant Steve Dougan. This 
group reviewed several elements of the 400 
block construction for which unanticipated 
corrections must be made. Specifically, the 
discussion concerned: 


1. Finishing construction with bricks 
which were delivered last Monday, 
September 25 


2. Relocation of a fire hydrant, at the 
recommendation of the Fire Marshal 


3. Leveling bricks in the center lane 
where the original bricks were temp- 
orarily removed to replace utilities 


4. Correcting drainage problems on the 
west isde of the street where construc- 
tion did not meet specifications, in- 
cluding lowering of one catch basin 
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5. Application on a test basis of a thin- 
layer sealant material over existing 
bie ag which project beneath the side- 
wal 


6. Landscaping, as discussed in my let- 
ae 2 pe City Council of September 
» 1978. 


This does not include split rail fences, as 
suggested at last week’s City Council meet- 
ing. It was the opinion of the persons in- 
volved in this project that the combination 
of rolled curb and elevated planter bed 
should be sufficient to avoid any difficulties 
ee persons once this project is com- 
pleted. 


The items discussed at this meeting had 
all been listed, with the exception of the 
split rail fence, when the meeting was set 
on Thursday, September 21. Further, it 
was advised that plywood was not neces- 
sary over the asphalt bed for bricks because 
that asphalt was hard and because of the 
bricks being laid at the end of the week, 


Secondly, let me present some further ex- 
planation on the rest of the construction 
schedule. Again, as identified in my letter 
of September 22, the remainder of the proj- 
ect will be bid as one package at the end 
of the year. This is preferred timing be- 
cause the contractors will be best able to 
judge 1979 costs and yet they should not be 
booked up with next year’s jobs. Also, it 
is preferable to bid one large job rather 
than four small ones, for both the maxi- 
mum efficiency and most favorable pricing. 


As I reminded City Council last week, the 
City has promised to only be in construc- 
tion of one block at a time, minimize dis- 
ruption to business downtown, and the City 
promised not to interfere with Christmas 
shopping season. It would not be possible 
to bid one of the remaining blocks and 
guarantee completion of construction before 
the start of holiday shopping. 


Some City Council members questioned 
why the “side street’? work was not to be 
done at this time, as had been proposed 
earlier this summer, That decision was 
made at a meeting of the project Coordinat- 
ing Committee on July 27, 1978, at a meet- 
ing attended by Robert Black chairman 
of the Coordinating Committee; Duncan 
Black; Steve Dougan; Alan Tubbs; Richard 
Kositchek, chairman of the Downtown De- 
velopment Authority, and Ron Owens, 
chairman of the Downtown Business Coun- 
cil. It was the opinion of the merchant or- 
ganizations involved that work should pro- 
ceed on the four blocks of the mall plus 
Michigan Avenue as a priority, and that 
the ‘‘side streets’’ should be delayed until 
the first work was completed. It was he- 
lieved that the visible impact of the side 
street project was minimal in comparison 
to the mall work. It was also the advice 
of the Finance Department and the Public 
Service Department that the side street 
work, estimated at $181,000, should be the 
first budget item that would be reduced in 
cost, if necessary, to complete the rest of 
the project. Therefore, it was advised by 
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both those departments that the side street 
work should be done last. 


That decision would seem to be an ad- 
ministrative one just as much as the de- 
cision to do the 400 block first rather than 
the 100, 200 or 300 blocks, or as much as 
which side of the street to begin the project. 


Thirdly, I would like to discuss Council- 
man Hull’s reqeust for a ‘‘free parking” re- 
port. May I remind Councilman Hull of 
the letter submitted by the Parking Com- 
mittee to the Buildings and Properties Com- 
mittee dated September 18, 1978, and signed 
by Mr, Boettcher (attached). May I fur- 
ther remind Councilman Hull that the pur- 
chase of the Central Apartments, as recom- 
mended by the Parking Committee, has 
been sitting before Buildings and Proper- 
ties, and now this Council, for just as long 


as the ‘“‘free parking’’ recommendations 


have been before city staff. 


However, more crucial to the report 
which is pending are the list of concerns 
developed by the Parking Committee (at- 
tached). Of great importance to that group 
was that the assessment for “free” parking 
not begin until the mall portion was com- 
pleted. I would ask for Council to establish 
policy on this matter. Should the 400 block 
be the only area to be specially assessed, 
and, if so, for free parking? The 400 block 
merchants have repeatedly said they do not 
want attended parking, so it is not possible 
to establish a 90-minute “free” program. 


Additionally, the Parking Committee 
noted the distinctions between its short- 
term program and the development of some 
long-range planning to accommodate the 
future parking needs in the downtown area, 
regardless of “free” or “pay-for” parking. 
A report by the Planning Department on 
“Downtown, Parking — Problems and Poli- 
cies” is attached. Some of the critical is- 
sues related to the criminal justice facility, 
100 block development, other proposed 
buildings have not been dealt with, but 
those clearly will be policy questions for 
which the input of the City Council will be 


needed. 


This entire question is also made more 
complex by the needs facing the city park- 
ing system. The attached letter from Mr. 
Severy dated September 14, 1978, briefly 
explains the recommendations from the 
parking system consultant in the consult- 
ant’s May, 1978 study. The Parking Com- 
mittee did not have benefit of this data 
until their report had been submitted to 
the Buildings and Properties Committee. 
Please note two important items will be 
fortheoming: 1) an engineering study to 
detail repairs necessary to the city parking 
ramps, and 2) a recommendation for rate 
increases in order to keep the parking sys- 
tem solvent. Hence, the $200,000 figure 
used by the Parking Committee is outdated 
and insufficient to cover the exnenses nec- 
essary to fulfill the obligations expressed 
in the covenants of the parking ramp 
bonds. As detailed by Mr. Severy, some 
recommendations on parking rate increases 
will be forthcoming during the month of 
October. 
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This does not excuse departments missing 
a deadline which had previously been com- 
mitted. However, because of the many dif- 
ficulties which have been pointed out, the 
efforts to develop a detailed assessment 
figure and to institute a special assessment 
Le a would seem most inappro- 
priate, 


It behooves us all to expend our energies 
on those most pressing crises and, when 
the mall work is assured a specific comple- 
tion date, the staff departments will work 
under my direction to provide whatever in- 
formation is required by the City Council 
to establish a special assessment. Members 
of the Council have long agreed with my 
recommendation that the merchants should 
financially participate in order to make 
the South Washington Mall a reality.

On Monday, October 2, 1978, you ap- 
proved by an 8-0 vote a Resolution author- 
izing $18,706 for the New Way In Youth 
Adult Facility. Of the total, $14,706 is to 
be transferred by the Committee on Finance 
and an approval was granted to carry for- 
ward the residual in the present account of 
not less than $4,000. 


On Wednesday, October 4, I secured a 
copy of the contract you have been dealing 
with and note an error in the figures you 
used in your Resolution. For example, the 
Resolution figure of $18,706 should be 
$18,039, the $14,706 figure in the Resolu- 
tion should be $13,922.80 and the $4,000 
used for the residual figure in actuality 
should be $4,116.70. In short, you have 
provided $667 more than is necessary and 
actually requested. 


In addition, I am advised that the New 
Way In Youth Adult Facility will be re- 
turning on approximately December 1, 
1978, for another $10,000, or more, to sup- 
plement the $115,000 provided by you efec- 
tive July 1 of this year, plus the $18,089. 
Not counting the future appropriation to be 
sought, you should be aware that the budget 
from all sources for this program now ex- 
ceeds $508,000, a budget I think is beyond 
reason. Furthermore, I learned that as of 
this past Wednesday that it is the intent of 
New Way In to purchase a local motel and 
that future funding by the City of Lansing 
will be expected.

The claimants, Wayne and Mary Haney, 
are the proprietors of Buck and Mary’s 
Restaurant and Hotel located within the 
Phase I Northside Rehabilitation District. 


In June of 1978, Granger Construction 
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Company, acting as contractor for the Re- 
habilitation District, indicated to claimants 
that the exterior of their building would be 
cleaned by use of a high strength acid. As 
a natural consequence of the use of this 
acid, claimants were advised to remove spe- 
cial custom-built awnings from their struc- 
ture to avoid the possible destruction of 
same. Claimants, acting on the advice of 
the contractor, had the awnings removed 
and incurred a bill of $395 from Quality 
Awning Company. 


After many delays in the commencement 
of the rehabilitation project, another exam- 
ination of claimant’s structure was made. 
The second examination resulted in the con- 
clusion that the structure’s exterior finish 
would not permit the use of the high 
strength acid needed for cleaning. Thus, 
the contractor changed the order to call for 
a mere repainting of the building owned by 
elaimants. Had this revelation been dis- 
covered initially, there would have been no 
need to remove the awnings. As a result, 
claimants have submitted a bill for $395 
from Quality Awning Company. 


This office has been informed by Ronald

As a cable television and home movie 
channel subscriber, Mrs. Lemm received a 
billing from Continental Cablevision in De- 
cember of 1977 for the cable television and 
home movie channel services to be provided 
her from January 1, 1978 to March 81, 
1978. Mrs. Lemm promptly paid that bill 
in full. In January, 1977, after Mrs. Lemm 
had paid her bill. Continental Cablevision 
anounced that it was increasing the sub- 
scription rate for home movie channel sub- 
scribers by .95¢ per month effective Febru- 
ary 1, 1978. In March of 1978, Continental 
Cablevision of Lansing, Inc. sent Mrs. 
Lemm a bill for cable television and home 
movie channel services for the months of 
April, May and June of 1978 which included 
a $1.90 back charge for the increase in rate 
for her home movie channel subscription 
for the months of February and March, 
1978.

The rezoning was for multi- 
ple units and the developer had submitted 
a@ request with the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development for assistance for 
128 lower income family units. As of this 
date, such has not been approved. 


As a matter of further information, I 
wish to advise that Section 8 Housing As- 
sistance Payments programs has been re- 
quested of the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development by the Colonial Town- 
houses Cooperative, Woodbridge Commons 
Cooperative, Village Townhouses Coopera- 
tive and Highlands Cooperative. The re- 
quest involved 126 one-bedroom units, 109 
two-bedroom units and 65 three bedroom 
units. The final approval by the Federal 
government is tantamount to payments as- 
sistance. 


In dealing with the aforementioned mat- 
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ters, I demanded, and received, an assur- 
ance from the Federal government an ap- 
proval of 100 units of Elderly Housing 
under Section 8 Elderly for the Capitol 
Commons project, such assurance being 
subject to the availability of funds. 


In addition, I demanded, and received, an 
assurance from the Federal government 
that 212 units of the proposed 278 units, of 
which 200 are reserved for Elderly would 
receive housing assistance payments. That 
assurance has been forwarded to the Michi- 
gan State Housing Development Authority.

Please be advised: 

—Paving was begun on alleys the very 

Monday Councilman Hull questioned 
the matter; 


—Attached is that part o fthe Council 
Proceedings of August 28, 1978, show- 
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ing that the City Council approved a 
$47,575.20 contract with Spartan As- 
phalt Paving Company for the project 
(Councilman Blair voting no); 


—This contract had been reviewed by the 
Council Committee on Public Service 
and Highways and was recommended 
by Councilman Adado and Baker, as 
part of a contract which also included 
$128,014.80 for local street paving; 


—The contract was signed by the City 
Clerk and myself on September 5, 1978, 
and, as with all construction projects, 
took a small period of time to enable 
the contractor to schedule the work and 
line up his crews; 


-—-The work was begun September 25, 
1978, and is scheduled to be completed 
by October 30, 1978, barring unforeseen 
problems with the weather; 


~The work involved covers nearly 11 
blocks in the First Ward and the bal- 
ance being done in the near northwest 
side of the City. 


Naturally, this work was selected in those 
areas where the unpaved alleys were in 
greatest need of maintenance. I hope to be 
able to recommend to you during the next 
three budget years, funds to complete alley 
paving throughout the City. However, I 
must reserve the right of extension, or re- 
jection, if the Tisch amendment is ap- 
proved, in the General Election in Novem- 
ber, since such will result in chaos for us 
and all services will have to be re-evaluated, 
and many postponed. 


The Public Service Department has pro- 
vided a specific list of alleys to be worked 
on under the present contract (see at- 
tached).

1. There are currently pending before the 
Michigan Employment Relations Commis- 
sion petition for representation and election 
filed by several labor organizations to rep- 
resent virtually all City employees below 
the level of Elected Officials, Department 
Heads, Assistant Department Heads and Di- 
vision Heads. 


2. In light of the pendency of these pro- 
ceedings it was determined that to extend 
this new benefit to employees who may be 
covered by bargaining unit certifications 
would certainly result in the filing of un- 
fair labor practice charges against the City 
by the prospective representatives on the 
grounds that: 


a) Such an item must be negotiated. 


b) Such a move by the City could be con- 
strued as a “bribe” to employees and 
would negatively affect their organiz- 
ing efforts. 


8. In addition to the group named in (1) 
above, the benefit was also made available 
to Personnel Department Office Staff, be- 
eause of an exclusionary provision in the 
MERC rules as to confidential employees. 
Confidential employees as defined for pur- 
poses of employee organizing are those 
whose jobs require them to handle material 
and functions related to collective bargain- 
ing and/or collective bargaining contract 
administration. Because this is the nature 
of a significant proportion of the work of 
the Personnel Department and the resulting 
certitude that staff will be excluded from 
representation, the benefit was made avail- 
able to them with the exception of the per- 
sons assigned to the City Hall Information 
Desk as these latter employees will likely 
be members of a bargainnig unit if organ- 
izing efforts are successful. 


4. The very favorable low premium rate 
obtained from the carrier is contingent 
upon the enrollment of as many employees 
and retirees as legally possible. The altern- 
ative, in terms of not having done so, 
would mean a significant upward revision 
in the rates applicable to firefighters cov- 
ered by the collective bargaining agreement 
which requires such coverage the fiscal con- 
sequences for which we cannot be re- 
sponsible. 
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5. Finally, in view of the fact that we 
do not have a computerized capability for 
developing a master file of names, no list 
has yet been compiled from the enrollment 
cards. However, this is in the process of 
being typewritten. It is estimated that over 
230 fire fighters and 100 other eligible in- 
dividuals have been enrolled. 


I trust this information will be of assist- 
ance to you.

Assure that the Mayor is aware of the ques- 
tion and endorses the response; (4) Provide 
a method of efficient record keeping régard- 
ing questions and responses. 


The form and process description attached 
to this letter meet all of the requirements 
outlined above. By using this form the 
Council can assure that their specific ques- 
tions will be answered as completely as pos- 
sible in the shortest time possible. In addi- 
tion, when a complex question is asked the 
Councilperson will be advised as to the 
amount of time required before a full re- 
sponse will be forthcoming. 


The advantages of using this process are 
many and we hope that Council will coop- 
erate fully with our sincere efforts to pro- 
vide the best information to you for your 
subsequent use.

I am flabbergasted by the petty whims of 
some Council members who recently voted 
against a relatively small transfer of funds 
which cost this city $180,000 in Federal 
money for a badly-neeed construction proj- 
ect on Lansing’s south end. 


The transfer was to provide engineering 
work for the triangle formed by the Cedar- 
Pennsylvania intersection. This area has 
become entirely too congested with the ex- 
pansion of the Long’s complex and” build- 
ings on Pierpont and Pennsylvania Avenue. 
Reconstruction ia badly needed in this area, 
and the Public Service Department and 
Traffic Department have indicated that a 
Federal program can make available 90% 
of the construction funds. This money is 
administered by the Michigan Department 
of State Highways and Transportation, and 
can be available if the local government 
has a tompleted engineering study. 


With the additional office buildings in 
this area and proposed hotel, the traffic 
situation is only going to get worse. And 
with the likelihood of increasing inflation, 
this project will become significantly more 
costly the longer it is delayed. 


However, three counclmen voted against 
a transfer to begin an engineering study 
with Wilbur Smith and Associates, because 
one of those three couricilman took issue 
with that consultant’s study of Edgewood 
Boulevard. The personal feeltigs of any 
councilman about Edgewood Boulevard 
should not be allowed to enter-into a totally 
unrelated subject. This work is needed now 
regardless of what transpires on ewood 
Boulevard. 


Wilbur Smith and Associates was recom- 
mended for this work for the following rea- 
sons: 


1) The firm is familiar with Lansing, be- 
cause it is local, and through other 
work in this area, including Edgewood 
Boulevard, it is knowledgeable about 
MDSH&T and Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration (FHWA) procedures and 
guidelines. 
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2) The firm met the qualifications speci- 
fied by MDSH&T related to traffic 
analysis, geometries, envirdnmental 
assessments and design study reports. 


3) No other engineering firm in the met- 
ropolitan area meets the above quali- 
fications. Any local firm would have 
to budget into a proposal the extra 
cost of becoming familiar with those 
regulations. 


4) Any firm outside the metropolitan 
area would budget in the aditional 
costs of out-of-town travel and ex- 
penses, and would not have the advan- 
tage of familiarity with the Lansing 
area. 


Hence, no firm could be expected to offer 
as inexpensive a bid for comparable work. 
Further, if this contract must be re-bid, the 
project stands to lose three to four months 
waiting for proposals to be prepared, ag 
vertised, submitted and reviewed. 


This Council has already acknowledged 
the need for this project by inclusion of 


funds for the City’s local match for con-.- 


struction in the FY-79 budget. That was on 
the basis of review by the Captial Improve- 
ments Committee. Therefore, I respectfully 
request the Council reconsider the transfer 
which failed to receive the necessary votes, 
that being: $22,389 from 202-000-000-340 
(Act 51 Fund Balance) to 202-453-708-974 
(Major Street Construction — Cedar-Penn- 
sylvania). 


I do not believe there is any question 
about the need for this work to be done, 
and I hope that some Council members will 
overcome personal feelings about an unre- 
lated matter to approve this matter for the 
betterment of Lansing’s south end.

Dear Council Members: 


The failure of the U.S. Congress to act 
on the pending CETA legislation has, as 
you are aware, precipitated numerous prob- 
lems for the City and its CETA employees. 
Since the Congress has not acted, and since 
we are informed that residual funds will 
apparently run out by October 31, 1978, we 
are faced with the need to immediately 
order CETA employees with accrued time 
off duty on whatever date necessary to 
ensure their full payment on or before Octo- 
ber 31. Several employees have already 
peen forced to begin use of time off on this 

asis. 
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Since we still anticipate Congressional ac- 
tion within the next few weeks, it is clear 
that disruption of operations, unscheduled 
enforced vacations and their attendant ad-~- 
verse effects on morale should be avoided 
if at all possible. I have reviewed this mate 
ter and have been apprised that it is not 
legally possible to allow employees to stay 
on the job and waive their rights to pay- 
ment if Congress ultimately fails to act. 


In light of this, I am recommending that 
an appropriation of $77,000 be made from 
available Anti-Recessionary funds to fund 
payment for accrued time owed to CETA 
employees which would otherwise have to 
be taken off prior to October 20, 1978. It 
is my recommendation that all CETA City 
employees under Titles II, VI and VI- 
Project Funds be allowed to remain on the 
job until 5:00 P.M. of that date. If Con- 
gress has not acted by that date, CETA 
employees will be ordered to use accrued 
time off beginning the next working day on 
such later date as would allow all time off 
to be taken by October $1. 


I have sent a memo to all departments 
and CETA staff detailing the situation and 
explaining this recommendation because nu- 
merous questions have arisen and disrup- 
tion_has already occurred. I have instructed 
the Finance Department to prepare a trans- 
fer resolution for your consideration. 


I am sure that you will concur with the 
need for immediate action to avoid un- 
necessary disruption.

Dear Council Members: 

As you are undoubtedly aware, the City 
of Lansing is presently engaged in a study 
of the sewer system of the Red Cedar Dis- 
trict, an area basically bounded by Penn- 


sylvania on the west, the Grand Trunk on 
the south, the City limits on the east and 
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the north. This study is being conducted 
by Capitol Consultants, Inc., of Lansing. 
The study, termed a Sewer System Evalua- 
tion Survey (SSES) is part of a United 
States Environmental Protection Agency 
(Step I) Grant Program. 


One of the aims of this study is to locate 
various items, such as downspouts, yard 
drains, or catch basins, which are connected 
to the sanitary sewers that permit rain- 
water to enter into the sanitary sewers. 
Such items connected to the sanitary sewers 
decrease the capacity of the sewer system 
and under certain conditions, can overload 
the sewers resulting in sewage backing up 
into basements. Such connections also cre- 
ate the need for larger wastewater treat- 
ment plants thereby increasing treatment 
costs. 


The primary method, and most effective, 
for locating these types of connections to 
the sanitary sewers is by means of “smoke 
testing.” This process involves blowing 
smoke into the sanitary sewer_at the man- 
holes located in the streets. The smoke is 
forced into the sewers and will come out of 
any opening, such as downspouts which aré 
connected to the sewer. 


Under normal circumstances smoke will , 
come out of the sanitary vent. However, if” 
anyone should have a dry trap on a drain 
or no trap at all, it is possible that smoke 
will enter that house. The smoke is odor- 
less and harmless, but will warn of possible 
points where sewer gases could enter 
homes. 


As a possible means of preventing smoke 
from entering homes, it is recommended, 
that water be poured in all baesment drains 
{one gallon per drain should be sufficient). - 


The smoke testing in the basic area, ex- 
cepting the Groesbeck and Frandor sections, 
ico be conducted within the next several 

lays.

Dear Mayor and Councilmembers: 


On April 27, 1977, the Flint Building 
Company filed suit against the City of Lan- 
sing in the Michigan Tax Tribunal seeking 
a reduction in the assessed valuation and 
real property taxes on Waverly Park Apart- 
ments located in the City of Lansing. Its 
complaint, among other things, alleged that 
the 1977 assessment of the property was in 
excess of 50% of the property's true cash 
value and, tl nerefore, unlawful. The City 
filed its answer to the complaint stating 
that the assessment was, in fact, correct 
and lawful. The complaint was later 
amended to challenge the assessment of 
property for the 1978 tax year on the sai 

2518. 


Recently members of the City Assessor’s 
office, this office and Flint Building Com- 
pany met in an effort to resolve the dispute 
over the correct valuation of the property. 
Based on detailed information which was 
supplied by Flint Building Company and 
which was not previously available to the 
Assessor’s office it was agreed by the City 
Assessor and Flint Building Company that 
the correct assessed value for the property 
should be $1,927,700 for the 1977 tax year 
and $2,430,000 for the 1978 tax year. The 
agreed upon assessed value for the 1977 tax 
year is $133,700 less than originally claimed 
by the City of Lansing but is $311,809 more 
than claimed by Flint Building Company 
and the agreed upon 1978 assessed value is 


OCTOBER 16, 1978 


$72,200 less than originally assessed by the 
City of Lansing but $455,700 more than 
originally claimed by Flint Building Com- 
pany. 


The foregoing settlement appears reason- 
able and advantageous to the City of Lan- 
sing in that it avoids the expense, delay and 
uncertainty of litigating this matter before 
the Tax Tribunal and because in light of 
the new information obtained from Flint 
Building Company, the City Assessor's Of- 
fice feels that the original appraisal may 
have been excessive and could not be sup- 
ported in_ court. It should also be noted 
that the City Assessor concurs in this pro- 
posed settlement, 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of 
this office that the City Attorney’s Office 
be authorized to enter into a stipulation 
chia the settlement outlined in this 
etter.

Re: Claim of Max Curtis Ford for dam- 
ages to a parked truck in the amount 
of $208.61 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


The above captioned matter has been re- 
ferred to this office for investigation and 
recommendation. 


This claim was referred to the Lansing 
Branch Claim Office of Auto Owners In- 
surance Company and an investigation was 
conducted by Mr. Michael Morgan of that 
office, with the assistance of a Lansing 
Police Department accident report and in- 
formation submitted by the city employee 
involved and his supervisor. 


Based on the investigation, it is clear 
that the City of Lansing vehicle and em- 
ployee were involved in an accident which 
resulted in damage to the vehicle indicated 
in the amount claimed. The accident ap- 
pears to have been unavoidable; the city 
employee was participating in snow re- 
moval operations with a sidewalk snowplow 
when he struck a high manhole cover pro- 
truding from the sidewalk which was cov- 
ered by snow and not visible to the city 
employee. 


The crucial element involved here is the 
defective manhole which caused the colli- 
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sion, There is no indication of any negli- 
gence on the part of the snowplow operator. 
Nor can the duty of the abutting owner to 
remove the snow be considered a deciding 
factor since unusually severe weather con- 
ditions existed and the manhole defect is 
considered to be the intervening proximate 
cause of the collision. 


The state law provides as follows: 


“Each governmental agency having jur- 
isdiction over any highway shall main- 
tain the highway in reasonable repair 
so that it is reasonably safe and con- 
venient for public travel. Any person 
sustaining bodily injury or damage to 
his property by reason of failure of any 
governmental agency to keep any high- 
way under its jurisdiction in reasonable 
repair, and in condition reasonably safe 
and fit for travel may redeem the dam- 
ages suffered by him from such govern- 
mental agency . -“MCLA 691.1402; 
MSA 8.996 (102) 


A highway is defined in the above cited 
act as follows: 


“ ‘Highway’ means every public high- 
way, road and street which is open for 
public travel and shall include bridges, 
sidewalks, crosswalks and culverts on 
any highway. The term highway shall 
not be deemed to include alleys.” 1964 
PA 170, MCLA 691.1401; MSA 3.996 
(101). (emphasis added) 


In advising you on past claims involving 
sidewalks and streets this office has usually 
advised that the city is immune from lia- 
bility unless it had some reasonable notice 
of a defect in a street or highway. There 
is a conclusive presumption that the city 
had or should have had notice of a defect 
which existed for thirty (30) days or longer 
prior to the injury. We note here, however, 
that the defect was a raised manhole which 
would have been installed under the super- 
vision of a city agency. It is the advice of 
this office that a court or a jury would find 
that the city did have knowledge of the de- 
fect in question and was, therefore, liable 
for damaged property which was proxi- 
mately caused by said defect. 


We therefore, recommend payment of the 
claim in the amount of $208.61.

The above captioned matter was referred 
to this office for investigation and recom- 
mendation. 


Mr. Deuter claims that on April 28, 1978 
he damaged his car on Belle Chase Road 
when the vehicle struck depressions in the 
road, Claimant states that he was travel- 
ing at a speed of 20 mph when his vehicle 
impacted with the pavement. 


Claimant has presented photographs 
which disclose severely cracked and _ dis- 
lodged pavement existed on Belle Chase 
Road early in the Spring of 1978. Claim- 
ant also submitted a bill for repairs and a 
letter from Mr. John Lohone, a licensed 
master mechanic at the North High Service 
Station. Mr. Lohone verifies that on April 
27, 1978, one day prior to the accident, he 
performed a number of repairs on the auto- 
mobile in question. On April 29, 1978, one 
day after said accident Mr. Lohone in- 
spected new damage to the oil pan of claim- 
ant’s vehicle and observed fresh scratches 
and dirt marks on the oil pan and ‘adjacent 
cross member which were not present on 
the first day of repair, April 27, 1978. 


The Public Service Department reports 
that a call was received by that department 
at 9:00 a.m. on April 24, 1978, four days 
prior to the mishap, warning of the cracked 
pavement. Some repairs were completed 
but extensive pavement damage either re- 
mained or developed within a few days.

Harris, Secretary, Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, that our request 
for Neighborhood Strategy Area designa- 
tion has been approved.

As a matter of histot'y, Councilman 
James Blair, at a meeting of the Committee 
on Parks and Recreation held on July 19, 
1978, stated that he had been “informed” 
by an unidentified ‘third party,’”’ whom he 
refused to name, that it appeared that the 
City had been “substantially ripped-off”’ by 
the asphalt paving contractor doing work 
at the City parking lot at the end of East 
Washtenaw Street, east of Grand Avenue. 
The Council Committee on Parks and Rec- 
reation never resolved the matter, and it 
was recently forwarded to this office for 
review and comment. 


In reviewing this matter, and with the 
assistance of Robert Backus, Public Service 
Director, and with an_Engineer-Architect 
Consultant, Edward D. Basel, I learned that 
the way the parking lot in question was 
laid out and with the grading tolerance and 
control points established, a 6% underrun 
was tolerable. In short, the contractor put 
down the materials in quantities that would 
meet the required drainage elevations and 
still be as close as possible to the specifica- 
tions.

In summary, the sub-contractor exceeded 
the specifications on the wearing course but 
did not meet specifications on the base 
course, resulting in the work being off by 
0.35 inches, or roughly one-third of an inch 
in depth of asphalt, which amounts to 
roughly 6% or a tolerable amount. Please 
note that the shortage is on the base course 
which is a relatively cheap material, while 
the wearing course is exceeded, this being 
a much more expensive material. I am ad- 
vised that the overall matter does not in 
fact amount to a “substantial rip-off” as 
indicated by Councilman James Blair. 


Further, I wish to advise that the Council 
made a mistake in issuing the contract by 
specifying a lump sum, when in reality the 
requirement should have been bid on a unit 
price basis, i.e., the contractor should have 
been paid for the actual number of tons 
placed with a unit price per ton stated. 
This is the procedure used by the Depart- 
ment of Public Service of the City of Lan- 
sing and the Michigan Department of State 
Highways. 


With fixed elevation and drainage pat- 
terns required by the City of Lansing, the 
contractor had no alternative but to meet 
those specifications. 


Therefore, I am recommending that you 
accept from the contractor a credit of 
$1,421.10 (94.74 < $15 per ton), plus an ex- 
tension of warranty period from one year 
to two years from completion and accept- 
ance date, supported by a performance 
bond. If you agree, and I recommend that 
you do, we will then proceed to prepare a 
Change Order accepting the credit and ex- 
tending the warranty period,

This matter was referred to this office for 
investigation and recommendation. 


On July 10, 1978, this claim was filed 

y Mr. Lewis against the City of Lansing 
dliegtng that on April 30, 1978 he sus- 
tained damages in the amount of $100.00 
due to an increase in a drain-layer’s 
charges for additional time spent in locat- 
ing his sewer hook-up. In particular, 
claimant alleges that employees of the 
Lansing Public Service Department mis- 
informed him as to the location of his 
sewer hook-up, thereby causing additional 
time to be spent by his contractor in locat- 
ing the hook-up. 


Information provided by the Public Ser- 
vise Department indicates that based on a 
plan prepared by a consultant in 1970, the 
Public Service Department informed Mr. 
Lewis that the hook-up was installed on 
Cooper Road. The plan was in error since 
the installation is actually located on_Dod- 
son Road and not Cooper Road. The Public 
Service Department concedes that had the 
correct stub location been provided, claim- 
ant’s drainlayer’s charges would have been 
approximately $100.00 less. 


Under Michigan law, a municipality is 
shielded from tort liability when its em- 
ployees are engaged in the discharge of a 
governmental function. MCLA 691.1407. 
A recent Michigan Court of Appeals deci- 
sion held that the establishment of a sewer 
system constitutes a governmental func- 
tion because of its vital role in protecting 
the health of the immediate community. 
Bushamp v Saginaw Township, 74 Mich 14 
(1977). Incidental to the establishment of 
a sewer system is the service of providing 
information concerning the location of 
hook-ups. 
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Although the City of Lansing did not 
prepare the map in question, it is not in- 
conceivable that liability could be estab- 
lished upon an agency theory. However, 
even if liability was established by virtue 
of an agency relationship, it is clear that 
the providing of information pinpointing 
the location of a sewer hook-up constitutes 
a governmental function for which the 
City of Lansing is immune from tort 
liability. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of 
this office that Mr. Lewis’ claim in the 
amount of $100.00 be denied on the basis 
of governmental immunity.

On June 1, 1978, Mr. Garland Martell 
filed a claim against the City of Lansing 
alleging that on May 7, 1978, his 1969 
Ford Bronco vehicle sustained damages 
while parked in the city nursery adjacent 
to the Mt. Hope Cemetery. In particular, 
claimant alleges that city employees 
scratched his vehicle while they were un- 
loading trees at the nursery. Mr. Martell 
submitted two estimates, the lesser being 
from Herm’s Auto Body, Inc., in the 
amount of $133.50. 


The Parks and Recreation Department 
of the City of Lansing has advised this 
office that the claimant’s vehicle sustained 
some light scrathces and blemishes which 
were caused by the unloading of trees at 
the nursery. However, this information 
also indicated that it was difficult to 
identify which marks were caused by Parks 
personnel, because of the vehicle’s general 
condition. 


Michigan law immunizes a municipality 
from tort liability when its employees are 
engaged in a discharge of governmental 
functions. MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996 
(107). Although no court has definitively

ruled upon the question of whether the 
operation of a nursery by a municipality 
constitutes a governmental function, it is 
likely that the operation of a nursery by a 
municipality would be characterized as a 
governmental function in light of other 
court decisions which have held the opera- 
tion of recreational parks and playgrounds 
constitutes a governmental function. See 
Rohrabaugh v Metropolitan Authority, 75 
Mich App 677; (1977). 


Based upon the foregoing, it is the 
opinion of this office that the operation of 
a nursery by a municipality constitutes a 
governmental function, and therefore, it 
is the recommendation of this office that 
Mr. Martell’s claim in the amount of 
$1383.50 be denied on the basis that the City 
of Lansing is immune from liability for 
the damages to the vehicle.

Under current Michigan law, a munici- 
pality has no duty to keep streets, side- 
walks, curbing, etc., absolutely safe, but 
rather in a condition reasonably safe and 
fit for public travel. MCLA 691.1402; MSA 
$.996(102). That duty of a municipality is 
coupled with the duty of all pedestrians 
to use sidewalks and curbing in a prudent 
and reasonably safe manner. “There is 
authority indicating that a municipality 
is held to a higher standard for defective 
sidewalks than for defective curbing since 
the former are more readily identifiable 
with pedestrian travel. Additionally, there 
are indications that this claimant failed to 
exercise the requisite degree of caution in 
broad daylight on the date in question. 


Based on the aforementioned and the 
earlier analysis of this claim, it remains 
the recommendation of this office that the 
claim be denied.

Dear Mayor and Colleagues: 


It has come to my attention that progress 
on making the CADA Center operational 
has slowed down to almost zero. As a re- 
sult of what appears to be an impasse, sev- 
eral grants received by this group may be 
placed in jeopardy. Additionally, of course, 
the means to deal with domestic assault 
will continue to be delayed. Since 10 of 
the 13 murders committed in Ingham Coun- 
ty last year and nine of 10 murders this 
year apparently resulted from domestic/ 
family disputes, it would seem that a high 
degree of urgency should be attached to 
making this preventive program operation 
as soon as possible. 


When the land-swap proposal was pre- 
sented to City Council, there was the ex- 
plicit understanding that the Baptist Con- 
vention Center was to be used as a refuge 
and counseling center for victims of do- 
mestic assault. It was also made clear, at 
least implicitly, that General Motors would, 
as part of the property exchange, biing the 
building up to code. This would include 
Seats plumbing and painting the ex- 

rior. 


Subsequently, it appears that those uncer- 
standings have been modified to a signifi- 
eant extent. A Memorandum of Agreement 
was signed between GMC and the City at 
the closing for the purchase of the prop- 
erties in August of 1978. This memoran- 
dum states that GMC... “will accom- 
plish, or cause to be accomplished, all re- 
pairs and/or renovation work on the house 
located on the Michigan Baptist Conven- 
tion parcel, wihch may be required to bring 
that house into full compliance with the 
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single family residential building code re- 
quirements applicable thereto .. .” 


It is my understanding that CADA will 
then be required to then make the addi- 
tional renovations necessary to bring it up 
to institutional code compliance, so its pro- 
gram can be housed there. I further under- 
stand that GMO’s contracts for these reno- 
vations were to begin October 27, 1978. 
Once those are completed, CADA can do 
any further renovations required to bring 
it to institutional code compliance. 


This strikes me as being somewhat du- 
plicative and wasteful of both GMC’s and 
taxpayer’s dollars. Some residential code 
compliance requirements may have to be 
modified to meet institutional code require- 
ments. Additionally, CADA’s funding 
sources do not permit it to spend monies 
for extensive renovations. Finally, this is 
at variance with the statements made when 
the proposal was made to City Council. 


It would seem preferable under the cir- 
cumstances to pursue the following: 


1. Request GMC to bring the building up 
to institutional code requirements, as 
was originally proposed to City Coun- 
cil in the written proposals. 


2. If GMC is not now agreeable to this, 
request that the monies to he used 
for the residential code renovations by 
GMC be donated to the city as cash 
os ae in the institutional renova- 

10Nns. 


8, Since CADA is not permitted to spend 
any sizeable amount of its grants for 
renovations, and if GMC is not going 
to do all of them, the City should con- 
tract to have them done, with the cost 
to be recovered on an amortized basis 
from CADA through their rent pay- 
ee to the City for use of the fa- 
cility. 


If GMC is unwilling to provide for com- 
plete renovation to institutional code, it is 
imperative that City immediately move to 
coordinate these two renovations so they 
are complementive of each other rather 
than duplicative and wasteful. 


I would appreciate if the Mayor would 
respond to this as soon as possible. 


A second area of concern is the contract 
between CADA and the City for use of the 
building. As I understand it, this contract 
has been handled by the Human Services 
Department, Parks Department and now 
the Property Management Division. To- 
date, I don’t believe a contract has been 
signed. 


I feel it is of the utmost importance that 
agreement be reached as soon as possible 
for the use of this building by CADA. 
One of their grants, $40,000 from the Com- 
munity Crime Prevention Grant through 
LEAA and the Greater Lansing Urban 
League, became operational October 1, 
1978. The other grant from OCJP must be 
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signed by November 15, 1978 or they are 
in danger of losing those funds of $55,000. 


Therefore, I would appreciate if the 
Mayor could provide City Council with a 
schedule as to when he anticipates that 
such a contract can be mutually agreed 
upon and signed by the parties. If Pro- 
posal No. 8 above is determined to be the 
way to proceed on renovations, said con- 
tract should of course provide for the amor- 
tization over a reasonable number of years 
for the costs incurred. 


Your early consideration of these re- 
quests would be most appreciated.

As_ of November 2, 1978, I am advised 
that Mr. Severy, the City Traffic Engineer, 
and yourself have not met to discuss this 
project as requested in the Council’s reso- 
lution. I want to take this opportunity to 
urge you to take early action to meet with 
Mr. Severy to provide such assistance and 
direction as you can to insure the early 
eompletion of this study on a “top priority 
basis” in the Council’s resolution. 


The closing of North Bingham Street to 
provide for the urgently needed expansion 
of Sparrow Hospital, the persistent traffic 
problems on Clements Street, Fairview 
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Street, Eureka Street, South Bingham 
Street in the area of Bingham Street School 
and Foster Street, parking problems on 
Magnolia, Prospect and Eureka Streets, a 
recent severe accident on Clemens Street, 
traffic circulation problems in the NDA

The Director of Finance has provided to 
me an analysis of the impact of the pro- 
posed Tisch and MHeadlee amendments. 
While there are a number of unknowns 
about these proposals, it is clear that the 
impact to the City will be substantial if 
these proposals pass. I am submitting the 
Finance Director’s report to you for your 
information. 


We are faced with the problems of rising 
costs and reductions in revenue. The Fed- 
eral government has eliminated the Anti- 
Recessionary program which will reduce 
City revenues over $200,000. In_ addition, 
the City faces a $1.5 million reduction in 
Community Development funds. These al- 
ready certain reductions plus the potential 
reduction from the tax proposals will re- 
quire cutbacks. Because it is clear that our 
taxpayers will not stand for the continuing 
burden of rising costs for all manner of 
programs, I will be instituting measures to 
curtail expenditures and reduce costs 
through the upcoming budget. I will be 
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preparing an austerity budget in recogni- 
tion of funding reductions and taxpayer 
sentiment. 


We must be prepared to consider reduc- 
ing our planned capital development pro- 
gram, instituting a stringent personnel 
moratorium, reducing or eliminating pro- 
grams and possibly facing reductions in 
personnel. If we act promptly to address 
these issues and avoid the temptation to 
postpone difficult decisions or try to avoid 
the clear mnadate for reduction in govern- 
ment, our ability to successfully serve the 
taxpayers and to provide essential services 
will be hindered. 


I have instructed the Finance Department 
to prepare financial impact and policy ma- 
terial for your consideration by November 
16, 1978, since it does not seem wise to 
attempt to make specific recommendations 
until after the November 7th election.

Pursuant to Section 4-301.7 of the City 
Charter I am submitting an initial execu- 
tive reorganization plan for your review. 
In structuring this reorganization plan I 
have attempted to achieve several objec- 
tives: 


1. Build on the existing structure so that 
the new structure is a constructive 
rather than a disruptive change due 
to unfamiliar terms and relationships. 


2. Provide a clear line of administrative 
responsibility and accountability term- 
inating in the Office of the Mayor. 


8. Provide a strong, centralized control 
of the administrative structure and a 
straight forward means of exercising 
that control. 


I believe that the administrative structure 
I am recommending fulfills these three ob- 
jectives. The details of the structure are 
described by the organization chart (attach- 
ment 1), the functional descriptions of the 
various departments (attachment 2), and 
the explanatory statement regarding the 
major structural changes which have been 
recommended (attachment 3), 
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Generally, the existing departments have 
been reorganized in terms of their relation- 
ship to the executive in order to provide 
clear lines of communication and to guar- 
antee accountability and control. I have 
accomplished this by organizing the Staff 
Departments, those which provide broad 
and essential services within the admini- 
strative structure of the City, so that they 
report directly to the Mayor. This provides 
constructive advice to the Mayor’s Office 
regarding the legality, financial implica- 
tions, personnel implications, as well as, 
conformance with policy and plans of all 
major issues facing the City. 


The Line Departments, those which pro- 
vide basic services to the general public, 
report to the Mayor through the Executive 
Assistant. In this way, the day to day con- 
cerns of the Line Department heads can 
receive attention from the Mayor's Office 
whenever it is required and the Mayor can 
be regularly briefed on problems and prog- 
ress within the Line Departments. 


I am recommending one support depart- 
ment at this time. The Administrative Ser- 
vices Department provides specialized ser- 
vices to the public or to the City’s adminis- 
trative structure, but these services do not 
have the breath of Staff Department ser- 
have the breadth of Staff Department ser- 
vices nor the primary nature of Line De- 
partment services. The Administrative Ser- 
vices Department would report to the Mayor 
via the Administrative Assistant. 


I fully believe that the executive reorgan- 
ization plan which I am presenting to you 
today meets the Charter mandate to or- 
ganize as far as practical according to the 
major purposes and functions of the City’s 
services and agences. I further believe 
that it constitutes a careful first step to- 
ward providing the citizens of Lansing with 
the most efficient and effective government 
possible. 


Section 4-801.7 allows the City Council to 
review the executive reorganization sub- 
mission for ninety days, hold hearings and 
make recommendations for change. I would 
urge the Council to take as much time as 
needed for this review, but if it is possible 
to affirm this plan prior to the City Council 
meeting of January 29, 1979, I request that 
such affirmation be given so that we can 
proceed with the implementation of admin- 
istrative reorganization.

I believe all the members of this Council 
recognize that a problem exists in delivery 
of the former Baptist Convention Home to 
the Council Against Domestic Assault (CA- 
DA) for use as a shelter for battered 
women and children. I wholeheartedly 
agree with the concept of this very worth- 
while project, but within the financial con- 
straints of the available city dollars and 
with the policy thus far outlined by the 
City Council, the decisions to date on this 
project have not been easy to make, 


It must be understood that the adminis- 
tration has been forced to deal with a sit- 
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uation negotiated without input from key 
departments. My staff have attempted to 
identify the situation now before us in an 
effort for Council to consider its course of 
action and any possible changes in direc- 
tion. I must note, however, that in light 
of the circumstances as have now been 
made clear, the Council may well have 
wanted to take further deliberations on the 
entire land “swap” with General Motors. 
It is apparant that no member of the Coun- 
cil expected this swap to cost the city any 
money, or certainly not very much. How- 
ever, this has resulted: 


—By involving all professional staff, it 
appears that to have razed the Baptist 
House might have been the most eco- 
nomically prudent decision. This, how- 
ever, did not appear to be an alterna- 
tive at that late date because Council 


has clearly committed to delivery of, 


this building for its proposed use, and 
because the administration was at- 
tempting to follow the guidelines for 
this program as outlined in the August 
22, 1978, Memorandum of Agreement 
with General Motors, which was nego- 
tiated by Council. 


—General Motors established an October 
27, 1978, deadline to begin its renova- 
tion work to single-family standards, 
as agreed upon prior to the election. 
This office contacted Council Against 
Domestic Abuse prior to October 27, 
1978, to see if CADA was unable to 
cover additional renovation costs, so 
General Motors was directed to follow 
through as per its arrangement dated 
two months ago. This direction was 
given to General Motors, recognizing 
that change orders could be made to 
the GM contract if further renovation 
funds became immediately available. 
Council was apparently unaware of 
CADA’s inability to fund these addi- 
tional renovations. 


—On August 14, 1978, Council had to 
transfer $100,000 (Councilman Baker 
and Hull voting no) to cover unantici- 
pated costs of landscaping, parking lot 
improvements, sidewalks, etc. for the 
Scott House, also a part of the land 
swap package. 


—Only after this office requested the ad- 
vice of Property Management has it 
become obvious that additional renova- 
tion costs to meet barrier free and 
multiple-occupancy standards will reach 
$50,000 to $60,000, plus an additional 
$10,000 estimated for security measures 
recommended by the Lansing Police De- 
partment. 


This office has already attempted to in-. 


vestigate possible solutions. The attached 
letter to CADA has requested that CADA 
recontact its grantor agencies to see wheth- 
er renovations which might be funded by 
the city could be reimbursed through rent 
payments which might amortize the city’s 
investment. CADA has also been advised 
that the GM renovations will not be com- 
plete until about March 1, 1979, allowing 
CADA time to solicit funds through other 
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grant sources, businesses, civic organiza- 
tions and private individuals. In this re« 
spect, CADA is not dissimilar from some: 
other fine organizations such as Center for 
the Arts or Impressions 5, which had hum- 
ble beginnings but which through hard 
work have improved their facilities. 


Council might consider another alterna- 
tive in this situation by immediately sup- 
plementing the GM contract with funds 
necessary to complete this renovation im-+ 
mediately. In light of CADA’s uncertain 
ability to pay back these funds and in view 
of the possible outcome of the tax limitar 
tion proposals on Tuesday’s ballot, this 
would not seem to be the most prudent 
approach. 


Councilman Baker correctly noted last 
week that no lease has been signed between 
the City of Lansing and CADA. Certainly, 
a lease will be prepared well in advance of 
the completion of ongoing renovation work, 
but in light of some unanswered questions 
above, it hardly seems possible to prepare 
such a lease at this time. 


I would also like to recommend that 
Council review its September 5, 1978, intent 
to issue a Special Use Permit for CADA’s 
occupancy of the building. Again, Council 
seems to be of the impression that CADA 
was financially capable of renovations to 
this property, since CADA’s compliance 
with those renovations was a provision of. 
the Special Use Permit. Council might also 
consider extending the length of the intent 
to issue such a permit, because the six- 
month period will expire March 5, 1979. 
With the present renovation already esti- 
mated to take until nearly that date, and 
with the possibility of additional renova- 
tions to be added to the present contract or 
performed subsequently, the building may 
not be ready for occupancy at the end of: 
that six-month period. 


Under the policy previously established 
by Council, I have administered what is- 
the only realistic approach to this problem. 
Should Council choose to alter its previous 
policy, whieh gave every indication that 
the city was not to share in this financial 
burden, then that change in policy should 
be provided immediately to get most advan, 
tageous use of the available time and money 
before us.

Addendum: 


Last Friday morning, General Motors 
contacted this office advising that the reno- 
vation contract has not yet been signed, 
upon the request of Councilman Richard J. 
Baker. General Motors has offered to give 
the City of Lansing the $59,000 that the 
corporation would otherwise spend in order 
that the City Council could appropriate 
AN ADDITIONAL $60,600 to $70,000 es- 
timated for multiple-occupancy renovation, 
so that the entire project could be bid by 
the City of Lansing. This has three par- 
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ticular disadvantages: 1) The city still 
does not have a guarantee that CADA could 
reimburse any of these costs’ immediately; 
2) even if the Council chooses to advance 
the $60,000 to $70,000, the vity could not re- 
capture its money for 10 years, at an an- 
nual increase in’ rental of $7,000 (without 
interest) in a lease to CADA, an organiza- 
tion whch apparently has only a short-term 
funding from its grantor; and 8) if the 
work is bid by the city, these tenovations 
will not begin for at least 45 more days, 
thus furthering the delay in CADA being 
able to use this facility. Realistically, cer- 
tain change orders to the General Motors 
renovation contract would’ be the most ex- 
peditious means of implementing the CADA 
program, if Council still desires to pursue 
that policy in light of the financial prob- 
lems brought forth, and if Council chooses 
to appropriate the $60,000 to $70,000 of 
funds whose availability may be question- 
able and whose repayment may be even 
more questionable.

Re: Claim of Connie Robinson in the 
amount of $1,911.45 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


This claim was forwarded to this office 
for investigation and recommendation. 


On October 28, 1977, the claimant, Con- 
nie Robinson, parked her 1970 automobile 
on the second floor of the North Grand 
Parking Ramp and proceeded to work at 
the County Clerk’s Office. At the end of 
her work day and shortly after 5:00 p.m., 
Ms. Robinson returned for her automobile 
and discovering it missing notified the Lan- 
sing Police Department and filed a stolen 
vehicle report. Unknown to both the claim- 
ant and the Police Department, her vehicle 
had been towed at 3:35 p.m. by Northside 
Service pursuant to the request made by 
the Lansing Fire Department. The Fire 
Department had responded to a report that 
a vehicle was leaking gas in the ramp and 
had flushed the area but since it was un- 
able to stop the leak, decided to tow the 
vehicle to remove the hazard. The Fire De- 
partment officer in charge notified the 
ramp attendant of the make, license num- 
ber and disposition of the vehicle directing 
the attendant to notify the owner when he 
or she returned for their vehicle. That no- 
tification was never made. Some five 
months later, the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment sent an officer to Northside Service 


SS, SE SS 
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for the purpose of tagging numerous ve- 
hicles, the claimant’s included, as aban- 
doned. This information was forwarded to 
the Secretary of State who in turn advised 
the Police Department that the 1970 vehicle 
in question was not abandoned but was in 
fact a stolen vehicle reported as such by the 
Lansing Police Department on October 28, 
1977. It was at this point in time, on April 
28, 1978, that Ms. Robinson received her 
first indication of what occurred with her 
vehicle some six months earlier. 


As a result of the loss of her car, the 
claimant filed a claim totalling $1,911.45 
which includes the cost of a replacement 
vehicle purchased on November 25, 1977, 
storage fees for the towed vehicle, fees for 
new license plates and expenses caused by 
the loss of use of her car. The claimant has 
since retained an attorney to represent her 
interests in this matter. Her attorney has 
offered to settle this claim for $1,200.00. 
The vehicle remains at Northside Service. 


The proximate cause of Ms. Robinson’s 
loss was the failure of the City to notify 
her that he car had been towed. While the 
City of Lansing enjoys governmental immu- 
nity from liability for negligence in connec- 
tion with removing vehicles under such cir- 
cumstances, governmental immunity is not 
a defense to contractual liability arising out 
of governmental operations. Zynda v Aero- 
nautics Commission, 372 Mich 285, (1964). 
By ordering the removal] and storage of the 
claimant’s car, the Lansing Fire Depart- 
ment in effect created a bailment contract 
making the City responsible for preserva- 
tion of the car in the condition it was in 
and its return to the claimant. As the City 
failed to notify the claimant, thus prevent- 
ing the recovery of her car, it is the 
opinion of this office that the City is liable 
to the claimant for the loss of her car.

As inquiry by this ofice indicates that the 
maximum retail value of the claimant’s car 
is $750.00 and the maximum additional 
value attributable to license plates and a 
car stero that claimant alleges was in the 
car is $100.00, this office recommends that 
the City offer to settle Ms. Robinson’s claim 
for the amount of $850.00.

Dear President Adado and Members 
of the City Council: 


There seems to be some confusion on the 
part of some members of this Council about 
exactly what has transpired to date on the 
subject of the Baptist Convention Home, 
the decisions of the City Council has made 
on this subject and the authority of the 
Mayor in this matter. We are trying to 
spend our time working out a solution to 
this problem, within the confines of my 
authority, but instead considerable staff 
time has been spent answering the ques- 
tions and allegations made by one member 
of the Council. 


The Council assigned this project to the 
Mayor’s Office on September 5, 1978, (at- 
tachment No. 1) along with many other 
pending items which had been in various 
stages of completion before the several 
Council committees. Nothing else was pro- 
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vided to this office in the form of written 
notes from which to work. This office has 
been forced to, as a result, recreate the 
wheel on this project, researching the en- 
tire history from day 1 and reviewing the 
actions taken when the Council had and 
exercised administrative authority. It is 
my hope that the following chronology of 
events and supporting documents will set- 
tle, once and for all the absurd allegations 
made at the November 6, 1978, Council 
meeting, and allow Council to proceed with 
the task of making policy regarding this 
matter. 


The key chronological events appear to 


—On April 28, 1978, General Motors made 
its proposal to the City Council. (attach- 
ment No. 2) That proposal was forward- 
ed to the Parks, Planning, Traffic and 
Waterfront Development Boards. General 
Motors referred to a possible use by 
Council Against Domestic Assault or 
such other uses as the citizens of Lansing 
would desire for the Baptist Convention 
Home. That proposal also stated that 
GM would bring the structure up to code. 
Clearly, neither the proposal nor Coun- 
cil’s acceptance of the proposal consti- 
tute adoption of a policy which logically 
leads to public funding of renovation of 
the building for _use by the Council 
Against Domestic Assault. In addition, 
the nature and level of code compliance 
work to be done by GM is ambiguous in 
the proposal. 


—On May 17, 1978, the Building Commis- 
sioners wrote Councilman Blair identify- 
ing the results of an inspection made at 
the Baptist Home, at Councilman Blair’s 
request, on May 12, 1978, (attachment 
No. 8). In compliance with the Council- 
man’s request, the inspections was con- 
ducted using one or two family stand- 
ards, although the Building Commis- 
sioner clearly states that additional re- 
quirements would have to be met if the 
building were used for something other 
than one or two family. The memo also 
identifies additional requirements which 
would have to be met if the building 
were used for institutional purposes. It 
appears that Councilman Blair’s request 
to the Building Commissioner is the first 
instance that the vague stipulation of 
the April 28, 1978, proposal by GM was 
interpreted to mean single and two fam- 
ily code requirements. 


—On July 19, 1978, Councilman Blair was 
designated by the Parks and Recreation 
Committee to negotiate costs of this pro- 
posal with Oldsmobile Corporation. (at- 
tachment No. 4) 


—On August 10, 1978, Parks and Recrea- 
tion Committee approved a work sheet 
{attachment No. 5) identifying the re- 
sponsibilities for various elements of 
this work. That work sheet was attached 
to the August 14, 1978, Council resolu- 
tion approving the land swap and formed 
the basis for the Memorandum of Agree- 
ment which the Council ordered the 
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Mayor and Clerk to sign. (attachment 
No. 6) 


—On August 22, 1978, the Memorandum 
of Agreement was signed, (attachment 
No. 7) clearly calling for General Motors 
to meet single-family renovation stand- 
ards. The City Attorney’s office approved 
the document as to form and reviewed 
the document with Councilman Blair, 
(attachment No. 8) who had been select- 
ed by Council as its negotiator on this 
agreement. 


—On September 5, 1978, Council approved 
its intent to issue a Special Use Permit 
for CADA, (attachment No. 9) the only 
document which gives any indication in 
writing that Council specifically author- 
ized use of the building as a_ shelter 
home. That same day, this project was 
referred to the Mayor’s Office to adminis- 
ter, in line with the new charter require- 
ments, It must be pointed out that the 
City Council has on many occasions 
passed resolutions of intent to issue a 
special use permit once the petitioner 
brought the building up to the required 
code specifications. Heretofore, such a 
resolution has never been interpreted as 
a Council policy to fund the required 
renovation should the petitioner be un- 
able to do so. Rather, the burden is on 
the petitioner to accomplish the required 
renovation. Nothing in the resolution 
of September 5, 1978, regarding SUP- 
13-78 indicates that im this case the City 
council, as a matter of policy, intends 
to fund the renovation should CADA 
prove unable to do so. The letter from 
the Planning Department to Ms. Young, 
(attachment No. 10) the petitioner, indi- 
cates the scope of the renovation to be 
performed and explains that the burden 
is on the petitioner. 


On November 6, 1978, several comments 
and accusations were made by one Council- 
man about the administration of this proj- 
ect. I would like to clarify those points 
for the edification of all members of this 
Council: 


1) The Councilman asked how the Mayor 
intended to get the renovation of the 
Baptist Convention House under way. 
Until such time as funds shall be avail- 
able in the City budget for this pur- 
pose, the only possible renovation is 
that agreed to in the Memorandum of 
Agreement with General Motors nego- 
tiated and approved by the Council 
nearly three months ago. Coordina- 
tion has been made between General 
Motors and CADA by assigning staff 
to review the GM work and requesting 
CADA to identify its possible funding 
for additional work beyond the scope 
of the GM contract. A contract will 
be made between CADA and the City 
of Lansing when the City receives in- 
formation requested on October 30, 
1978, from CADA which can identify 
exactly what guarantees CADA might 
give the City, based on the provisions 
of the grant(s) CADA has received.

The Councilman suggested that it is 
the Mayor’s job, under the new char- 
ter, to make whatever provision is 
necessary to bring the building up to 
multiple-oceupancy code. That Council- 
man should read his charter again, for 
the Mayor may not make a transfer 
to cover those costs, that is the Coun- 
cil’s responsibility. That Mayor may 
spend money for such projects as Coun- 
cil appropriates, such as the $100,000 
Council had to spend for work on 
the Scott House site. 


That Councilman suggested that Coun- 
cil’s policy is to get the Baptist Con- 
vention Home into a position where it 
can be used for CADA. Clearly, the 
September 5, 1978, resolution does not 
say that, it only says that a special 
use permit will be issued when the code 
is met. Should Council desire to pub- 
licly fund the required renovation in 
behalf of CADA, then the _ require- 
ments of the September 5, 1978, resolu- 
tion would be met and the Council 
would then, I’m sure, grant the spe- 
cial use permit. 


That Councilman suggested that it was 
not his request that General Motors 
delay letting its renovation contract. 
In fact, General Motors responded to 
this office that it had not let the con- 
tract because of the suggestions for 
another approach to this problem made 
to GM by that Councilman. 


That Councilman suggests that the GM 
money should be pooled. He does not, 
however, identify what funds it should 
be pooled with, or where those other 
funds have been appropriated or are 
available. 


That Councilman has asked where the 
estimate for renovation came from. It 
came from Property Management, (at- 
tachments No. 11, 12, 18) which the 
Council apparently never considered 
in its negotiations on this project. 


That Councilman accused the Mayor’s 
administration of wrongly inspecting 
the home for single-family use. Again, 
the inspection of May 12, 1978, was 
done at the request of Councilman 
Blair, and the single-family occupancy 
standard was identified at that time, 
and Councilman Blair was reminded 
of several additional provisions which 
would be needed to use the building as 
a shelter. 


That Councilman suggested that no 
inspections for institutional use have 
been made. This, clearly, is not true. 
Those inspections were made May 12, 
1978, and referred to in the Building 
Commissioner’s letter to Councilman 
Blair and in a July 7, 1978, letter 
from the Zoning Administrator to 
CADA. 


The Councilman suggests that it is 
imperative that a contract be signed 
immediately between the City of Lan- 
sing and CADA. However, the chair- 
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man of the board of CADA has ver- 
bally acknowledged to this office that 
CADA will be requesting an amend- 
ment to the starting date of its Office 
of Criminal Justice Programs grant 
because of the delays of getting into 
the home, 


10) That Councilman suggested that the 
policy of the City Council is that the 
building be used for the Council 
Against Domestic Assault. Again, the 
Councilman should review the Septem- 
ber 5, 1978, resolution, which merely 
states that CADA will receive a spe- 
cial use permit when the necessary 
renovations are complete. 


11) The Councilman refers to the April 28, 
1978, offer by General Motors. The GM 
representative involved in these nego- 
tiations has told this office that GM 
intended to meet code so that the house 
eould be used in its present condition, 
and that it was never GM’s intent to 
identify the final purpose for the 
building, and never GM’s intent to pay 
for special or unusual costs related to 
an end purpose the City might elect. 


12) The Councilman suggested that some- 
one in the administration decided that 
single-family code would apply. Again, 
the May 17, 1978, memo to Councilman 
Blair, the designated negotiator in this 
matter, identified this possible pro- 
blem, and Councilman Blair reviewed 
the Memorandum of Agreement which 
clearly spells out the single-family pro- 
vision. 


13) That Councilman said that every piece 
of paper that was presented to the 
Council said that CADA would receive 
the building. This office has never re- 
ceived a single piece of paper which 
states that CADA would be guaranted 
the use of that building, regardless of 
eode provisions. 


14) Finally, that Councilman calls the 
Mayor a liar. That sort of slander is 
inexcusable in a public forum and con- 
tributes nothing to the resolution of 
the problem at hand. There is no place 
within the information which the 
office has sent to the Council on the 
Baptist Convention Home where there 
has been any lie or distortion of the 
facts. It is no wonder, however, that 
eonfusion has arisen because of the 
number of agreements which were 
strictly verbal between General Motors 
and the councilman selected to nego- 
tiate with GM. 


Again, I must ask Council for a recom- 
mendation regarding the situation which 
J outlined in my previous letter to Council. 
Presumably, that direction will come from 
the Council Committee on Public Properties 
and Safety, which, at the request of Coun- 
cilman Baker, received my previous letter. 


The alternatives before Council at this 
time appear to be: 


1) Allow the administration to continue 
to coordinate with General Motors and

CADA, with no City funds to be in- 
volved, as was apparently the original 
intent of the entire land transaction. 
This would result in General Motors 
following through on the agreement 
reached with Council nearly three 
months ago. 


If General Motors has not let its con- 
tract, accept funds from General 
Motors and add additional City funds 
for the City to bid out the entire proj- 
ect. Members of the Council who are 
anxious to see this beneficial project 
get underway would probably not elect 
to add the additional 30 to 45 days 
necessary for the City to handle this 
project. General Motors has, however, 
agreed to further delay signing its 
renovation contract until Tuesday, 
poponner 21, 1978, to allow this lati- 
ude.

I do not believe that 
majority of Council members antici- 


pated these expenses in the land trans- 
action and I do not believe that in light 
of the budget constraints facing this City, 
Council can prudently expand additional 
dollars with an uncertain repayment. How- 
ever, if that is the desire of Council, we 
will execute that policy. 


Should Council choose to fund any reno- 
vations, Council will be doing so in light 
of the following considerations:

On October 30, 1978, and again on 
November 7, 1978, my office directed 
letters to CADA (attachments No. 7, 
8) asking for additional specific infor- 
mation on CADA’s financial capability 
to repay any rent or reimbursement to 
the City of Lansing. 


CADA has repeatedly verbally said 
that its grant line items may be 
amended, but has offered no written 
proof from any of its granters that 
those amendments may be forthcom- 
ing. 


On November 8, 1978, CADA respond- 
ed (attachment No. 9) to my above 
letter suggesting that $10,000 per an- 
num would be available to pay the 
City for rent or reimbursement, and 
CADA attached the summary of its 
OCIP grant which clearly indicates 
only $1,200 per year for rent and 
$4,950 for renovation. At this $6,150 
per year, it would take 10 to 12 years 
be a City to recapture its up front

CADA has verbally acknowledge to my 
office that no money is available for 
rent or reimbursement from either 
its Ingham County CETA grant or its

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Greater Lansing Urban League grant. 
This is confirmed in the budget attach- 
ments compiled by the City’s Human 
Resources Department. 


On Monday, (attachment No. 10) No- 
vember 18, 1978, a letter reputedly 
from CADA delivered to members of 
the City Council promised that CADA 
could repay $15,000 yearly from_ its 
OCJP grant. However, when CADA 
was asked to provide my office with 
the_material to prove that promise, 
CADA was able to offer nothing from 
OCJP to support its contention. This 
letter to Council was neither on CADA 
letterhead nor signed by any CADA 
staff member, yet somehow, further 
exaggerated an unproveable promise 
made in the letter to my office only 
days earlier. 


Back in August when the Human Re- 
sources Department prepared a draft 
lease for this building, CADA told 
Human Resources that it had $20,000 
available for renovation, but CADA 
has never supplied documentation of 
that $20,000 figure. 


CADA has apparently established an 
independent office somewhere in Lan- 
sing, although it has refused to divulge 
that location to my staff. It is there- 
fore impossible to ascertain whether 
rent funds already identified in the 
OCJP grant are being used to pay for 
this facility. 


The possibility remains that the City 
may have a certain liability for activi- 
ties which may transpire in the home 
if CADA establishes itself at that loca- 
tion, and the City Attorney will be 
asked to review the City’s possible 
liability under such an arrangement. 


CADA was advised months ago, and 
even before the land swap was pro- 
posed, by the Human Resources De- 
partment not to form a separate or- 
ganization, but rather work within the 
confines of an existing entity such as 
the Lansing Women’s Bureau or Ing- 
ham County Women’s Commission. 
CADA elected to ignore this advice 
and, rather, when its board of direc- 
tors was established, CADA broke vir- 
tually any tie with established organi- 
zations with which it had worked in 
its embryonic stages. The board has 
no representative from the City of 
Lansing Women’s Bureau, Ingham 
County Women’s Commission, YWCA, 
Open Door Crisis Center, County 
Prosecutor’s Office, even though all 
were involved in developmental stages. 
ADA has attempted to dissolve itself 
of any accountability with these or- 
ganizations. 


CADA’s Urban League grant was 
achieved through recommendation of 
the City of Lansing as part of the 
crime prevention grant. However, no 
city department was ever given the 
opportunity to review what CADA in- 
tended to do with these crime preven- 
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tion funds, or has been since supplied 
information on CADA’s scope of ser- 
vices with that money. 


11) CADA conducted a fund-raising effort 
in April 1978 and indeed had com- 
mitted at its inception that community 
fund-raising would be on-going. How- 
ever, CADA has been unwilling to 
divulge what exact amount of funds 
from these efforts are available to add 
to the renovations, and CADA has 
given no indication that any recent 
fund-raising events have taken place 
to further this event. 


12) CADA continues to refer to its three- 
year funding. Law Enforcement Ad- 
ministration Assistance (LEAA) grants 
are often funded for three years, but 
must be renewed each year. 


While the community through its tax 
dollars included in these grants is 
paying for some unknown service, the 
CADA telephone number—372-5572— 
is not answered after 5 p.m., even by 
a recorded message. I might suspect 
that the bulk of crimes CADA hope to 
prevent occur after 5 p.m. when hus- 
bands, wives and children are together, 
home from work and school. When the 
service is needed most, it is unavail- 
able.

Council may elect options 2 or 8 outlined 
above, but I hold grave concerns about the 
City’s financial risk in funding $60,000 to 
$70,000 for an organization which 1) con- 
tends it can pay $15,000 yearly when in 
fact that figure is $6,150 and 2) has lost 
credibility among other established organi- 
zations which recognized a need for such 
a service but advised against a splinter 
group and 8) which never indicated be- 
fore this negotiation was complete with 
GM that the City would have to invest any 
of its own funds, but which rather implied 
that it could afford the costs of institu- 
tional code compliance. 


I continue to ask CADA for proof from 
its grantor agencies that renovation funds 
are available. Until this information is in 
hand, I would advise Council to study its 
own conscience before altering a policy 
established some months ago.

On Monday, November 20, 1978, you ap- 
proved by an 8-0 vote a Resolution author- 
izing a salary increase of $4,581 to each of 
the five District Court Judges, and directed 
the Committee on Ways and Means to fund 
said increase. 


In reviewing the figures of your Reso- 
lution, and those of the Personnel Depart- 
ment and the Payroll Division, I find a dis- 
erepancy, or a minor error. 


Too, in a communication, date of Novem- 
ber 3, 1978, District Judge T. Clem advised 
that the total salary per District Judge was 
$36,856, of which $11,173. was paid by the 
City of Lansing and $25,183 by the State of 
Michigan. Your authorized pay contribu- 
tion amounts to a total salary increase of 
20 percent, if one uses the erroneous fig- 
ures supplied by the District Judge—records 
show his figures to understate the City’s 
contribution by $491, and combined total 
salary by $1,498. 


If one uses the correct figures, the pro- 
posed increase would be a 89 percent in- 
crease in City contribution, and a total in- 
crease over current salary (combined) of 
$12.04 percent. This does NOT INCLUDE 
a $1,575 discrepancy between the $48,990 
approved by Council on November 20, and 
the $37,854 current, plus $4,561 raise Coun- 
cil granted in City contribution. This may 
be an approved increase from the State of 
Michigan, or an error on the part of the 
City Council. 


The aforementioned far exceeds the Pres- 
idential Wage Guidelines, which provide for 
a maximum increase of 7 percent, including 
fringe benefit increase. 


Therefore, I place my veto over your ac- 
tions and I do so in accordance with Sec- 
tion 3-305 of the recently adopted City 
Charter.

The City has finaly received from the 
U.S. Department of Labor confirmation of 
its total CETA public service employment \ 
funding. It is $4,932,672, a reduction of 
last year’s allocation by nearly $500,000. 


It is impossible to say certainly just how 
many jobs can be funded for a year with 
the current CETA funds. On an annual 
basis, 400 is a reasonable guess. Presently, 
456 positions are budgeted, but only 345 
are filled. This does not mean that we 
simply eliminate 56 of the vacant positions ° 
and fill the remaining 55. 


The new CETA legislation restricts, 
through wage limitations, the kind of PSE 
positions that can be filled. Briefly, these 
are the wage limits: 


Title Mies 900 xoexitnim, no supple- 
ment

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Title VI—$10,000 maximum, may supple- 
ment up to 10% (or $11,000) 


Both Titles—Average CETA wage, $7,200 


These figures will be adjusted by a local 
wage index, but that has not yet been de- 
termined by the U.S. Department of Labor. 
In_ addition, to be eligible, participants: 
must be long term unemployed and meet™ , 
poverty guidelines. All positions will be - 
limited to 18 months duration. No partici- . 
pant will be obliged to terminate before 
September 80, 1979, however. Positions 
filled as of October 1, 1978, will not be - 
subject to the wage limitations until such 
time as they are vacated. 


Before any vacant position can be re- 
filled, it will have to be considered in light ‘ 
of all other positions filled after September 
80, 1978, to ensure that the average wage - 
requirement can be met. Additionally, open- 
positions paying in excess of the maximum . 
allowable must be eliminated from the CE-. 
TA program. Those paying near the maxi- + 
mum should either be eliminated also, or~ 
filled with a written understanding from 
the employee that he/she will be terminated 2 
when the pay for the position exceeds the - 
maximum allowed by Federal legislation 
and regulations. 


Until the U. S. Department of Labor 
publishes the wage index for the Lansing 
area, it is impossible to state with cer- 
tainty what and how many open CETA . 
positions the City will have to eliminate and ‘ 
what positions will replace those eliminated,’ 
except that the Consortium has authorized 
the refilling of positions paying $8,500 or 
less per year. For City departments only 
entry level clerk positions can be filled 
now. 


_ What is generaly cear is that the City 
stands to lose a those CETA positions pay- 
ing more than $12,500 per year, and many 
positions paying nearly that high. More- 
over, very few of the CETA applicants who 
can meet the new eligibility criteria are 
likely to be skilled workers. In the future 
the CETA program will fund mostly low- 
skill employees or relatively low wages for 
a limited period of time. 


The restrictions on wage supplementa- 
tions will gradually reduce the cost to the 
general fund budget. The savings, how- 
ever, will not compensate for the loss in 
services or the cost of replacing the CETA 
positions with positions funded out of the 
general budget. 


In the meantime, I have instructed the 
Manpower Director to work with the City 
Attorney’s Office to investigate the possi- 
bility of alternate program designs that 
would increase the number and kinds of 
CETA positions that can be utilized within 
the City. 


Council may be assured that I shall keep 
them informed of changes in the CETA 
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program as the information becomes avail- 
able.

On August 8, 1978, the voters of the City 
of Lansing approved a new Charter. The 
document called for centralization of ad- 
ministrative responsibilities in the Office 


of the Mayor, a change which requires (a) 
that all materials going to the various City. 


departments be channeled through the Of-° 
fice of the Mayor; (b) that all materials , 


going from the departments to the Council 
be channeled through the Office of the 
Mayor; (c) that all citizens’ complaints, 
etc., be received by the Office of the Mayor, 
those complaints then to be directed to the 
various departments for reply to the com- 
plaint; (d) that the Mayor research and 
propose a reorganization of City govern- 
ment; and, (e) that the Mayor be given 
large numbers of other responsibilities for- 
merly processed by City Council, including 
the direct approval of bids, which are with- 
in financial limits allocated in the fiscal 
year budget, change orders of contracts 
within the same limits, etc. The required 


changes have naturally, and expectedly, in-‘ 


creased the workload tremendously within 
this office. 


Following the adoption of the new City 
Charter, I implemented a number of 
changes to meet the new responsibilities 
placed upon the staff in my office, and 


submitted to you staff recommendations to . 
meet these increased responsibilities and - 


accompanying workloads, 


in addition to - 


submitting to you items approved by you - 


for implementation. For example, I rec- 


ommended a Citizen Relations position to- 
be added to handle the numerous com- - 


plaints, requests for information, etc., and 


necessarily had to, while waiting for your ° 


approval, name a Senior Secretary to han- 


dle those matters, especially since consider- - 
able shorthand and typing were involved. - 


The workload was significant and to the 
point that the Executive Secretary had to 
be assigned to receive City Council referred 
matters. That situation tied up, to a great 
extent, the only two employees fully capa- 
ble of taking shorthand and doing the typ- 
ing—many of their former responsibilities 
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had to be shoved aside, or given to an in- 
dividual who was not an employee of the 
City and who received no pay for her work. 
The request for a Citizen Relations Special- 
ist position was to eliminate that difficulty. 


The request by my office for an Inter- 
governmental Liaison Officer resulted from 
your actions, not mine. For example, on 
October 24, 1977, (see attached copy of 
Council Proceedings, page 1011, date of 
October 24, 1977), you adopted the resolu- 
tion advising of your “intent to secure the 
services of a highly qualified legislative 
agent to work under the direction of the 
City Council and the Mayor.’ The position 
of Intergovernmental Liaison Officer was 
to meet your intent, and, also, to represent’ 
the City at such meetings as Capital Area 
Transit Authority, Tri-County Manpower 
Consortium, Tri-County Aging Consortium, 
Capital City Airport Authority, etc., meet- 
ings we are assigned to attend, but for 
which there is no posiiton. Further, he ad- 
vised, that I was NOT originally in favor 
of the City directly employing a lobbyist, 
but consented to your Resolution of Intent 
to employ same. You now have apparently 
decided to oppose your own resolution of 
October 24, 1977—should you again change 
your mind and support same, I will have 
no recourse but to place my veto over your 
changing position. 


The Pulbic Information Officer was to 
coordinate information for neighborhood 
meetings, prepare speeches, charts, graphs 
and other visual aids for my own office, 
and other City personnel often requested to’ 
appear before classes of Councilman Terry 
McKane, and other school teachers, service 
clubs, etc. 


On Monday, November 20, you chose to: 
ignore the positions for the Office of the 
Mayor, an office which the new Charter 
has granted substantial new responsibilities 
and workload, but instead added positions 
to City Council, the very group that the 
new City Charter has relieved of substan- 
tial responsibiliites and workload. During 
the deliberations, Councilman Lucile Belen 
made the point that the Mayor had not sent 
a communication to City Council advising 
of the requests. That statement was not 
fact. A copy of one of my communications, 
dated October 10, 1978, is attached. Coun-+ 
cilman Lucile Belen, also advised during 
the deliberations of granting new positions 
to the City Council and none to the Mayor, 
that George Lokken, former City Council ~~ 
employee, took on the responsibility I pro- 
posed for the Intergovernmental Liaison 
Officer, easily forgetting that the Lokken 
staff consisted of five positions, not two as 
the present Program Coordinator is operat- 
ing with, since being attached to my office. 


During the deliberations, Councilman 
Richard Baker recommended that the Mayor 
utilize employees of other departments. 
This, too, I will accept knowing that it will 
cere difficulties for the departments con- 
cerned. 


In the final analysis, I wish to advise 
that I will do without the positions at this 
time. The additional workload assigned to 
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the Senior Secretary will be assigned to a 
CETA employee. The additional workload 
assigned to the Mayor’s Executive Secre- 
tary, also, will be assigned to the CETA 
employee, This assignment will be far from 
desirable, but it will allow the two regular 
employees to handle their normal require- 
ments as established under the job classi- 
fications and descriptions. Mrs. Vivian 
Preston, who as mentioned has a staff of 
two, not of five, will be assigned the inter- 
governmental meetings, but no State legise 
lative matters. Unpaid staff will be utilized 
as will staff from other departments. 


Therefore, please be advised that I anr 
herewith withdrawing my request for statf- 
ing and will hold same in abeyance until 
such time as the two CETA employees must, 
by Federal law, be terminated September 
30, 1979, or until such time as one or both 
leave their present positions of employment.

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Because of a failure of City Council to 
provide any new directions to the admini- 
stration despite my two lengthy communi- 
cations, General Motors has been instructed 
to proceed on its renovation of the Baptist 
Convention Home to single-family code.

General Motors cooperated with this of- 
fice beyond its original deadline and was 
able to get a temporary extension on the bid 
from its contractor. However, the contrac- 
tor could only be expected to wait so long 
before his costs of labor and materials 
would be increased. This renovation work 
is anticipated to be completed about March 
1, 1979. 


The Council Against Domestic Assault 
CADA) has filed an amendment request to 
grant which would fund CADA’s use 
of this building. That revision may not be 
acted upon by the Ingham County Board 
of Commissioners at least until the Board 
meeting of December 12, 1978, and then 
must be approved by the Tri-County Re- 
gional Planning Commission and finally 
by the Office of Criminal Justice Programs 
(OCJP).

Dear Mayor and Council: 


This claimant incurred $252.20 damage 
to his automobile parked at 810 North Wal- 
nut on July 20, 1978, when a large tree 
branch broke off during a thunderstorm 
and fell across the street. 


Investigation by the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Department reveals that the tree in 
question showed evidence of splitting fif- 
teen to twenty years ago and two bolts and 
at least two cables were installed at that 
point in time. Their records further indi- 
cate that this particular tree was last 
inspected in 1970, shows signs of internal 
rot presently and is marked for removal 
forthwith. 


MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996(102) imposes 
liability on a governmental entity for 
faling to maintain roadways in a condition 
safe and fit for public travel. MCLA 
691.1408; MSA 8.996 (103) limits the ap- 
plication of MCLA 691.1402 to situations 
where the governmental entity had actual 
or constructive knowledge of the defect 
and had a reasonable time to repair that 
defect before the injury took place. It is 
clear under Michigan case law that the 
aforementioned statutes impose _ liability 
upon a governmental entity for failure to 
remove potential tree hazards from the 
roadside after receiving notice of that 
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hazard. See Miller v Oakland County Road 
Commission, 48 Mich App 215; 204 NW2d 
141 (1972). 


Therefore, based upon the actual notice 
that the City had of this defect and the 
unlikelihood of any successful defense, it 
is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be awarded.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


This claimant allegedly incurred $20.00 
damages to the front wheel of his bicycle 
while proceeding on the sidewalk at 11:30 
p.m. in the 2400 block of East Michigan 
Avenue. He apparently struck an area in 
the sidewalk which was one of many ex- 
cavated to facilitate the planting of trees 
along East Michigan Avenue. 


The Public Service Department informs 
this office that the site of this mishap was 
on an area roughly four feet by four feet, 
excavated to a depth of approximately 
three inches in one corner of the area he 
struck. 


By virtue of MCLA 691.1402; MSA 8.996 
(102), a municipality has no duty to keep 
sidewalks absolutely safe, but rather in a 
condition of reasonable repair and reason- 
ably safe and fit for public travel. Pur- 
suant to that statute, a municipality is 
held to a higher standard with pedestrian 
use of sidewalks than bicycle use since the 
former are more readily identifiable with 
sidewalk travel. In conjunction with the 
duties imposed on municipalities by the 
aforementioned statute, it is the duty of 
all pedestrians and bicyclists to use side- 
walks in a safe and prudent manner. There 
are indications that this claimant failed to 
exercise the requisite degree of caution in 
view of the more than adequate illumina- 
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tion provided at the site of this mishap by 
both street lighting and Wheels Toyota. 


Therefore, based upon the foregoing, it 
is the recommendation of this office that 
the claim be denied.

Re: Travelers Insurance Company v 
City of Lansing 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


On November 7, 1977, Charles W. Curtis, 
Assistant Supervisor for the Travelers In- 
surance Company, submitted a claim to the 
City Council] in the amount of $2,448.00 
covering damage caused to a vehicle in- 
sured by the Travelers. 


Mr. Curtis’ claim indicated that on April 
10, 1976, Travelers’ insured was driving 
in the 900 block of Cleveland and struck 
a tree limb which projected over the street 
approximately eight (8) feet off the road- 


On February 27, 1978, Mr. Douglas Fin- 
ley, Parks and Recreation Director, in- 
formed this office that his department re- 
moved a silver maple tree located between 
the sidewalk and curb at 916 Cleveland 
Street on October 5, 1976. Mr. Finley noted 
that an inspection of the tree disclosed 
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several vehicles had struck the trunk of 
the tree prior to its removal. 


This matter was submitted to Auto- 
Owners Insurance Company on March 17, 
1978, as this type of incident is within the 
City’s insurance coverage. Mr. Frank 
Sweeney from Auto-Owners Insurance 
Company has subsequently contacted this 
office and recommended that the claim of 
$2,448 be paid to the Traveler’s Insurance 
Company. As part of the settlement, how- 
ever, the City of Lansing must pay the 
$1,000 deductible as required by the policy. 


A municipal corporation is under a statu- 
tory duty to keep its streets and sidewalks 
in good repair and may be held liable to 
one who sustains injury as a result of the 
municipality’s failure to comply with this 
duty. MCLA 691.1402; MSA 38.996 (102) 
states in pertinent part: 


“Each governmental agency having juris- 
diction over any highway shall maintain 
the highway in reasonable repair so that 
it is reasonably safe and convenient for 
public travel. Any person sustaining 
bodily injury or damage to his property 
by reason of failure by any governmental 
agency to keep any highway under its 
jurisdiction in reasonable repair and in 
condition reasonably safe and fit for 
travel, may recover the damages suffered 
by him from such governmental agency.” 


In addition, the Michigan Supreme Court 
has ruled in Kowalezyk v Bailey, 379 Mich 
568 (1967) that cities may be imposed 
with liability for injuries caused by their 
negligent failure to keep their streets in 
the condition reasonably safe and fit for 
travel and to remove obstructions within 
a reasonable time after notice of their 
existence. 

After careful consideration of the facts 
in the instant matter, coupled with the 
aforementioned statutory authority and 
Michigan case law, it is recommended by 
this office that the city pay the $1,000 de 
ductible required in our insurance policy 
for settlement of this claim.

Copies of the 
report and this cover letter are being filed 
with the Mayor, the City Council, and the 
City Clerk. 


Because of the timing of the adoption of 
the City Charter, this initial report is not 
as thorough and complete as the Housing 
and Redevelopment Advisory Board wishes. 
In order to insure that future evaluation 
reports are more complete, the Board has 
established a three member Evaluation 
Committee. This Committee will work with 
the Housing and Redevelopment Depart- 
ment throughout the year, on an on-going 
pasis. The computerized management in- 
formation system currently being brought 
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on-line for most of the Housing and Re- 
development Department activities should 
become an asset in on-going evaluation. 
Quarterly reviews of the activities of the 
Department will be conducted. Review of 
budget submissions will be undertaken. 


The Housing and Redevxelopment Ad- 
visory Board will also attempt to meet 
with representatives of the various Citizen 
District Councils whose neighborhoods are 
being impacted by Departmental activities.

Line’s of Lansing at 1304 E. Michigan 
Avenue is presently experiencing a park- 
ing difficulty resulting from the placement 
of traffic signs. This problem could be 
solved by a relatively simple operation of 
moving one sign which would not affect 
the number of parking spaces along Michi- 
gan Avenue. 


To the west side of Line’s driveway is a 
sign stating “no parking this side of sign.” 
To the east side of Line’s driveway is a 
sign restricting parking to one hour during 
the hours of 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. 


The placement of these two signs causes 
substantial inconvenience, inasmuch as 
vehicles will park in a manner that be- 
comes impossible for Line’s to have free 
access to their driveway for their delivery 
trucks. 


By performing the simple operation of 
placing “no parking this side of sign” 
sign, to the east side of Line’s driveway ; 
it would make it clear to motorists that 
they would not be able to park in front 
of Line’s driveway. 


Line’s of Lansing advised me that police 
officers responding to parking violations 
have, on many occasions, been reluctant 
to write parking tickets due to the confus- 
ing sign placement and recommend to 
Line’s that the Council and Mayor accom- 
plish the reposting of the ‘‘no parking” 
signs to the east of Line’s driveway, and 
T concur.

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The development of City policies in_the 
areas of Physical Development, Fiscal Poli- 
cies and Human Service must of necessity 
be interrelated to provide efficient service 
delivery within prudent fiscal parameters. 
I have already had submitted recommenda- 
tions for Physical Development and Fiscal 
policies. 


In the area of Human Service policies, 
I recommend that the City Council adopt 
policies which supports assistance to Hu- 
man Service agencies in obtaining inde- 
pendent funding and financial management 
services from non-City sources. I also 
recommend that Human Services be sup- 
ported only to the extent that is fiscally 
prudent after the City has met its obliga- 
tions in the basic service areas of Fire, 
Police and Public Services. 


As you are aware, taxpayers sentiment 
does not support ever expanding funding 
of nonbasic services. I strongly recom- 
mend that the Council resist the tempta- 
tion to adopt policies which are beyond 
the fiscal capabilities of the City within a 
three year financial plan. The reduction 
in federally supported programs will force 
service reductions. I urge you to meet this 
situation realistically and not adopt poli- 
cies which will force you to enact a tax 
increase in the upcoming year. 


With regard to the policies proposed by 
the Human Services Board, I recommend 
that policy proposals 2, 4 and 9 be adopted 
(see attached). Several other of the pro- 
posals are either administrative matters or 
not consistent with City fiscal practices 
and/or related legal constraints and are 
not really appropriate policy recommenda- 
tions under the City Charter.

On Monday, November 20, 1978, you ap- 
proved by an 8-0 vote a resolution authoriz- 
ing a salary increase (City’s share) of 
$4,581 to each of the five District Court 
Judges, and directed the Ways and Means 
Committee to fund the increase. In a com- 
munication to you, date of November 22, 
1978, I advised that I had vetoed your 
action because of discrepancies in the 
figures you used and because I was of the 
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opinion you were violating the guidelines 
Treaty established by President James E. 
arter. 


On Monday, November 27, your discus- 
sion, at regular session of City Council, 
indicated you may alter, downward, the 
pay raise you have planned for the Dis- 
trict Judges. To assist you in your de- 
liberations, I researched the overall matter 
in more detail and I am advising of the 
results : 


On November 3, 1978, the District Court 
advised that each judge's salary totaled 
$86,356, of which $11,173 was paid by 
the City and $25,183 was paid by the 
State. According to the Department of 
Management and Budget of the State 
of Michigan, the figures provided to me 
by the District Judges were in error; the 
Department of Management and Budget 
advised that the State was paying, to 
each District Judge, $26,190 and the City 
is paying $11,664, a total of $87,854, or 
oe i more than reported by the District 
ourt. 


The Department of Management and 
Budget further advised that effective De- 
cember 1, 1978, each District Judge will 
receive a State increase of $1,575, for a 
total salary of $39,429, or what amounts 
to a 6% pay raise. Such is substantiated 
by the General Government Appropria- 
tions Bill (Act 402 of 1978, Section 28) 
recently approved by the Michigan 
Legislature. 


With the above in mind, and to stay 
within the guidelines of President Car- 
ter, that pay raise should not exceed 7%, 
overall; the maximum you could provide 
(City’s share) is $1,075, which would 
then provide a total salary increase of 
$2,650, making the overall total (state 
and City) salary for each District Judge 
of $40,504. 


Should you determine that a total 6% 
salary increase (State and City) is war- 
ranted, the City’s share should be $696, 
for a total salary for each District Judge 
of $40,125. 


Should you determine that a total 5% 
salary increase (State and City) is war- 
ranted, the City’s share should be $318, 
for a total salary for each District Judge 
of $89,747; and 


Should you determine that the salary 

increase of $1,575 granted by the State 

of Michigan to each District Judge, ef- 

fective December 1, 1978, is suflicient, 

the City’s share would be $00.00, for a 

sy aaa for each District Judge of 
9,368.

This is in response to your communica- 
tion asking for my recommendation con- 
cerning the permanent closing of a park- 


ing lot exit on W. Lapeer Street between 
1014 and 1004 W. Lapeer. 
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The parking lot exit recently came to my 
attention as a result of the activities of 
Councilman Richard Baker, who resides 
directly adjacent to the exit in question. 
In mid-October, Councilman Baker advised 
the Public Service Department of the City 
of Lansing that (a) the owner in question 
was not using the exit and had installed a 
chain across same; (b) the property was 
zoned residential making the exit illegal; 
and, (c) that a curb and gutter should be 
put across the exit, prohibiting egress and 
ingress, 


The Public Service Department con- 
sidered the statements of Mr. Baker as 
being fact, and when other curb and gutter 
was being done in the area, ordered curb 
and gutter across that exit. Immediately 
thereafter, one Frank J. DeLuca, Attorney 
at Law, advised of his intentions to sue 
the City Council in behalf of the property 
owner in question. Looking into the mat- 
ter, I found that Councilman Baker's ad- 
vice to the Public Service Department was 
erroneous and that the exit was legally 
established by the City Council. The his- 
tory of that matter is as follows: 


The original petition to change the 
property from “C” Two-Family Resi- 
dence District to “J” Parking District 
was received by the City Council on 
February 8, 1960. 


On March 14, 1960, a petition was re- 
ceived by the City Council favoring the 
rezoning. 


At a Public Hearing of City Council, 
date of April 4, 1960, several persons 
spoke in opposition to the rezoning, while 
others spoke in support, one of the sup- 
porters being the President of the West- 
side Commercial Club. 


On May 31, 1961, Councilman Lucile 
Belen introduced the rezoning Resolution 
and it was unanimously approved. 


Further, please be advised that following 
the false information by Councilman Baker 
to the Public Service Department, and the 
installation of new curb and gutter, that 
it was then necessary for the Public Ser- 
vice Department to remove the new curb 
and gutter at taxpayers expense. 


Regarding the problem, I recommend that 
(a) a legal opinion be secured from the 
City Attorney to determine whether or not 
it is now legal to alter the official rezon- 
ing, after the fact, and without a new 
rezoning petition being filed with the 
Planning Board; (b) a legal opinion be 
secured from the City Attorney to deter- 
mine whether or not it is now legal to 
alter the rezoning through the actual filing 
of a rezoning petition, and whether or not 
such can only take place effective the time 
a new owner takes over the property; (c) 
Attorney Frank J. DeLuca be contacted 
for a presentation on the legal matters, 
also, to determine whether or not a change 
in the rezoning would result in the City 
Council being sued; and, (d) if the legal 
matters cannot be resolved, that the prop- 
erty owner be contacted to determine if 
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the exit can be controlled to some extent, 
making the matter more easy to live with 
on the part of the neighbors.

On December 19, 1977, City Council ap- 
proved a resolution (attached) granting use 
of the City-owned Mill Street property to 
the R. E. Olds Museum at such time as 
the Capitol Area Transportation Authority 
(CATA) should vacate this building. CATA, 
of course, has relocated to Tranter Street 
and the Mill Street property is now avail- 
able for use by the R. E. Olds Museum. 


On Friday, November 17, 1978, the 
Museum Board of Directors voted unani- 
mously to enter into a lease with the City 
of Lansing for the north bay of this 
property and the small Bates building in 
the center of the structure, The Museum 
Board indicated that, at this time, it did 
not wish to use the south bay of the prop- 
erty. Therefore, I am asking Council con- 
currence that an alternative use be alwod- 
ed for the south bay on an interim basis, 
either for City use or by a private tenant. 


More important, I have been advised by 
the Finance Department that the City’s in- 
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surance company wishes to cancel its prop- 
erty insurance on the Mill Street structure 
because of needed roof repairs to the north 
bay of this building. The City has ob- 
tained a 90-day extension on the insurance, 
which will expire February 16, 1979. At 
that time, the City must be able to begin 
repairs on the roof or show substantial 
progress toward same. The Museum has 
been contacted on this matter (attached) 
advising that either the repairs must take 
place or the City will be forced to pursue 
an alternative use of the property. As the 
letter indicates, the Museum will again be 
contacted in Mid-January to determine its 
progress in fund-raising, and Council will 
be informed as to that progress. 


Council may have to consider one of the 
alternatives below if the Museum is not 
able to raise sufficient funds to perform 
necessary roof maintenance: 


1) The City may fund roof repairs and use 
the property for City activities. Some 
departments have already contacted 
Property Management about availability 
of this property. 


2) The City may lease this to a tenant who 
would be responsible for the roof re- 
pairs. 


3) The City may “self-insure” the building, 
that is not carry this through a private 
insurance carrier. The risk involved in 
this are obvious. 


4) The City may demolish the structure. 


I believe Council’s intention with the 
property is quite clear, and I support the 
concept of an R. E. Olds Museum as in 
the best interest of the City of Lansing. 
I believe we all wish the Museum success 
in its fund-raising efforts, but I would be 
remiss if I did not advise Council of these 
potential difficulties.

Dear Mayor Graves and Colleagues: 


I have received a request regarding alle- 
viation of traffic problems in the 1100 and 
1200 blocks of Maple Street, as well as at 
the intersection of Westmoreland and 
Maple Street. Specifically, on Sunday 
morning, because of the existence of two 
churches on West Maple Street, the on- 
street parking is of such a nature that 
it is almost impossible for cars to proceed 
down Maple Street, let alone emergency 
vehicles. I have been requested to investi- 
gate the possibility of putting “no park- 
ing” signs on one side of Maple Street so 
that parking is not permitted on one side 
of the street on Sundays. I would appre- 
ciate it if the Traffic Department through 
the Mayor’s Office would investigate and 
make recommendations to the City Council 
as soon as possible. 


The second request is in regards to 
traffic safety, especially in the winter. 
Maple Street intersects Westmoreland at 
the top of a hill on either side of that 
intersection of Westmoreland. Westmore- 
land is a through street. Because these 
hills become very icy in the winter it 
would seem appropriate to have these yield 
signs switched so that they cause traffic to 
yield on Westmoreland to traffic on Maple 
Street, so that residents can go up this 
hill without sliding back down it in the 
winter time. I would appreciate it if the 
Mayor through the Traffic Department 
would investigate it and report back with 
its recommendations as soon as possible.

Dear Mayor and Colleagues: 


I was quite surprised to see the above 
letter on the City Council agenda. I find 
it difficult to comprehend why he Mayor 
would put in a letter such false and mis- 
leading information regarding a neighbor- 
hood problem. I was further dismayed 
when I found that a copy of this letter was 
sent by the Mayor to every person in my 
neighborhood who submitted a petition to 
the City asking that this entrance be closed 
Permanently. 


The Mayor states on page No. 2 of his 
letter that I provided false information to 
the Public Service Dept. such is not the 
case, 


A Item: The Mayor states that I told the 
Public Service Dept. that “the owner in 
question was not using the exit and 
had installed a chain across same.” 


Fact: This is not false as the Mayor asserts 
its true! I told Mr. McCaffery in the 
Public Service Dept. that the owner had 
chained the entrance, since spring, and 
further that he had built a six foot wood- 
en fence across the entrance (subsequent- 
ly torn down by vandals after a few days 
this summer). By these actions which 
prohibited its use by vehicles, the owner 
obviously was no longer using the en- 
trance. I fail to see how the Mayor could 
characterize this as false information. 


B Item: The Mayor stated that I told Pub- 
lic Service Department that the property 
was zoned residential making the exit 
illegal, 


Fact: I showed Mr. Caffery the ordinance 
rezoning the property to “J” Parking 
and told him it was so zoned. I also told 
him that the present driveway was illegal 
as to its width because it was within 20 
feet of adjacent residential property, not. 
25 feet as required by ordinance. 


However, at no time did I ever state to 
anyone that the exit per say was illegal, 
but rather it was legal, albeit a hazard 
and nuisance to the neighborhood. I fail 
to understand why the Mayor wished to 
misstate the above facts. 


C Item: The Mayor states that I advised 
the Public Service Dept. “that such a 
curb and gutter should be put across the 
exit prohibiting egress and ingress. 


Fact: I advised Mr. McCaffery of the 
above FACTS. He in turn said that they 
routinely closed exits when puttng in 
new curb and gutter if they were no 
longer in use. I adivsed him that I had 
not talked with Dr. Spagnuolo on this 
matter, but Mr. McCaffery was to feel 
free to call him. Mr. McCaffery said 
he would check out the situation and 
order in the curb and gutter if it ap- 
peared to be appropriate. Subsequently 
they were installed. 
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D Item: The Mayor states a petition favor- 
ing the rezoning was received by City 
Council. 


Fact: The Mayor omits the fact that a 
petition was received by both the Plan- 
ning Board and City Council opposing 
the rezoning. It was signed by virtually 
every resident of the neighborhood. 


It is not clear to me why the Mayor has 
chosen to misrepresent the factual situa- 
tion as it exists, nor why he would choose 
to omit certain facts altogether, It is even 
more unclear to me why he would choose 
to send this letter to my friends and neigh- 
bors in the neighborhood who signed the 
petition without sending a copy to me. (I 
might note he did send one to my wife but 
he mispelled her name as FARBER. Her 
name is Finhaber). 


I do take some encouragement from the 
Mayors recommendations contained in the 
last paragraph of his letter. I have been 
attempting to have such recommendations 
implemented from the beginning. I even 
called over a month ago Mr. Robert Black, 
the Mayors assistant, asking that action 
taking out the new curb and gutter be de- 
layed so that alternatives such as those 
in Mayor Graves letter could be explored. 
Mr. Black said in effect that it was out of 
his hands, that the Mayor had ordered it 
torn out and the Mayor was not available. 


I also called Mr. DeLuca, Dr. Spagnuolo’s 
Attorney. He hung up on me. I called 
Dr. Spagnuolo. He, to this day has not 
returned my phone message. I went to 
Dr. Spagnuolos office. He refused to see 
me, 


The parking lot in question is a neigh- 
borhood issue. It also happens to be next 
door to me so its a personal issue as well. 
It is a constant source of degradation to 
the neighborhood. 


In the four years I’ve lived there the lot 
has constantly been overgrown with weeds 
at the south end. Ita always full of paper, 
trash, empty cans and broken glass (I’ve 
seen it cleaned up twice in four years). 
Debris from repair work on the laundro- 
mat two years ago still remains in the 
northwest corner of the lot. The small 
grass and shrub area at the south end are 
weed filled, untrimmed and uncut and full 
of trash. The rezoning required a 5 ft. 
6 inch redwood solid fence. Dr. Spagnuolo 
erected a four foot chain link open fence. 
The Building Dept. was notified but didn’t 
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do anything about it. Even today the side- 
walks remain unplowed as ever on both 
Lapeer and Saginaw. 


The exit onto Lapeer has been used as 
an escape route for at least 2 armed rob- 
beries the most recent less than two months 
ago, as well as purse snatchers. Also it 
is used as a shortcut by speeding cars all 
night long (when it was open) as well as 
a loitering area. 


It is discouraging to residents who are 
making a real effort to turn a negih- 
borhood around to be met by a situation 
such as is represented by this parking lot. 
It is even more frustrating when the Mayor 
through misrepresentations and ommission 
cc to turn it into a political foot- 
ball. 


I and the rest of the residents of the 
street sincerely hope that we can start 
anew tonight to seek to solve the problem, 
instead of trying to enlarge on already 
existing one. 

I have attached a memo from Mr. Mc- 
Caffery which I think provides additional 
information. I wish to have all of this 
placed in the City Council minutes for the 
record,

One week ago at the Committee of the 
Whole Session, you turned over to my office 
the gigantic problem of solid waste disposal 
and the contract proposed by the Granger 
Land Development Company, very unfortu- 
nately a matter you have had before you 
for several weeks. With the matter before 
my office for less than one week, Jerry P. 
Granger, Granger Land Development Com- 
pany, now demands that the City enter into 
an agreement by December 15, 1978, this 
being the very date that the Department of 
Natural Resources of the State of Michigan 
will be granting to the City of Lansing a 
license to operate a landfill at the “Cole- 
man Road Site.” 


In the contract which you had before you 
for several weeks, Granger Land Develop- 
ment Company is seeking 100 percent of 
the City’s solid waste with a basic rate in- 
crease of approximately 15 percent per 
cubic yard through June 30, 1980, in addi- 
tion to other increased charges; commenc- 
ing July 1, 1980, landfill rates, including 
new charges, shall increase annually in an 
amount equal to the previous calendar 
year’s cost of living index (as determined 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics, Consum- 
er Price Index, All Items), multiplied by 
2.0. 


The City Attorney advises, after his first 
review of the contract submitted by the 
Granger Land Development Company, that 
the contract and demand for signing pos- 
sibly violates State and Federal anti-trust 
laws on the basis of a monopoly position 
the Granger Land Development Company 
holds in the area in solid waste disposal, 
which prevents entrance into the field by 
competitors, i.e., requiring 100 percent of 
the City’s solid waste disposal. He indicates 
that the requirement effectively attempts to 
destroy any competition for a period of 15 
years. 


Be advised that we are attempting to re- 
draft a contract proposal and forward same 
to the Granger Land Deevlopment Company 
during the week of December 11.

On Thursday, November 16, 1978, the 
City Demolition Board unanimously found 
the buildings on the Diamond Reo property 
to be unsafe and ordered that the property 
owners either make the buildings safe or 
have them demolished. Results of that 
hearing have previously been filed with the 
City Council. 


The Demolition Board has recommended 
to this office that the City Council schedule 
a public hearing, under Subsection 9-8 of 
the Lansing Unform Building Code and the 
Housing Law of Michigan, to require that 
such buildings be demolished or otherwise 
Made safe. At that hearing, the City Coun- 
cil would review the findings and the order 
of the Demolition Board and would approve, 
disapprove, or modify that order. The hear- 
ing would also provide the owner an oppor- 
tunity to show cause as to why the build- 
ings should not be demolished or otherwise 
made safe. 


In scheduling this hearing, written notice 
of the time and place should be served or 
mailed by certified mail, return receipt re- 
quested, to the owner(s) in whose name the 
property appears according to the last local 
tax assessment record, and that notice 
should be served or mailed at least ten days 
prior to the hearing. 


The Diamond Reo buildings were found 
to be unsafe and dangerous, as defined in 
Section 9-8, subsection 203 of the Lansing 
Uniform Building Code and the Housing 
Law of Michigan, on September 8, 1978 by 
the Lansing Building Commissioner. None 
of the owners of any of the Diamond Reo 
buildings or any person representing any of 
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the owners spoke on this matter before the 
jue Board at its hearing November 
» 1978. 


The Building Commissioner has recom- 
mended that Council establish Monday, 
January 15, 1979, for the above required 
hearing.

REMARKS FROM THE MAYOR OR HIS 
EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT — COMMENTS 
BY THE CITY COUNCIL. 


December 11, 1978

Dear President Adado 
and Council Members: 


On Monday, December 4, 1978, I sub- 
mitted to you a copy of the communciation 
forwarded to Councilman Robert J. Hull, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public 
Properties and Safety of the City Council. 
The communication, date of November 27, 
1978, and addressed to Councilman Robert 
J. Hull, was in response to a request from 
him for information pertaining to the 
egress/ingress route of a parking lot adja- 
cent to 1004 and 1014 W. Lapeer Street. 
My response to Councilman Hull was as 
follows: 


‘Dear Councilman Hull: 


This is in response to your communica- 
tion asking for my recommendation con- 
cerning the permanent closing of a park- 
ing lot exit on W. Lapeer Street, be- 
tween 1014 and 1004 W. Lapeer. 


The parking lot exit recently came to 
my attention as a result of the activities 
of Councilman Richard Baker, who re- 
sides directly adjacent to the exit in ques- 
tion. In mid-October, Councilman Baker 
advised the Public Service Department of 
the City of Lansing that (a) the owner 
in question was not using the exit and 
had installed a chain across same; (b) 
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the property was zoned residential mak- 
ing the exit illegal; and, (c) that a curb 
and gutter should be put across the exit, 
prohibiting egress and ingress. 


The Public Service Department consid- 
ered the statements of Mr. Baker as 
being fact, and when other curb and gut- 
ter was being done in the area, ordered 
curb and gutter across that exit. Imme- 
diately thereafter, one Frank J. DeLuca, 
Attorney at Law, advised of his inten- 
tions to sue the City Council in behalf of 
the property owner in question. Looking 
into the matter, I found that Councilman 
Baker’s advice to the Public Service De- 
partment was erroneous and that the exit 
was legally established by the City Coun- 
cil. The history of that matter is as 
follows : 


The original petition to change the 
property from ‘C’ Two-Family Residence 
District to ‘J’ Parking District was re- 
ceived by City Council on February 8, 
1960. 


On March 14, 1960, a petition was re- 
ceived by the City Council favoring the 
rezoning. 


At a Public Hearing of City Council, 
date of April 4, 1960, several persons 
spoke in opposition to the rezoning, while 
others spoke in support, one of the sup- 
porters being the President of the West- 
side Commercial Club. 


On May 31, 1961, Councilman Lucile 
Belen introduced the rezoning Resolution 
and it was unanimously approved. 


Further, please be advised that follow- 
ing the false information by Councilman 
Baker to the Public Service Department, 
and the installation of new curb and gut- 
ter, that it was then necessary for the 
Public Service Department to remove the 
new curb and gutter at taxpayer’s ex- 
pense, 


Regarding the problem, I recommend 
that (a) a legal opinion be secured from 
the City Attorney to determine whether 
or not it is now legal to alter the official 
rezoning, after the fact, and without a 
new rezoning petition being filed with the 
Planning Board; (b) a legal opinion be 
secured from the City Attorney to deter- 
mine whether or not it is now legal to 
alter the rezoning through the actual fil- 
ing of a rezoning petition, and whether 
or not such can only take place effective 

. the time a new owner takes over the 
property; (c) Attorney Frank J. DeLuca 
be contacted for a presentation on the 
legal matters, also, to determine whether 
or not a change in the rezoning would 
result in the City Council being sued; 
and, (d) if the legal matters cannot be 
resolved, that the property owner be con- 
tacted to determine if the exit can be 
controlled to some extent, making the 
matter more easy to live with on the part 
of the neighbors.” 


Though the aforementioned was not read 
at the City Council Meeting, Councilman 
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Richard Baker took a substantial amount of 
time to harangue me and demand that his 
statements be inserted “into the record.” 


In analyzing the statements of Council- 
man Richard Baker, I found that what he 
terms the “truth,” leaves quite a bit to be 
desired. 


He advised that he was surprised to see 
my communication on the City Council 
Agenda; that he was “further dismayed” to 
learn that I had forwarded copies of my 
communication to 18 persons in the area; 
that we had misspelled his wife’s name; 
that he had not requested of the Public Ser- 
vice Department that a curb and gutter 
should be put across the driveway to pro- 
hibit egress and ingress into and from the 
parking lot in question; that he had called 
Mr. Robert Black, the Mayor’s Executive 
Assistant, regarding the matter of the curb 
and gutter; that he had telephoned Mr. 
Frank DeLuca, the Attorney representing 
the parking lot owner, and in Mr. Baker's 
words, “he hung up on me”; that I at- 
tempted to turn the matter into a political 
football; and on, and on, and on. 


To begin with, a petition containing 
18 signatures from Lapeer Street, Butler 
Street and N. Logan Street was submitted 
to the City Council on November 13, 1978, 
by one Charles E. Hallman of 1014 Lapeer 
Street, requesting the closing of the park- 
ing lot on the north side of W. Lapeer 
Street between 1004 and 1014 W. Lapeer 
Street. This petition was referred to the 
Committee on Public Property and Safety 
and the Mayor. Contrary to the view of 
Councilman Baker, I deem it proper to 
notify the petitioners of the scope of the 
matter and the several questions involved 
which require Jegal interpretation; regard- 
ing the misspelling of Mrs. Baker’s name, 
I must apologize. However, in looking at 
her signature on the petition, it must be 
recognized that (a) the handwriting is not 
too legible and (b) I was unaware that Mrs. 
Baker did not chose her husband’s name in 
marriage, but retained her maiden name, a 
name with which my secretary was not ac- 
quainted. Rearding the installation of the 
driveway gutter and approach, Howard G. 
McCaffery, City Engineer, states “this was 
done in accordance with Councilman Bak- 
er’s request’’ and that Councilman Baker 
indicated that the property owner “would 
have no objection in doing such.” Council- 
man Baker also advised Mr. McCafery that 
“the present driveway was illegal as to its 
width, because it was within 20 feet of 
adjacent residential property, not 25 feet 
as required by ordinance.” This matter is 
questionable. It should be resolved by the 
City Attorney. For example, the rezoning 
in question, and which permitted the drive- 
way on the north side of Lapeer Street, was 
approved on May 81, 1961—the present or- 
dinance, No. 369, was not approved until 
September 28, 1974. It is true that Coun- 
cilman Baker contacted Mr. Robert Black, 
the Mayor’s Executive Assistant, but he did 
so only after the curb and gutter was al- 
ready installed, only after Frank DeLuca, 
the Attorney representing the property 
owner, had threatened to sue the City 
Council, and only after the newly poured 
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curb and gutter was being jack-hammered 
out at taxpayer’s expense. It is true that 
Councilman Baker telephoned Frank De- 
Luca, and according to Attorney DeLuca, 
he hung up when Councilman Baker started 
swearing at him. A most understandable 
situation. 


And, what about my attempting to turn 
this matter into “a political football” as 
referenced by Councilman Baker? Council- 
man Baker is looking for a “goat.” He 
overstepped his bounds and he is looking 
for someone to blame. Councilman Baker 
obviously violated the City Charter and the 
intentions of the Charter Commission. You, 
including Councilman Baker, and I, very 
specifically received from the City Charter 
Commission, in a long meeting with the 
membership, the fact that materials, ques- 
tions, complaints, etc., were to be submitted 
by Council members to the various depart- 
ments ONLY THROUGH THE OFFICE 
OF THE MAYOR. Councilman Baker chose 
to ignore this basic intent and went directly 
to the City Engineer. This violation has 
resulted in difficulties which would not 
have arisen. This violation has resulted in 
a waste of taxpayer’s dollars, This viola- 
tion has resulted in the need of numerous 
hours having to be expended on the part of 
myself and other members of the adminis- 
tration, all this because one City Council- 
man, Councilman Baker, refused to abide 
by the basic intent of the City Charter and 
the Charter Commission. 


Abraham Lincoln once said, “truth means 
two different, things to two different peo- 
ple.” I am of the opinion that Councilman 
Baker would not recognize the truth if it 
was staring him in the eye. 


Mr. President, as you did for Councilman 
Richard Baker last Monday, I request that 
the aforementioned be printed in the rec- 
ord,

Section 1. That Article XI of Chapter 2 
of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
ec is hereby amended to read as fol- 
ows! 


ARTICLE XI. Senior Citizens Advisory 
Board. 


Sec. 2-96. Senior citizens Advisory Board: 
creation, responsibilities. 


There is hereby established a senior citi- 
zens advisory board to consist of eight (8) 
senior citizens (persons over fifty five 
years of age) who shall be residents of the 
city. Of the eight members of the board, 
four shall be appointed at large and one 
shall be appointed from each ward of the 
city. Members of the board shall be ap- 
pointed by the mayor with the consent of 
the city council. In the first instance, the 
mayor shall arrange the terms of his ap- 
pointees to the committee so that the terms 
of one of the at large and one of the ward 
members of the committee shall expire on 
June 30 of each year for the first four 
years of existence of the board. Thereafter 
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all appointments for complete terms shall 
be for four years. Anyone appointed to fill 
a vacancy occurring during a term shall 
serve until the completion of that term. 
All appointments shall be with regard to 
achieving representation of the diversity of 
Lansing senior citizens as to age, sex, ra- 
cial characteristics, background, interests 
and living conditions.
